ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 


Favored by an ancient custom which has now 
almost the force of law, it is my privilege to formally ~ 
greet you as my colleagues in discharging the trust 
committed to us by the people of this great City. 

While elected from separate districts and wards, 
when you meet in your collective capacities you rep- 
resent the entire community, and your concern as well 
as mine is the common welfare. As you keep this 
thought in mind, or ignore it, will largely depend the 
success or failure of the municipal work of the year. 

Summoned without previous practical experience in 
the management of the City’s affairs, though no 
stranger to the laws that guide them, I shall do my 
part with an eye single to the public interest, and I 
confidently expect your cordial and equally conscien- 
tious codperation. : 

The first subject for consideration is the state of 
the finances, and in it the public debt takes the first 
rank. The net debt, it will be noted, has grown to 
great proportions. Allowing for recent changes, by 
State payments for water-works, but considering 
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reciprocal City obligations, for purposes of comparison 
with other large cities in the country, the net debt 
per capita in 1900 may fairly be used. In that year 
the net debt per capita in Boston was $105.72, in- 
cluding county debt, which we must always carry ; 
it was $73.21 in New York, $17.17 in Chicago, $33.21 
in St. Louis, $32.04 in Cleveland, $64.70 in Baltimore, 
$40.27 in Buffalo, $50.70 in New Orleans, $31.86 in 
Philadelphia, and $45.88 in Louisville. Of eighty-six 
cities in the table, Boston is the highest of all but one, 
and it more than doubles the average of the whole 
number. This may not be an argument, and probably 
is not a valid one, against borrowing more money until 
we reduce the volume of our debt; but it ought to 
act as a deterrent against borrowing unnecessarily. 
We should at least beware of incurring debt except for 
works of a permanent character, or those which shall 
endure as long as the hfe of the bonds. The only 
economic excuse for creating a City debt — public 
calamities or great emergencies excepted — is to spread 
the burden over the period that the public work paid 
for by the loan will last, so that those who enjoy the 
benefit shall pay for it. It would be oppressive and 
unjust to the next generation of taxpayers for us to 
bond the City to meet current expenses or pay for 
works of a temporary character. Each age should 
bear its own burden. 

As reported by the Auditor, the right of the City 
to borrow within the new debt limit is $3,792,546,16. 
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This is a very large sum, and its size is alluring; 
yet. the suggested requirements of the spending de- 
partments call for more than twice the amount. 
There can be no doubt, after an inspection of the 
demands, that all the money thus estimated as 
required could be wisely and profitably expended, if 
it were available. Indeed, with a vision of what 
the City ought to be, it is easy to see room to place 
many millions more during the year. But we face 
the rude and real facts, not an ideal situation. 

In my judgment, the proceeds of loans the 
coming year should be spent only for works of the 
highest public utility, or of the most pressing ne- 
cessity. I have in mind, in a general way, the 
objects callmg with most reason for the amount 
available from loans, but as the just distribution of 
it is more in the, nature of administrative detail 
than of administrative policy proper for discussion 
now, I shall make no specific recommendations until 
the time arrives for the submission of the items of 
a loan bill. Moreover, by that time we shall have 
a closer view of the financial situation, and “a more 
intimate knowledge of the actual needs of the 
departments, after full investigation and scrutiny. 

The construction and alteration of school buildings 
must, however, form an exception, on account of 
urgent necessity as well as the provisions of law 
requiring immediate action. The woful lack of 
proper school accommodations received legislative 
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recognition in Chapter 473 of the Acts of 1901, 
under which bonds to the amount of $1,000,000 
were authorized by the City Council, and the  pro- 
ceeds placed at the disposal of the Schoolhouse 
Commission. This sum has been partly spent; the 
remainder has been contracted out, and most of the 
work will probably be finished within this year. 

Another $1,000,000, I am satisfied, is needed for 
additional land, new school-houses, and the alteration 
of old structures. This is the full amount that you 
can appropriate in any one of the three years that 
the act has yet to run. I therefore recommend that 
the treasurer be authorized to issue bonds to the 
amount of $1,000,000 for these purposes, and, as 
under the peculiar terms of this act the votes must 
be passed and my approval given before the first 
day of February next, I plead for immediate action. 
In my judgment this appropriation will be sufficient 
for all school sites, new buildings and alterations the 
present year, and that authority under other acts 
should not be resorted to. 

A serious complaint comes from water-rate payers, 
that vast sums of money which should go to the 
credit side of the department have been from time 
to time diverted to other specific objects, or to the 
general account, with the result that the charges for 
water are inequitable and excessive. After fifty 
years of operation of the works, and especially after 
the recent payment from the State of more than 
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twelve million dollars ito the City Treasury for 
water works taken, the Water Department should not 
fairly, as it looks to me, stand charged with a 
deficit. An effort should be made to ascertain the 
equities between the City and the water-takers, as 
such, and to adjust properly the account between 
them. | 

The City will never be commercially convenient 
for heavy traffic until a new avenue from some 
point on Fort Poimt channel to the northern term1- 
nals and docks shall be built to accommodate heavy 
traffic. I am committed to no plan, but invite your 
careful attention to all that may be presented, with — 
a view to the adoption of the best in the near 
future. If the work be entered upon, it apparently 
must be done from loans outside the debt limit, 
unless by legislative sanction 1t can be met by sev- 
eral annual appropriations from loans within the 
limit. , 

The Legislature of 1901 passed an act looking to 
the building of Northern avenue from a point near 
Oliver’ street, across Fort Point channel to the lands 
of the Commonwealth in South Boston, and appro- 
priated $225,000 as the Commonwealth’s contribu- 
tion to the project. If the City accept the act it 
will stand committed to the undertaking. Its part 
of the expense is estimated to be $500,000, which 
must be raised by loans within the debt limit. The 
avenue has been included in all plans for the devel- 
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opment of the South Boston flats during the past 
thirty-five years, and its construction is only a ques- 
of time. By the present plan, as I understand it, 
the course of the proposed avenue has been somewhat 
changed from the one heretofore contemplated, giving 
rise to a question in certain quarters as to what line 
and termini will best serve public conveniences. This 
question should first be settled, after full discussion 
and deliberation. If you accept the act, you adopt 
the specific plan which is embodied in it. The ave- 
nue when built ought to be placed so as to best serve 
the whole people. From the City point of view, its 
prime purpose is the convenience of public traffic. 
The development of lands is but an incident. 
Encouragement comes from Washington that Con- 
gress will make adequate provision for the improve- 
ment of our great harbor. I have elsewhere stated 
my solemn conviction that this subject dwarfs all 
others, and that the necessity for immediate action 
is most urgent. We rely with confidence that the 
senators and representatives, not only from this State — 
but from all New England, will use their best efforts 
to fit our harbor to float at all stages of the tide the 
largest vessels engaged in the commerce of the world. 
It is with some reluctance that I refer, because 
only to leave it, to the need of additional City Hall 
accommodations. The present City Hall was finished 
in 1865, and was the first built for the purpose. It 
was then supposed to be ample to house all the de- 
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partments for half a century or more. But we orow, 
and outgrow. This hall is so crowded that em- 
ployees in some departments are seriously cramped 
for room to work in; the buildings on Court square 
are fully occupied; while the City pays more than 
$30,000 a year for quarters outside. This dispersion 
of departments, among other effects, decentralizes ad- 
ministration, wastes time, and makes departmental 
work less effective, as well as more expensive. 
There is but one adequate remedy, and that a 
most expensive one. To rebuild, as high as the 
law allows, on the sites of the old court-house, and . 
the other buildmgs on Court square and Tremont 
street, at a cost of more than $1,500,000, would 
solve the problem temporarily and in_ patchwork 
fashion; but we would meet the problem again 
within ten years, and regret the short-sighted waste 
of the public money. If, and when, in your time or 
mine in office, the condition of the finances and 
public opinion favor a municipal building worthy of 
the City, land sufficient for it and all additional 
buildings required for a century to come should be 
taken. This might, and probably would, mean estab- 
lishing the City Hall at some distance from the 
present site. Nothing more healthful to the civic 
and commercial life of the City could happen. It 
would create a new centre of activity, increase the 
value of all property in a wide vicinity, while the 
property now occupied and then abandoned by the 
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City would sell for an amount that would go far 
toward paying the cost of the new undertaking. The 
chief trouble with commercial Boston is that it seeks 
to do all its best business on one square mile of 
land. The result is: congestion, very high rents 
within that area, and somewhat ragged prospects 
beyond. More business centres of the first class, a 
wider distribution territorially of the commercial 
activities, will make Boston a better and a greater 
city. For this purpose I may be counted an expan- 
sionist of the most extreme type. Beyond the broad 
view of what ought to be done I am wedded to no 
plan, place or project for a City Hall. I am con- 
cerned only that no temporary makeshift be resorted 
to, and that when the City Council acts it shall act 
in a large way, and that a new City Hall when 
built shall stand as a monument to its wisdom and 
foresight. 

The safe rule if followed, that money raised from 
loans shall go to works of permanent use, or those 
at least which last as long as the life of the bonds, 
properly leaves maintenance, or “ running,” expenses 
to be borne by what is roughly called current rev- 
enue. But current revenue, the money derived from 
taxation, must also provide for interest on the City 
debt and sinking fund requirements. Last year there 
was a revolt against the tax rates. For some reason 
the assessment by the Commonwealth for the metro- 
politan park system was not levied upon the City. 
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Had it been, the tax rate would have been $15.30 
“in the thousand, instead of $14.90. This year we 
may have to bear the two years’ assessment, and 
earry the burden of some $400,000 that the previous 
administration escaped. Next year, of course, the 
normal annual assessment only will have to be met. 

The belief prevails —justified apparently by a high 
tax rate on a full valuation—that the City is spend- 
ing too much money. It is a serious question in 
what direction we shall seek retrenchment. To all the 
new undertakings, such as parks, playgrounds, baths, 
gymnasiums and sundry entertainments, we are com- 
mitted, and consideration for the public safety and 
well-being compels the support of all the other de- 
partments of the government as they stand. The 
comparative cost, however, is impressive and a 
warning. 

In 1900 our expenses for maintenance (‘running 
expenses’’) were $35.23 per capita, as against 
$23.92 in New York, $11.62 in Chicago, $14.87 in 
Philadelphia, $15.84 in St. Louis, $15.99 in Balti- 
more, $13.90 in Cleveland, $15.69 in Buffalo, $21.93 
in San Francisco, and we double the expense per 
capita of all the large cities in the Union. 

It is probable that Boston is domg many things 
that the other great cities are not doing. No com- 
plete statistics apt for comparison are available. 
But granted that our parks, hospitals, libraries, baths 


and some other municipal institutions are in advance 
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of other cities in progress and cost, they do not 
appear to account for the enormous difference be- 
tween the burden borne per capita by our people 
and that borne in the other cities of the country. 
It is probable that there is waste somewhere. If so, 
it must be checked as soon as it can be discovered, 
and no fresh squandering permitted. In anticipation, 
I have engaged an expert municipal accountant to 
examine the principal departments and report from 
time to time, with a view to better systems of ac- 
counting and closer economies in administration. 
These reports will be submitted to you as soon as 
received, and I trust the results arrived at will be 
carefully considered and prove beneficial to the City. 

The heads of departments, for whose conduct the 
law makes the Mayor largely responsible, will be 
instructed to obey the civil service law, the laws 
governing the letting of contracts, and every other 
law and ordinance operating upon the City business ; 
and above all, they will be charged to exercise the 
most rigid economy in administration, not taking 
anything to be right merely because it exists, but 
ascertaining what is right, and doig it. In _pur- 
suing this course I confidently hope that the gentle- 
men to be associated with me in the executive work 
will find ineans to reduce expenditure without im- 
pairing In any way the efficiency of the public 
service. By the practice of a reasonable economy, 
notwithstanding the belated State assessment, which 
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may add some forty cents in the thousand dollars 
to the tax rate, and other extra charges that must 
be met, the tax rate for the present year, I trust, 
may be sensibly lessened. 

In an earnest effort to make the condition of the 
City better in every respect at the end of the year 
than we find it at the beginning, I invite and expect 
your cordial codperation.

DAR Srr, — From February 1, 1901, to February 1, 
1902, the Art Commission authorized and approved the 
following: 

May, 1901.—A plaster bust of the statue of Minerva 
Guistiniani, to be placed in the East Boston High School. 

A bronze tablet commemorating the ride of Paul Revere, 
to be placed upon the Charlestown bridge by the Bunker 
Hill Chapter of the Daughters of the American Revolution. 

A bronze tablet to the memory of William Dawes, Jr., 
given by Miss Goddard, to be placed upon the gate of King’s 
Chapel burial-ground. 

The models for a statue of William Ellery Channing, by 
Herbert Adams, and of a pedestal and canopy therefor, to be ° 
placed in the Public Garden, opposite the Arlington-street 
Chureh. The first payment of $5,000 was authorized. 

NoveMBER, 1901.— Ten bronze medallions of Mayors of 
Boston, by R. E. Brooks, were accepted after certain modifi- 
cations which entailed much delay. At the request of 
Mayor Hart they were suitably framed by the Commission, in 
order that they may be hung in the Mayor’s office.

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A circular bronze drinking fountain, presented through 
Mrs. Huntington Smith, ‘of the Animal Rescue League, 
with its location on Hancock square, Charlestown. 

The removal of the statue of Edward Everett from the 
Public Garden to the centre of Edward Everett square in 
Dorchester. 

The designs and location for a drinking fountain for man 
and beast, given to the city by the will of Ellen C. Johnson, 
designed by Mr. Guy Lowell, and to be placed at the inter- 
section of Hemenway streetand Westland avenue. 

The conditions of the contract made January 1, 1898, 
between Mayor Quincy, in behalf of the City of Boston, and 
Mr. Paul Bartlett, for a statue of Gen. Joseph Warren, to 
be placed at the intersection of Warren, James, and Regent 
streets in Roxbury not being fulfilled by the sculptor, the 
Mayor sought the advice of the Corporation Counsel, who 
was of opinion that the contract for the Joseph Warren 
statue between the city and Mr. Paul Bartlett, should be 
referred to the Art Commission “to take whatever action it 
deems best in the premises, the same as if the contract had 
been made by it under the present statute.” The Mayor 
accordingly requested the Art Commission “to take charge 
of arranging for the erection of a statue of General Joseph 
Warren.” 

At the meeting of January 28, 1902, it was 

Voted: “That the contract with Mr. Paul Bartlett having 
expired by limitation, and the city having put the matter of 
a monument to General Joseph Warren into the hands of 
the Art Commission to act as it deems best, the latter is pre- 
pared to select a sculptor, and to make a new contract for 
such a monument.” 

The Commission wrote Mr. Bartlett as follows: 

‘In the matter of the Joseph Warren monument I have 
the honor to enclose you the copy of a vote passed this day 
by the Art Commission. 

«¢ Without prejudice to the rights of the city against you or 
your bondsmen under the old contract the Commission 
would be glad to see you with reference to the pO if you 
wish to take the matter up at any day.”

Srir, — In accordance with the requirements of the exist- 
ing ordinance, the Board of Assessors respectfully submit 
the following report: 

For convenience of assessment, and as authorized by chap- 
ter 115 of the Acts of the year 1889, which provides that 
the Assessors may “ divide any ward . . . into con- 
venient assessment districts,” the twenty-five wards of the 
city are divided into forty-four districts, — four of them into 
three each, eleven of them into two each, and ten are 
undivided. 

The several assessment districts, and the wards of which 
they are a part, together with the names of the first and 
second assistant assessors assigned to each of said districts, 
are shown in an appendix at the end of this report.

Potit—TAx ASSESSMENTS. 


The polls recorded for assessment before August 14, 1901, 
and included in the estimate that determined the rate of tax- 
ation for the current year, were those of 171,650. Under 
the operation of the law providing for supplementary assess- 
ment of omitted male persons, liable to assessment under the 
‘provisions of section 20 of chapter 548 of the Acts of 1898, 
and chapter 400, Acts of the year 1901, which provides for 
investigation, by local assessors, of all names supplementarily 
assessed, there were added to the list 4,291 polls, making the 
total number of males assessed 175,941. The number of 
polls assessed, and the amount of such assessments in each 
ward, are shown by tables on pages 12 and 14, and the num- 
ber assessed in the city for ten consecutive years is shown 
by the table marked “ A,” page 35.

The valuation of 1901 for personal property can be fairly 
increased $58,521,100, in addition to the amount given in the 
foregoing table, for the value assessed by the Commonwealth 
at the rate of $16.18 per $1,000 upon shares of Massachu- 
setts corporations, the property of residents in Boston. The 
State deducts from the value of each share the amount that 
represents the real estate and the machinery, locally assessed, 
and pays to the city that proportion of the tax that rep- 
resents the personal property of each corporation.

The valuation can be further increased, say $1,222,500 
for bank stock assessed at the several rates of the places 
where the banks are located, as the taxes are paid to Boston 
as assessments upon this class of property held by its citi- 
zens in Massachusetts banks located outside that city. 

This valuation of the shares in Massachusetts corpora- 
tions, and also in national banks within the State, but with- 
out the limits of Boston, is determined by taking the amount 
paid by the Commonwealth to the city during the financial 
year, on account of corporate taxes assessed as of the first 
day of May of that year. The totals are under estimates, as 
the collection extends beyond the year in which taxes are 
assessed, and a small proportion of their total sum is paid 
over to the city with the assessments of subsequent years. 

As the revenue from these two sources is always estimated 
before the amount to be raised by taxation is determined, the 
effect of the valuation of this property in reducing the rate 
of taxation is the same as though its amount was included 
in the Assessors’ aggregate, and the taxes were assessed by 
them. 

The valuation of personal property can properly be fur- 
ther increased by the sum of $3,598.15 for shipping owned 
by Boston citizens, which was employed in foreign trade 
May 1,1901. Section 8 of chapter 11 of the Public Stat- 
utes provides that such property shall not be included in the 
personal estate of its owners, if they make a return of the 
same and report for taxation the net yearly income thereof. 
Section 10 of said chapter required that the State should 
reimburse the cities and towns for the loss sustained by such 
exemption. The act from which these two sections were 
taken became of force May 1, 1882, and contained the pro- 
visions that while the exemption should continue, reimburse- 
ments on the part of the State should cease in 1887. 

By chapter 873 of that year, repayment for the loss of val- 
uation was extended for two years, and was again extended 
for the same space of time by chapter 286 of the Acts of 
the year 1890. Chapter 116 of the Acts of 1891 provides 
that such repayment shall continue to be made until two 
years from the date of its enactment, March 26, 1891, was 
extended five years by chapter 149 of the Acts of 1893, and 
was again extended five years by chapter 353 of the Acts of 
1898. The value of the shipping returned for the tax of 
1901 was $3,967 and the net income returned amounted to 
$368.85. In the revenue of the city the amount of the pay- 
ment by the State for the current financial year on this 
account is put at $52.54. 
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The total valuation of personal estate which is assessed for 
all purposes, for which the city may raise money by, taxation, 
ean for the year 1901 be put at $287,886,732.52. 

The United States, the Commonwealth, the county, the 
city, churches, charitable, scientific, and other corporations, 
hold property exempt by law from assessment. That of the 
nation consists of certain islands, forts and lighthouses in 
our harbor, the navy yard, custom-house and the building 
used for the United States courts, sub-treasury and _ post- 
office. The property of the State within the limits of the 
city is made up of the State House, the State Prison, an area 
of land and flats in East and South Boston, and land taken 
for metropolitan sewerage, metropolitan water system and 
metropolitan parks. The county property includes the 
court-house and jail. But as the entire cost of all county 
estate has been paid by the city, and as the other municipal- 
ities that with Boston make up Suffolk County pay no 
county taxes [Public Statutes, chapter 11, section 47], the 
estates used for county purposes are included as a part of 
the city property. The character and value of the property 
used for municipal purposes may be ascertained by reference 
to the list of real and. personal estate, under the title of 
nominal assets of the city. 

Buildings of any character that are adapted to public or 
partly public use are seldom capable of easy change to fit 
them for general purposes. When the estates of which they 
are a part are sold, it is found that a comparatively small 
value attaches to anything above the land. As such estates 
become unfitted for the purposes for which they are used the 
values estimated for the buildings are reduced. It is 
believed that the reductions that have been made from time 
to time have brought our exempt estates to a fair valuation 
which approximates to the selling price. By the method 
indicated we place the valuation of exempt property as 
follows: .

As required by chapter 217, Acts 1882, the officers of 
charitable literary and scientific institutions reported that 
their receipts for the twelve months preceding the first day 
of May, 1901, amounted to $6,180,377, and their expenditures 
to 136,271,041. It appeared by their returns that at the 
date of assessment these benevolent and educational institu- 
tions held as investments $11,042,521 of the real estate of 
this city, which, not being occupied for the purposes of 
their incorporation, is assessed at its estimated value, forming 
a part of the real estate valuation for the tax of the current 
year. The City of Boston holds, in its corporate capacity 
(not assessed for City taxes), $82,660,965.54 of actual assets 
available for the payment of habilities and $60,050,901 nomi- 
nal assets.

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PERCENTAGE OF ASSESSMENTS ON POLLS AND PROPERTY. 


When the assessment to meet the warrants of the State, 
county and city had been completed, 222,604 bills were sent — 
to the Collector, with the lists of persons assessed, and the 
Assessors’ warrant to collect. Of these bills 153,559 (68.98 
per cent.) were for poll-taxes only. 

When all the lists and warrants for the year had been sent 
to that officer, 4,291 additional bills, covering supplementary 
assessments, had been delivered. Of this class 4,229 were 
for poll-taxes only. 

There were also made 47 bills for property assessed under 
chapter 362, Acts 1888. 3 

The tax assessments for the financial year were represented 
by 226,942 bills, of which 80.47 per cent. were for property, 
and 69.53 per cent. were for poll-taxes. 

The total number of persons assessed on property was 
‘60,768, of which 42,166 were resident individuals, 6,178 
non-resident individuals, and 12,414 firms, corporations, 
trustees, etc. See Table “B,” page 36. 


ABATEMENTS. 


The amount of abatements fram all the above assessments 
to January 31, 1902, was for polls, $554; for real estate, 
$70,226.17; for personal estate, $53,963.40, a total of 
$124,748.57. Of this sum $121,899.12 was abated before 
the reduced tax bills were paid, and with the money received 
for taxes is treated as a credit item to the Collector, who is 
charged with the total amount of the tax warrants of the 

ear. The remainder of the abatements, amounting to 
$2,844.45, were made after payment by the persons assessed, 
and the several amounts were refunded by the Treasurer for 
moneys received from the Collector for the taxes of the 
current financial year. 


AVERAGE OF ASSESSORS’ VALUATION FOR THREE YEARS. 


In accordance with the requirements of section 5 of chap- 
ter 5 of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, as amended 1900, 
we herewith include a statement of the Assessors’ valuation 
of the taxable property in the City of Boston for each of the 
preceding three years, the abatement thereon allowed previous 
to the thirty-first day of December preceding, and the aver- 
age of such valuations reduced by such abatements.

TAXATION OF CORPORATE PROPERTY. 


In accordance with the provisions of section 86 of chapter 
11 of the Public Statutes, the Assessors, in August, 1901, 
returned to the Tax Commissioner of the Commonwealth the 
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names of 345 Massachusetts corporations located in Boston, 

“with a statement in detail of the works, structures, real 

estate, and machinery owned by each of said corporations 
with the value thereof.” 

No personal property other than machinery can legally be 
assessed to a Massachusetts corporation. ‘The valuation of 
property of corporations chartered by the Commonwealth, 
which was included in the total that determined the rate of 
taxation, amounted to $138,179,425, of which sum $120,- 
739,125 was real estate, and $17,440,300 was machinery. 
A statement showing the growth of corporate property locally 
assessed during the last twenty years is shown by the 
table marked “EH,” page 40. Under the provisions of sec- 
tion 8 of chapter 18 of the Public Statutes, the Board 
assessed the 501,000 shares of the sixty-three national banks 
of Boston upon a valuation of $48,211,000,— a total tax of 
$718,343.90. At the time the rate of taxation was deter- 
mined the estimated value of 1438,210.123 shares, $11,- 
969,934.373 was included in the total aggregate as property 
which could be legally assessed in the valuation of the city of 
Boston. The balance of the total assessment of this class of 
property amounted to $36,241,065.62%, and the tax of 
$539,991.88 thereon was claimed by the Tax Commissioner, 
under the provisions of section 13 of said chapter for the 
State, and certain of the cities and towns of Massachusetts in 
which shareholders resided. Section 16 of said chapter pro- 
vides that one per cent. on the amount collected shall be paid 
“for the expenses of assessing and collecting” that portion 
of the tax which is not retained by the city or town where 
the banks are located. The amount of $2,822.79 can be 
added to the revenue of the city from this source, as only 
slight changes are found necessary in the adjustment of the — 
bank taxes with the State authorities.’ — 

The Board of Assessors have, under the provisions of 
sections 14 and 58 of said chapter 13, adjusted the taxes 
of 1900 upon national bank stock and the shares of Massa- 
chusetts corporations, as against the claims of the State or 
its municipalities, and for that purpose have appeared before 
the Board of Appeal, provided for in section 62 of said 
chapter, as agents of the city, where its claims were disputed 
or needed defence. 


ASSESSMENT STATISTICS. 


A table on page 15 will show the separate estimation of 
land and buildings by wards in the valuations of 1900 and 


‘ 
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1901. A table on page 17 gives the valuation in total from 
1874 to 1901 inclusive. 

For the valuation of Boston for ten years, and for the 
separate estimation of the real and personal property for 
twenty years, and for the total valuation of the city for 
thirty-five years, see tables marked “ A,” “D” and “ F,” on 
pages 35, 88-39 and 41. All the valuations shown on these 
tables are those which determined the rate of taxation for the 
years to which they relate, and do not include the small 
amounts subsequently added by supplementary assessment. 
The valuation of 1901, as compared with that of the preced- 
ing year, shows a gain on real estate of $22,546,800, equal 
to an advance of 2.49 per cent., and a gain of $236,402 on 
personal property, equal to .85 per cent. ‘The total valua- 
tion of 1901 is more than that of 1891 by $297,486,419, 
showing a gain in ten years of 34.78 per cent. 

The table marked “ D,” pages 88 and 39, shows the rate 
of taxation in Boston for the past twenty years, and the 
table marked “G,” page 42, shows the proportion of each 
annual rate required to raise the tax of a given year for State, 
County, or City purposes. 

A table marked “ H,” pages 43-46, shows the approximate 
value of the dwelling-houses of the city, and a table marked 
“J,” page 49, gives certain statistics relating to the real 
estate of Boston. 

We deem it of sufficient interest to add also to this report 
a table showing the valuations of property, rates of taxation, 
and the number of assessed polls for each year from 1822, 
when the City of Boston was established, to the present time. 

For many years prior to 1842 taxes were assessed on the 
basis of 50 per cent. of the true valuation of property, which 
custom was discontinued in the assessments of that and suc- 
ceeding years at the request of the city government. 

The result of this change will be seen in the reduction in 
the rate of taxation for that and the following years. 


STREETS, SIDEWALKS, AND SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


The law now in force connecting this department with 
these classes by special assessments may be stated as follows: 


STREET ASSESSMENTS. 


After the work of building a new street has been com- 
pleted, including roadway, sidewalks and sewer, and after 
the Auditor has certified the expense, the Street Commis- 
Sioners determine the cost, and ascertain what proportion of 
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the whole amount shall be paid by the city, and what sum 
is to be assessed upon abutters. [1892, 418, §§ 7, 8.] 
“The assessable cost of the work” is apportioned by the 
Commissioners, upon the several parcels of land abutting on 
the street. If the amount fixed by the Commissioners is 
unsatisfactory, they can revise and correct their assessment, 
and their final | Sea iste subject to appeal 
to the Superior Court . . as is provided in the case of 
taxes.” [1892, 418, § 8. iy If the amount of the assessment 
upon any lot is not paid in ‘¢one year from the date of such 
determination, or if the amount as found by the Court, or on 
appeal . . . is not paid before the last day of May next 
succeeding . . . the Board of Assessors 
shall include a sum equal to nine per cent. of such amount 
in the next and succeeding annual tax-bills issued for the 
tax on the said parcel, and in the tax-bill issued the first year 
shall also include interest on the whole of said amount 
; from thirty days after the date of completion 
to the last day of October of the year of the date of such

The owner of the land may at any time relieve his estate 
from incumbrance, by payment in full, or may release a 
portion of his estate, by a partial payment of the balance 
due, with the consent of the Mayor and Street Commis- 
sioners. [1892, 418, §§$ 5, 9, 10, and amendments, chapter 
237, 1896; chapter 566, 1898.] All moneys paid on ac- 
count of these special assessments are applied to the payment 
of the interest of, or paid into, the sinking-fund for the extin- 
guishment of the debts contracted on account of the work 
for which the assessments yere laid. [1891, 328, § 189.] 


SIDEWALK ASSESSMENTS. . 


Chapter 401 of the Acts of 1892 applies to sidewalks in 
“streets already constructed. This Act provides that “the 
Mayor and Aldermen” may order “the Superintendent of 
Streets . . . to make a sidewalk” in such location, and 
of such materials as they may deem expedient. [1892, 401, 
§ 1.] The Superintendent apportions the cost to the several 
parcels of land, according to their frontage on the street in 
which the sidewalk is constructed. [1892, 401, § 3.] The 
order of the Mayor and Aldermen, and the apportionment of 
the Superintendent, in the operation of the law, take the 
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place of the order and determination of the Street Commis- 
sioners, under the Act of 1891, as amended in 1892; other- 
wise, all proceedings, including the division of an unpaid 
assessment and the addition of interest thereto, are the same 
as when a street is constructed under the Board of Survey 
Act. ‘This Act [chapter 401, 1892] was repealed by chapter 
437 of 1898, so that this department will have no connection 
with assessments for sidewalks built after the date of its 
passage, June 9, 1898. 


SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


Chapter 402 of the Acts of 1892 applies to sewers in 
streets already built, and requires that when sewers are 
laid they shall be built when the Mayor and Aldermen so 
order, and be paid for by assessments, based on frontage, 
made by the Superintendent of Streets [see chapter 256 of 
the Acts of 1894]; and the machinery of this Act is in all 
other respects made to conform to that of the Board of Sur- 
vey Act, with the following exceptions: Only lands within 
one hundred and twenty-five feet of the way in which the 
sewer is laid are included in the assessment. [1892, 402, 
§ 5; 1892, 418, §§ 5, 6, 8, 9.] A drain for any land out- 
side the line of one hundred and twenty-five feet can only 
enter the sewer “after the amount to be paid for an entry 
has been fixed by the Mayor and Aldermen.” [1892, 402, 
§ 5.] Interest shall not begin upon sewer assessments 
until after the expiration of thirty days from the comple- 
tion of the sewer on account of which the assessments are 
made. [Chapter 227, Acts 1894.] When a sewer assess- 
ment is laid upon a church estate, or upon any other ‘ par- 
cel of land for which the owner is by law exempt from being 
taxed, as determined by the Assessors. . . on application 
to them” by such owner, the Collector is required to 
“suspend the collection of such assessment” until a new 
owner holds the land, when its amount is collected without 
interest. [1892, 402, § 4.] But if the owner of an estate 
where the collection of a sewer assessment has been sus- 
pended desires to enter the sewer, he can do so, ‘after the 
amount to be paid for” such entry “has been fixed by the 
Mayor and Aldermen,” and when the estate passes to another 
owner, the original assessment, ‘less any payment made for 
an entry” into the sewer, “becomes due and payable,” and 
must be collected, as if the day when the fee passed from 
grantor to grantee “were the date of the passage of the 

order for making the sewer.” [1892, 402, §§ 4, od. 
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Chapter 566, 1898.] As the law now stands it must follow 
that if the amount then found to be due is not paid, it is to 
be collected as is provided for other unpaid sewer assess- 
ments; that is, by ten annual instalments, with interest. 
Section 9 of chapter 418 of the Acts of 1892 provides that 
when an unpaid special assessment is apportioned and added 
to a tax-bill, it may “be abated. . .asifa part of, and in 
the same manner as the city taxes.” In an opinion dated 
December 8, 1892, the Corporation Counsel states that the 
power to make an abatement of such an assessment “ com- 
mences only when the. . . assessment is included in the 
tax-bill, and can only be exercised in curing mistakes in fig- 
ures, facts, or the law, and confers upon” the Assessors “no 
power to abate for any other than a legal reason.” 

By chapter 859 of the Acts of 1896 full power to abate 
sewer assessments 1s given to the Board of Street Com- 
missioners, subject to the approval of the Mayor.

Chapter 578 of the Acts of 1898 directs that the assessors 
of every city and town in which street railways are operated 
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shall assess on each company operating such railway therein 
an excise tax. Said tax is computed from the annual gross 
receipts per mile of track, and is assessed in the several cities 
and towns in which said railroads operate in proportion to 
the length of track in each city or town. The amount of ex- 
cise tax levied on street railway companies under chapter 
578, Acts 1898, is $2,797.65. The Boston Elevated Rail- 
way, and all railways now owned or operated by it, are, for 
twenty-five years from June 10, 1897, exempt from the action 
of this statute, but said railroads pay, under chapter 500 of 
the Acts of 1897, a very similar tax to the Commonwealth, 
which tax is distributed by the Treasurer of the Common- 
wealth among the cities and towns in which said railroads 
operate. Boston’s proportion of this tax is $55,415.84. 

There was also credited to the City of Boston by the 
Treasurer of the Commonwealth the sum of $373,205.86, 
being the city’s share of corporation tax under chapter 117, 
Acts of 1899.

On the 10th of January 
the city was lighted with 3,658 electric, 8,961 gas, 43 Kitson, 28 in- 
candescent, 121 fire-alarm, 1,848 common naphtha, and 294 Welsbach 
naphtha lamps.

The price paid for electric lamps is 85 cents, 34 cents and 33 cents per 
light per night. The companies provide the posts, and furnish the 
lamps and current. The price paid for incandescent lamps is $2.50 per 
light per month in Roxbury and South Boston, and $3 per light per 
month in Brighton. 

The price paid for Welsbach gas lamps is $30 per year. The company 
furnishes mantles, boulevard lanterns and lights, and care for same. 

The posts are set and the underground service pipes are laid and kept 
in repair by the various companies, under the direction of the Super- 
intendent of Lamps, and at the expense of the city, without pecuniary 
consideration or profit to the companies. 

The price paid for naphtha lamps is $22.81 each per year, or 6} cents 
per night. The city furnishes the lanterns, and the company furnishes 
all material for lighting and repairs.

GALLOP’s ISLAND, containing about sixteen acres, was purchased in 
1860, for $6,600, used as a Quarantine Station, on which are a dwelling- 
house, barn, coal-shed, two hospitals, two buildings for the reception 
and care of immigrants, a bath-house, a disinfecting-plant, and thirteen 
small buildings, formerly used as polling booths, but now placed on the 
island for use as hospitals; steamboat wharf, storehouse for infected 
cargoes and other buildings, with the live-stock, farming utensils, mer- 
chandise, provisions, tools, etc., for carrying on the Quarantine Station. 

SMALL-Pox HospiraL, Southampton street, two buildings erected in 
1898. 

The contents of the lot are about 52,660 square feet. 

STEAMBOAT ‘‘ VIGILANT.’’ — This boat is about 7384 tons burden, 95 
feet in length, 17 feet beam, and 8 feet deep, and was built in Boston 
in 1886. Cost of boat and furniture, $18,000. Employed in quarantine 
service.

HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Trustees of The Boston 
City Hospital: 

The land bounded by Harrison avenue, East Concord street, Albany 
street and Massachusetts avenue. This lot consists of 430,963 square 
feet of land. Also the land to the south-west of Massachusetts avenue 
bounded by Albany street, Northampton street, and a passageway near 
Harrison avenue, consisting of 125,736 square feet. On the first lot 
is the Boston City Hospital proper, which consists of a group of twenty 
buildings. On the second lot mentioned is situated the South Depart- 
ment, for the infectious diseases, which consist of a group of seven 
buildings. . 

The Trustees also have charge of a plot of land containing about 
69,785 square feet, on the east side of Albany street in the rear of the 
hospital. On this lot are situated the ambulance stable, boiler-house, 
dynamo station, coal-pocket and storage-house. 

The Convalescent Home is situated on 610,500 square feet of land, at 
No. 2150 Dorchester avenue, near Dorchester Lower Mills. On this 
property is a three-story house, with a two-story ell, with accommoda- 
tions for thirty-four patients and eight employés. There is also a barn, 
stable, shed, and a bowling alley. About one-half of this property is 
highly improved, and one-half woodland and pasture. 

The Relief Station on Haymarket square, lot contains 8,507 square feet 
of land, on which is a three-story brick building with a one-storied ell. 

The total amount of land in this department is 1,245,491 square feet 
or 28,5, acres. The number of buildings is thirty five. 


CHILDREN’S INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


MARCELLA-STREET Home. — Building formerly occupied by the City 
of Roxbury as an almshouse. Additions and alterations were made in 
1876-77 and 1881, for the accommodation of pauper and neglected 
children. Contents of lot, 338,337 square feet. No longer in use. 

PARENTAL ScuHoot.— The Bolles estate, situated on Spring street, 
West Roxbury, consisting of about twenty-eight acres of land, dwelling- 
house, farmer’s house, stable, ice-house, boat-house, sheds, etc., was 
-purchased in August, 1892, at a cost of $30,000, for a Parental School. 
There have been erected on this place a kitchen and a laundry-house, 
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two temporary school buildings, three dormitories and hospital. In 
1901 additional land to amount of 778,448 square feet was purchased at 
a cost of $385,262.27. 

RAINSFORD ISLAND (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871, 
of the Commonwealth at a cost of $40,000, containing eleven acres. 
The buildings are occupied by the House of Reformation. 


INSANE HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


WOMEN’S DEPARTMENT.— In West Roxbury District. 

This site, originally purchased as a Home for the Poor, has been 
occupied exclusively by the insane since 1887. Contains about fifty 
acres, and is bounded on south-easterly side by Harvard street, south- 
westerly by Morton street, north-westerly by Canterbury street, and 
north-easterly by Austin street. 

On this estate are the original dwelling-house connected with the two 
institution buildings erected for the poor, three detached buildings for 
hospital wards, a building used for chapel and dining-room, with 
kitchen and storerooms, a boiler-house, with laundry in second story, 
a barn and stable, with silo, a hennery, ice-house, and two small out- 
buildings. 

This plant provides for 250 patients. 

MEN’S DEPARTMENT.— Situated on Walk Hill and Canterbury streets, 
West Roxbury, and containing about thirty-five acres, was purchased in 
1892 for a site for the new Lunatic Hospital, at a cost of $34,500. On it 
is a dwelling-house (twelve rooms). Two tracts of land containing 
41 22-100 acres adjoining the Pierce Farm were purchased in 1893, cost- 
ing $23,000. In 1901 the trustees purchased a tract of land comprising 
over 24 acres at Canterbury and Morton streets, costing $54,104.35. 
There have been constructed for the Insane Hospital two hospital 
buildings, a domestic building, boiler and power-house. The stable and 
barn were removed to new locations. Occupied by 250 patients. 


PAUPER INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


AumMsHousE, Alford street, Charlestown, is situated on a lot contain- 
ing 104,191 feet, near the Everett line, a short distance from the Malden 
bridge. The building is of brick, built in 1849; is 100 feet long by 45 
feet wide, three and one-half stories high, with two wings, one story 
high, 39 feet by 19 feet, and two wings, two and one-half and three and 
one-half stories high, 45 feet by 23 feet. One hundred and sixty inmates 
can be accommodated. There are a large barn and other outbuildings 
upon the lot. 

Lone IstAND.— The department controls about 167 acres. A build- 
ing accommodating 500 persons was erected onthis island in the years 
1886 and 1887, and is now occupied by male paupers. A building for 
about 250 female paupers, a hospital with 275 beds, a chapel, seating 
800, a power-house, about 116 feet long by 40 feet wide and two stories 
high, and a house for the superintendent, have since been erected. 
A home for nurses and an additional hospital building are now under 
construction. There are a large barn, piggery and other farm buildings, 
and a reservoir with capacity of 180,000,000 gallons on the premises. 

STEAMER ‘‘ JOHN Howarp.’’— This boat is 38.14 tons burden, 70.7 
feet long, 14.5 feet beam, 5.85 feet draught, and was built at a cost of 
$18,000. Her berth is at Long Island, where, being fully equipped for 
fire duty, she can be called on at a moment’s notice should a fire occur 
on any of the islands. 

The boat is used for the conveyance to and from the city of the 
visiting medical staff of the Long Island Hospital, the heads of the 
departments conducting institutions on Long, Rainsford and Deer" 
Islands, and the clergy officiating therein. 
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PENAL INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Penal Institutions Com- 
missioner: 


Howust OF CORRECTION, DEER ISLAND. — Containing about 134 acres 
of upland, about fifty acres of flats, on which are the large brick build- 
ing, cell building and dynamo building, a brick and wooden building 
for women, a farmhouse, brick workshop and receiving-house, laundry, 
bakery and engineer’s house, piggery, two large barns, hospital and 
other buildings, steamboat wharf and another landing place, stone- 
sheds, farming utensils, live-stock, merchandise, provisions, tools, etc., 
required for carrying on the House of Correction at Deer Island. 

HOUSE OF CORRECTION, SoutH Boston. — This institution, including 
the old lunatic hospital now used in part as a hospital, occupies an area 
of 821,875 feet of upland, to which is appended about 1,810,700 feet 
of flats, which, with master’s house, workshop, outhouses, and other 
appendages, the furniture, farming and mechanics’ tools and utensils, 
provisions, machinery for manufacturing, horses and other live stock, 
belong to the city. There are in the House of Correction workshop 
two steam-engines and three boilers, with shafting, etc., for carrying 
machinery, and the necessary apparatus for heating the prison work- 
shops and chapel with steam. 

STEAMER ‘' J. PUTNAM BRADLEE.’’— This boat is 340 tons burden, 
140 feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth over all, 8 feet 6 
inches deep, and was built at Greenpoint, L.I., in 1875. Cost, includ- 
ing outfit, $48,836.19. 

This boat is used for conveying prisoners, passengers, provisions, 
etc., to and from the city to the Deer, Rainsford and Long Island 
Institutions.

Association, Industrial Aid Society, Boston Sewing Circle, German Aid 
Society, Ladies’ Coédperative Visiting Society, the Associated Charities, 
West End Branch of the Homeopathic Medical Dispensary, the Federa- 
tion of Jewish Charities, Boston Children’s Aid Society and St. Vincent 
de Paul Society. A physician of the Board of Health also occupies a 
room in this building. 

TEMPORARY HOME FOR THE DESTITUTE is located at the corner of 
Chardon and Bowker streets. This building and the one above men- 
tioned were erected on a lot, the contents of which are 19,962 square 
feet. The total cost of these buildings, with the land and the boiler- 
house in the rear, was $210,494.58.

Paving Division. 


Buildings and wharf on Albany street, opposite Sharon street. The 
building is of brick and wood, and covers some 8,000 square feet of 
land, and is divided into a shed for storage, blacksmith’s and carpen- 
ter’s shops, tool-room and stable. The total contents of the lot, includ- 
ing wharf and buildings, are 63,180 square feet. 

Fort Hill wharf, coutaining 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the 
Paving Department May 18, 1874, to be used for the landing and storage 
of paving-blocks and gravel until such time as said wharf shall be 
wanted for the extension of Oliver street. The greater part of said 
wharf is occupied by the Sanitary Division as a garbage-dump, and the 
building thereon is leased to a tenant. 

Ledge lot, on Washington street, corner Dimock street, Roxbury, con- 
taining 134,671 square feet. Upon this lot are buildings containing a 
steam-engine and stone-crusher. ; 

Highland-street stable. (See Sanitary Division.) 

Ledge lot, on Codman street, Dorchester, containing 299,000 square 
feet, was purchased in 1870. Upon this lot is a shed containing-a steam- 
engine and stone-crusher; also a stable and tool-house. 

On the Almshouse lot, Hancock street, Dorchester, there are two 
stables; also a shed and tool-house. 
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Ledge lot, on Magnolia street and Bird place, Dorchester, containing 
81,068 square feet. This lot was purchased by the town of Dorchester 
in 1867. 

Downer-avenue lot, Dorchester, containing 35,300 square feet. 

On Child street, West Roxbury, a lot of land containing 43,024 square 
feet, upon which are a stable and shed, blacksmith’s shop and tool- 
house. 

Gravel lot, in the town of Milton, on Brush Hill road, containing 
64,523 square feet, hired by the town of Dorchester for 999 years. 

Gravel lot, on Morton street, Ward 23, containing about one-third of 
an acre, purchased by the town of West Roxbury in 1870, used for 
storage purposes. 

Ledge and gravel lot, rear of Union street, containing about 37,000 
square feet, purchased by the town of Brighton. This lot is at present 
leased. 

Ledge lot, on Chestnut Hill avenue, Brighton, containing about thir- 
teen acres, upon which are an office, engine-house, stable and crusher 
plant. 

On Medford street, Charlestown, a wharf lot, foot of Elm street, con- 
taining 8,000 feet, upon which are sheds, office, stable, etc. 

In South Boston, corner of H street and Columbia road, stable, car- 
riage house, shed, tool-house and office on leased land. 

On Hereford street, a yard with shed, tool-house and office. 

Wharf known as Atkin’s wharf, 521 Commercial street, purchased in 
1887 for $24,000, containing 22,553 square feet, having on it an office and 
stable. Also adjoining wharf for storing paving-blocks, etc. 

On Centre street, West Roxbury, buildings containing engines, stone- 
crushers, tools, etc., on leased land. 

On Rosseter street, Dorchester, buildings containing engines, stone- 
crushers, tools, etc., on leased land. 

On Kenney street, Roxbury, buildings containing engines, stone- 
crushers, tools, etc. 

On Revere street, wharf for storing paving-blocks, etc. 

On East Eagle street, East Boston, office and stable on leased land. 

On Iffley road, West Roxbury, buildings containing engines, stone- 
crushers, tools, etc. 

Wharf on Chelsea street, East Boston, containing 61,000 square feet, 
with buildings purchased in 1897 for $15,000. 

On Columbia road, Dorchester, buildings containing engines, stone- 
crushers, tools, etc. 

On Hamlin street, South Boston, lot hired for storage purposes. 

On Mt. Vernon street, West Roxbury, yard lot belonging to the 
School-house Commission, used for storage purposes. 

On Massachusetts avenue, South End, lot of land hired and used for 
storage purposes. 


Sanitary Division. 


SoutTH Boston STABLE. (LEASED.)— Stable and sheds, with accom- 
modations for 16 horses, are located at corner of East Ninth and Vale 
streets, South Boston, and are occupied jointly by the Sanitary and 
Street Cleaning Divisions. 

East Boston STABLE. (LEASED.)— Stable and sheds, with accom- 
modations for 15 horses, are located at 324 East Eagle street, and are 
occupied jointly by Paving, Sewer, Street Cleaning and Sanitary Divis- 
ions. 

CHARLESTOWN STABLE. — With accommodations for 25 horses, is sit- 
uated on Rutherford avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land; 
stable built in 1875, cost, $5,083.07; sheds and outbuildings built in 
1879. 

BRIGHTON. — Accommodation is provided by the Sewer Division, at 
their stable, on Western avenue, for five horses of the Sanitary Division.

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HIGHLAND STABLE. — With accommodations for 72 horses, on the 
old Almshouse lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. A 
part of this stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Division. 
There is on this lot a brick stable, built in 1873, which cost $88,594.18 ; 
also an offal-shed, erected in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. The offal-shed 
was abandoned April 1, 1897, and in 1900 part of it was remodelled 
and is now used as a carriage-house and a wash-room. 

SoutH Ciry STABLES, SHOPS, AND SHEDS. — Situated on Albany 
street, opposite Newton street. The lot belonged to the city before 
being used for this purpose, and contains 90,780 feet. 

The stable and buildings connected therewith are of brick. There 
are also on the premises five wooden sheds, used for storing wagons, 
etc. The stable is two stories high, with French roof, and has accom- 
modations for 100 horses. Twenty-three horses are kept in sheds. 
Total original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. In 1899, a Veterinary 
Hospital was built and equipped for the purpose of caring for sick and 
disabled horses. 

Connected with stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, paint and har- 
nessmakers’ shops, in which the wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., used by 
this and other departments are constructed and kept in repair; also, 
a horseshoeing shop, for shoeing the horses of the department, located 
in this section of the city. 

WEstT STABLES AND SHEDS. — The stable is a brick building, a story 
and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on North Grove street, built in 
1860, with out-buildings attached to the same. It has accommodations 
for 90 horses in stables and sheds. The lot contains about 45,152 
square feet. On May 11, 1896, a horseshoeing shop was established for 
the purpose of shoeing the horses of the department stabled in this 
section of the city. 

Fort Hint WHARF. — Containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge

A portion of this wharf is used by the Street Cleaning Division as a 
locker for patrol push carts, etc., and a part is in use by the Paving 
Division. 

PACKARD’S WHARF (Leased).—Situated at 464 Atlantic avenue, 
used as a berth for dumping-boats in connection with Fort Hill Wharf. 

Hecur’s WHARF (Leased). — Situated at 466 to 470 Atlantic avenue, 
containing about 35,460 square feet; leased March, 1898, for a period of 
ten (10) years. This wharf adjoins Fort Hill Wharf, and is occupied in 
part by the New England Sanitary Product Company as a berth for 
their scows and also by the buildings of the City Refuse Utilization 
Company for the disposal of waste and rubbish. 

NEw ENGLAND SANITARY PRODUCT COMPANY PLANT (Leased). —

BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880, the Mayor of the City of Boston 


for the time being (and his successors in office), the Fire Commissioner

The said body corporate 
shall have authority to manage and dispose of the same and the income 
thereof according to their best discretion, subject to the provisions of 
any and all trusts which may be created for the purposes aforesaid. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act, the following- 
named persons, viz., the Mayor, Patrick A. Collins, Fire Commissioner, 
Henry S. Russell, now constitute the Board of Trustees; Patrick A. 
Collins, Mayor, President; Henry S. Russell, Treasurer; Michael J. 
Lafferty, Secretary.

This Fund, established for the benefit of young married mechanics in 
the City of Boston, as well as for the promotion of useful public works 
in said city, is founded upon a codicil attached to the will of Dr. 
Benjamin Franklin, dated June 23, 1789. See Suffolk Probate Records, 
Book 712, Page 1. 

After the lapse of one hundred years from the establishment of said 
fund, viz., on January, 17, 1894, the Treasurer of said Fund, by direction 
of its managers, paid to the City Treasurer $329,300.48, said sum to be 
invested, in accordance with the vote of said managers, as provided by 
the will, ‘‘in the purchase of land and for the erection thereon of the 
Franklin Trades School and for the equipment of the same.’’ This 
money has not been expended for this purpose, but is drawing interest 
in the hands of the City Treasurer as a special appropriation, its 
amount being on January 31, 1902, $883,976.06. 

The balance of the Fund, which was retained by its Treasurer, will 
remain invested in loans as provided by the will until July 1, 1991, 
when it will be divided between the City of Boston and Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts in the proportions suggested in the bequest. This 
amount in the hands of the Treasurer of the Fund on January 1, 1902, 
was $140,167.69. 

For further particulars respecting said fund, see City Document No. 
95, for the year 1897.

PEMBERTON FunpD.— This fund comprises bequests and gifts made to 
the City of Boston, from 1760 to the present time from ‘‘ A.B.,’’ Daniel 
Oliver, Margaret Blackadar, Alice Quick, Annie Wheelwright, Mary 
Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, Will- 
iam Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, “a citizen 
of Boston,’? Anonymous, Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, 
Walter E. Hawes, Wm. B. Spooner, Matilda Goddard and Rebecca A. 
Goddard. The most important, however, of the bequests was from 
BENJAMIN PEMBERTON, whose will was proved June 25, 1782, and for 
that reason his name has been given to the fund. The income of this 
fund is to be expended at the discretion of the Overseers, in semi-annual 
payments to the poor of this city. The amount of this fund January 
31, 1902, was $141,297.05. : 


Boyuston Funps.-— These funds were from a bequest by JOHN 
BoyustTon, who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 1795. 
One portion of the bequests is ordered to be paid to ‘‘ Poorand decayed 
householders of the town of Boston,’’ ‘‘not under fifty years of age,”’ 
‘‘nersons of good character, and reduced by the act of Providence, not 
by indolence, extravagance or other vice. The other portion to be 
applied to ‘‘nurture and instruction of Poor Orphans and Deserted 
Children of the Town of Boston, until fourteen years of age.”’ 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, January 31, 1902, to $30,805.27. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted January 31, 1902, to 
$150,446.71. 


Mason Funp.— Was a bequest of JONATHAN MASON, by will dated 
July 15, 1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain of the 
almshouse or workhouse. Interest to be added until one is appointed. 
The interest is now paid annually towards the salaries of the Chaplains 
of the House of Correction, Deer Island, and the Almshouse, Long 
Island. Amount of Mason Fund, January 31, 1902, was $9,478.27. 


DEXTER FuND.— Was a bequest of SAMUEL DEXTER, by will dated 
May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects of charity 
as are not supported in the almshouse, though sometimes relieved by 
the Overseers of the Poor. Amount of Dexter Fund January 31, 1902, 
$5,824. 


JEFFRIES Funpd.— Was a bequest of DAviIp JEFFRIES, former Town 
Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be applied to the pur- 
chase of tea and coffee, chocolate and sugar, for the refreshment of 
those persons, who in the Providence of God, are or shall be obliged to 
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seek refuge in the almshouse, after having lived reputably, but always 
giving preference to the pious poor. Amount of Jeffries Fund January 
31, 1902, $7,614.03. 


Lucy BULLMAN CHARITY.— Consists of an estate on Cambridge and 
Joy streets, in this city, which came into possession of the City of Bos- 
ton in 1872, in accordance with the will of Lucy BULLMAN, proved at 
Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 9, 1832, in which it is provided 
that, upon the death of certain persons therein named, said estate is 
given to the City of Boston, upon condition that the estate never be sold, 
but the income used for the benefit of the poor. The estate is valued 
at about $10,300. Funds on hand January 31, 1901, $26,282.06. 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor January 4, 1873, 
this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 


_ Davip SEARS CHARITY.— This is a fund contributed by the late 
DAVID SEARS, for the relief of the poor. Amount of fund January 31, 
1902, $331,960. ‘60. 


PIERCE FuEL Funp. — Legacy left to the City of Charlestown by the 
late CALEB PIERCE, who died September 7, 1860, and which was ac- 
cepted by the Charlestown City Council, "May i861. Income to be 
expended in purchasing fuel for indigent widows, whose husbands had 
resided in Charlestown at least one year before their decease, said 
widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown. Amount of fund

By his will he gave £50 to the relief of 
the poor of Dorchester, to be improved by the care of the Selectmen, 
and the income to be distributed to the most needy inhabitants.

GoopNow Funp. — A bequest of ELisHA GoopNnow, ‘to be invested 
and the income applied forever to and for the relief, assistance and 
support of the poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the 
said city in its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or the gov- 
ernment of officers thereof, may deem most judicious, but without 
reference to the religious faith or belief of those who may apply for or 
need the assistance from this fund.’’

Racuet T. STEVENS Funp.—A bequest of RacnEL T. STEVENS. 
The net income is to be paid (after the death of a person named in will)

women of Boston, who have arrived at the age of fifty years (not includ- 
ing widows), paying to each of such women during her life the sum of 
one hundred dollars in semi-annual payments. Upon the marriage 
of any beneficiary under this will, no further payment of money is to be

On the 18th of April, the same year, it 
was ‘* Voted that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., 
Treasurer of the Trustees of the Charlestown Free Schools, all the 
money, bonds, notes of hand, etc. (being the property of said free 
schools), that now are, or may come into his, the Town Treasurer’s 
hand.”’ 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner 
of electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus 
chosen shall have ‘‘all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all 
the liabilities, set forth’ in the Act to incorporate certain persons by 
the name of the Trustees of Charlestown Free Schools; the act of 
annexation to Boston provided for the continuance of this corporation 
in the members of the School Committee of the City of Boston from the 
Charlestown District. 

By an Act, approved March 13, 1877, the School Committee were 
incorporated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust 
Fund, to ‘‘manage said funds, and disburse the income thereof within 
the limits of the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of 
the instruments creating said trust.’’

APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1901-1902. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses, payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1901, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund re- 
quirements, and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the State under the provisions of Chap- 
ter 488 of the Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, 
and for the interest and sinking-fund requirements for loans issued for 
‘water purposes, be met bythe income from said works; that the other 
appropriations hereinafter specified be met out of the money remaining 
in the treasury at the close of business on January 31, 1901, exclusive of 
the money raised by loan or needed to carry out the requirements of 
any statute, gift, trust, or special appropriation, and by the income of 
the financial year beginning February 1, 1901, and by taxes to the 
amount of $18,074,453.89, and that said amount be raised by taxation on 
the polls and estates taxable in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, bonds, notes or certificates of 
indebtedness of the City of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes or certificates of indebtenness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with ‘the 
interest thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
municipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their 
date until the same are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer 
shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the 
City Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of 
the State tax of the year 1901, or of any other taxes or assessments pay- 
able to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of 
October, 1901; that all such taxes paid after the first day of November, 
1901, bear interest from and including said day until paid, at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum, except that the taxes assessed upon shares of 
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stock of national banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent. 
per annum from and including said first day of November until paid; 
and that all interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be 
added to and be a part of such taxes. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year 
may, with the approval of the Mayor, make transfers within any depart- 
ment from the appropriation for current expenses of one division of a 
department to the appropriation for current expenses of any other divi- 
sion of the same department, and may, with the further approval of 
the Committee on Finance, make transfers from the Reserve Fund to 
any appropriation for current expenses of a department; and that said 
Auditor may, with the approval of the Mayor, between December 1, 
1901, and February 1, 1902, make transfers from any appropriation to 
any other appropriation, and apply any of the income and taxes not 
disposed of in closing the accounts for the financial year.

APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1902-1903. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1902, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund re- 
quirements and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That all expenses for maintenance, assessments, and interest 
on account of water supply be met by the income from said works, so 
far as it goes; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified and 
any balance required on account of water supply, be met out of the 
money remaining in the treasury at the close of business on January 
31, 1902, exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed to carry out 
the requirements of any statute, gift, trust, or special appropriation, 
and by the income of the financial year beginning February 1, 1902, 
and by taxes to the amount of $12,546,069, and that said amount be 
raised by taxation on the polls and estates taxable in the City of 
Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts ashe may deem best, bonds, notes or certificates of 
indebtedness of the City of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the 
interest thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
mynicipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their 
date until the same are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer 
shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the 
City Council and School Committee, and all taxes assessed for meeting 
the City’s proportion of the State tax of the year 1902, or of any other 
taxes or assessments payable to the Commonwealth, be due and payable 
on the first day of October, 1902; that all such taxes paid after the first 
day of November, 1902, bear interest from and including said day until 
paid, at the rate of six per cent. per annum, except the taxes assessed 
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upon shares of stock of national banks shall bear interest at the rate 
of twelve per cent. per annum from and including said first day of 
November until paid; and that all interest which shall have become 
due on taxes shall be added to and be a part of such taxes. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year, 
may, with the approval of the Mayor, make transfers within any depart- 
ment from the appropriation for current expenses of one division of a 
department to the appropriation for current expenses of any. other divi- 
sion of the same department, and may, with the further approval of 
the Committee on Finance, make transfers from the Reserve Fund to 
any appropriation for current expenses of a department; and that said 
Auditor may, with the approval of the Mayor, between December 1, 
1902, and February 1, 1908, make transfers from any appropriation to 
any other appropriation, and apply any of the income and taxes not 
disposed of in closing the accounts for the financial year.

Mayor of the City of Boston: 


DEAR Sir, — The Trustees'in charge of the Bath Depart- 
ment submit herewith the fourth annual report of the work 
of the department: 

We include in the report a statement with regard to the 
various properties in charge of this department, their 


approximate present value, and the use to which each of 


these properties is put. The condition of the various centres 
under the charge of the department and special reports of 
physical examinations are also included. 

The extension of public facilities for physical exercise, so 
as to include nearly all of the most closely populated dis- 
tricts of the city, is a matter of peculiar satisfaction to the 
members of the department. It is their hope that within 
the next few years that an adequate gymnasium may be 
provided for Charlestown, and that the present East Boston 
gymnasium which is in a condition rendering it wholly unfit 
for the large use made of it, will be replaced by a new 
structure adapted to the great needs of that district. It is 
important also that the work begun upon the bath-house and 
gymnasium for Ward 15, South Boston, should be com- 
pleted — $15,000 has been expended upon this work. 
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The members of the Trustees desire again to emphasize 
the fact that the returns coming from the opportunities pro- 
vided through it by the city, in the improved physical health, 
the mental and moral vigor of vast numbers of people of 
the city, far outweighs the financial cost of the-work of the 
department. 

The Institutions Registration Department of the city has 
shown in its last report that during the past ten years there 
has been a decrease in the number of juvenile arrests of 
from 12 to 20 per cent. The report ascribes this marked 
change in a considerable degree to the. manifold efforts 
which are made throughout the city to turn youthful energy 
and spirits into healthful channels. 

It cannot be doubted that the most important agency in 
this direction is the work done by this department through 
the various bathing beaches, floating baths, playgrounds, the 
Dover-street bath-house, open for use all the year round, and 
the gymnasia with their systematic class-work lasting 
throughout the winter season. ‘The negative and preventive 
results accomplished are of course far less than the positive 
gains made in the increase of happiness and. usefulness 
which come to the patrons of these different establishments. 
From an economic point of view the work of the depart- 
ment results in a considerable addition to the total produc- 
tive capacity of the people of the city. From this point of 
view the expenses of the department are an investment 
which will bring to the city as the years go by constantly 
increasing financial returns. 


FLOATING BATHS. 


The floating baths have continued to fulfil their good use, 
but it is very important that several of them should be re- 
placed at once by new structures. These should be as 
attractive as possible in order to secure their best usefulness. 
Some of the floating baths are so worn out as to be repellent 
if not actually dangerous. 


BEACHES. 


The beaches at the North End, Wood Island Park, and L 
street were as usual very largely resorted to during the past 
summer. The new structure at L street, which stretches 
900 feet along the beach, and contains 1,000 dressing-rooms, 
with three separate divisions, one for women and girls, one 
for men and one for boys, has more than justified the hopes 
of the Trustees for its success. Regular instruction in

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swimming has been provided. ach section of the beach is 
patrolled by expert swimmers in boats, who are constantly on 
the look out for possible accidents. The number of ac- 
cidents has been remarkably small. The dredging of the 
beach so that swimming has been possible at all hours of the 
day has greatly increased the usefulness of this bathing 
place. , 
DoOVER-STREET BATH—HOUSE. 


This building, which marked the beginning of the exten- 
sion of municipal bathing facilities beyond the floating and 
beach baths, continues its remarkable record of service. It 
has a certain special character as a municipal building on 
account of its architectural beauty and its special adaptedness 
to its uses. The greatest variety of people avail themselves 
of its advantages, including representatives of all the many 
nationalities in the city. The total annual number of 
bathers is about 350,000. It will be remembered that there 
is acharge of one cent for each towel, and one cent for a 
small piece of soap. Letters are received from time to time 
at the office of the department, as well as many less formal 
sorts of expression, indicate that the facilities of the build- 
ing are greatly prized by large numbers of regular at- 
tendants. 

GYMNASIA. 


The work done at the gymnasia has now been continued 
for a sufficient period of years to show certain interesting 
results. 

One important use of the gymnasia consists in providing a 
training place for young men who are ambitious to enter 
the service of the city as policemen and firemen. Since the 
city gymnasia were established the standard in the physical 
examination for these departments has risen from 65 per 
cent. to over 80 percent. This has been very largely the 
result of the opportunity and training afforded by the city 
gymnasia. 

In one district, classes of school children are sent to one of 
the gymnasia during school hours to be under the direction 
of one of the gymnastic instructors. The school teachers 
strongly commend this plan. In this way the municipal 
gymnasium is making the beginning of a new and important 
development upon the method of the public schools, and it is 
hoped that in the future there may be classes of this kind at 
all the gymnasia. Of course large numbers of school children 
are members of gymnasium classes, held regularly out of 
school hours. 
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The regular class-work for men, for women, for boys, and 
for girls, is systematically kept up, and is constantly improving 
both in quality in the instruction given and in the interest 
and enthusiasm of the pupils. In nearly all cases-the classes 
tax the capacity of the gymnasium buildings. 

Two physicians, a man and a woman, are attached to the 
staff of each gymnasium. ‘They see that each applicant for 
membership in the classes is in proper physical condition for 
the class-work. In some cases an elaborate scheme of 
measurement is filled out and valuable data collected. It is 
also possible in many cases to offer suggestions as to special 
kind of exercises needed in order to correct physical defects 
or overcome special weaknesses. 

From time to time special exhibitions of class-work are 
held, to which members of the city government and other 
citizens are invited. The Trustees makes special efforts to 
have the people of the city informed of the aims and methods 
of the gymnasia, because they believe so deeply in the great 
value of the service rendered by the municipality in these 
institutions. 

The Trustees are of the opinion that in the future growth 
of the gymnasium system throughout the city there should 
be large district buildings rather than small neighborhood 
buildings. The large gymnasium affords space for a running- 
track, with opportunity for hand ball, basket ball, ete., which 
cannot be suitably arranged for in a small gymnasium. The 
important matter of ventilation always presents a difficult 
problem in small gymnasia. Moreover, the running expenses 
of the large gymnasia are not much greater than those of the 
smaller gymnasia. 


NortH END PLAYGROUND. 


The North End Playground occupies a large stretch of 
land connected with the North End Swimming beach. This 
playground is under the competent supervision of the chief 
gymnastic instructor, and gratifying results have been 
secured in directing healthful summer recreation for a large 
number of children from the crowded tenements in that 
quarter. A considerable force of persons are needed in 
order to direct the games and sports of the children beside 
the care of the special part of the playground reserved for 
children. There is space for base ball, hand ball, quoits, etc. 


PUBLIC CONVENIENCE STATION. 


The underground public convenience station, situated on 
the Common, near Park street, has abundantly proved the 
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need of such provision on the part of the city. At least | 
1,000 people per day avail themselves of the use of this 
station throughout the year. The management of the 
station affords some difficulties, but there have been 
extremely few occurrences which could make the presence of 
the convenience station on the Common in any way objec- 
tionable. The Trustees once more very strongly urge the 
construction of two or three more such stations in the 
crowded down-town squares. ‘The expense of this station is 
exceedingly light in proportion to the vast amount of ser- 
vice rendered. 


LAUNDRIES. 


The laundry at Dover street is now used during the 
winter months to its full capacity, and during the summer 
months the pressure on its facilities is very great. When 
the new enterprises now under way are ready for service the 
amount will be considerably increased; and even with the 
small Jaundry at North End Park, the department will 
hardly have laundry facilities sufficient for its needs during 
the summer.

ACKNOWLEDGMENT. 


The members of the Trustees desire again to express their 
appreciation of the valuable and intelligent services which 
the Secretary, Mr. Chas. F. Morse, has rendered in every 
division of this work. 

It has been a great source of pleasure to the Trustees that 
so large a proportion of the employees of the department 
enter into the work of the department with keen interest 
and appreciation. ‘They have reason also to feel that their 
efforts have been generously appreciated by the great body 
of the people of the city. 


STATEMENT OF THE VARIOUS PROPERTIES UNDER 
THE SUPERVISION OF THE BATH DEPARTMENT. 


The following statement shows all the property under the 
control of the Trustees of the Bath Department January 31, 
1902. The statement of the cost of the buildings, land and 
furnishings is approximately correct. ‘The actual cost cannot 
be given, as much of the work was accomplished under 
general maintenance account, and was not charged to construc- 
tion by loan. 
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The following property was transferred from the care of 
the Board of Health in 1898 when the Bath Department was 
created : 


WHARF, LOCATED AT THE CHELSEA BRIDGE, 
EAST BOSTON. 


Boats, floating platforms, rafts, tools, ropes, blacksmiths’, 
carpenters’, calkers’, painters’, coopers’, and other mechanics’ 
supplies, approximate value $3,000. 

Twelve floating houses, ranging in age from twenty-five 
years to a new one just completed in 1897, including all 
supplies, such as lamps, ropes, guards, booms, tools, etc., at 
$3,000 each — $36,000. 

The wharf, with its blacksmith, carpentry, paint-shop and 
office, is leased year by year from the owners. The plant 
remains to-day as in 1898, and is very well adapted for the 
work of this department. It comprises a very large wharf, 
about 75 by 800 feet, with shops equipped for the kinds of 
work to be done. 

There is also a set of heavy blocks on which the houses 
can be floated for repairs and where new ones may be built. 

There is an anchorage, with the necessary dolphins, about 
150 by 800 feet, enough for about twenty houses if needed 
in future. 

This property should be purchased by the city not only for 
use by this department, but for any other department which 
requires a water frontage. 


The twelve locations for houses with run-ways, fences, 
etc., by courtesy of the Bridge Division, came under the 
control of the Bath Department. ‘The cost of these run- 
ways is approximated at $500 each — $6,000. 


At L-street beach, South Boston, a series of sheds, with . 
about 200 small rooms, were located until 1900. These 
have all been removed, and an ample structure erected for 
use of men and boys, and at the K-street beach adjoining is a 
house for women and girls. A description of this place will 
be found further on. 


Commercial Point, in Dorchester, a row of small closets 
was built costing about $1,000. These old closets are still 
there, but the needs of Dorchester demand a far better ar 
rangement than is now in use. ‘The beach is leased year by 
year at a small rental. 


Z BATH DEPARTMENT. 7 
Eight antiquated iron street urinals and three wooden 
convenience stations on the Boston Common and Public 
Gardens were also turned over to the care of the Bath Trus- 
tees. From time to time since, one after the other of the 
street urinals have been ordered down by the City Council, 
and it will not be long before they must all give way to 
some better form of convenience station. There can be no 
value put on this property because of its poor condition. 


During the year 1898 the Bath Trustees, with special 
appropriations and by all kinds of devices economical, suc- 
ceeded in building and opening up the following places : 


SPRING STREET, WEST ROXBURY (APPROPRIATION, $2,500). 


Floating pool, two houses, with platforms, run-ways, toilet 
closets, shower baths, rafts, lockers, etc. ‘These houses were 
transferred election booths that were given to the department. 
Beyond repairs, nothing has been added since that time. 

This place could be made into a good beach at small cost, 
and, by the addition of more closet accommodation, would 
prove a great benefit to that part of the city. 

The property belongs to the city, and in the immediate 
neighborhood are many banks from which sand could be 
drawn to form a beach, after removing the mud and weeds 
on the shore. 


ORCHARD PARK POOL. 


A concrete pool, thirty feet by eighty feet, was built and a 
two-and-a-half main water supply and sewer connections made 
at a cost of $2,000. Three election booths were fitted up at 
a cost of $1,000. The pool was fenced in and wooden walks 
laid all around. ‘This place remains as it was in 1898. 


CABOT-STREET POOL. 


This pool was built in the ward-room, Ward 18, and was 
arranged for summer use, with lockers, shower baths, etc. 
In the fall the pool was floored over and left ready for use 
as a ward-room. ‘The total cost was about $3,000. 

In 1902 it was torn down, and a modern building, to cost 
about $100,000, will soon be built on the site of the old 
bath-house. 
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SAVIN Hitt BEACH, DORCHESTER. 


Here a small portion of the beach is hired each year, and 
a portable election booth erected during the summer time 
for the use of men and boys. The value of this property, 
including some 300 lockers, supplies, tools, boat, platform, 
etc., is about $1,000. 

Near at hand, under the control of the Park Department, 
is a house with some 60 closets for the use of women and 
girls as well as men and _ boys. 


NortH ENp PARK. 


The control of this property is vested in the Park Depart- 
ment, but by a special arrangement the Bath Department has 
control of the bathing facilities, and in 1902 managed the 
playground. 

This great property is situated in the most thickly-settled 
portion of the city, and covers about six acres of ground. 
It was formerly a series of wharves, but as now arranged it 
becomes a magnificent property for the purpose designed. 

It combines a playground, open-air gymnasium, swimming 
beach for both sexes, and two recreation piers. Accommoda- 
tions here are excellent for bathing, as there are about 300 
closets for men and many hundred lockers for boys. 

There are on the women’s pie. about 300 rooms for use of 
the women and girls. 

There are shower baths, toilet rooms, shelter tents, sand 
boxes, floating platforms, boats, life lines, and a floating boom 
all around the bathing bay to keep off débris from the river. 

This entire plant, with its extensive laundry, is approxi- 
mately worth $1,000,000, and it is probably one if the 
most valuable pieces of property owned by the municipality 
for the free use of its people. 


L AND K Streets Bracu, SoutH Boston. 


This plant is one of the most complete of its kind in the 
United States. By a series of fences built far out into the 
water the boys are separated from the men, and the women 
and girls are kept by themselves farther along the beach. 
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Men and boys, by a time-honored custom, and also because 
of the great economy in providing bathing suits, are per- 
mitted to bathe without suits at this beach. 

There are in all about 1,000 rooms for men, 200 rooms 
for women and girls, and hundreds of lockers for boys. ‘This 
plant cost $60,000. 


_ Woop IsLAND PARK BEACH. 


This beach was in charge of the Park Department, but 
the management of the bathing facilities, by an arrangement 
with the Park Trustees, was left to the Bath Department in 
1898. Since taking the property in charge the Bath Trus- 
tees have greatly added to its accommodations, and at the 
present time it consists of some 150 closets for men and 100 
closets for women and girls. Besides these there is a 
separate house for boys. There is also a central building 
used for officers and toilet rooms. ‘The total cost of these 
houses, including plumbing, was $10,000. 


Dewery BEACH, CHARLESTOWN. 


This property consists of four houses, formerly election 
booths, with run-ways, shower baths, toilet rooms, etc. There 
are about 120 closets in all, and 150 lockers. The entire 
property cost about $5,000. 


One of the old floating houses was abandoned and a new 
one of an improved type built in 1898 at a cost of $4,000. 
This was located at Harvard bridge at first, but, owing to 
the greater needs at West End, it was later located at 
the West Boston bridge. This newer style of house has an 
open roof, and has lockers in a large room’ instead of the 
small closets. This method is far better for boys and men, 
but is not adapted for women and girls. 

This style of house will in the future prevail when new 
ones are built. It is being copied by many cities where 
floating houses are used. 


East Boston GYMNASIUM. 


In 1898, by ordinance, the care of the East Boston Gymna- 
sium was transferred from the Park Department to the Bath 
Department. 
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This property consists of a lot of land, 100 feet by 140 
feet, and a building thereon about the same size. After 
being fitted up as a gymnasium by the owner, Mrs. Daniel 
Ahl, it was presented to the city, to be used as a municipal 
gymnasium. ‘The building is very old, and should have long 
ago been torn down and a modern gymnasium erected in its 
place. The gymnasium has a floor space of 112 feet in 
length, 70 feet in width; locker and dressing-room space 
downstairs 76 feet in length and 25 feet in width; locker 
and dressing-room space upstairs 60 feet in length and 25 
feet in width, including a well-arranged gymnastic apparatus, 
about 15 shower baths and some 600 lockers. This plant is 
valued at about $25,000. 


WARD 13 GYMNASIUM. 


This building was erected under a special appropriation 
for $28,000, and fitted up with showers, apparatus, etc., at a 
cost of $5,000. The boiler-house cost about $2,000. 

This plant was the first to be built by the city especially 
for use as a gymnasium, and was tried as an experiment to 
ascertain the needs of the city in this direction. Its success 
has led to the opening of three smaller gymnasia in Wards 
7, 9 and 19, and to the appropriation of large sums for other 
gymnasiums in other parts of the city. 

In Ward 13 Gymnasium the floor space is 98 feet in 
length and 68 feet in width; locker and dressing-room space 
downstairs for men, 52 feet in length and 24 feet in width; 
locker and dressing-room space upstairs for women, 88 feet 
in length and 17 feet in width; bath-room space, 20 feet by 
13 feet, including 800 lockers and 20 shower baths. The 
gymnasium is fitted up with all the best forms of apparatus 
and running track. It is a model gymnasium, well lighted 
and ventilated. 


TYLER STREET GYMNASIUM. 


This building is leased for a term of years and is well 
fitted with apparatus. ‘The floor space is 62 feet in length 
and 387 feet in width; the locker and dressing-room space 
downstairs for men and women is 34 feet in length and 37 
feet in width; locker and dressing-room space upstairs for 
women only is 30 feet in length and 18 feet in width, in- 
cluding 200 lockers and 12 shower baths. The cost of the 
apparatus is about $3,500, including the plumbing. 
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WARD 9 GYMNASIUM. 


This building was bought with the land in 1899 by the 
Bath Department Trustees, and fitted up for use as a gym- 
nasium at a total cost of about $20,000. 

It has a floor space of 58 feet in length and 386 feet in 
width; locker and dressing-room space for men and women, 
25 feet in length and 20 feet in width. 

Its apparatus is the same as at Ward 7 Gymnasium, and it 
accommodates the same number of people. 


WARD 19 GYMNASIUM. 


This gymnasium is the ward-room, and during the time 
of elections is used as such. ‘The apparatus is arranged so 
as to be removed quickly, and shows what can be done ata 
very moderate cost. 

The floor space is 54 feet in length and 86 feet in width; 
locker and dressing-room space for men and women, 17 feet 
in length and 15 feet in width, including about 200 lockers 
and 12 shower baths. The cost to fit it up was about $5,000. 

The control of this building is vested in the Public 
Buildings Department. 


DOVER-STREET BATH—HOUSE. 


Here is located central to all the city a house exclusively 
for bathing. This-magnificent building of brick and stone, 
together with the land on which it is built, cost the city, 
complete, $90,000. 

It contains 33 showers for men and boys, and 17 showers 
for women and girls. 

There are 5 tub baths for the women and 8 for the men. 

There are toilet-rooms and a very large laundry, office, 
waiting-rooms, and the superintendent’s apartments — a 
most complete and serviceable building in every way. 


PARK-STREET CONVENIENCE STATION. 


In 1899 the Trustees of the Bath Department, under a 
special appropriation of $15,000, built the underground sta- 
tion on the Common. 

This station has a section for women as well. The two 
entrances are on opposite sides from each other. In the 
men’s side there are 9 closets, 15 urinals and 2 wash-bowls, 
with hot and cold running water, and on the women’s side 9 
closets and 4 wash-bowls, with hot and cold running water. 
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The great necessity of the city in this respect must soon 
be met, and this style of building may well be made the type, 
because of its economy of space in the various public squares, 
where they should be located.

REPORT FROM OCTOBER 15, 1901, TO JUNE 1, 1902. 
To the Bath Trustees: 


As medical director for the women and children at the 
Ward 9 and Commonwealth Park Gymnasia, I herewith 
submit the annual report. 

During the past year the work has continued along the 
old lines with some branching out along new lines. 

Among the children, as in the past, we find at the opening 
of the classes slight spinal curvatures which, in the majority 
of cases, are overcome by exercises; and at the close of the 
classes we find the spines much straighter, with better 
general carriage. 

(Quite a number of children with pronounced curvatures, 
and other defects, are being recommended to the gymnasium 
by their family physician, and we have had several such 
cases under our care, who have received special prescription 
work after examination, the professor in charge following 
out the line of work as planned. 

One boy in very delicate health, with chest and spinal 
deformity, was examined, owing to his timidity and horror, 
from some past expericnce of a man physician. His mother 
became a member of the morning class, and reported a great 
improvement in both. 

At the Ward 9 Gymnasium the children’s classes have 
been about the same, while the young women’s classes have 
grown greatly. A morning class of married women has 
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rivalled the former in numbers and in work — perhaps the 
greatest improvement in general health has been noted in 
this class. 

A glance at the special work will show thirty-five members 
of the morning class requiring special exercises, and that 
does not include the number who applied for exercises to 
reduce weight, four of whom were over 190 pounds. Many 
eases of indigestion have reported entirely better at the close 
of the season, and there has been a general reduction of 
superfluous weight with increase in development in the 
members who were thin. 

We have had nine cases which required careful watching 
owing to some heart lesion. Some of these women had 
attended private gymnasia where the work was too guarded, 
with no improvement. We have endeavored to strengthen 
the heart’s action and general muscular condition by exercises 
carefully watched, and guardedly increased, with excellent 
results in each case. 

At the Commonwealth Park Gymnasium the classes have 
continued the same as last year ‘The morning class of 
married women has been smaller, but they have been none 
the less enthusiastic. Our class of bathers only, ranging 
from four to nine years of age, have been very faithful, 
attending regularly with a noticed improvement in health 
and general cleanliness. 

The evening class of young women has been the most 
interesting from a medical standpoint. Much special work 
has been accomplished. Mr. Walsh, professor in charge, 
believing in developing the individual needs as much as 
possible and we have worked with much the same system 
that we used in the East Boston Gymnasium several years 
ago. In this class, too, are many private patients, who have 
taken back to their physicians good reports. 

After the burning of the Tyler-street Gymnasium the 
majority of the young women’s class joined Ward 9 Gymna- 
sium, a few going to the Commonwealth Park Gymnasium, 
and they are included in this report. 

Anthropometric measurements have been taken upon 
request, and in all cases chest measurements have been re- 
corded, including the width and depth, with the chest capac- 
ity as shown by the spirometer. In re-examining there has 
been found an increase not only in the chest measurements 
but in the capacity, with more regularity in the hearts’ action, 
where there was any deviation from the normal. 

In both gymnasia defects caused by occupations have been 
corrected as much as possible. Informal talks upon the 
hygiene of dress, sleep, diet, bathing, etc., have been given 
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during dressing time, the young women evincing great ear- 
nestness in what concerns their well-being. Many have talked 
over their ailments, physical and mental, often requesting a 


medical prescription, which has been freely given. 


The gen- 


eral spirit of friendliness between the medical director and 
the class members has grown greatly, with advantages to all.

To the Bath Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN, — In making my report for the year 1901-02, 


I am glad to be able to begin by saying that the increase 
in attendance in all the gymnasiums under my charge during 
that period has been unprecedented. So great has been the 
attendance, that the roomy gymnasiums in South Boston and 
East Boston were for the first time found inadequate both in 
floor space and locker-room. ‘The smaller gymnasiums in 
Wards 7, 9 and 19, have been so crowded that on many 
occasions class-work was hampered. 

This overwhelming increase cannot be attributed to a 
spasmodic or transitory interest in gymnastics. It is due to 
advancing intelligence and to the wide and salutary dissem- 
ination of physiological truths among the masses. The 
recent advent of magazines devoted to the diffusion of 
hygienic knowledge has been followed by splendid results. 
Thousands of persons leading sedentary lives are advised by 
these magazines of the importance of physical training; and 
where in former times these people suffered themselves to 
lapse into physical decline they now flock to the gymnasium 
to avail themselves of the opportunities therein afforded of 
cultivating a robust, healthy organization. 

When we consider that improved machinery displaces 
labor and tends to lessen the hours of toil, it is easy to see 
that man’s physical exercise in the future is to be voluntary 
in gymnasiums rather than compulsory in daily work. 
Therefore attendance in gymnasiums must continue to in- 
crease at perhaps more than the present rate, and if this 
increase is to be met more gymnasiums must be added and 
more instructors engaged. 

The system of class-work that I introduced in all the 
gymnasiums was partly German-American, partly Y. M.C. A,, 
and partly my own. As no one system of gymnastics 
was sufficiently elastic to be universally applied in our field 
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of work, where we had both sexes and all ages to treat, I 
was compelled to formulate one in which I included the 
elements of many. 

The class-work which was made a feature of our training, 
comprised drills in free movements, dumb bells, wands, In- 
dian clubs, and light apparatus. The principles of change 
and progression were scrupulously observed in these drills, 
thus insuring advancement and absence of monotony. 

The object of class-work is to secure the greatest general 
benefit to the largest possible number, and in this particular 
we were eminently successful as our medical examinations 
proved. 

Special work, or medical gymnastic treatment was given 
to many persons for hollow chests, spinal curvatures, 
depressed shoulders, and a symmetrical development. The 
results in these cases were commensurate with the interest 
and zeal displayed by the pupils in performing the prescribed 
work. 

The number of persons sent to the gymnasiums by physi- 
cians for the correction of physical defects were amazingly 
large. Cases of this sort which, before gymnasiums were 
opened, must have been allowed to distress persons during 
their entire lives, being brought to our attention, were either 
wholly cured or greatly relieved. ‘The importance of this 
special work cannot be too much emphasized; and to do it 
justice, | am sorry to say, our limited number of instructors 
are insufficient. 

Great attention was paid to children’s classes. The exer- 
cises given to them were simple and elementary, and took up 
but a small portion of their time. I believe that, for children, 
the gymnasium should serve more as a playground, where 
they can indulge their natural desire for childish sport and 
gambols, than as a gymnastic school, where they are con- 
strained by excessive discipline. 

No science can dictate anything more salutary for children 
in the way of exercise than their own natural impulse to play. 

The care of children has been in strict accordance with 
this view. Varied games were abundantly devised for them, 
and in their climbing and running every precaution was 
taken to minimize the danger from falling. 

Owing to this good care, and also to good fortune, I am 
happy to say that, although thousands of children visited the 
various gymnasiums during the Aah not one serious accl- 
dent has been recorded. 

Kindergarten work was introduced at the women and girls 
department of the L-street bath this season. A shelter, 60 
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feet long and 13 feet wide, was built, and abundant tilts, 
tiddly-boards, sliding-boards, pails and shovels and other 
amusments were put in use. Six small hammocks were 
hung, especially designed for the exclusive use of sickly 
children and infants. ‘These were continually occupied. 

The shelter was crowded at all times by the mothers and 
children who came to spend the day at the beach. Hating 
lunch while in bathing costume was a popular practice. It 


_ was not uncommon to see forty or fifty women and children 


enjoying such feasts at noontime. 

Judging from the number of enfeebled women and chil- 
dren who courted health at the beach every day, it is evident 
that people in general are awakening to the value of fresh 
air, sunshine, and salt water. Nor were these persons who 
sought health in this manner dissappointed. The change 
wrought in their appearance was almost incredible. 

At the North End park, kindergarten work was carried out 
on the same lines as at L-street. A wire fence was placed 
around the old shelter, making an enclosure about 60 feet 
square, and five new swings were added, making a total of 
fifteen. Other amusements and exercising apparatus in suffi- 
cient number were kept constantly on hand. ‘This enclosure 
was reserved for women, and boys and girls under eight 
years of age. 

On the playground a combination apparatus was placed in 
one of the jumping-boxes, which consisted of high and low 
parallel bars and high and low vaulting bars. A basket-ball 
court, 50 feet square, was laid out and covered with sand, 4 
inches deep. Jumping-boxes were repaired and filled with 
tan bark. 

The hand-ball court was renovated, and four quoit courts 
were put in use. ‘The base-ball diamond was levelled and 
put in order. The ball ground was used mostly by organized 
clubs who resided in North End. 

Bats and balls were furnished for boys under twelve years 
of age. 

The abundant advantages accruing from the use of the 
North End park have become so well known that it would 


_ be superfluous for me to advert to them.

Sir, — The Board of Appeal herewith presents its report 
for the year ending January 31, 1902. 

During the year referred to the Board heard and acted on 
twelve general appeals from the decisions of the Building 
Commissioner. In six of these cases the appellant was sus- 
tained, and the Commissioner directed to issue permits. In 
six of these cases the decision of the Commissioner was sus- 
tained. 

The Board approved the authorization to omit protection 
as provided for in section 51 of the Building Law, in one 
case. 

In two cases, the Board acted with the commission, pro- 
vided for by section 117, chapter 419, Acts of 1892. 

The Board approved of the granting of permits to restore 
to original conditions premises damaged by fire in one hun- 
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dred and eighteen cases, and refused approval in three such 


cases. 

No salaries are paid to the members of the Board; the 
members receive compensation for time spent and such 
compensation, including payments to substitutes, as author- 
ized by the law, amounted in all to $2,225.

Str, — In compliance with section 24 of chapter 3 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898, a statement of the operations of 


the department is herewith presented from February 1, 1901, 
to January 31, 1902.

The number of permits granted for first and second-class 
buildings is 428; for third-class buildings, 904; for alter- 
ations, 2,115; for setting of steam boilers, engines, etc., 
1,008; for plumbing, 4,512; for gas-fitting work, 11,342; 
making a total of 20,309 permits granted during the year. 

The number of examinations made upon buildings in 
process of construction is 20,791; of alterations, 9,029; of: 
boilers, engines, etc., relative to setting, 1,276; plumbing 
work, 20,453; gas-fitting work, 19,393; elevators, 2,410; - 
egress, 2,706; plans, 4,264; specials, 277; fires, 2,162; 
making a total of 82,761. 
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These examinations occasioned 352 reports relative to 
unsafe buildings, dangerous chimneys, etc.; 2,162 reports 
relative to fires; 877 reports relative to violations ; and 4,570 
final reports (buildings completed) ; making a total of 7,961 
reports made during the year. 

The number of notices issued for violation of the statutes, 
etc., is 963; for unsafe buildings, walls, etc., 169; for dan- 
gerous chimneys, 60; for additional means of egress, 288 ; 
and for miscellaneous purposes, 1,302; making a total of 
2,777 notices issued during the year. 

Of the 4,264 plans submitted during the year, 3,408 were 
approved and 856 were disapproved. The department 
referred to the Board of Appeal for its approval 179 applica- 
tions to restore premises to original condition (same being 
damaged by fire). Of this number three applications were 
not approved by the Board of Appeal. 

Eleven appeals referred to the Board of Appeal were sus- 
tained, and 11 appeals were not sustained. 

The Board of Appeal also approved omission of fireprool- 
ing in five cases, as provided for in section 51, chapter 419, 
of the Acts of 1892. 

The department received 18 appeals, and referred same to 
Board of Appeal; also received 28 communications from the 
Board of Appeal. 

One appeal referred to Board of Appeal was withdrawn. 

One appeal referred to Board of Appeal rejected by said 
board, appeal not necessary, law practically complied with. 

Two appeals referred rejected by Board of Appeal (not in 
form). 

A special commission on boilers ordered two permits 
granted after hearing objections. 

Of the 428 permits issued for first and second-class build- 
ings, 282 were for dwellings, 56 for dwellings and stores, 16 
for tenement houses, 13 for stores, 12 for stables, 11 for ten- 
ements and stores, 8 for offices, 7 for light manufacturing, 6 
for storage, 5 for warehouses, and the remainder for miscella- 
neous purposes. 

For third-class buildings, for which 904 permits were 
granted, 713 were for dwellings, 24 for stores, 21 for storage, 
19 for wagon sheds, 18 for dwellings and stores, 17 for 
stables, 8 for offices, and the balance for miscellaneous 
purposes. 

The greatest number of permits granted for first and 
second-class buildings by wards, is Ward 11, 56; Wards 8 and 
19, 87 each; Ward 22, 81; Ward 20, 30; Ward 24, 29; 
Ward 6, 28; Ward 21, 28; Wards 7 and 25,18 each; Ward 
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10,17; Ward 17, 15; Wards 5 and 18, 14 each; Ward 4, 
11, and the remainder distributed throughout the remaining 
wards. 

The greatest number of permits granted for third-class 
buildings by wards, is Ward 20, 222; Ward 23, 118; Ward

19,51; Ward 1, 48; Ward 16, 45; Ward 2, 34, and the 
remainder distributed throughout the remaining wards. 

The number of first and second-class buildings completed

GaAs AccIDENT RECORD. 


On February 16, in premises Commonwealth avenue, No. 118, Ward 
11, while clearing inside service pipe of frost, which had gathered 
therein, Daniel F. Casey was overcome by escaping gas. He had 
removed the plug from pipe and inhaled considerable gas before man- 
aging to replace the plug in barrel of the cock. After being revived he 


was sent home. 


On April 5, a lodger in premises 79 Carver street, Ward 7, was found 
unconscious from illuminating gas, which was escaping from an open 
burner in room. The stop-cock of fixture was turned on. He was 
removed to the City Hospital. 

A workman in premises 2029 Columbus avenue, Ward 22, was over- 
come by coal gas escaping from open stove in building, said stove being 
used to dry out the building, which was new and unoccupied. He was 
removed to the City Hospital. 

The occupants of building 287 Shawmut avenue, Ward 9, were over- 
come by coal gas, on April 4. Said gas came from cooking stove in 


front basement. 


From appearances it was judged soot had accumulated 


a 
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in flues. The four occupants were removed to the City Hospital, where 
it was learned they were recovering. 

Upon examination of premises 3 Yarmouth street, Ward 10, on April 
6, it was found that the stop-cock of single swing-gas bracket, near head 
of bed, was partly turned on, allowing gas to escape into room. From 
appearances it is presumed the young woman occupying room was read- 
ing while lying down, and by accident partially turned on cock after 
shutting off light. She was removed to the City Hospital, where it was 
reported she would probably recover. 

Upon investigation, April 6, as to cause of explosion in premises 276 
Massachusetts avenue, Ward 10, it was ‘learned that employees of gas 
company were at work relaying the service pipe which supplies the 
building with gas. In doing this work they had dug a trench through 
foundation wall of building to main pipe in street. In the basement of 
building there was a steam heater which was in use at the time of 
explosion. It is thought that the explosion was caused by escaping gas 
coming in contact with fire under the boiler. The damage was to stock 
in store, and slightly to building. One employee of the gas company 
was injured somewhat. 

On April 15, in premises 923 Congress street, Ward 7, an employee of 
the gas company was sent to the third story rear to turn gas into this 

part of building. In the room was a long bench, in which was set a 
-number of glue-pots, each having a small heating burner init. The gas- 
pipe was run under the bench, and a two-light pendant cock controlled 
each pair of glue-pots. The man after turning on gas went under the 
bench to turn the stop-cock of fixtures to permit gas to force air out of 
pipes, that he might light burners and test them. He inhaled consider- 
able gas, and when he stood up he lost his balance and fell, striking his 
head. He died shortly afterward. 

Upon examining premises 16 Laconia street, Ward 9, relative to explo- 
_ sion, it was learned that a man about forty-five years old was found 
unconscious under the front doorsteps, at which time a strong odor of 
gas was noticed. After the man had been removed some unknown per- 
son lighted a match under the steps which caused the accumulated gas 
to explode, slightly damaging steps and brick wall. Two people in 
house were reported overcome by gas. 

On April 28, about midnight, a man about sixty years of age hired 
a room at Hotel Leverett, Leverett street. In the morning, about ten 
o’clock, a strong odor of gas was noticed, and upon being traced to his 
room the door of said room was forced open. The man was unconscious 
and died shortly after. The cause of asphyxiation was found to be gas 
escaping from an open burner cock. The fixture was in good condition. 

Upon an examination of premises 636 Dorchester avenue, Ward 16, 
May 20, relative to asphyxiation by gas of two men, aged forty-one 
and forty years respectively, it was found that the room occupied by 
said men, on second floor rear, had one gas bracket which was in good 
order. The gas jet was turned on. It is presumed it was accidental. 
One man was dead when found, the second one unconscious. 

On May 28, upon examination to ascertain cause of suffocation by 
gas in premises 88 Leverett street, it was found that the store in first 
story had the Barrows system of gas-lighting installed for nine burn- 
ers. The valve and cock controlled the mixture of gas and air, and was 
located close to store door and about five feet from floor. The janitor 
closed the store at eleven o’clock, May 27, and in turning off the light 
from the three burners in use shut the air-cock only, and did not shut 
off the gas valve. The gas escaped from the burners of the three fixtures 
previously in use. A policeman in passing noticed the odor of gas from 
store, and entering the building shut off the fluid. The gas having 
escaped for about an hour and a half had permeated the building above, 
causing tenants to be slightly overcome, from which they soon recovered. 

Upon examination of house 608 Eighth street, Ward 14, May 27, 
relative to accident, it was found that a man occupying a rear room on 
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first floor was asphyxiated by gas. The gas-cock in room was open. It 
is believed death was caused by accidentally turning on cock. 

The occupant of premises 765 Broadway, Ward 14, was found suffo- 
cated in his room on third floor, June 28. The man had been ill for 
some time, and it is thought this probably accounted for the fact that 
he didnot entirely turn off gas-cock. He was fifty-three years old. 

Upon an examination of premises 513 Dudley street, Ward 17, to 
ascertain cause of explosion, it was found that the explosion occurred 
on the morning of July 10 at 12.10 o’clock, followed by fire, causing 
considerable damage to adjoining property. Two causes are proba- 
ble — gasoline stored in cellar and illuminating gas—the latter the 
probable cause. No. 513 Dudley street, where the explosion happened, 
is a one-story structure, occupied as a fruit store, and was a total loss. 
No. 511 Dudley street was damaged beyond repair. No. 515 Dudley 
street sustained a loss from fire and from force of explosion, estimated 
about $1,000. Damage to neighboring buildings, principally from break- 
age of glass, was about $3,000. 

The occupant of shop 50 School street, Ward 7, third floor, room 5, 
was found dead on his bench on the morning of July 24. Over the 
bench was a two-light fixture with flexible tube for a pressing-iron. The 
stem of the fixture was loose, but the gas-cocks were shut off and the 
fixture was in fairly good condition. It is said that the burners were 
turned on full at the stove. 

An examination of premises 12-14 Shawmut avenue, Ward 7, was 
made September 8, relative to gas explosion said to have taken place 
the day before. At connections from gas meter an iron union in pip- 
ing had no washer in it, and two small pipes had been broken off in 
some manner and plugged with soap and cork. No signs of explosion 
having taken place were in evidence. The gas company were ordered 
to remove meter for safety until pipe was removed. 

Upon examination of premises 297 Tremont street, Ward 7, as to 
cause of explosion, November 4, from condition of premises and from 
information received, I learned that a fitter was connecting a valve for 
one of the meters on third floor. The valve had to be taken apart and. 
connected in sections. The gas was not turned off at the service cock, 
and the man being in such a confined place was overcome by the escap- 
ing gas and fell tothe floor, Shortly afterward he was found. A few 
minutes later a slight explosion was caused by the escaping gas coming 
in contact with burner light in a closet on the fourth story, said closet 
being directly above the one where work was being performed. Damage 
was but trifling. A woman was slightly burned by gas when it ignited. 

The occupant of premises 20 Bennett street, Ward 7, on October 30, 
while attempting to locate leak in room on first floor, was overcome by 
the escaping gas and was found unconscious by police officer who had 
noticed the odor of gas from the street. At the time of examination of 
premises by inspector the gas fixture had been removed and cap placed 
on outlet, so it could not be ascertained what the defect was. 

In premises 38 East Springfield street, Ward 12, December 10, a lodger 
in front room, third story, was found dead in bed from the effects of 
escaping gas in room. Upon an examination it was found that the gas 
fixture was a common single swing bracket. The fixture leaked very 
slightly. It is thought the cock was accidentally turned on by one of the 
occupants of room. .The second occupant when found was unconscious.

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ELEVATOR AND HoIstwAY ACCIDENT RECORD. 


On Thursday afternoon, February 14, a young woman, twenty years 
old, named Hester Wilson, was injured by the falling of the small hoist 
elevator in building 116 Mt. Pleasant avenue, Ward 17. She was hold- 
ing a light for a grocery boy, who was lowering the car, which stuck 
near the first floor and stopped descending until the hoist rope was 
slack, when it fell. The platform struck the woman upon the right 
shoulder and fractured her collar-bone. 


About four o’clock on the afternoon of Monday, February 11, Sydney 
Richmond, eighteen years of age, was caught between the platform of 
the elevator and the side of elevator car at the third story, near fourth 
floor, in building 30-32 Lancaster street, Ward 8. It is presumed that 
he attempted to board the car while it was ascending. He was badly 
crushed and taken to the Massachusetts General Hospital, where he 
died about midnight. 


On March 15, during the morning, David O’Connell, sixteen years old, 
was injured by the freight elevator in building 332-336 Congress street. 
It appears that the elevator was ascending, and while bending forward 
to look into the third story his feet projected beyond the platform and 
were caught at the lintel and held until the next landing was reached, 
when the young man fell forward upon the flooring. He was taken to 
the Emergency Hospital, where it was found that the right ankle was 
badly sprained and that both legs were seriously contused. 


James J. Tierney, employed in premises 80-88 Bromfield street, 
Ward 7, about 9.45 A.M., March 20, was found crushed between the 
platform of freight elevator and the header of the well door, at the 
third story. No one saw the accident. It is supposed that he 
attempted to get onto the car while it was ascending. 


Mrs. Catherine Kenney, while scrubbing the floor of third story hall 
in premises 150-152 Newbury street, Ward 11, on April 18, fell through 
the door opening of elevator well to the top of elevator, a distance of 
about thirty-six feet. She was taken to the Massachusetts General 
Hospital, where it was found she sustained but slight bruises. 


On Tuesday, April 23, about 9.30 A.M., a painter named J. A. Kelley, 
forty-five years of age, was injured by elevator at 34 Binford street, 
Ward 18. He attempted to leave the elevator while it was in motion, 
and was jammed between front wall of building and elevator platform. 
Asa result he lost one ear and sustained several broken ribs and severe 
contusions. Mr. Kelley was conveyed to the Emergency Hospital. 


May 4, about 8.45 A.M., George R. Freeze, aged thirty years, em- 
ployed by the Atkinson Furniture Company as stockman, in premises 
827 Washington street, Ward 7, fell down the freight.elevator well from 
fourth story to basement, a distance of about forty feet. He was taken 
to the City Hospital, where he died the same day about 12.30 P.M. It 
is not known how the accident occurred. 


Mr. John W. Maher, electrician, while painting the moulding in 
elevator well of Exchange Building, 53 State street, Friday, May 3, was 
struck by elevator in its ascent, and fatally crushed between the elevator 
and iron girder which extends from floor to back of wall. 


Upon an examination of premises 75 Portland street, Ward 6, relative 
to elevator accident, it was learned that a boy about sixteen years of 
age, named Albert Lounsbury, employed in premises 71-73 Portland 
street, fell down the hoistway from fourth story, a distance of about

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forty feet. He caught the hoisting belt in his descent, breaking the 
fall. He was-taken to the Massachusetts General Hospital, and after 
his wounds were dressed he was sent home. The accident occurred 
on Saturday, May 25, at four o’clock, P.M. 


At 55 Beacon street, Ward 6, on Monday, May 27, at about 11.40 A.M., 
Harry Steele, aged about twenty-six years, while repairing shipper rope 
of passenger elevator car, attempted to get on the car when it was about 
five feet from floor of sub-basement. In some way the car started, and 
he was caught between the platform of car and casing header of well 
doorway. When released life was extinct. 


At ten o’clock on Wednesday, May 15, a boy named William Cullen, 
fifteen years old, and employed by fifth-story tenants of building 52-56 
Summer street, Ward 7, received an injury to right foot while riding up 
upon the freight elevator. The foot projected beyond the car platform, 
and the toes were crushed against threshold support. He was sent to 
the Emergency Hospital, and later to his home in Everett. 


During the progress of a fire in premises 55-57 Oliver street, Ward 7, 
on June 8, a fireman named Henry Craig, connected with Ladder 
Company 8, fell from the second story opening of hoistway, a distance 
of fifteen feet, and sustained severe bruises with possible internal 
injury. He was conveyed to the Massachusetts General Hospital for 
treatment. The hoistway was enclosed and protected by swinging and 
trap doors, but the same were open at time of accident. 


While playing around and on the freight elevator in premises 36-40 
Columbus avenue, Ward 10, a boy, nine years of age, named William 
O’ Keefe, fell from the top of street door casing header to bottom of 
elevator well, about thirty-three feet. When removed he was dead. 
The accident occurred on Friday, May 3ist. 


At about 3.45 o’clock, June 10, the assistant engineer of building 85 
South street was instantly killed by one of the elevators. He was in 
the pit, and gave directions for the ascent of the car. While engaged in 
cleaning the hoisting machinery in a stooping position the counter- 
balance weight descended upon him and pressed him against the brick 
wall, crushing his skull, ribs, and spine. He resided at 5 Bowdoin 
street. 


While passenger elevator was descending from fifth story of building 
553 Washington street, Ward 7, on Saturday, August 17, it got beyond 
the control of the conductor of car, and decended to bottom of well in 
basement with great force, shaking the three passengers on car up 
badly. 


Upon inspection of elevator in building 31 State street, reported to 
have fallen four stories, it was found that about 3.30 P.M., August 19, 
the operator found it impossible to stop the descent of car, which pro- 
ceeded downward at the ordinary speed to bottom of shaft. It was 
then ascertained that a disarrangement of the pilot valve prevented the 
effective operation of the lever governing the flowage of water. The 
valve was immediately adjusted and elevator car put in operation. The 
elevator was not damaged, and the two passengers in car at time of 
accident are said to have escaped injury. 


A young man, eighteen years old, named Charles Dron, fell from 
fourth floor of building 16 Beach street, Ward 7, to bottom of freight 
elevator shaft, about forty feet. He was employed on the premises, but 
it is not known that he had any duty to perform at the elevator, and 
was not seen to go there. The noise of fall was heard, and he was re- 
moved to the Emergency Hospital, where he died a short time after- 
ward. The accident occurred on October 4, about 5.30 P.M. 
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An accident having been reported, upon investigation and from in- 
formation received on premises, it appears that about 11.15 A.M., 
Friday, October 11, a young man about seventeen years of age, named 
Harold Hain, employed in premises 100 Boylston street, Ward 7, got on 
the elevator at the eighth story to go to the ninth floor. Here the car 
was stopped and started again. It is presumed he changed his mind 
and attempted to get off the car before the door was closed, and while 
the car was ascending. He was caught between the well door header 
and platform of car, and was badly crushed. The power was reversed 
and the young man rescued and taken to the City Hospital, where he 
died shortly afterward. The elevator was in good condition. 


At 2.15 P.M., October 8, while passenger elevator was descending in 
building 85-41 Winter street, it dropped from third story to some 
distance beyond first story, a distance of about thirty feet, landing on 
the bumpers. At the time of accident conductor and an employee, 
Alfred Basch, were on the car. The latter was injured and removed to 
the Emergency Hospital, where it was ascertained his left foot was 
crushed and bones broken. 


November 22, Friday, about 3.15 P.M., Christian Sorenson, about 
thirty-one years of age, employed as laborer by the B. F. Sturtevant Co., 
while riding up on the outside freight elevator of rear building, on 
premises Green street, Ward 238, at second story fell from the platform 
to yard, a distance of about twelve feet, striking on his head. He was 
conveyed to the City Hospital, where he died the next morning. 


At 11.80 A.M., November 13, a young man, employed by F. S. Clark 
& Co., in premises 167 Oliver street, Ward 7, was injured by freight 
elevator upon which he was ascending. Upon reaching the fifth floor 
opening he left the car, and upon discovering that he had not reached 
his destination, attempted to regain the car, which was still in motion. 
Upon doing so his legs were pinioned at the lintel and badly bruised. 
His right hand and fingers were crushed. He was taken to the Emer- 
gency Hospital, where two fingers were amputated. 


Luther Corbin, about seventy years of age, janitor of building 100 
Chauncy street, Ward 7, was injured by falling down passenger elevator 
shaft of said building, from the first floor opening, a distance of four- 
teen feet. He supposed the car was at the landing and he stepped into 
the shaft opening. Mr. Corbin was carried to the City Hospital, where 
it was found he had sustained a fracture of the right leg and left arm. 
The accident occurred on Monday, November 12. His recovery was 
doubtful at time of report. 


Shortly after one o’clock P.M., December 5, a young man, twenty-two 
years old, named Harry C. Paine, was fatally injured by freight elevator 
in building 234 Congress street, Ward 7. He was descending on the 
elevator and it is presumed that he attempted to leave car at the second 
floor landing, but was unable to raise the gate against which he was 
forced, and was so much injured that he fell to the bottom of shaft, a 
distance of thirty feet, after the elevator had ascended far enough to 
release him. He was conveyed to the Emergency Hospital, where he 
died at six o’clock the same afternoon. He sustained severe internal 
injuries and fractures of the left leg and arm. 


Upon investigation as to cause of accident in premises 11-17 Eliot 
street, Ward 7, on December 2, it was ascertained that a young man, 
named Harold C. Ayles, about eighteen years of age, left the bench at 
which he was working and it is supposed attempted to get on the 
elevator car while it was ascending, and was caught between the car 
platform and door header of elevator well at third story. His head 
was crushed badly, and he died before reaching the hospital. 
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At 8.30 A.M., January 1, Frank E. Brown, teamster, forty-five years 
old, fell from the street opening in elevator shaft of building 98 South 
street, Ward 7, a distance of ten feet, and sustained a fracture of the 
right shoulder. He was delivering goods in building and supposed the 
elevator car was at the landing, and he stepped in. 


On Thursday, January 2, at about 9 A.M., Philip Griff, thirty years of 
age, was standing by shipper rope on the inside edge of elevator car, 
which was loaded with empty barrels, in building 80-86 Fulton street, 
Ward 6, while it was descending. When passing the first floor he was 
crushed between the barrels on the car and the timber under the open- 
ing on first floor. He was taken to the City Hospital. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Mayhall, employed as domestic in premises 168 Beacon 
street, Ward 11, was fatally injured and crushed between door frame of 
grille work of elevator. It is presumed she was on car and attempted 
to leave the same at fourth story while it was in motion. She was 
forced through the door and frame work of well, falling to the floor of 
fourth story and from there to bottom of well, about forty-eight feet 
distant. She died a few minutes later. The accident occurred about 
9.25 A.M., Tuesday, January 14. 


At about 8 o’clock, Saturday, January 18, Assistant Engineer Fred F. 
Loskamp, employed in building 400 Washington street, Ward 7, was 
instantly killed while lubricating the piston rod of plunger elevator. 
He went beneath the car while it was descending to apply the grease. 
Later he was found with his head crushed. It is supposed that he 
attempted to step from the enclosure while car was descending and 
slipped, and that the elevator was started downward from above. He 
was thirty-eight years of age.

The property of the department consists of its records, 
books, maps, plans, pictures, typewriting machine and desk 
for same. 

There have been 745 complaints made and recorded of 
violations of the statutes and ordinances during the year, and 
493 have been reported removed at an estimated cost of 
$22,065. 

There also have been 155 complaints made and recorded 
of unsafe buildings and dangerous chimneys, and 106 have 
been reported secured at an estimated cost of $40,299. 

During the year 64 complaints have been referred to Mr. 
Samuel M. Child, Assistant City Solicitor, for legal action ; 
15 have been closed and 49 are pending.

Sir, — The Cemetery Department of the City of Boston 
respectfully submits its report of the affairs of this depart- 
ment for the fiscal year 1901-1902. 

All burial-grounds owned by, and in charge of, the City of 
Boston, passed into the control of the Cemetery Department 
by an Act of the Legislature, chapter 375, of the year 1897. 

The burial-grounds, cemeteries and tombs which are either 
owned by or in charge of the City of Boston are as follows: 


Mount Horr CEMETERY. 


Located in West Roxbury District, about five and one-half 
miles from the city proper. Additional land with dwelling- 
house and other buildings on Berry street, bought in 1878 
for $4,500, containing two acres; two lots of land on 
Berry street, purchased in 1877 for $856.59, containing 
12,237 square feet, and parcels of land between Canterbury 
street and Mount Hope Cemetery, bought in 1901 for 
$14,733.76, containing four acres and 2,975 square feet;

MANAGEMENT OF DEPARTMENT. 


The management of this department is vested in the mem- 
bers of the commission, who are represented by a General 
Superintendent, having control over the employees and prop- 
erty of the department. 

The General Superintendent, with headquarters at Mount 
Hope Cemetery, directs the general work carried on in the 
cemeteries and burying-grounds, directs funerals therein, 
and keeps records of all interments pertaining to Mount 
Hope Cemetery, together with the location and transfer of 
bodies. : 

The General Superintendent acts under the direction of 
the commission, and is responsible to it. The duties of this 
position are manifold, requiring a knowledge of the needs of 
all the burial-grounds and cemeteries, and personal attention 
to the varied and different kinds of work carried on in this 
department. 

During the past year Mr. James H. Morton has acted as 
General Superintendent. Mr. Morton has performed the 
various and arduous duties of his position in an efficient 
manner. The work of the department under his superin- 
tendence has gone forward in a way most satisfactory to the 
trustees. 

The Board employs a secretary, who is the executive 
officer of the Board, and, in accordance with the requirements 
of the Acts of the Legislature, keeps the records of the 
Board, and has control of all documents, maps, papers and 
general information pertaining to the department. The 
secretary has charge of the finances of the department, and, 
in accordance with the City Ordinances, is under bond. 

The secretary is Mr. Albert E. Smith. 

While the superintendent has general charge over all the 
burial-grounds, the department is represented by custodians 
in certain cemeteries which are open to the public. 

The General Superintendent has complete charge of King’s 
Chapel, the Granary, the Central, the Westerly and Walter- 
street Burial-grounds, Mount Hope Cemetery and the City 
Cemetery. 
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The Bennington-street Cemetery is under a working cus- 
todian, Mr. Frank L. Turner, who has charge of the grounds, 
and does the necessary work in the making of interments. 

The Charlestown cemeteries — Bunker Hill and Phipps 
street — are in charge of a custodian, Mr. A. M. Lydston. 

Evergreen Cemetery and the Market-street Burial-ground, 
in Brighton, are also under the charge of a custodian, Mr. 
Charles P. Harding; and Mr. John J. Burnes has charge of 
the North and South Dorchester; Eustis street, Roxbury; 
South, Washington street; and Hawes, South Boston, Burial- 
grounds. 

The department has an office in City Hall, where the gen- 
eral business of the department is transacted.

GENERAL WoRK OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The card catalogues. and plans locating lots, graves and 
tombs are being completed as fast as the nature and accuracy 
of the work will permit. The records have to be verified in 
many ways; the value of the work entirely depends upon 
absolute accuracy in every detail. 

The City Engineer, Mr. Jackson, has kindly codperated 
with this department in the engineering work, and his assist- 


oe 
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ants have prepared the plans of the burial-grounds and 
cemeteries needed in the prosecution of this work. On these 
plans, when finally prepared, will be shown every tomb, 
grave-stone and marker, each with a given number, so that by 
reference every monument or stone now in existence can be 
accurately located. From now on the city will have a com- 
plete inventory of such matters as are in its possession or 
control. 

This will answer many perplexing questions which may 
arise in the future. ‘The lack of old records and want of a 
system of preserving such as have existed, has in days past 
caused much unfavorable comment among a large class of 
people who, from family tradition, historical interest or 
other cause have shown great interest in the old burial- 
grounds. 

The records of Evergreen Cemetery, originally in a very 
confused and unreliable condition, have been brought into 
satisfactory and reasonable shape. 

A new plan of the cemetery has been made, showing all 
lots and single graves laid out up to the present time. 

In addition to this, a plan book containing a plan of every 
lot purchased is being prepared. 

A copy of the Mt. Hope Cemetery record of interments is 
being prepared for the card catalogue, that the city office of 
the department may have a complete record of the interments 
made in every cemetery in its charge, which records will be 
available to the public. 

The card catalogue of Mt. Hope interments is for protec- 
tion against loss by fire or other cause; it is deemed unwise 
to have only one set of records of such an important ceme- 
tery as Mt. Hope. 

The cards prepared for the card catalogues in the old 
burial-crounds, contain an accurate copy of the inscriptions 
on the stones, and such other information as has been col- 
lected from other sources pertaining to the bodies interred or 
or the stones themselves. 

The cards copied from the inscriptions in the old burial- 
grounds number fifteen thousand (15,000). The cards re- 
quired for the catalogue pertaining to Mt. Hope Cemetery 
will number sixty thousand (60,000), and those of Evergreen 
about five thousand (5,000). 

Work is still going forward on the history of the old 
burial-grounds, and data is being collected from all sources 
pertaining to the same. To this end the old town and city 
records have been examined, local histories consulted, and 
much information from various channels compiled, by which 
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it is hoped to satisfactorily answer the many inquiries 
addressed to the department concerning these matters. 

The history of the Granary Burial-ground has been com- 
pleted, and is made a part of this report. The histories of 
the other ancient grounds will be published as completed, 
either in the annual reports of this department or as separate 
matter. It is believed their historical importance warrants 
such publication, and the information will be acceptable to 
the public. 

It is gratifying to note that the history of Copp’s Hill 
Burial-ground, published as a part of the last annual report, 
has received widespread and favorable attention, not alone 
in our own city but throughout the country. 

Copies of the history were requested for the public libra- 
ries of London, Berlin and Paris, and letters in reference to 
the same have been received from all parts of the United 
States.

It is a pleasure to record that this Commission has been 
together without change in its members for almost five years. 
During that time it has organized the department and 
brought about many changes for the better control and man- 
agement of the cemeteries and the ancient burial-grounds 
under its control. 

This can be specially noticed in Mt. Hope Cemetery, 
which has been changed in point of its buildings and plant to 
a very marked extent. 

The old and inadequate greenhouses of wooden construc- 
tion have been replaced by modern iron frame houses, and 
when the plant is finished, according to contracts already 
awarded, will be the most complete of its kind in the country, 
affording ample and convenient room for the raising of all 
the plants and shrubs needed in the embellishment of Mt. 
Hope and the cemeteries throughout the city. 

A stone chapel has been erected, and plans are now under 
way and the money provided for a new administration build- 
ing and gateway, which will do away with the old entrance 
and present wooden constructed office. The administration 
building will combine with office purposes comfortable 
waiting and retiring rooms and fireproof vaults for the pro- 
tection of the valuable records of Mt. Hope Cemetery. 
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A new’stable and sheds, which take the place of the old 
barn constructed in 1849, cover a semi-circle in the rear por- 
tion of the grounds, and meet the requirements of the depart- 


ment in every way. The trustees gave much consideration to | 


the details of these buildings. 

The plans were drawn by Edward F. Maher, Esq., archi- 
tect, who superintended the construction of the buildings. 

The stable, fitted with every modern appliance from a 
sanitary and convenient standpoint, provides accommodation 
for fourteen horses, a carriage room 30x50, storage, harness 
and watchman’s rooms. 

Adjoining the stable is a large shed for housing materials. 
A range of open sheds connects this building with the black- 
smith and carpenter shops. A comfortable waiting-room for 
the men working in the cemetery has been provided with 
facilities for warming their food at noon. 

The carpenter work on these buildings was let under con- 
tract for $9,815 to J. H. Burt & Company, builders, of 
Boston. 

In other directions, the cemetery is up to the modern 
standard, and at the present time compares well with 
cemeteries about us under private control. 

There is still needed a fence on Paine street, and a proper 
division wall should be erected between thé grounds and those 
_ of Calvary Cemetery. 


LAND AVAILABLE IN Mt. Hoprt For FutTurE USEs. 


From July 31, 1857, to February 1, 1902, the receipts for 
the sale of lots and graves, and the amount received for the 
perpetual care of lots in Mt. Hope, were $449,070.86.

In the front of the cemetery, facing Walk Hill street and 
extending about twelve hundred (1,200) feet thereon, is an 
open space comprising about twenty-five (25) acres. 

The chapel occupies a portion of this piece opposite the 
main entrance; the Masonic lots and some private lots have 
been laid out at the farther end from the entrance gate. 
This piece, situated in the front of the cemetery, is in the 
most conspicuous portion, and has been kept open for future 
development and ornamental purposes. 

It cannot be utilized until it is drained and graded. 
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On Walk Hill street, in the front of the cemetery, is a 
section of about three (38) acres, situated between the green- 
houses and the Superintendent’s house. 

The undeveloped land situated on the northwest side of 
Walnut avenue comprises an area of about twenty (20) 
acres. This land, graded and laid out in burial lots, with the 
necessary paths and avenues constructed, would represent a 
value of five hundred forty-four thousand five hundred dol- 
lars ($544,500), and a prospective addition to the perpetual 
care fund of two hundred seventeen thousand eight hundred 
dollars ($217,800). 

The land situated at the corner of Walk Hill and Harvard 
streets, made available by the removal of barns and sheds, 
has already been referred to. 

Near the ladies’ waiting-room an area of about one acre 
and a half (14) has been left undeveloped, as the same is a 
solid ledge. 

In front of the receiving tomb, and on the two main 
avenues of the cemetery, is a triangular piece kept open for 
ornamental purposes. 

Near the back gate is a piece of low land, swampy and full 
of rocks, comprising about five (5) acres, which is unde- 
veloped. 

This land at the present time is useless, and to make it 
available for burial purposes would have to be drained and 
filled in. While this might be done, owing to the swampy 
nature of the ground, unless the city controlled the adjoin- 
ing tracts and could drain the same, it could not properly be 


~recommended for burial purposes. This would be an under- 


taking of considerable expense and of doubtful value. 


EVERGREEN CEMETERY. 


Evergreen Cemetery is situated on the Commonwealth 
avenue extension, near Chestnut Hill Reservoir, Brighton. 

The custodian is Mr. Charles P. Harding. 

The land in this cemetery was bought in 1848 by the 
Selectmen of Brighton from the heirs of William Aspinwall, 
for the sum of four thousand twenty-three and seventy-five 
one-hundredths dollars ($4,023.75), and was laid out as a 
cemetery of the town of Brighton, and remained under the 
control of said town until it was annexed to Boston in 1873, 


and has since been managed by the city. 
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There are at present two hundred and eighty-four (284) 
lots and four hundred and fifty (450) single graves. 

The cemetery was not originally laid out in a proper 
manner, nor any considerable portion of the land prepared for 
burial purposes. 

The walks and avenues are of superficial construction, and 
need continual and profitless patching. The front of the 
cemetery on Commonwealth avenue should be suitably treated 
and made more attractive. 

There is an active demand for single graves and small lots, 
which are prepared as needed. A large tract of land could 
be profitably prepared for this purpose, and thereby save much 
for the city, and a special appropriation should be provided 
to develop and beautify this cemetery, which is located in one 
of the most picturesque portions of our city. 

This department, since its formation, has constantly and 
persistently asked for the necessary funds for this purpose. 

All that our appropriation enables us to do is to keep the 
grounds in condition, care for lots, and perform the labor of 
making interments and developing such ground as is needed 
for burial purposes. 

No money is provided looking to permanent and needed 
improvements. The grounds lack a proper waiting-room and 
decent toilet facilities. The cemetery, as maintained by the 
city, is not to its credit, and far below the standard set by 
private cemeteries in several important respects. 

These recommendations have been made by this department. 
since its organization, the need of a special appropriation to 
carry out the recommendations has been persistently urged 
before the Finance, Committee, and nothing has been left 
undone by us to bring these matters to the attention of the 
city. 

The cost of maintaining Evergreen Cemetery for the past 
year has been $5,305.78.

THE OLD BURIAL-GROUNDS., 


Copp’s Hill is kept open daily for accommodation of vis- 
itors from May to November. 

Granary and King’s Chapel and Eustis street, Roxbury, 
are open Sundays during seven months. 

The Granary, King’s Chapel and Central Burial-grounds 
will be opened at any time on application at the office of the 
Cemetery Department. 

None of the old grounds are open, except the same is in 
charge of some one representing the department. 

The old burial-grounds have been kept in good condition, 
the grass cut, trees cared for, tombs repaired, and such im- 
provements made as are warranted by our appropriation. 

The old burial-grounds annually prove a greater charge 
upon the city. - Time destroys the walls, disintegrates the 
foundations of tombs and monuments, and is rapidly obliter- 
ating the inscriptions which mark the burial places of many 
thousands. Repairs are made so far as our appropriation 
warrants, though much more could be done would finances 
permit. 

Many citizens feel that the city should do something 
towards the preservation of the inscriptions on the old stones. 
This could only be done by a re-cutting of the worn letter- 
ing on many slabs and monuments. 

The department believes this should be undertaken, and 
although the expense of doing such work in all of the old 
grounds would be considerable, yet a part could be done 
from year to year; this would arrest an entire obliteration 
of the inscriptions, and calls for no immediate large appro- 
priation. While these stones are private property, it is 
believed their historical importance would justify such pres- 
ervation. 

The old yards, containing bodies of many illustrious and 
memorable persons, are of great interest and tender solicita- 
tion to our people here and abroad. It is right that the city 
government should spare-no expense within reason in the 
care and perpetuation of monuments which mark with dis- 
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tinct emphasis the early history of Boston, and point out the 
final resting places of many of the men and women who laid 
the foundation for the city’s strength and greatness. These 
ancient burial-grounds are the most prominent memorials of 
our municipality’s struggles and labors. 

The employees stationed at Mt. Hope and on the pay-roll 
charged thereto, have done the necessary work in the care of 
the Granary, King’s Chapel, Central Burial-ground on Com- 
mon, Westerly and Walter streets grounds, West Roxbury. 

We again call attention to the number of interments that 
have been made in tombs in some of the old grounds in the 
crowded sections of the city. 

Several of these tombs are used by undertakers who inter 
bodies therein, and from which the City of Boston obtains 
but a smali revenue. Such use this department is powerless 
to interfere with, as these undertakers are the owners of the 
tombs. 

The number of interments of this nature during the past 
year amount to twenty-two. 

None of these tombs are air-tight or in proper condition to 
allow interments therein without a distinct danger to the 
public health. We feel that if such interments are to be 
tolerated by the city government that at least the tombs 
should be reconstructed and made air-tight, thereby diminish- 
ing the danger to our citizens of possible contagion. 

The number of interments made in the private tombs by 
citizens are very few as compared to those made by under- 
takers. 

We trust that an investigation will be made of this subject, 
and a city ordinance passed restricting the matter in some 
definate way. 

The cost of maintaining the old grounds for the past year 
has amounted to $9,613.25. 


WorRK PERFORMED.

Granary Ground.— Granite wall was repointed; two tombs 
were repaired; the arches of twelve tombs were repaired; 
twenty-six feet. of brick wall rebuilt; 174 grave-stones were 
repaired, and ten tablets reset. 
Copp’s Hill Ground. — One hundred fifty-seven feet of wall 
repointed and two tombs repaired. 
King’s Chapel Ground. — Two tombs repaired and twenty- 
six grave-stones repaired. 
Hawes Ground. — Seven tombs and wall repaired. 
Bennington Street Ground.—Two hundred and sixty-three

. were numbered, and that part of the grounds, consisting of 


about two acres, in which interments were made, was regraded, 
mounds levelled and the ground seeded. The fence fronting 
on Bennington street was painted. 

Central Ground. — Reset .granite on City tomb and one 
private tomb repaired; much labor and attention was required 
in caring for the trees on these grounds. 

Westerly Ground. — Front wall pointed. Much improvement 
was made at the entrance to the ground and around the Billings 
tomb by Mr. Mackintosh, without expense to the department. 


THE City CEMETERY. 


An appropriation was asked and received ($15,000) for 
additional land for the burial of unclaimed bodies. 

The need of this was imperative, and the conditions from 
which we sought relief have been fully set forth in the annual 
reports of the past two years, and in several communications. 
sent to the City Council. 

Land adjoining the present City Cemetery was purchased 
to meet this need. 

A detailed account of the expenditure of this appropriation 
will be found elsewhere. 

The reason and need of purchase was fully set forth and 
explained in the last annual report of the department on 
pages 18 et seg. 

The land provided has met the imperative needs of free 
burial which the city is bound to provide in a certain class 
of cases, thereby satisfying the condition of the statute 
creating the department, which states that it shall provide a 
free burial place for the inhabitants of the City of Boston 
without any charge whatsoever. 

It was early found in the history of the cemetery that this 
method of burial was not satisfactory to a large class of 
people, making as it did a pauper burial, z.e., a burial for 
which there was no charge. This led some forty years ago to 
the setting aside of a portion of the cemetery for a “ City Lot.” 
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This system was inaugurated and intended to meet the 
requirements of people of very moderate circumstances, who 
did not wish to avail themselves of the provision made for 
the inhabitants of the City of Boston where no compensation 
was to be paid, and who could not afford the purchase of a 
rave. 

: The Trustees of Mt. Hope Cemetery gave a burial right 
for five dollars ($5.00) — the cost of an interment — in this 
lot, which removed the burial from one free from any charge 
therefor to a burial for which a consideration was paid. 

This method furnished a mere burial right for no definite 
period, other bodies were buried in the same grave, and no 
ownership of land or right of control was granted with this 
lot. No decoration of the grave by monument or marker 
could be allowed from the fact that other bodies were interred 
in the same grave; in other words, there was no right of 
ownership. 

This is a system which may have been fair, and in a certain 
sense proper; this department, however, felt it was mislead- 
ing, and, in many instances, misunderstood by the persons who 
took advantage of its provisions, and believed they were pur- 
chasing more than a mere right of interment. 

Early in January of 1902 this lot (containing then 17,896 
bodies) was substantially full. At a meeting of the Board 
held on January 9, 1902, the following votes were passed, 
and, in accordance with the requirements of the same, a notice 
was sent to the undertakers of the City of Boston apprising 
them of this decision: 


Voted, That, whereasit appears that the City Lot, so called, in 
Mt. Hope Cemetery is substantially filled, and whereas adequate 
provision has been made by the setting apart of land for pauper 
burials, the General Superintendent is hereby instructed that 
when said lot shall be filled to cease providing the right of inter- 
ment (without giving the usual receipt that is given to a pur- 
chaser of a $15.00 grave) for the cost of $5.00 in any portion of 
Mt. Hope Cemetery, and that hereafter all interments in said 
cemetery shall be made in lots or graves owned by some person 
or in land designated by the department for city paupers. 

Voted, That notices apprising the undertakers of this vote, 
to take effect February 1, 1902, be sent.

Dear Srr,— You are hereby notified that, in accordance 
with the order of the Cemetery Department, on February 1, 
1902, and from that time on, no further burials shall be made in 
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the City Lot, so called, at Mt. Hope Cemetery, but that thereafter 
all interments in said cemetery shall be made in lots or graves 
owned by some person or in land designated by the department 
for city paupers.

This department has realized for some time it was right to 
put an end to this form of burial which was misleading, and 
really gave nothing to the purchaser better than a free burial, 
but inasmuch as the system had been inaugurated for many 
years it did not seem wise to make any change until the 
land set aside for this purpose was used, when it was deemed 
advisable to take a definite stand. 

We know that great effort is made by friends and relatives 
to keep their dead from a free burial and obtain a final rest- 
ing-place over which they can have control, and the depart- 
ment has supplied so much of its land as was available to 
these people for a reasonable consideration. 

The area of Mt. Hope is limited and must, in accordance 
with the provisions of the Statute, be divided between 
“suitable lots or other sub-divisions for family or other 
burials with necessary paths and avenues and land for a 
public burial-ground for the use of the inhabitants of said 
Boston, free from any charge therefor.” 

Demand for graves for a small consideration is very great, 
and Mt. Hope is one of the few cemeteries in this vicinity 
that supplies single graves at a price within the purchasing 
abilities of citizens of moderate means, and now that the 
City Lot is full, the demands of many citizens will make 
exhaustive inroads upon the remaining land available for 
inexpensive graves in Mt. Hope. 

We believe the city should establish the policy of furnish- 
ing its unfortunate citizens with single graves for the 
consideration of $5, and that for that purpose provision 
should be made to enable this department to carry into 
effect such suggested policy. 

- We know this would be greatly appreciated by many of our 
citizens who desire to save from a free burial their relatives 
and friends. There is not enough available land in Mt. 
Hope to provide for this class of burial except for a very 
short time, and it might be wise for the City Council to 
discuss the advisability of establishing a burial-ground ad- 
jacent to Mt. Hope Cemetery for the meeting of this demand. 
Land so situated could be cared for and managed by the 
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employees stationed at Mt. Hope without unreasonable 
additional expense. 

The Trustees recommend that such land, if acquired, be 
separated into sections with separate burial locations to any 
denomination or religion whose custom requires it; and that 
a part thereof be consecrated for burial purposes, in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the Catholic faith; giving 
equal and impartial rights to all religions. 

We make no estimate at this time covering this, feeling it 
is a matter which properly should be left to the City Council 
to determine and provide for, if in its wisdom it believes this 
recommendation should be carried into effect. 

Inasmuch as the city has given a burial right to many 
thousands of people for $5, it can afford to continue the 
policy on a more proper and liberal basis, and for the same 
amount give the title to a grave, which at the election of its 
owner, could be utilized for the interment of the bodies of 
two adults or four children. 

The filling of the so-called City Lot leaves a class of 
people unprovided for, although to meet this demand the 
department is laying out an area of land and offering single 
graves at the rate of .ten dollars ($10). As single graves 
in Mt. Hope have not been sold for less than fifteen dollars 
($15), we do not feel warranted in making further discount 
unless additional land and .authority to do so is forth- 
coming. 

Burials within the city limits is at best a perplexing prob- 
lem, and demands the most careful and intelligent investiga- 
tion at the hands of the City Council. 

Other cities have made advanced strides in the direction 
of separating burial-grounds so far as possible from the living, 
and from the investigations made by this department of meth- 
ods in other large municipalities, we.feel there are many things 
which the City of Boston might well change in this impor- 
tant respect. 

It is most unfortunate that Mt. Hope, in which centres the 
interests of so many thousands of our citizens, is left without 
reasonable facilities of reaching it. The nearest car line is 
on Blue Hill avenue, a distance of one-half mile from the cem- 
etery. From time to time the department has tried to inter- 
est the Boston Elevated Railway Company in providing some 
facilities, but with ill success. 

This year it is proposed, if it can be, practically arranged, 
to have a barge connect with the car route on Blue Hill 
avenue durmg the summer months, and make. hourly trips 
to and from the cemetery. 
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Your trustees have endeavored at all times to protect the 
interests of persons interested in the cemeteries under their 
charge. They have given liberally of their time in meeting 
the various questions which have arisen, and in planning an. 
administration which it is hoped has reflected credit upon the 
city. 

The department deals with many people in sorrow, who 
should receive the most kindly consideration. Rights 
claimed by many in the old grounds are, at the best, vague 
and uncertain, and their adjustment in fairness to the city 
and to the claimant is oft-times perplexing, and without prece- 
dent. 

We believe, however, that every one interested in the 
department has received fair and proper treatment, and the 
department has received from | us the attention which it prop- 
erly deserves. 

To ex-Mayor Hart we wish to record our appreciation of 
his interest in the department, and of the many thoughtful 
and beneficial acts which that interest prompted. 

The appropriation for the past two years was larger than 
heretofore, and enabled the doing of important work. 

We look for the continued codperation and interest hereto- 
fore shown us by the City Council, which has ever been most 
reasonably disposed to the department and its work.

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ENTRANCE TO GRANARY BURIAL-GROUND. 


THE GRANARY BURIAL GROUND. 


An epitome of the history of the Granary Burial Ground and of 
its roll of famous tenants is wrought in the inscription on its 
gates. : 


On the left hand gate we read : 


GRANARY BURIAL GROUND 
1660. 


WITHIN THIS GROUND ARE BURIED 
THE VICTIMS OF THE BOSTON MASSACRE, 
MARCH 5, 1770. 


JOSIAH FRANKLIN AND WIFE 
(Parents of Benjamin Franklin) ; 
PETER FANEUIL; PAUL REVERE; 
AND 
JOHN PHILLIPS, 

FIRST MAYOR of BOSTON. 


On the right hand gate is this inscription : 


GRANARY BURIAL GROUND 
1660, 


WITHIN THIS GROUND ARE BURIED 
JOHN HANCOCK, SAMUEL ADAMS, 
and ROBERT TREAT PAINE, 
Signers of the Declaration of Independence; 


GOVERNORS 
RICHARD BELLINGHAM, WILLIAM DUMMER, 
JAMES BOWDOIN, INCREASE SUMNER, 
JAMES SULLIVAN and CHRISTOPHER GORE; 


LIEUT. GOVERNOR THOMAS CUSHING; 
CHIEF JUSTICE SAMUEL SEWALL; 
MINISTERS JOHN BAILY, SAMUEL WILLARD; 
JEREMY BELKNAP AND JOHN LATHROP. 


This burial ground situated on Tremont street, between Park 
Street Church and the Tremont Building, at the corner of Tre- 
mont and Beacon streets, is the third oldest cemetery in Boston. 
It is of almost the same date as Copp’s Hill, being established 
about 1660. ‘The ordinance of 1833, to discontinue burials in 
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the old ground for a time, refers to the Granary as well as to 
Copp’s Hill. In common with Copp’s Hill, the Granary owes 
its establishment to the incapacity of King’s Chapel to contain 
all the dead of the growing town. 

It was generally called the South Burying Ground or place 
until about 1737, when the town granary was moved from the 
head of what is now Park street. and set up on the site of 
the present Park Street Church. The granary when built in 
1729 stood in the Common, where the City has built sani- 
taries (13 Boston Rec. 189; Price map of 1743; 12 Boston 
Rec. 159). May 38, 1737, it was voted in meeting of Select- 
men that the ‘*Granary be fixed and set at a distance of 
twelve feet from the wall of the Burying place.’’ Later it 
was occasionally referred to as the Central or Middle ground, 
being situated midway between the King’s Chapel ground 
on the north and the Boylston Street ground on the south. In 
May 1830, it was proposed to call it ‘¢ Franklin Cemetery” but 
the name never acquired currency. The term South Burial 
Ground as applied to the Granary Burial Ground lasted from 
about 1660 to about 1756, when the new burial ground corner of 
Tremont and Boylston Streets began to receive the appellation. 
In 1759 the Town Records (vol. 16, p. 27) call it ‘* the South 
Burial place on the back of the Workhouse.” . The term Granary 
Burial Ground is modern. We have no exact quotation before 
1795 (27 Boston Rec. 274). The granary served as such from 
1728 to 1784, and after it was given to other uses, the term 
‘¢ Granary Burial Ground” came up, and still lasts, illustrating 
the tenacity or conservatism of our folk speech. 

At present, it is bounded about 327 feet southeast on Tremont 
street; 297 feet southwest on the Park street side; 210 feet 
northwest; and 262 feet northeast. It was at first a part of the 
Common, which once took in all the area bounded by Tremont, 
Beacon and Park streets. Its northerly boundary toward Bea- 
con is the same as originally made in the latter part of the sev- 
enteenth century. 

Originally part of the Common, the territory between Tre- 
mont, Beacon and Park streets, was soon devoted to special uses 
when the first pound in Boston was established in the present 
burial ground, near the present Tremont building, not far from 
Tremont street (2 Bost. Rec. 17, 18, 40; 3 Suff. Deeds 45), 
and when about an acre to the north of the pound was granted 
to John Wilson, the pastor, who sold it in 1661 to James Oliver. 
The original Wilson lot, mentioned in the Book of Possessions, is 
now covered by the Tremont building. 

Beacon street, from Tremont to Somerset, was established on 
March 30, 1640 (2 Bost. Rec. 52) ; from Somerset to Park under 
the Town order of 20: 6: 1660, fully carried out 25: 6: 1662. 

Tremont street, from School to Park, is mentioned in the Book 
of Possessions, about 1645, as ‘‘the streete on the west” of 
Zaccheus Bosworth’s property, now occupied by the Parker 
House. 
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Park street was established under the order of the Town Meet- 
ing adopted on March 14, 1737/8 (12 Bost. Rec. 191). 

The irregular square bounded by these streets was originally a 
part of the Common. At an early day the pound was established 
there, ‘* the fould keeper” and ‘‘ ye fould’’ being mentioned in 
the Town Records of May 13, 1637. 

This pound was near the northeast corner of the burial ground, 
just back of the southern projection from the Tremont building 
on Tremont street. The northern and eastern lines of the pound 
still exist. : 

The land from the pound to Beacon street, and up to the pres- 
ent Athenzeum lot, about an acre, was the garden of John Wil- 
son, the first pastor of the First Church, who sold it in 1661 
(Book of Poss., 3 Suff. Deeds 489). It was soon cut into house 
lots. 

The original almshouse lot included the Athenzum lot, and the 
gore or triangle, numbered 8 and 10 Beacon street, was given to 
Mary Willis on March 11, 1660/61. It was reduced by the 
change in the line of Beacon street, and a description of the re- 
duced lot appears in the Town Records of 22: 12: 1668/69. 

The irregular little lot between the pound and Tremont street, 
still to be seen, and originally covering 745 square feet, was 
given on November 28, 1664, to Stephen Barrett (7 Bost. Rec. 
23; 7 Suff. Deeds 44). 

The House of Correction, or bridewell, could have been 
established on Park street, below the almshouse, by the County 
of Suffolk, under the consent given in the town meeting of De- 
cember 27, 1720 (8 Bost. Rec. 148). 

In 1662, the almshouse, corner of Park and Beacon streets, 
was built; in 1721, the House of Correction, or Bridewell, lower 
down on Park street; the Granary in 1728; to the north 
and northwest, private lots were granted and dwellings erected 
after 1660. There is some doubt as to the establishment of the 
bridewell or house of correction. An outbuilding of the alms- 
house may have been so used. By 1722, as shown in Bonner’s 
map of that date, the land fronting Beacon street had been set 
off in house lots on nearly the present lines. 

Tremont street, however, was scarcely more than an open lane 
up to the eightheenth century, with but few houses on the eastern 
side facing the great common field and the cemetery. Originally 
it was called all sorts of names, until in 1708 the town adopted 
the official title of Common street. Until after the revolution, 
Park street was still but a roadway. It first appears laid out on 
Norman’s map, published in 1789; and was then known as Cen- 
try or Sentry street, and sometimes Century street. Beacon 
street was ordered laid out March 30th, 1640 (0.s.) which is 
also, in a measure, the birthday of Boston Common, but did not 
take its present form until 1662. 

The records as to the Granary are incomplete and fragmentary, 
though it is referred to in many ways at a very early period of 
the town’s history. 
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On May 15, 1717, the selectmen were voted authority, at their 
discretion, ‘‘to Enlarge the South burying place by takeing in 
part of the High way on the Easterly /ide thereof, /o as that 
thereby ye said Highway be not thereby too much /traightened.” 

On April 29, 1719, nothing apparently having been done, this 
time it was ordered, that the South Burying Place should be 
enlarged next the Common or Training Field. The precise ex- 
tent of the addition is doubtful, the probability being that some 
of the graves extended into the present area of the Common, as 
was evidenced by the fact that several gravestones were dis- 
interred by the workmen digging the foundations of the Brewer 
Fountain in 1868. In 1720, the historic pound was removed 
from the burial ground, near Tremont street, to what is now Park 
street. 

During the year 1720-21 fifteen tombs were built and licensed. 
Vide 138, Rec. Comm. R., p. 18. They ran in a line parallel to 
Park street, on the southwest side, beginning at the upper cor- 
ner. Six were added in 1722, extending east, the first being 
that of the Hancocks, and by 1725 the line was complete. 

In 1727, a new range was begun from the corner, following 
Tremont street on the east side to No. 30 and 13 northerly. 
This row was finished, and the line carried irregularly around 
what was then the corner of the Tremont House garden, as far 
as number 80. In 1739 five more tombs were added. No 
records are extant of any grants until 1810, and few or no tombs 
were probably built meanwhile. In that and the following three 
or four years, twenty-six tombs were built on the northerly side, 
and the same number on the westerly. 

Beside these tombs, bordering on the sides, there are sixty 
others within the yard, of which the city owns one, set apart for 
the interment of children. Many tombs are not under regular 
grant and these usually contain the remains of ministers and 
prominent men of the town. 

In 1807 permission was granted William Payne and his sisters 
to erect tombs in the yards of their Beacon street estates, west 
of the Athenzum, and bordering on the burial ground, to be 
entered from the latter.. Of these tombs, despite the fact that 
they were situated under stables and outhouses, nine were built 
and purchased by such leading citizens as David Sears, John 
Gore, Uriah Cotting, Edward Blake and others. 

The records of the selectmen contain numerous grants of 
tombs, with sundry conditions as to the manner of building and 
maintenance. ‘The introduction to the first fifteen grants runs : — 


“ April 18, 1721. Voted, That whereas the Town of Boston at a Pub- 
licke Town Meeting on the 29th Day of aprill, 1719, Ordered that the 
South Burying place /hould be Inlarged next the Common or Training 
field, In persuance of which vote or order, The /felectmen in the year 
1720 did inlarge the /aid Burying Place, At which time /undry of the © 
Inhabitants of the /faid Town to the Number, of fifteen desired Liberty 
to Erect new Toombs, on the South Line of the faid Burying place, which 
the felectmen Granted, on Condition they would cary up and maintain, 
a brick wall, on ,aid Line at the End of their Toombs, which /aid line 
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of Toombs begins at the upper or West Corner of the /aid Burying Place 
next the Alm’s House.”’ 


In a description of Boston written in the Columbian Magazine 
at Philadelphia, in 1787, among the chief buildings mentioned 
were ‘* a workhouse; a bridewell; a public granary.” All these 
three, and especially the last, are closely connected with the 
Granary Burial Ground. 

In the Provincial days, the question of the grain supply was 
of great importance to the town. Grain was frequently scarce, 
and but few of the inhabitants were so wealthy as not to be 
affected thereby. On December 29, 1718, the selectmen reported 
that in provision against such scarcity they had ‘‘ purchased 
10,000 weight of bread, at 40 shill p hundred for the fupply of 
ye Inhabit®.’’ It was ordered sold during one month in small 
quantities to such as desired to purchase. On October 16, 1733, 
also a contract was made with two of the selectmen, John Jeffries 
and David Colson, to erect a granary or ‘‘ Meal House” in the 
North End ‘‘ on a piece of land belonging to the Town near the 
North Mill,” the cost not to exceed £100. 

The granary in the southern part of the town, after which the 
cemetery is called’, was built in 1729 near the foot of Park street. 
In 1737 it was moved to the present site of Park Street Church 
as a result of the addition of the workhouse to the neighboring 
town buildings. There had been for some years an agitation for 
a new workhouse, but the project had been deferred on account 
of the expense. A subscription in 1736 contributed £4368, given 
by 123 persons. A committee appointed to consider the matter 
reported on March 29, 1737, recommending a location near the 
granary, while the latter building was to be removed to the 
corner of Tremont street. 

It was a long, wooden building, framed with oak timbers, of 
plain and gloomy appearance, with a capacity of 12,000 bushels. 
The grain was purchased and stored each year by the town’s 
agents, and sold to the needy at an advance of ten per cent. in 
price. The keeper of this granary for a long period was Francis 
Willoughby. In the troublous days, prior to the breaking out of 
the Revolution, the granary was kept well stored until the end 
of the Revolutionary War. In 1795 the town voted to sell the 
buildings on. condition of an early removal. It remained ten- 
anted by various tradesmen, refreshment stands, etc., until 1809, 
when it was removed to Commercial Point, Dorchester, and 
altered into a hotel. 

Further up on Park street were the almhouse, workhouse, and 
bridewell, built of brick. The almhouse was erected on the 
corner of Beacon street in 1686, and was a two-storied building, 
with~gambrel--roof—and- projecting gable. Later a wing was 
added. It remained in use until the opening of the almhouse on 
Leverett street in 1802. 

The workhouse, the subscription for which has already been 
mentioned, was erected for the detention of the vagrant and dis- 
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solute in 1738. It was somewhat larger than the almshouse, 
being 140 feet long, with gables, and also two-storied. 

The bridewell, a combined house of correction and insane 
asylum, was smaller than the other two buildings and stood in 
the centre of Park street., In front were two of the three trees” 
growing on the-Common in 1722, according to Bonner’s map. 
There was also a Bull house standing close to the bounds of the 
yard, for the Records of the Selectmen Feb. 25, 1735, state that 
‘‘ Liberty is granted to M’. John Kneeland to break up the 
Ground in the South Burying Place between the Bull House and 
the north east corner of it, in order for the Building Five Tombs.” 
This Bull house was-in reality but a shed used _temporarily for 
the’ ‘stabling of the town’s bulls, 

Not far away, on the corner of Hamilton place and Tremont 
street, was a manufacturing house erected by the province for the 
encouragement of spinning, etc. This was demolished in 1806. 
In 1783 it was voted, ‘‘ That Part of Common Street between 
the Grainery and the North end of the Burying Ground Adjoin- 
ing 4~ . + be the Places for the Wood Markets for all 
the Wood brought by land into this Town for Sale.’’ 

These were the rather prosaic and dismal surroundings of the 
early cemetery. Dingy buildings and ill-kept fences were all that 
Park street had to show a century since. Many of the towns- 
people, on their way to the Common or the Training Field, were 
often moved to generous pity by begging hands thrust through 
the almshouse fence and by the appeals of the poor and orphans 
within. 

The Granary burial ground was used as a pasture lot for that 
purpose to John Woodmansey in 1678 (7 Boston Rec. 120, 
204). 

April 26, 1708, George Ripley was appointed to take care of 
watering the Bulls ‘‘and to put them by night in the burrying 
place.” In 1713 ‘‘ ye 21th of Aprill, The Selectmen have agreed 
according to James Williams’ proposals to Lett unto him the 
orass of Ye South burying place’’ for ‘* Fourty Shillings” he to 
make good all damages ‘‘ w°" may happen to the graves by reason 
of his Cows going there.” 

It appears from the town’s records Feb. 28, 1727, ‘‘ Ordered 
That the Town Treasurer abate mess" Ezekel Lewis & James 
Williams Twenty Six Shillings and Eight pence being one third 
part of the Last years Rent of the South Burying Place, by 
Reason they Lost part of the feed the fence being Down Some 
time.’’ 

Ata meeting of the Selectmen June 2nd 1756 Voted: ‘‘ To 
order the Sextons to Stubb up some Poisonous Weeds in the 
Burying grounds near the Alms House.” 

May 17, 1758, At a meeting of the selectmen ‘‘John Ramstead 
hierd the Herbage of the South Burying grounds for One year 
at three pounds Six Shillings & Eight pence p Annum.’’ 

Trees were ordered planted along all the cemeteries in 1712. 
(11 Boston Rec. 157). 
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As the town expanded southward, however, some attempt was 
made to beautify the neighborhood, mainly by the planting of 
trees. In March 1733, it was voted that ‘‘the row of trees 
already planted on the Common should be taken care of by the 
Selectmen,’’ and that ‘* another row be planted at a suitable 
distance from the former, and a row of posts be set up with a 
rail on top of them.” This fence was to extend ‘‘ through the 
Common from the Burying Place to Colonel Fitche’s fence, 
leaving openings at the several streets and lanes.”” In 1737 the 
Common was separated from the Granary by a fence running up 
the hill; and two years later, one was ordered ‘‘ set up’’ to 
Beacon street. A fence similar to the former was maintained 
until 1836, when the iron fence designed by Richard Upjohn was 
built around the Common at an expense of $82,160. 

In the fall of 1784, a third row of trees was planted on the 
Common, inside the other two, by Oliver Smith and others. 

The greatest gratitude is due, however, for the planting of the 
famous row of beautiful elms on ‘* Paddock’s Mall,” in front of 
the burying ground. ‘These were set out in 1762 by Capt. Adino 
Paddock and Mr. John Ballard. The former was a coach 
builder, and kept his shop at what is now the corner of Winter 
and Tremont streets, where formerly lived Daniel Maud, the 
schoolmaster, on a lot granted in 1637. Mr. Ballard was a 
public spirited resident of the North End. 

The mall in ancient days was about 350 feet long, and before 
the ‘‘ straitening”’ of 1717 comprised part of the present ceme- 
tery. The erection of the cemetery fence further narrowed the 
walk, which at first lay so near the highway that the footpath 
barely protected the roots of the trees from passing vehicles. 
Later another walk was added on the street edge, some inches 
lower than the inner path, and separated from it by a curbstone. 
Along this walk in the old days, as well as within the Common, 
stood refreshment booths set up on holidays. 

Captain Paddock’s elms were imported from England as sap- 
lings and were kept in a nursery at Milton untilcapable of being 
transplanted. They grew to a noble size and retained their ver- 
dure five or six weeks longer than the native elms on the 
Common. They are supposed to have extended from Park 
Street Church northerly to the larch tree that grew in the ceme- 
tery over the victims of the Boston Massacre, and were probably 
about sixteen in number. 

These old elms, long the favorite resort of the birds and ‘the 
gray squirrels, were narrowly threatened with destruction in 1860 
from the march of trade; and in 1870 but eleven, already infirm 
with age, were standing. Since then, they have all, despite 
indignant protests, fallen unfortunate victims to the modernizing 
of Tremont street. The largest stood nearest the Tremont 
House, and in 1870, as told by Shurtleff, measured sixteen feet 
ten inches in circumference at the sidewalk. 

Captain Paddock took the most precious care of them while he 
lived. It is related of Jacob Kuhn, for many years the honest

and vigilant messenger of the State House, that ‘‘it was he who, 
when a young lad, was passing along the Granary Burying- 
ground, shortly after Mr. Paddock had caused a row of young 
trees to be set out on the sidewalk. He took hold of one of 
those slender saplings, and thoughtlessly began to shake it. In 
a moment Mr. Paddock darted out from his house opposite and 
served him as he had served the tree.” In the celebration of the 
repeal of the Stamp Act on May 19, 1766, the elms on the mall, 
as well as the Liberty Tree, were decorated with lanterns. 

In the ‘‘ Massachusetts Gazette Extraordinary’’ of May 22 of 
the same year, and in the ‘‘ Evening Post” of May 26, Captain 
Paddock was forced to insert the following notice : 


‘‘7ay— The Row of Trees opposite Mr. Paddock’s shop have of late 
received Damage by persons inadvertently breaking off the limbs of the 
most flourishing. The Youth of both sexes are requested, as they pass. 
that way, not to molest them ; those trees being planted at a consider- 
able expense, for an Ornament and Service to the Town. Not one of 
the trees was injured the Night of General ae but last Night. 
several limbs were broke off.”’ 


Again, on August 26, 17 TAG Captain Paddock advertised as. 
follows in the ‘‘ Evening Post”’: 


‘‘A GUINEA REWARD 


Will be given by the subscriber to any one who shall inform him of the 
Person or Persons that on Thursday night last cut and hacked one of 
the Trees opposite his House in Long Acre.” 

‘‘ As the said Row of Trees were planted and cultivated at a consider- 
able expense, it is hoped that all persons will do their Endeavour to dis- 
countenance said Practices. 


ADINO PADDOOK.” 


Long Acre was a popular name for Tremont street beween 
School and Winter streets, because it was largely occupied by coach 
builders, like Long Acre in London. The outrage may have been 
due to the fact that Paddock, who, out of respect for London’s 
famous carriage-building district, had given the name of Long 
Acre to that part of Tremont street between Winter street 
and King’s Chapel, was a Tory. At the time of the Evacua- 
tion, five years later, he left the town forever, and went to Hali- 
fax. At all events, during the Revolution the elms suffered no 
injury from the ruthless British soldiery. It is said that many 
years after the Revolution, Paddock wrote to a friend in Boston 
expressing his gratitude that his favorite trees had come un- 
scathed through the Revolution. 

They also survived, with more or less damage, the great gales 
of 1815, 1860, and 1869. When the stone foundation was laid 
for the iron fence built in front of the cemetery in 1840 at a cost 
of $5,000, and when Tremont street was paved with brick, their 
roots suffered seriously and their nourishment was much dimin- 
ished; but they lived through it all with little impairment of their 
grace and beauty. 
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Captain Paddock, their sponsor, was one of the commanders 
of the train of artillery, and also served many years as sealer of 
leather. He stayed a year in Halifax after the Evacuation, then 
embarked for England. In 1781 he became an officeholder in 
the Isle of Jersey and there died March 25, 1804, aged 76. 

The trees within the burying-ground itself were largely pro- 
vided by private subscription, and were planted in the spring of 
1830. Since that date, there have been various additions made 
to the trees and shrubbery, and most of the paths have been laid 
out, as well as a foolish symmetry attained by rearranging the 
gravestones. — Gleaner. 

The Granary was less fitted naturally than Copp’s Hill for a 
burial-ground. It continually required draining, as is evidenced 
by many orders, petitions and votes set forth in the town’s 
records, there being many underground springs which made the 
turf damp and boggy. At the time of the moving of the Gran- 
ary in 1737, the tombs were filled with water by the temporary 
cessation of drainage, while the old drain, which had emptied 
upon the Common, was being replaced by a new one emptying into 
the common sewer. Remains of this old drain were uncovered 
in 1868, when the foundations of the Brewer fountain were being 
laid. 

The old Bellingham tomb, near the westerly wall, given to 
Governor James Sullivan, when the Bellingham family became 
extinct, was found by the latter, when he sought to repair it, 
about a century ago, partly filled with water. 

Overcrowding and neglect marked the history of the Granary, 
as well as of the other cemeteries of Boston. In 1740 a petition 
was presented to the selectmen from John Chambers and others, 
grave-diggers, declaring that ‘‘ the old and South Burying Places 
are so filled with Dead Bodies, they are obliged oft times to bury 
them four deep, praying it may be laid before the Town, for 
their consideration.’? At their leisure, the authorities began to 
look about for a new burying-ground, and on October 11, 1754, 
selected, and in 1756 purchased, ‘‘a portion of Colonel Fitche’s 
pasture at the bottom of the Common.” The tract decided upon 
embraced about-two acres, and then belonged to Andrew Oliver, 
Jr. This was the South Burying-ground, later known succes- 
sively as the Common and Central Ground. 

Interments continued, however, in the Granary and also in 
King’s Chapel, amid complete indifference on the part of the 
town, and with very disagreeable results a century or more later. 

In 1795, attention was again drawn to the crowded condition 
of the two Tremont-street cemeteries. A committee appointed 
to consider means of discontinuing the opening of graves in the 
Granary and King’s Chapel, reported on November 6, 1795, that 


‘‘having consulted physicians of the town, they find it to be, in their 
opinion, that the health of the inhabitants is in danger from the 
crowded state of these grounds, and the exhalations which must fre- 
quently arise from the opening of graves thereon. In addition to which, 
they find it is almost impossible to open new graves without disturb- 
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ing the relics of the dead already interred. From an equal regard to 

health, for a decent respect for the living and the dead, they recom- 

mend to the inhabitants to adopt the following measures: 
‘t First : That no graves or new tombs shall be opened or built 
in either the Common or Chapel Burying-ground, after May 
1st next. 
‘¢ Second: As the South Burying-ground is already sufficiently 
large for the present accommodation of the inhabitants, and 
will admit of such enlargement, that the Selectmen be em- 
powered to allot to any inhabitant who may apply for the same, 
sufficient ground for erecting a tomb in the ground, and en- 
large the said South Burying-ground in a: direction westerly 
whenever the public convenience shall in their judgment re- 
quire it.”’ 


The report was accepted, but interments in the tombs still con- 
tinued, although no new graves were opened. 

In 1879 the ‘city council sat upon the matter. Numerous 
objections to closing the tombs were made on sentimental 
grounds. The board of health, however, held that the practice 
was a menace to public health, the odor being such as to sicken 
persons in the vicinity. The tombs were exceedingly dilapi- 
dated, giving free vent to gases, and in some instances men cut- 
ting grass had fallen into them. The soil of both the Granary 
and King’s Chapel was fairly Saturated with buried remains, the 
two, cemeteries containing about 3,000 bodies. ‘‘ Dives,” de- 
clared-the board, ‘is fo Sweeter in decomposition than Lazarus.’ 
The result was an order forbidding further interments. 

The main interest of a burial-ground is in those who tenant it. 
Here, in the heart of the populous, living city, swept round by 
the central pulse and tingle of Boston life, yet utterly aloof, 
sleep the dead of a different and departed Boston. Here are they 
who builded the rude village, who managed the growing town. 
Save for a few modern memorials erected in patriotic commemo- 
ration, the stones are gray and old and worn. Neatly piled in a 
corner are fragments of slabs, broken, defaced, detached from 
their unknown places, so illegible that none can tell in memory of 
whom they were carved. Though kept with all care and neat- 
ness, the cemetery is slowly mouldering away. 

The inhabitants of the town of Boston were at an early day 
keenly alive to business and thrift. The records of the town 
evidence this in many ways and every possible income was ex- 
acted from the old burial-grounds. Reference has already been 
made to sales of herbage and the letting for pastures. Grave- 
diggers were appointed to office by the selectmen and their 
charges fixed and regulated from time to time by the town. 

April 28, 1701, it was ‘‘ Ordered that the digging of Graves 
in the two South burrying places: shall be Three Shillings for 
each grave for a grown persons Corps from the first day of Aprill 
to the first day of October, and four Shillings, from the first day 
of October, to the first day of Aprill yearly, and James Williams 
in behalfe of his mother undertakes to take care of digging the 
graves in the two South burriall places for this year at that 
rate.” 
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Later in the same year the selectmen being ‘‘ Enformed by the 
grave digers that they often faile of receiving their pay of Sever- 
all of the poorer Sort of persons and that much time is spent in 
waiting on burrialls besides the noysomness and other difficultyes 
attending their work at Some Seasons of the year more than 
other, The price for digging graves was ordered to be four shil- 
lings throught the year for a man or woman.” 

Thirty years later (May 17, 1732) finds a new schedule of 
rates adopted. 


For white man or woman . ' , : d 10 shillings 
For persons 6 to 12 years of age . : : ; 7 shillings 
For children caryed by hand : : 5 shillings 
For negro man or woman . ’ " shillings & 6 pence 
Ditto from six to twelve years of age ‘ . 6 shillings 
For children. : : . four shillings 
For opening the new or wall Toombes : ‘ 14 shillings 
For opening the Old Toombes or those that 

stand in the midst of the Burying Places sixteen shillings 


These charges for some réason were reduced Sept. 13, 1745, 
when another change was voted. At this time the ‘‘ Prices to be 
paid in old tenor bills.” 


For digging a grave white man or woman . . nine shillings 
For children by hand . , : . four shillings 
For a negro man or woman at ye South : . seven shillings 
For ditto at the North Burial Ground. : . eight shillings 
For ditto to 12 years of age at both maces . . . five shillings 
For opening a wall tomb : ae twelve shillings 
For opening an old tomb : : : . fourteen shillings 


Still later, Dec. 28, 1748, Voted: ‘* That the Grave Diggers in 
the South Burying places be Allowed for Digging a Grave for a 
man or woman Sixteen Shillings old tenor, for children eight 
shillings.” 

It is likely that the first graves dug in the Granary were 
unmarked with stones, and burials therein were not numerous. 
‘Though’ the ground was laid out in 1660, no stone has been 
found of an earlier date than 1667. The oldest stone discovered 
is one found west of the Franklin Pi ermnanthinnds bearing; the 
following inscription : SCE S ERG 


HERE LIES YE BODY OF 
JOHN WAKEFIELD. 
AGED 52 YEARS 
DEC’D JUNE YE 18 
1667. 


The oldest horizontal slab, as well as the first metrical epitaph, 
records the death of Mrs. Hannah Allen, wife of Rev. James 
Allen, pastor of the First~@hureh:—She died on February 26, 


1667, aged twenty-one. The verse on her tomb reads: 
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STAY ! THOU THIS TOMBE THAT PASSETH BY 
AND THINK HOW SOON THAT THOU MAYST DIE: 
IF SEX, OR AGE, OR VIRTUES BRIGHT 

WOULD HAVE PROLONGED TO THESE IT MIGHT, 
THOUGH VIRTUE MADE NOT DEATH TO STAY, 
YET TURN’D IT WAS TO BE THEIR WAY, 

AND IF WITH THEM THOU WOULDST BE BLEST, 
PREPARE TO DYE BEFORE THOU REST. 


Perhaps no burial-ground in New England contains names 
more distinguished. Though the Granary is not 80 actively con- 
nécted withocal history as is Copp’s Hill, yet a greater number 
of famous Bostonians are here buried. Here lie governors of the 
province and state, judges, ministers, and town leaders, together 
with some of the leading figures of the Revolution. 

The conspicuous monument in the centre of the yard, erected 
over the parents of Franklin, draws perhaps most attention from 
the casual visitor. Nearby sleep others of the Franklin family. 
The original stone, erected by Franklin himself, had become so: 
dilapidated that in 1827 it was replaced by the present stone, the 
gift of ‘* a number of citizens.” 

Josiah Franklin, the father, was born in Ecton in Northampton- 
shire, in 1598, and during the non-comformist persecution came 
over to New England in 1685. Abiah, whose name shares the 
inscription, was his second wife. In his memoir, their youngest 
son, Benjamin, writes, ‘‘I never knew either my father or mother 
to have sickness but that of which they died, he at eighty-nine, 
and she at eighty-five years of age. They lie buried together at 
Boston, where I, some years since, placed a marble over their 
grave with this inscription :— 


JOSIAH FRANKLIN 
AND 


ABIAH HIS WIFE, 
LIE HERE INTERRED. 
THEY LIVED LOVINGLY TOGETHER IN WEDLOCK 
FIFTY-FIVE YEARS. 

AND WITHOUT AN ESTATE OR ANY GAINFUL EMPLOYMENT, 
BY CONSTANT LABOR AND HONEST INDUSTRY, 
MAINTAINED A LARGE FAMILY COMFORTABLY, 

AND BROUGHT UP THIRTEEN CHILDREN AND SEVEN 
GRANDCHILDREN REPUTABLY. 
FROM THIS INSTANCE, READER, 
BE ENCOURAGED TO DILIGENCE IN THEY CALLING, 
AND DISTRUST NOT PROVIDENCE. 
HE WAS A PIOUS AND PRUDENT MAN; 
SHE A DISCREET AND VIRTUOUS WOMAN, 


THEIR YOUNGEST SON, 
IN FILIAL REGARD TO THEIR MEMORY, 
PLACES THIS. STONE. 


J. F. BORN 1655, DIED 1744, AE. 89. 
A. F. BORN 1667, DIED 1752, AE, 85. 


This stone was replaced on June 15, 1827, by the present mon- 
ument, which is an obelisk of Quincy granite twenty-one feet. 
high. On the front side in bronze letters is affixed the name

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‘¢Franklin.’?’ Ona bronze table beneath, sunk into the stone, 
is carved Franklin’s epitaph, with the following inscription below 
it:

ERECTED THIS MONUMENT, AS A MARK OF RESPECT 
FOR THE 


ILLUSTRIOUS AUTHOR,

Under the corner-stone were placed an inscribed silver plate, 
a Franklin medal, and several other medals. The inscription on 
the plate declares that ‘‘ This monument was erected over the 
remains of the Parents of Benjamin Franklin, by the citizens of 
Boston, from respect to the private character and public services 
of this illustrious patriot and philosopher, and for the many 
tokens of his affectionate attachment to this native town.” 

Perhaps the most famous tenant of the Granary is ‘Samuel 
Adams. On the bowlder placed over his grave by the Massachu- 
setts Society of the Sons of the Revolution, the inscription 
runs: | 


HERE LIES BURIED 
SAMUEL ADAMS 
SIGNER OF THE DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE 
GOVERNOR OF THIS COMMONWEALTH 
A LEADER OF MEN AND AN ARDENT PATRIOT 


Born 1722 Diep 1803 
MASSACHUSETTS SONS OF THE 
SOCIETY REVOLUTION. 
1898, 


There is little need of recounting the public fame of ‘‘ Sam 
Adams.” As to his personal career, he was born in Boston, Sep- 
tember 15, 1722, being the son of Captain Samuel Adams, a 
brewer. He was sent to Harvard to become a minister, but the 
charm of politics lured him from the pulpit to the forum. The 
subject of his oration at graduation was: ‘* Whether it be lawful 
to Resist the Supreme Magistrate, if the Commonwealth cannot 
otherwise be preserved?” Adams decided that it is. 

He was vainly launched on a mercantile career. After an in- 
different apprenticeship in a counting house, his father lent him 
£1,000 with which to begin business. Of this sum, he lent one 
half to a friend in’ distress, and never exacted payment. The 
rest was soon frittered away. 

Adams then deyoted heart and soul to his true vocation — 
politics. With voice and pen, he led the way to revolution. In 
a few brief years, he induced his countrymen to boycott British 
goods till the repeal of the Stamp Act; inspired the Boston Tea 
Party; originated the Provincial Congress; and created the pub- 
lic opinion which upheld all these measures. 
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After serving in Congress through the war, he returned to find 
his house practically destroyed by the British. The premature 
death of his son, Dr. Adams, however, left him a competence for 
old age. He became an ardent Republican, despite the political 
obloquy thus incurred. He was chosen governor by a narrow 
margin, and in 1796 received a scattering vote for President. 
He died in October, 1803, aged eighty-two. Party feeling ran 
so deep at the time that with difficulty were got for him the 
funeral honors due to one of exalted rank. 

The character of this tribune of the people is illuminated by his 
refusal to accept from the British government a pension of £2,000 
to keep quiet, and by this opinion passed upon him by a Tory 
governor ;—‘*‘ Such is the obstinacy and the inflexible disposition 
of the man, that he never would be conciliated by any office what- 
ever.” 

Over the grave of the patriot orator, James Otis, is another 
bowlder, dedicated by the Massachusetts Society Sons of the 
Revolution. On the plate affixed to the stone is inscribed the 
following epitaph : 


HERE LIES BURIED 
JAMES OTIS 
ORATOR AND PATRIOT OF THE REVOLUTION 

FAMOUS FOR. HIS ARGUMENT 

AGAINST WRITS OF ASSISTANCE 
Born 1725 Diep 1783 

MASSACHUSETTS SONS OF THE 
SOCIETY REVOLUTION 

1898. 


Otis was born in Barnstable on February 5, 1725. After 
graduating from Harvard in 17438, he studied law and was 
admitted to the bar in Plymouth in 1748, removing to Boston in 
1750. 

His brilliant and stormy public career began with his famous 
opposition to the Writs of Assistance, allowing the king’s officers 
to break open any citizen’s store or dwelling in their search for 
goods on which duty had not been paid and compelling sheriffs 
and others to aid in the hateful work. Otis resigned rather than 
uphold the writs. In fact, he was chosen to contest their legality 
before a court held amid great excitement in the old town hall. 
Gridley, the crown advocate, argued that parliamentary suprem- 
acy left no ground for complaint. The answering speech of Otis 
created a profound impression. ‘‘ Otis was a flame of fire,” 
wrote John Adams, ‘‘ with a promptitude of classical allusions, 
a rapid summary of historical events and dates, a profusion of 
legal authorities, a prophetic glance of his eyes into futurity and 
a rapid torrent of impetuous eloquence, he hurried away all before 
him American independence was then and there born.” 

The judges evaded a decision; and the writs, though secretly 
granted at the next term, were never executed. 

In the following year, Otis was elected to the Legislature, 
where he became the leader of the popular party and earned the 
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title of ‘‘ the greatest incendiary of New England.” He offered 
on June 6, 1765, a motion recommending a provincial congress. 
The circular letter sent out in consequence resulted in the holding 
at New York in October of the Stamp Act Congress, to which 
Otis was a delegate. 

In 1768, after the passage of Townshend’s plan of taxation, 
the House sent out another circular letter advising united action 
to obtain redress. Governor Bernard demanded that the letter be 
rescinded. Otis thereupon made a speech which the partisans of 
the government termed ‘‘ the most violent, insolent,-abusive and 
treasonable declaration that has perhaps ever been delivered.’’ 
By a vote of ninety-two to seventeen, the House refused to 
rescind. 

In the summer of 1769 Otis inserted a notice in the Boston 
‘¢ Gazette,” denouncing the customs commissioners for having 
charged him with treason. The next evening in a coffee-house, 
he met Robinson, one of the commissioners. An affray ensued 
in which Otis was severely injured by a blow on the head from a 
cudgel. He obtained £2,000 damages from Robinson, but 
restored the amount on receiving an apology. 

The blow, however, had ruined his career. Henceforth he was 
but a wreck of the orator and scholar. In 1770 he retired to 
Andover, for his health. The next year, in the Legislature, he 
made practically his last public appearance. Save at intervals, 
during the rest of his life, his mind was deranged. During his 
insanity, he destroyed all his papers. On May 23, 1783, while 
standing at the door or the house in which he lodged at Andover, 
he was killed by lightning, the death he is said to have desired. 


The stones placed over the graves of Adams and Otis are’ 


handsome bowlders of Roxbury puddingstone, and easily consti- 
tute the most artistic memorials in the Granary. The following 
account regarding them is taken from a historical sketch of the 
Massachusetts Society of the Sons of the Revolution, by Mr. 
Walter Gilman Page: 


‘‘ On the one hundred and twenty-third anniversary of the battle of 
Lexington, the Sons of the Revolution gathered about the tomb of 
Samuel Adams in the Old Granary Burial-ground. For ninety-five 
years the spot where the mortal remains of Samuel Adams were laid 
away had been unmarked, and almost ‘unknown, at least to a large pro- 
portion of the citizens of Boston. 

-‘*On March 26, 1898, the tomb was opened for purposes’of identifica- 
tion, though it was’ well kKnown~that~Samuél Adams was buried in the 
Checkley Tomb, the property of his wife. It was necessary to remove 
the earth to about the depth of three feet before the two stone slabs 
which lay across the short flight of steps leading down into the mouth 
of the tomb could be reached. The tomb was found to be in excellent 
condition, perfectly intact, constructed solidly of brick throughout, the 
roof being slightly curved. Every indication furnished satisfactory 
evidence, and left no doubt, if any existed, that the great organizer of 
the Revolution was laid to rest in the Checkley tomb: 

‘‘Samuel Adams Wells, the grandson of Samuel Adams, made the 
following memorandum, which appears in the appendix of a volume of 
poems by John Witt Randall, great-grandson of Adams: 


—- 
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‘¢*¢ Samuel Adams was buried in the Checkley Tomb, which adjoins the 
westerly sidewalk of Tremont street in Boston. His bones were 
gathered into a box by his grandson, and deposited in a corner of the 
vault. 

‘Teste, S. A. Wells.’ 

‘The rugged granite bowlder with its tablet of bronze is in perfect 
keeping with the ancient character of the Old Burial-ground, in which 
it has found a permanent abiding-place. No other form of memorial 
would have been so appropriate; and the selection was a happy one, 
typifying, as it so well does, the bold and firm nature of the man whose 
illustrious memory it guards. Placed at the head of the flight of steps, 
leading down to the entrance of the tomb, it was unveiled with simple 
but impressive speech, and presented to the City that Samuel Adams 
loved so well. 

‘¢ In the same line of tombs, but on the opposite side of the entrance 
to the Old Granary, and equally distant from it, interred in the Longley 
tomb, repose the remains of the fiery orator and ardent patriot, James 
Otis. The proofs of this fact are so interesting in themselves that per- 
haps no apology is needed for recording them here in this connection at 
some length. 

‘* That the location of the burial-place of James Otis, one of the 
great leaders inthe Revolution, should have been forgotten for over 
half a century, seems almost incredible; but many circumstances have 
tended to veil it from public knowledge. For many years, queries have 
appeared in the daily press and historical publications, asking for 
information on the subject. Conjectures were made that he was buried 
in West Barnstable, where he was born; while many others have be- 
lieved that he was buried at Andover, Mass., where he was killed by 
lightning. And this supposition was strengthened by the fact of his re- 
quest, shortly before his death, to be buried on a knoll directly in the 
rear of Mr. Osgood’s house at Andover. Local historians have looked 
in vain for any clew that would lead to a solution of the mystery. 

‘‘But by collecting probate records, family history gathered from 
various sources, and the traditions of one family connected with the 
Cunningham family, of the generation contemporary with James Otis. 
the tomb in which were interred the remains of the Hon. James Otis, 
the distinguished patriot of the Revolution, has finally been discovered, 

‘‘Thomas Bridgman, who wrote a book of epitaphs of the Granary 
Burying-ground, does not mention the name of Otis. The bronze tab- 
lets on the iron gates do not record the fact that James Otis is buried 
within the grounds. But our records are conclusive that James Otis 
was buried in that burying-ground after his remains were brought from 
Andover to his dwelling in Boston, and the funeral cortege that marched 
from the house to the ground was one of the largest ever beheld in 
Boston. 

‘‘ In the records of St. John’s lodge of A. F. & A. M. of Boston is 
recorded the fact than James Otis was made a Mason in the year 1752, 
and was a member of that lodge. This lodge escorted his remains to 
the tomb. 

‘‘The newspapers published at the time of Mr. Otis’ death and 
funeral furnished but meagre accounts. The Boston Gazette or Country 
Journal, under date of Boston, May 26, 1783, says :— 

‘** We hear from Andover that last Friday Evening the House of Mr. 
Isaac Osgood was set on fire and much shattered by Lightning, by 
which the Hon. James Otis, Esq., of this Town, leaning upon his Cane 
at the front Door, was instantly killed. Several Persons were in the 
House at the Time, some of whom were violently affected by the Shock, 
but, immediately recovering, ran to Mr. Otis’ support; but he had 
expired without a groan. The Friends and Acquaintances of the 
Deceased are informed his Funeral is to be To-Morrow from his House 
near the County Court House. Freemasons are to preceed the Corps.’ 

‘‘The Massachusetts Spy or Worcester Gazette, under date Boston, 
May 29, 1783, contains almost exactly the same account as above, with 
the following addition: ‘His remains were honourably interred last 
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Tuesday afternoon, preceded by the honourable fraternity of free and 
accepted masons, and followed by a long train of respectable friends.’ 

‘‘Mr. Otis’ family were notified as soon as possible of the sudden 
death of Mr. Otis; and Samuel Allyne Otis, the youngest brother of Mr. 
Otis, proceeded at once to Andover, and brought his remains to Boston. 

‘*Colonel Joseph May, a prominent citizen of Boston, for many years 
a member of King’s Chapel, who died in Boston in 1841, and to whose 
memory a marble tablet was placed on the wall of King’s Chapel, was 
well versed in the history of Boston. He came to breakfast after his 
usual morning walk, and said to the family: ‘I have seen something 
wonderfully interesting this morning. As I passed the Old Granary 
Burying-ground, I saw that the tomb was open in which I knew were 
the remains of James Otis, and with the help of the sexton I opened 
the lid of Otis’ coffin, and, behold! the coffin was full of the fibrous 
roots of the elm, especially thick and matted about the skull; and, 
going out, I looked at the noble elm, and there, in transfigured glory, I 
saw all that was material of James Otis.’ ”’ 


The elm referred to was undoubtedly one of the gigantic Pad- 
dock elms that formerly stood on the Tremont Street sidewalk in 
front of the burying-ground. 

The remains of James Otis were interred in the Nathaniel 
Cunningham, Sr., tomb, numbered forty on the Tremont Street 
front of the Granary Burying-ground, between the Park Street 
Church front and the gate of the Burying-ground. This tomb 
was built by Nathaniel Cunningham, Sr., a wealthy merchant of 
Boston, in 1726 (Boston records). Nathaniel Cunningham, Sr., 
his mother Ruth Cunningham, his son Nathaniel Cunningham, 
Jr., the Hon. James Otis, Ruth (Cunningham) Otis, wife of 
James Otis and daughter of Nathaniel Cunningham, Sr., and a 
number of others of this family, are buried in this tomb. The 
slate slab on the tomb bears the inscription only of George 
Longley, 1809. The absence of the names Cunningham and 
Otis from the tomb slab, together with the early death of Mr. 
Otis’ family, caused the identification of this tomb with the 
name of Otis to be obscured. 

This tomb, after the death of Nathaniel Cunningham, Sr., was 
held by Ruth, Sarah, and Nathaniel Cunningham, Jr.; Nathaniel 
Jr., dying soon after his father, left the two daughters, his 
sisters, Ruth and Sarah, heirs of the tomb. Ruth married 
James Otis; and, as her husband never owned a tomb, his 
widow caused his remains to be placed in this tomb, of which she 
was part owner, and which contained the remains of her an- 
cestors. | 

Besides the heirship to the Cunningham tomb by the James 
Otis family, traditions have been handed down by well-known 
families that James Otis’ remains were buried in the Cunningham 
tomb. 

On July 15, 1898, the anniversary of the storming of Stony 
Point by Anthony Wayne, a boulder and tablet similar to the 
memorial already dedicated to the memory of Samuel Adams was 
unveiled in the presence of a large gathering, and presented by 
the Sons of the Revolution to Mayor Quincy, who accepted the 
gift in behalf of the city. These two simple monuments shall be 
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a witness to generations yet unborn that the descendants of the 
men who stood behind Adams and Otis, perhaps tardily, yet 
worthily, honor their memories as true and tried patriots. 

‘The inscriptions for the Adams and Otis tablets were written 
by Dr. Samuel A. Green, of the Massachusetts Historical 
Society. 

In the southwestern corner of the ground a rough stone with 
this simple inscription,

was all that marked the resting-place of John Hancock, the first 
governor of this Commonwealth. In 1895 the Commonwealth 
erected a magnificent steel monument, with the following inscrip- 
tion :

Hancock was born in Quincy on January 12, 1737. After 
graduating from Harvard in 1754, he entered the clearing house 
of his wealthy uncle as aclerk. At 27 he came into possession 
of his uncle’s estate, one of the largest in the province. 

His first public office was that of selectman, which he held 
for several years. At 29 he entered the Legislature. His strong 
convictions, coupled with his social and public prominence, nat- 
urally made him a leader in the popular ante-Revolution move- 
ment. He was one of the committee which secured the removal 
of the British troops after the Boston Massacre. On an anniver- 
sary of the same occasion he delivered a bold and glowing ad- 
dress which deeply offended the government. It had tried to win 
him over by intimidation and flattery, but now sought to repress 
him with a strong hand. Gage’s expedition to Concord was 
partly with the purpose of seizing Hancock and Adams; the 
quarry, however, escaped. 

In October, 1774, the Massachusetts Provincial Congress chose 
Hancock its president. The next year he became president of 
the Continental Congress at Philadelphia, serving till October, 
1777, when he resigned and retired to Quincy. His bold signa- 
ture to the Declaration, especially since at first the only one 
appended, brought him into conspicuous notice, and has since 
kept him there. 

Hancock was commissioned a major-general of the Massachu- 
setts Militia and in August, 1778, commanded the Massachusetts 
troops in the ineffective Rhode Island expedition. 
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He presided over the State Constitutional Convention in 1780 
and was chosen the first governor after its adoption. He was 
elected five successive years, and again, after an interval of two 
years, filled the chair until his death. In the presidential elec- 
tion of 1789 he received four electoral votes. 

As Hancock left no children, he bequeathed most of his fortune 
to benevolent purposes, generously remembering Harvard. The 
college conferred upon him, the degree of LL.D. in 1792. He 
died on October 8, 17938. 

A headstone of notable patriotic significance, as that of a 
famous signer of the Declaration of Independence, is one bearing 
the simple inscription :

THE TOMB OF R. T. PAINE, 
1810. 


Paine was born in Boston on March 11, 1781, and died there 
on May 11, 1814. On graduating from Harvard in 1749, he 
studied theology and in 1755 acted as army chaplain on the 
northern frontier. Aftera business voyage to Europe, he studied 
law, meanwhile supporting himself by teaching school. He began 
practice in Taunton and was chosen a delegate to the convention 
held in Boston after the dissolution of the General Court by 
Governor Bernard for its refusal to rescind its circular letter. 

In 1770 he added largely to his reputation by conducting, in 
the absence of the attorney-general, the case against Captain 
Preston and the troopers engaged in the Boston Massacre. 

He represented Taunton in the House of 1773 and 1774, and 
in 1774 and 1775 was a delegate to the Continental Congress. 
He was again in Congress in 1776, 1777 and 1778, meanwhile 
acting in 1777 as Speaker of the Massachusetts House and as 
attorney-general. In 1779 he was a member of the Executive 
Council and was one of the committee to frame the State consti- 
tution. 

He served as the first attorney-general of the State until 1790, 
when he became a justice of the Supreme Court. Deafness and 
ill-health, however, compelled him to resign in 1804. In the 
same year he was chosen State councillor, but shortly retired to 
private life. 

He was a founder of the American Academy established in 
1780. As attorney-general his strictness is said to have gained 
him a reputation for undue severity. 

Another noteworthy patriot interred in the Granary is the 
ingenious mechanic and ardent patriot, the messenger of the mid- 
night ride immortalized by Longfellow — Paul Revere. The in- 
scription on his headstone is as follows: 


PAUL REVERE 


BORN 
IN BOSTON, 
JANUARY, 17384, 
DIED 


MAY 1818. 
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Revere was born in Boston on January 1, 1735, and died in 
May, 1818. He was Huguenot descent, the family name having 
been Rivoire. He was brought up to his father’s trade of gold- 
smith. Before setting up in business, he served as a lieutenant 
of artillery in the colonial army. 

He speedily learned the art of copper-plate engraving, and was 
one of the four engravers in America at the time of the Revolu- 
tion. Many of his prints possess much historical significance 
and were very popular, such as that of ‘‘The Seventeen Re- 
scinders,’’ at the time of Governor Bernard’s effort to suppress 
the circular letter; ‘* The Boston Massacre,’’ etc. In 1775, when 
the Provincial Congress authorized the issue of paper money,, it 
was Revere who engraved the plates, made the press, and printed 
the bills. He was sent to Philadelphia to visit the powder mill 
there and to learn the method of its construction. He set up a 
mill in Boston on his return. 

Revere’s active deeds as a patriot began with his participation 
in the Tea Party. He was forthwith sent to New York and 
Philadelphia to spread the news of what had been done. He was 
sent on a similar errand when the decree arrived closing the port 
of Boston. 

Then followed the famous ride to Lexington, to warn Hancock, 
Adams, and the rest of the coming of Gage to Concord. The 
story hardly needs retelling. Later Revere became a lieutenant- 
colonel in the defence of Massachusetts. After the Revolution, 
his career had still a military tinge, being devoted to the casting 
of cannon as well as church bells. Revere also attained consid- 
erable prominence as a Mason. 

- Of equal interest with the tombs of these patriot leaders is the 

unmarked grave where sleep the humbler victims of the Boston 
Massacre. Their remains lie about twenty feet in from the iron 
fence and sixty feet south of the Tremont Building. Over the 
spot formerly grew a rich and beautiful larch-tree. 

In some lines on the Massacre in ‘‘ Fleet’s Post,’’ published 
March 12, 1770, a local versifier sang : 


‘¢ Dear to your country shall your fame extend, 
While to the world the lettered stone shall tell 
How Caldwell, Attucks, Gray and Maverick fell.”’ 


Sad to say, no stone fulfils this mission; if ever there was one, 
it fell a victim to British spite or to the mistaken zeal of some 
attendant afflicted with an iconoclastic passion for repairs. 

The five here buried are: Crispus Attucks, Samuel Gray, 
James Caldwell, Samuel Maverick and Patrick Carr. The story 
of the historic fracas between the rope-makers and Preston’s 
soldiers is too well known to need recounting. The first four 
were buried on March 8. A huge procession, four abreast, 
and bearing emblematic banners, followed the hearses to the 
Granary, while in the rear came practically all the carriages in 
Boston. During the funeral the bells were tolled in the town and 
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the suburbs. On March 14, Patrick Carr, who had meanwhile 
died, was buried in the same grave. 

When the City tomb was being dug at the time the iron fence 
was erected in June, 1840, the bones of the five were discovered, 
as attested by a bullet-hole through one of the skulls, that of 
Samuel Gray. One of the sextons of King’s Chapel, Martin 
Smith by name, replaced the bones in the earth close by the larch- 
tree. 

The Granary also has the honor of having-been the temporary 
resting-place of the remains of Gen. Joseph _ Warren. In the 
spring of 1776, his corpse was- deposited in the Minot tomb, on 
the southwestern side of the yard. In 1824, Dr. J. C: Warren 
opened the tomb and identified the patriot’s Telics by the bullet 
wound in the skull and the decay of one of the teeth. The 
remains were encased in a mahogany box and deposited in a 
tomb under St. Paul’s Church. In August, 1855, they were 
deposited in_a stone urn a and transferred to Forest Hills: where 
they still remain. 

Besides the Revolutionary heroes it contains, the Granary holds 
the remains of several of the old-time governors. The first of 
these was Governor Richard Bellingham, who, as shown by the 
following inscription, shares his tomb with a later governor : 


The family tomb of 
JAMES SULLIVAN, ESQ. 
late Governor and Commander in chief of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
who departed this life 
on the 10th Day of Dec’r A. D. 1808 
Aged 64 Years.

During a life of remarkable industry, activity and usefulness, 
amidst Public and private contemporaneous avocations, 
uncommonly various, 
he was distinguished for zeal, intelligence and fidelity. 
Public-spirited, benevolent and social, 
he was eminently beloved as a man, eminently esteemed as a 
citizen, and eminently respected as a magistrate.

The second slab is raised on six stone pillars above tle first, in 
practically the shape of a table. Each is of marble. 

Bellingham was first elected in 1641 by a narrow majority; but 
the General Court was not satisfied as to the validity of the 
election. He was again chosen in 1654, and on the death of 
Endicott in May, 1665, was once more elected, serving continu- 
ously until his death. In all he served ten years as governor and 
thirteen as deputy governor, besides being chosen major-general 
in 1664. , 

His second wife, married in 1641, was about to be contracted 
to a friend of Bellingham’s, ‘‘ when on a sudden the Governor 
treated with her and obtained her for himself.” He performed 
the ceremony himself and to the strictures of public opinion gave 
as his excuse the very natural one of ‘‘ the strength of his 
affection.”’ 

Hubbard describes him as ‘‘a very ancient gentleman having 
spun a very long thread of above eighty years; he was a great 
justiciary, a notable hater of tribes, firm and fixed in any reso- 
lution he entertained, of larger comprehension than expression, 
like a vessel whose vent holdeth no good proportion with its 
capacity to contain disadvantage to a public person.” 

At the time of his death, Governor Bellingham was the sole 
surviving patentee named in the colonial charter. 

Governor Sullivan’s was truly ‘‘a life of remarkable industry 
and usefulness,” and his avocations ‘‘ uncommonly various.’’ 
He was about equally a lawyer, author, business man, and politi- 
cian, and very busy at each. He was born of Irish descent at 
Berwick, Maine, April 22, 1744. He stood high among the 
legal lights that came forth in New England toward the end of 
the century. During his seventeen years’ service as attorney- 
general, he conducted many of the admiralty, probate, superior 
and supreme courts; in addition, he had a heavy private prac- 
tice. As an author, he showed marked ability in the writing of 
law works, political tracts, and constant contributions to the 
political controversies of the press. In public life, besides sery- 
ing on various commissions, he acted as representative, member 
of the council, delegate to Congress, and, after several close cam- 
paigns, was in 1807 and 1808 twice successful as Republican 
candidate for governor, dying before the end of his second term. 
He was one of the incorporators of the Middlesex Canal and 
largely instrumental in its final building. He helped found the 
Massachusetts Historical Society and was its first president. He 
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was exceedingly active, high spirited, eloquent, and hospitable, 
and was popular even with his Federalist opponents in times 
when party feeling ran high. 

A beautifully chiselled coat-of-arms, with the inscription 
‘‘ JAMES BOWDOIN, ESQ.” carved boldly above it on a tab- 
let of slate, marks the tomb of another famous governor, one of 
the chief magistrates of the State. The slab has been enclosed 
during the spring of the present year (1901) in a durable casing 
of bronze, which emphasizes its striking and well-preserved 
appearance. It stands in the southwest corner of the yard. 

Bowdoin was born August 7, 1726, and died November 6, 
1790. Of him his eulogist, Judge Lowell, said: ‘It may be 
said that our country has produced many men of as much genius, 
many men of as much learning and knowledge, many of as much 
zeal for the liberties of their country and many of as great piety 
and virtue; but is it not rare indeed, to find those in whom they 
have all combined and been adorned with his other accomplish- 
ments ?”’ 

Bowdoin was graduated from Harvard in 1745 and at twenty- 
four began a life long friendship with Franklin. He was later 
elected a fellow of the Royal Society and was the first president 
of the American Academy of Arts and Sciences. 

He served three years in the Provincial Legislature and six- 
teen in the Council, wherein he was styled by Wedderburn, ‘‘ the 
leader and manager as Mr. Adams was in the House.” Illness 
prevented his going as one of the five Massachusetts dele- 
gates to the first Continental Congress. He presided over the 
constitutional convention in 1780, and in 1785 was elected govy- 
ernor. During his second term, he quelled the difficulties of 
Shay’s Rebellion with great moderation. His last public capacity 
was that of a member in the state convention which in 1788 rati- 
fied the Constitution. 

Another worthy and notable tenant of the Granary is Governor 
William Dummer, who was prominent in public life a half century 
before Bowdoin. Dummer, though born in Massachusetts, in 
1679, was, when appointed lieutenant-governor, holding a com- 
missioner’s office in Plymouth, England. He was left governor 
on the departure of Shute in 1723 and held that post till Burnet’s 
arrival in 1728. He enjoyed a second shorter tenure between 
Burnet’s death and the term of his successor, William Tailer. 
His administration was honest and upright and distinguished by 
successful campaigns against the Indians. After 1730, Dum- 
mer lived in retirement till his death on October 10, 1761, at the 
age of eighty-two. He was a man of pure character and of 
marked piety and charity. 

Goy. Christopher Gore also lies buried in the Granary. He 
was born in Boston in 1758 and graduated from Harvard in 
1776. After some years’ service as United State attorney, he 
was appointed with William Pinckney a commissioner under 
Jay’s treaty to settle our spoliation claims against England.

After his return, he succeeded Governor Sullivan in 1809, but in 
the following year was replaced by Governor Gerry. From 
1814 he served three years as United States Senator, then retir- 
ing from public life. 

On the conspicuous stone over the grave of another governor, 
Increase Sumner, is carved the following laudatory epitaph: 


Here reposes 
the remains of

In the vigour of intellectual attainments 
and in the midst of usefulness 
he was called by Divine Providence 
to rest with his fathers, 
he went down to the chambers of death, 
in the full belief, that the grave 
is the pathway to future existence. 

As in life he secured the suffrages of the free, 
And was blessed with the approbation of the wise, 
So in death he was honoured by the tears of the patriotic 
And is held in sweet remembrance 

by a discerning 
and affectionate people. 


In private life, 
He was affectionate and ‘mild ; 
In public life, 
He was dignified and firm, 
Party feuds were allayed 
by the correctness of his conduct, 
Calumny was silenced 
by the weight of his virtues, 
And rancour softened 
by the amenity of his manners. 


This compendious epitaph leaves little to be said. Sumner 
was graduated from Harvard with distinction in 1767, and, 
beginning with 1776, served three terms in the General Court, as. 
well as two in the Senate from 1780. He was a member of the 
Constitutional Convention of 1779-80, as also later of the con- 
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vention which accepted the federal constitution. In August, 
1782, he was appointed an associate justice of the Supreme 
Judicial Court, and in January, 1785, was added to the committee 
to revise the State laws. In 1796, though averse to being a~ 
candidate, he was elected governor, and was thrice reélected by 
great majorities. He did not live to enter on his last term. 

As the inscription on his tomb would indicate, no governor 
was more trusted and beloved. His remains were interred with 
military honors at the public expense, the funeral procession 
extending from Roxbury to the State House. 

Perhaps none of the graves in the Granary contain a more 
interesting and notable personage than does the populous Sewall 
tomb, which already had at the opening of the Revolution at 
least forty occupants, chief among them the famous chronicler of 
provincial days, Judge Samuel Sewall. The tomb was built by 
Sewall’s father-in-law, John Hull, the master of the mint, who 
lies buried therein, and who is noted for having bestowed as a 
dowry on his daughter, Hannah, at her marriage to Sewall, her 
weight in bright silver Pine Tree shillings from his mint. 

Judge Sewall was born on March 28, 1652, at Bishop Stoke, 
Hampshire County, England, and was brought over to Boston in 
the second and final migration of his parents hither in 1661. He 
was graduated from Harvard in 1671, serving some time as a 
tutor. By his marriage in February, 1675-6, he acquired a for- 
tune for those days. He was treasurer of the colony in 1676, 
and subsequently one of the Board of Assistants, besides serving 
thirty-three years in the Council. He was long a probate judge 
for Suffolk County. He served on the bench of the Supreme 
Court over forty years, ten years of his tenure being in the 
capacity of Chief Justice. The next notable incident of his 
judicial career was the famous witch trials, his public remorse on 
account of which, together with his remarkable confession of 
penitence in the records, strikingly illuminates the character of 
the man. New England never had a judge more wise, just, 
pious, and humane. The fame of his charming and picturesque 
diary, that treasure of the antiquarians, is too universal to jus- 
tify recounting. 

Another of the public officials who sleep in the Granary is 
Lieutenant-Governor Cushing. On the marble obelisk erected 
over his tomb in 1846 by a grandson is carved the following in- 
scription : 

THOMAS CUSHING, 
Lieut. Gov. of Mass. 
died 19% Jan. 1788 ; 
aged 63 years 
He took an active part 
in the 
Revolutionary conflict 
and was several years 
Speaker of 
The House of Representatives 
of Mass. 
until he became a member 


of the Continental Congress, 
in the year 1774 and 5. 
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Cushing was born in Boston in 1725 and graduated from Har- 
vard in 1744. His life was largely spent in public office, the 
earlier part in the Legislature. On returning from service in the 
Continental Congress, he was elected to the Council, and also 
was appointed judge of the Court of Common Pleas and of Pro- 
bate in Suffolk County. On the adoption of the State constitu- 
tion, he was chosen lieutenant-governor, retaining that office till 
his death. He was a man of ability and learning, as well as of 
a kindly and amiable disposition. 

As is natural, the Granary is studded with names of Boston 
divines. Among the many ministers buried here, one might 
single out Rey. Thomas Prince, the learned historical scholar ; 
Rey. Joseph Eckley, the distinguished pastor of the Old South 
congregation, at the time it retook the Old South Meeting-House 
after its British occupation; Rev. Jeremy Belknap, the generous 
benefactor of the Massachusetts General Hospital; Doctors 
Lathrop, Baldwin, the evangelist, and Stillman. 

An interesting ecclesiastic buried in the Granary is Rev. Pierre 
Daillé, the pastor of the Huguenots who found refuge in Boston 
in 1687, after the revocation of the Edict of Nantes. He organ- 
ized his little congregation in the town school-house on School 
street, and it was not till 1716, a year after his death, that they 
succeeded in building a small brick church on the same street. 
Though most of the Huguenots migrated from Boston in a few 
years succeeding, many French names can be deciphered on the 
stones in the Granary. The headstone over Daillé’s grave was 
found in 1860 in the cellar of an old estate on Pleasant street. 
The worthy French parson left instructions ‘‘ that there be no 
wine at my funeral, and none of my wife’s relations have any 
mourning clothes furnished them except gloves.” 

The founder of the ‘‘Cradle of Liberty,” Peter Faneuil, is a 
noteworthy tenant of the Granary. It was in rather interesting 
fashion that he came to make his historic gift out of the fortune 
newly inherited from his uncle. 

Amid great dissension, three market houses, one of them in 
Dock square, had been built to supplement the old system of 
itinerant peddling. One night in 1737, the advocates of the old 
Régimé, ‘‘ disguised like clergymen,” destroyed the central market 
house mentioned. At a town-meeting in July, 1740, Faneuil 
offered to rebuild and maintain the demolished market house. 

The key of the finished structure was delivered to the select- 
men on Sept. 10, 1742. During the construction, it was sug- 
gested to Faneuil that a town hall might readily be built over the 
market. He accepted the suggestion, although he is said to have 
grumbled a little when informed of the additional cost. 

At a meeting held forthwith in the new hall, it was voted that, 
whereas Peter Faneuil ‘‘ has, at a very great expense, erected a 
noble structure, far exceeding his first proposal, inasmuch as it 
contains not only a large and suflicient accommodation for a 
market place, but a spacious and most beautiful town hall over 
it, and several other convenient rooms which may prove very 
beneficial to the town for offices or otherwise; as the said build- 
ing being now finished, he has delivered possession thereof to the 
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selectmen for the use of the town; it is therefore voted that the 
town do, with the utmost gratitude, receive and accept this most 
generous and noble benefaction.”” It was also voted that the 
hall be called Faneuil Hall forever. 

This building of Faneuil’s, of which only the walls were left 
standing after the fire of January 13, 1761, was but half the 
width of the present structure, and but two stories high. It 
could contain but one thousand persons. 

John Phillips, the first mayor of Boston, also sleeps in the 
Granary. He was born in Boston, Noy. 26, 1770, and graduated 
from Harvard in 1788. His public career before election to the 
new office of mayor comprised many years’ service as town 
advocate and public prosecutor, beside twenty years spent in the 
Senate, ten of them as its president. 

He was chosen mayor as a compromise candidate. Josiah 
Quincy agreed to run for the office, not knowing that Harrison 
Gray Otis, then the leading local figure in the party, was also a 
candidate. The Democrats seized the opportunity and after 
nominating Thomas L. Winthrop on the night before election, 
threw enough votes to prevent any candidate getting a majority. 
Otis and Quincy then withdrew, and Phillips, an acceptable third 
choice, was readily elected. He proved an upright official, of 
tact and good judgment, as well as discreet and pliant enough to 
smoothen the transition to the new form of local government. 
Apart from the organization of departments, little of positive 
importance was done during his administration. 

On the refusal of Phillips, because of ill-health, to accept a 
second term, Josiah Quincy said of his predecessor: ‘‘ It is im- 
possible for me to refrain from expressing the sense I entertain 
of the services of that high and honorable individual who has 
filled the chair of this city.”’ 

Probably the most remarkable epitaph in the Granary is the 
following : 

ELISHA BROWN 


(of ) BOSTON 
Who in Oct" J769, during J7 days 
infpired with 
a generous Zeal for the LAWS, 
bravely & fuccefsfully 
oppofed a whole Britifh Regt. 
in their violent attempt 
to FORCE him from his 
(legal Habitation) 
Happy Citizen when Call’d fingley 
to be a Barrier to the Liberties 
(of a Continent) 


The incident narrated in the inscription occurred in the south 
end of the town. Brown was ordered to surrender his roomy 
mansion for use as a barracks. On his refusal, he was sur- 
rounded and besieged by the troops. With all the doors and 
windows barred, he held out ‘*‘ bravely and successfully ” for the 
seventeen days mentioned, subsisting on the household stores and 
on what provisions his friends could smuggle in from without. 
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At length, the British gave up the unpleasant task in disgust. 
Brown died in August, 1785, at the age of sixty-five. 
The following inscription tells a long story of heroism, and 
needs no comment : 
Tomb No. 192 
In Memory of 
COLONEL JOHN ARMSTRONG, 


The Patriot-Hero, and his wife 
MRS. Christian Bass Armstrong, 
and their six children, 
He and his two sons John & Samuel 
marched to Long Island, N.Y. and were 
there engaged in various battles with 
the British Army, August 27, 1776. 
Capt. John Armstrong was Father of 
Governor Samuel Terell Armstrong, 
The Col. was killed on the battle field, 
Maj. Samuel Armstrong had a providen- 
tial escape from the enemy’s bullets while re- 
treating, He was wounded, but continuing in 
the army until the Peace of 1783. 
He served as Adjutant and Paymaster in the 
Eighth Regt. Mass. Inf’y. also as Aid-de-Camp 
to Gen. Jackson, He was an original member 
of the society of Cincinnati, He married 
Nancy, only daughter of Maj. Josiah Allen, 
who served under Col. Ethan Allen, at the 
conquest of Ticonderoga and Crown Point, 


GEORGE WASHINGTON ARMSTRONG, 


Was born Feb. 22, 1792, He held a commission in 
the war of 1812, as 18t Lieut. in 10t® Regt. U.S. Inf. 
signed by James Madison Presd’t U.S. and 
John Armstrong, Sec. of U.S. War Dept. 
He served in the Boston Light Inf. Co. (Tigers) 
Also as Ass’s Engineer on Fort Strong, an in 
Forts Warren & Indipendence and the Water 
Battery, He was Sec. of the War Office for fitting 
out Privateers and Letters of Marque. 
He was a Franklin Medal Scholar in the class 
with the Hon. Edward Everett, in 1803,-4, 
By him this memorial was inscribed in 1866 


A needless and melancholy tragedy underlies the words of the 
following epitaph : 

HERE Lyes INTERRED 
THE BODY OF MR. 

BENJAMIN WOODBRIDGE, 

SON OF ile HONORABLE 

DUDLEY WOODBRIDGE, ESQ’R, 
WHO DEC’D JULY ye 3d 
1728, IN y® 20th 

YEAR OF HIS AGE. 


Young Woodbridge fell mortally wounded in the first duel 
fought in Boston. He was the son of a Barbadoes merchant and 
on completing his education had been admitted to partnership 
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with Jonathan Sewall, a leading merchant. His opponent was 
Henry Phillips, twenty-four, freshly graduated from Harvard, 
and successor with his brother, Gillam, to the bookselling business 
of their father, Samuel Phillips. The pair, who had quarrelled 
over cards, fought with small swords in the evening, on a knoll 
of the Common, near where stood an ancient powder-house. 
Woodbridge, who was thrust through the body, died on the spot 
before morning. Phillips, who was slightly wounded, was 
assisted by his brother, Gillam, and by Peter Faneuil, to make his 
escape to the British man-of-war Sheerness, which conveyed him 
to France. Within a year he died of grief at Rochelle. 

Though the Granary contains more famous personages, yet it 
is not so rich in poetical effusions and striking epitaphs as is 
Copp’s Hill. Perhaps the longest and most original piece of 
elegian verse runs as follows: 


TO THE MEMORY OF 
Mk WILLIAM WARDEN 
PRINTER 
OBSIT, March J8th J786 Aged 25 


William thy Mother confecrates this Stone, 
A mark of Friendfhip, and of Love fincere; 
While in her Memory, ever thou will Bloom, 
And in her Heart forever will be dear. 


While private Friends deplore their heavy lofs, 
The Publick at thy Death their grief difplay; 
The ufefull Prefs no longer from thy hand, 
Shall to the liftning World the Tipe convey. 


Yet, while we mourn, permit the briny Tear, 

To wet thy Ashes, mouldering in the Dutt; 

Tho fnach’d by cruel Death in early years, 

To Heaven’s bleft realms with folid Hope we truft. 


On the ornate monument southeast of the Franklin tomb, 
erected in memory of Gershom Flagg, were carved the follow- 
ing lines: 


To limits fix’d our Deftined Course we bend 

And with resistle/s Haste, to Death’s pale Empire tend ; 
From feene to fcene our Shifting Moments go; 

And then return the Ground the Dust we Owe, 

Virtue alone unmov’d can hear the call, 

And face the Stroke that makes all Nature fall.

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ARTICLES, BY-LAWS, RULES AND REGULATIONS OF 
THE CEMETERY DEPARTMENT. 


ARTICLE I. The ordinances of the City of Boston relating 
to the Cemetery Department shall apply to the conduct and 
management of this department. 

ARTICLE II. The Trustees of the Cemetery Department 
shall organize on the first of May. At this meeting there shall 
be chosen a Chairman, a Secretary, a General Superintendent 
and custodians of the several grounds. A majority of the Com- 
mission shall constitute a quorum. 

The regular meetings of the Commission shall be held on the 
fourteenth day, except when same comes on Saturday or Sunday, 
when it shall be held on the Friday preceding, and on the fourth 
Monday of each and every month at 3.30 o’clock P.M. 

Other meetings to be called by the Chairman, as he may deem 
advisable. 

ARTICLE III. The Chairman shall preside over the meet- 
ings of the Commission and shall designate the hour and place 
thereof. 

He shall sign the deeds of conveyance of lots and bonds 
given for the perpetual care of the same; he shall sign and 
approve the bills, pay-rolls, and sign such orders as are necessary 
to permit interments and removals of bodies, and the opening 
and closing of cemeteries; he shall make the annual and other 
reports to the City Council, and perform such other duties as 
are required by the ordinances of the city; all bills on account 
of the department shall be approved by him before they are 
presented to the city for payment; in the absence of the Chair- 
man his duties shall be performed by such Commissioner as he 
delegates to act in his absence; such delegation shall be in writ- 
ing, and shall specify the specific action or actions delegated. 

ARTICLE IV. Tue Secretary. The Secretary shall notify 
and attend all meetings of the Commission and perform all cleri- 
cal work, and keep the records, plans and papers of said Com- 
mission; the Secretary shall keep such books as directed by the 
Board, showing transactions concerning the various cemeteries 
under this Commission, and shall prepare and record in books 
kept for the purpose all deeds of conveyance of lots or bonds 
given for the perpetual care of the same; the Secretary shall 
have charge of all the plans, books, catalogues and other papers 
of the Commission (except as hereinafter provided) and shall 
perform such other duties as may from time to time be delegated 
by said Commission. 
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ARTICLE V. THe GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT. The Gen- 
eral Superintendent shall reside on the premises known as Mt. 
Hope Cemetery, and under the direction of the Commissioners 
shall have the custody of said cemetery and the general super- 
vision of all the cemeteries and burial-grounds under the control 
of this Commission; he shall keep the various cemeteries and 
burial-grounds in a condition satisfactory to the Commissioners ; 
shall have the authority, under the direction of the Trustees 
having same in charge, to engage and discharge workmen, and 
to order and arrange their respective duties; said Superin- 
tendent shall keep in books provided for the purpose, of which 
he shall be the custodian, regular and accurate records of all 
interments in, and removals from, Mt. Hope Cemetery, and said 
records shall include the names and ages of all persons interred, 
and also the place and date of their interment; he shall see that 
all the regulations made by the Commission in regard to inter- 
ments and the construction of tombs, monuments and fences are 
complied with ; he shall see that the rights of the city and the 
regulations of the Commissioners are respected and complied 
with by all persons employed on any of the grounds under the 
control of the Commission, and by individual proprietors ; he 
shall fulfil all contracts made with proprietors for the care and 
decoration of lots, for their permanent care, and perform such 
other duties as the Commission may require; he shall have full 
power to remove from Mt. Hope Cemetery, and other cemeteries 
and burial-grounds within the control of this department, im- 
proper and disorderly persons, to abate nuisances, and to 
remove rubbish and unnecessary and unsightly decorations or 
adornments; a general report of all transactions of Mt. Hope 
Cemetery, with proper vouchers, also the number of interments 
made for the preceding month, shall be rendered by him; he shall 
also, from time to time, inspect the other cemeteries and burial- 
grounds within the charge of this Commission, and shall report 
monthly their condition, and make such recommendations as he 
deems advisable in reference to the same to the Commission. 

The compensation of the General Superintendent shall be a 
salary of three thousand (3,000) dollars a year, and the use of 
the dwelling-house connected with Mt. Hope Cemetery, and he 
may also cultivate such portions of the grounds of Mt. Hope 
Cemetery and keep such domestic animals for his own use as 
the Commissioners may designate; and may be removed for 
cause by the vote of a majority of the Commissioners. 

ARTICLE VI. The Commission shall establish an office, 
wherein the Board can hold its meetings, and which shall be 
open to the public daily (Sundays and holidays excepted). The 
records of the department, under the control of the Secretary, 
shall be kept at such office, and the keys of the various ceme- 
teries and burial-grounds shall also be kept there. The office 
shall be equipped in a suitable manner for the purposes of its 
work, and at said office the Secretary of said Board shall be 
located. 
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CoMMITTEES. 


The Chairman shall at the meeting succeeding the meeting of 
organization appoint each one of the Commissioners a Commit- 
tee of One, who shall visit from time to time such cemeteries 
and burial-grounds as shall be designated by the Chairman in 
said appointment, and shall report to the Board of Commission- 
ers, when required, the state and condition, with recommenda- 
tions concerning the same, of such cemeteries or burial-grounds 
as are designated. 

The Commissioners as a whole shall act as a Committee on 
Accounts, who shall in executive session of the Board consider 
all bills on the fourteenth day of each month, after which the 
bills shall be approved by the Chairman. 

There shall be a Committee on Grounds and Greenhouses, 
consisting of three commissioners, who shall consider the 
treatment and care of the grounds, greenhouses, trees, avenues 
and paths in the cemeteries, and whose duty shall be to make 
such recommendations to the Board in reference to care, altera- 
tions, repairs and improvements therein as they shall deem 
expedient. 

There shall be a Committee on Employees and Pay-rolls, 
consisting of one commissioner, and a Committee on Purchases 
and Supplies, consisting of one commissioner, whose duties 
shall be to make such recommendations to the Board in refer- 
ence to the matters pertaining to their respective committees as 
they shall deem expedient. 

It shall be the duty of all committees to make reports to the 
board from time to time, with such recommendations as will 
enable the board to pass upon the same, with due regard to the 
circumstances and for the best interests of the administration of 
the department. 


INTERMENTS. 


No interment shall be made in the cemeteries or burial- 
grounds under the control of this Commission until such a per- 
mit as may be required by the laws of the State, or of the city 
or town from which the deceased may be brought, together with 
an order from the proprietor of the lot or tomb in which the 
interment is to be made, or from his legal representative, shall 
be obtained. Such permit, when the interment is to be in Mt. 
Hope Cemetery, shall be sent to the Superintendent of Mt. Hope 
Cemetery, and if in other cemeteries to the person or persons 
designated by this Commission ; but in no event until the fees 
have been paid. 

No removal of bodies from the cemeteries or burial-grounds 
in charge of this department will be permitted, except as pro- 
vided by the laws of the State, city or town, and in the manner 
prescribed by the Board of Health, or an order from the Com- 
missioners of the Cemetery Department. 
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Until otherwise ordered the fees for digging a grave and 
making an interment in same, or making an interment in a pri- 
vate tomb, shall be according to the following schedule: 


For a person 10 years of age and over . $5 00 
For a person under 10 years : ; é ; 3 00

Lots. 


Lots shall be laid out by the Superintendent in Mt. Hope 
Cemetery and in Evergreen Cemetery, subject to the approval of 
the Commissioners, and every lot so laid out shall be marked 
with a stone number. The erection of fences, memorial stones, 
tombs, planting of trees, shrubs and plants, the adornment of lots, 
shall be under the supervision of the Cemetery Commission, who 
shall have the right of determining the suitability of the same, 
and, in the event that they deem the same unsuitable, to remove 
or abolish the same. 


SALES AND CONVEYANCES. 


No deed of any lot shall be issued to more than one grantee, 
nor to any person as trustee, executor or administrator, except 
by vote of the Commissioners. 


REcEIVING Toms. 


Bodies may be deposited in the receiving tomb at Mt. Hope 
Cemetery, or at Evergreen Cemetery, on the payment of ten 
(10) dollars to the Superintendent. If within four months after 
such deposit, the body shall be interred in another part of the 
same cemetery, no further charge shall be made for such inter- 
ment; but if the body shall not be removed from the tomb within 
the period above specified, the General Superintendent may cause 
the body to be interred in such place as shall be designated by 
the Commissioners. But the Superintendent, under the direction 
of the Commissioners, may allow the body to remain a longer 
time, on the payment, in advance, of three (3) dollars per month 
for an adult and two (2) dollars per month for a child. 


Monuments, Sronres, FENcEs, ETC. 


Proprietors have a right to erect on their lots monuments and 
stones of appropriate character. Tablets or other devices of 
wood, fences of wood or iron, or hedges are not permitted. 
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No grave or tomb shall be opened for an interment or removal 
by any person except by order of the Commissioners or Super- 
intendent. : 


FUNERALS. 


Early notice should be given to the Superintendent at Mt. 
Hope Cemetery of funerals which are to be held in that cemetery, 
and in other instances to the Custodians or the Secretary of the 
Commissioners. 

At least twenty-four hours’ notice shall be required. 


VISITORS. 


Mt. Hope Cemetery, Evergreen Cemetery, Bennington-street 
Cemetery, the Dorchestor North and South and Copp’s Hill 
Burial-grounds (the latter from May 1 to November 1) shall be 
kept open daily, Sunday included, from eight o’clock, A.M., 
to sunset. All other cemeteries shall be kept locked, and the 
keys thereof shall be in the custody of the Chairman, or of such 
person as he shall designate to hold the same. Visitors desiring 
to obtain admittance to such cemeteries or burial-grounds shall 
make application to the Chairman or Secretary of the Commis- 
sion, or to the Commissioner in charge thereof, who shall, in his 
discretion, under such provision or circumstance as he deems 
expedient, allow said cemetery or burial-ground to be opened to 
the inspection of the applicant. Lot holders and owners of 
tombs in said cemeteries or burial-grounds shall have a right to 
visit the same, within reasonable time after notice of their 
desire to the Chairman or Secretary of the Commission. 


[RuLEs AND REGULATIONS. 


1. Mt. Hope Cemetery, Evergreen Cemetery, Bennington- 
street Cemetery, the Dorchester North and South, and Copp’s 
Hill Burial-grounds, as aforesaid, shall be open to visitors at all 
seasonable hours. 

Persons desiring to visit the other burial-grounds may do so 
by making application at the office of the Cemetery Department 
in City Hall. 

2. No horse is to be driven within the cemeteries or burial- 
grounds under this department faster than a walk, and no horse 
shall be left in the grounds without.a keeper except by the con- 
sent of the custodian in charge, who may designate places where 
the horse may be fastened or secured. 

3. No bicycles or automobiles allowed on the grounds. 

4. Visitors must at all times be orderly, and will not be per- 
mitted to walk on the flower-beds, upon the grass or the graded 
lots or borders. 

5. All persons are prohibited from gathering flowers, cutting 
or breaking any tree, plant or shrub, carrying or eating luncheon 
in any of the grounds of this department, and no one shall be 
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allowed to write upon or to otherwise deface any sign, monument, 
fence or structure within the control of this department. 

6. The Superintendent or Custodian in charge of the cem- 
etery is authorized to remove all persons who violate any of 
these regulations. 

7. No slab, monument, marker, or other structure shall be 
erected in any of the said cemeteries or be removed from any of 
the said cemeteries without the permission of said Commission 


or some person delegated by it to act in the premises.

Str, — In accordance with chapter 3, section 22 of the 
Revised Ordinances, the Trustees for Children present their 
annual report for the financial year ending January 31, 1902, 
this being the fifth year of the Children’s Institutions Depart- 
ment, and the forty-fourth of the Institutions Department. 

The members of the board, and the times of expiration of 
their appointments, are as follows:

During the past year forty-one meetings of the Trustees 
have been held.

The members of the Board all serve in turn on the visiting 
committee for the Parental School and the House of Refor- 
mation, two members being appointed for two months in 
succession. 

The children under the care of the board are classed as 
follows : 

(a.) Juvenile offenders at the House of Reformation 
(Rainsford Island), and probationers therefrom. 

(6.) Truants at the Parental School (West Roxbury). 

(e.) Dependent and neglected children boarded or placed 
free in families (usually in the country), beside a number in 
the care of schools for defectives, or other hospitals or insti- 
tutions, not under the management of the Trustees, where they 
have been placed for training or hospital care. 

The whole number of children now in the care of the 
department is 1,406 or 10 more than at the beginning of the 
year, divided as follows:

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


The total net cost of the Children’s Institutions Depart- 
ment for the year was $175,858.57, which, divided among 
the whole average number of children, makes an average 
per capita expense of $125.17, or $2.40 per week. Curi- 
ously enough, this is an increased cost over last year of one 
cent a week for each child. 


1 For these see Appendix, Table 47, p. 64. 
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An analysis of the cost of the House of Reformation and 
of the Parental School is given in Table 2F of the Appendix 
(between pages 36 and 37), where may be found also ( pages 
36-39) the other tables upon expenses, the lists of officers 
and their salaries, and an inventory, and appraisals of real 
and personal estate. 

The total net cost of caring for juvenile offenders was 
$38,321.39, of which $36,921.39 was used for the House of 
Reformation, including the estimated share of office expenses 
($550), making the average per capita expense for each boy 
actually in the institution $372.94 for the year, or $7.15 
per week; while the remainder, $1,400, was the estimated 
amount expended for the boys placed out on probation — 


mostly in their own homes. Taking together, all the juvenile 


offenders, both in the House of Reformation and on _ proba- 
tion, the average per capita cost for the year was $115.43, 
or $2.21 per week. 

‘The total net cost of the Parental School, including an esti- 
mated share of the office expenses was $43,251.28, making 
the average per capita cost $213.06 for the year, or $4.09 
per week. 

The net cost of the Placing-Out Division, with its share 
of the office expenses, amounted to $90,903.39. 

Of this, $18,735.22 has been paid for board of children in 
the Massachusetts School for the Feeble-Minded, the Bald- 
winsville Hospital Cottages for Children and other institu- 
tions. The remainder, $72,168.17, has been paid for an 
average of 405 children boarded in families, at an estimated 
share cost of $66,715.93 for the whole number, and for 318 
children in free homes at an estimated share cost of 
$5,452.24, making an average per capita cost per year of 
$164.73 for the boarded children, and $17.15 for those in 
free homes. ‘Taken together all children boarded or placed 
free in families, we find the average per capita cost for the 
year to be $99.82, or $1.91 per week.

TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


The Trustees have but little to add to the complete report 
of the Superintendent. 

It is no small thing to be able to say that this has been a quiet 
and uneventful year, for this means that it has been a good 
year, a year undisturbed by serious illness or outbreaks on the 
part of the boys, a year of regular and healthful work, study 
and play for them, and of steady and faithful service on the 
part of their teachers and officers. 

The general improvements noted for the past two years 
continue, and deserve again a word of commendation. The 
cleanliness and orderliness of the institution and grounds is 
more noticeable; the personal appearance of the boys is 
improved; their dietary and cooking is better, and they 
have added comforts. ‘They have also more frequent enter- 
tainments. A better spirit obtains among the boys, as is 
shown by more orderly conduct and a record of fewer serious 
offences than in the past. These improvements are, of 
course, to be ascribed to the Superintendent and his excel- 
lent grade of officers. 

The Trustees wish to thank the Boston Public Library for 
the monthly supply of books, and to express to the Catholic 
and Protestant pastors their appreciation of the religious 
services held regularly throughout the year. 

The statistical tables of the Institution may be found in 
pp. 40-49 of the Appendix, and the figures relating to the 
boys on probation being included among them. 


ADMISSIONS. 


The number of boys in the school has increased from 88 
at the beginning of the year to 112 at the close. This in- 
crease is due in part to a change in the merit system, which 
lengthens somewhat the minimum time. ‘I'he number of 
boys entering the institution continues to decrease, having 
been 89 this year as against 107 last year. 

Boys are usually committed to the House of Reformation 
during minority, but under the probation system the average 
stay there of boys released during the year was 16.15 months, 
and this does not vary materially from the record of other years. 
Twenty boys, however, were committed for from eight to 
twenty days in lieu of payment of fines.

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Is it not a prevailing opinion among those who deal with 
delinquent youth that boys should not be fined, since their 
punishment depends not upon their offence, but upon their 
own wealth or that of their parents ? 

Here are twenty boys whose parents could not or would 
not pay, who therefore made the acquaintance of a reform 
school just long enough to interefere with its discipline and 
the routine of its regular inmates, and who went away prob- 
ably with a lessened fear of a second sentence and with 
a larger acquaintance with criminal boys. 

The Trustees submit’ that these boys should either be in 
the care of probation officers or else inmates of the school 
long enough to benefit them, and especially does this apply to 
the three boys of only ten years thus sent to the institution. 

When a boy committed for minority has earned his release 
by conduct, he is placed, under the provisions of the probation 
system, in his home if he has a good home, otherwise in a 
family selected by the Trustees; but in any case he still 
remains under the supervision of an agent of the Trustees 
until he attains his majority. 


Boys ON PROBATION.* 


At the close of the year there are on probation 216 boys. 
The whereabouts of eleven of these is not known. Some of 
them have absconded from their places, and in some instances 
the parents have moved and the department has not ‘the 
present address of the family. Forty boys are indentured in 
homes other than their own, and two are in the House of 
Correction. Of the total number, 216, 160, or 74 per cent., 
are reported as doing well. ‘This shows the good accom- 
plished by the system of supervision. Of the forty-five, or 
20 per cent., reported as not doing well, fifteen have been in 
some other penal institution since their release. Seventeen 
boys were returned from probation. 

Of the boys released or discharged during the year just 
closed (sixty-five in all), twenty-six were discharged at the 
expiration of short sentences (for non-payment of fines), 
while thirty-nine more were released on probation. Of these 
thirty-nine boys, 69.24 per cent. are doing well at the present 
time. Twenty-nine of them went to their own homes, seven 
were indentured in homes other than their own, one is 
boarding, and one was placed in the School for the Feeble- 
Minded.

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DISCHARGES. 


Forty-nine of the total number of boys on probation’ have 
been discharged this year from the department. Sixteen of 
these became of age, twelve entered the United States army 
or navy, four went to relatives outside the State, and thirteen 
were committed by the courts to the Concord Reformatory, 
one went to the School for the Feeble-Minded; and three 
died. 

During the year 1,147 visits were made upon boys on 
probation, and 117 investigations were made for special pur- 
poses of boys’ conduct or the conditions of homes. 


CONCLUSION. 


The Trustees are not satisfied with the House of Reforma- 
tion as at present located and equipped. ‘The island is 
small, and it is impossible to introduce what is called the 
“cottage system,’ that is, to separate the boys into small 
groups and keep them apart from each other. 

The brick building where all the older boys live was con- 
structed many years ago for an almshouse, and is totally 
unfit for a home for boys. The farm land is limited to 
small patches on the hill where the Superintendent’s house 
stands, and is so small that but few boys can be occupied on 
it. The playground is also so small that the boys’ balls 
often go into the water on the one side and occasionally 
through the window on the other. 

The only attempt at a beginning of the cottage system 
has been made possible by using the old quarantine hospital 
to make what is called “ Point Cottage,” where the smaller 
boys are separated from the older ones. The great advan- 
tages of this separation only serve to lay greater emphasis on 
the objections to the present quarters of the older boys. 

The Trustees ‘are, therefore, prepared to say that this 
institution, with its contracted location and unsuitable build- 
ings, which seriously cripple its work, does not compare 
favorably in equipment with other similar institutions in 
Massachusetts and other states, and does not offer to the 
boys of Boston so good an opportunity for development and 
reform. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Therefore the Trustees unanimously and urgently present 
this recommendation: That the City of Boston accept the 
provisions of the Act to provide a Reform School for the

City of Boston (chapter 359 of the Acts of 1901), and 
remove the present House of Reformation to a suitable 
location with proper buildings and acquire an equipment 
equivalent to that of the best schools of this class. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


To the Trustees for Children: 


On February 1, 1901, there were in the institution 88 
boys. During the year, 89 boys have been committed and 
65 released. Of this number, 20 were boys who were 
committed for non-payment of fines, thus making the number 
of boys released on probation 45. This leaves here at the 
present time 112 boys. The smallest attendance during the 
year was on February 23, when we had but 838 boys; the 
largest attendance was on January 25, when there were 112 
boys here. 

There has been a gradual decrease in the number of boys 
committed to this institution. The merit system formerly in 
use here permitted a minimum service of four months upon 
the fulfilment of certain imposed conditions. Four months 
was considered too short a time in which to make any effect- 
ual and permanent reformation of a boy; therefore on April 
15, 1901, the system now employed was installed. In this 
system the minimum service has been increased five months. 
A boy may now earn his way out in nine months by good 
conduct, and even should his behavior not be up to the 
standard which would permit-his release in that time, he 
still has an advantage over the old method in that he has 
fifteen hundred less merits to earn than formerly. ‘There 
are awards of additional time offered for perfect conduct as 
an incentive to the boys’ best efforts. 

The principal fault in the old system was the brevity of 
the minimum service. A boy was scarcely broken into his 
work, and had hardly acquired a degree of proficiency suff- 
cient to make his advancement of the greatest possible 
advantage to him, before he was entitled to probation, and 
would leave us when it would be to his best interests to 
remain a while longer. When a boy is released now, he will 
have had time enough to become ordinarily familiar with 
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some particular kind of work which would he really useful 
to him in his future life wherever he might be. Then, too, 
the school work was greatly inconvenienced and retarded by 
the retirement of members of the classes, and the advent of 
new members, during the school term. ‘Taken all together, 


the new system has been eminently satisfactory to boys” 


and management alike. 

The passage of the bill allowing the Board of Prison 
Commissioners to transfer refractory and incorrigible boys, 
at the request of the Trustees, from this institution to the 
Massachusetts Reformatory at Concord, has been a great 
help to the discipline of the institution. It has been neces- 
sary to invoke its aid but twice, five boys having... been 
transferred, four at one time. Its disciplinary effect may be 
noticed by the absence of any manifestations of insubordi- 
nation, and while the air of general contentment prevailing 
for some time past cannot be said to have been a direct 
result of that measure, it has, nevertheless, had a salutary 
effect, especially upon those who are naturally inclined 
to be unruly. 

The custom adopted a little more than two years ago, of 
classifying and separating the boys when committed and 
placing the younger ones (those under thirteen years of age) 
in the Point Cottage, has been continued with gratifying 
results. The number of boys in the cottage has averaged 
twenty-five. All the older boys are placed in the main 
institution, proper classification being impossible under the 
present conditions. However, everything is very comfort- 
able and the boys have the best of care. 

The plant here has been put into as comfortable a condition 
as is possible with our facilities, such improvements having 
been made as would seem to warrant the necessary expendi- 
ture. Aside from the ordinary annual repairs which amount 
to approximately two thousand dollars, and which is a regular 
item in the account of current expenses for the year, the 
administration, by its carefully practised economy, has been en- 
abled to make a greater number of and more extensive repairs 
than is provided for in the usual appropriation for that pur- 
pose. ‘hese repairs have been in the nature of permanent 
improvements, and should be classed as such rather than as 
repairs, including as they do much new work, such as the new 


corridor entrance to the school-rooms, the addition to the shoe 


shop, etc. Quite four thousand dollars has been expended in 
this way, and charged to running expenses. The result of 
this has been to increase the per capita rate for the institution 
greatly beyond the actual expenditure, making the expense 
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per inmate much larger than is really the case. By referring 
to the tables this increase will be readily perceived. 

The building containing the school class-rooms is adjacent 
to the administration building on one side, the only avenue of 
communication formerly being a narrow, ill-lighted passage- 
way, entered from the administration building underneath the 
main stairway This was torn out last spring and replaced 
by a spacious, well-lighted, well-ventilated corridor, with an 
entrance from one of the large rooms in the main building. 
This corridor is fitted on one side with commodious closets 
for the use of the teachers, and with modern lavatory and 
toilet arrangements. 

The shoe shop has been recently enlarged by an addition 
of twenty-four feet to the building, the interior sheathed 
throughout, newly fitted with benches and racks, supphed 
with electric power and lighted by electricity, and thoroughly 
equipped with the best modern machinery. Boys who have 
received instruction in this department have been quite for- 
tunate in securing similar employment after leaving us, and I 
am pleased to note that many of them are doing well and 
earning good wages. In obtaining like employment outside, 
our boys often found themselves handicapped by their lack of 
knowledge of modern shoe machinery. In view of this fact it 
was considered advisable to refit our shop with the latest and 
best appliances, and this has greatly enhanced the value of 
instruction in this department. In many instances boys 
who have not done well elsewhere in the institution have 
been placed in this shop, have become interested in their 
work, and rapidly earned their release. ‘Therefore, I con- 
sider this department of especial value in the work we are 


doing. 


Adjacent to the administration building is a large old 
wooden building. Recently we have torn out the old floor 
and partitions of one wing, converting the whole into one 
large room, which is being finished, giving the larger boys a 
light and airy play-room. 

At the Point Cottage, one of the buildings, formerly used 
by the Boston Summer Hospital, has been moved to a conven- 
ient situation and converted into a play-room for the smaller 
boys there. The interior of the Cottage has been thoroughly 
renovated and painted throughout, and everything is comfort- 
able and inviting. The grounds around the buildings have 
been attractively laid out, the entire work being done by the 
small boys under the direction of the officer in charge. ‘Two 
large gardens, cultivated by them, bloom from early June until 
late in Noyember, yielding immense quantities of flowers, 
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which were used to advantage in making the school and living 
rooms bright and cheerful. 

Besides the improvements just spoken of, there were many 
of minor importance. Among those I would mention are 
additional facilities for ventilation in the chapel, moving and 
converting one building formerly used by the Summer Hos- 
pital into a wagon and tool-house, another into an addition 
for the piggery, still another into a hennery, a new duck 
house, and the acquisition of a boat and boat-house. Many 
of the smaller buildings have been given a coat of paint, which, 
besides preserving the buildings, add much to the appearance 
of the institution. One or two severe storms did some dam- 
' age to the sea-wall and bulkheads, and these have been 
repaired. These and others are the improvements which have 
been paid for out of the regular appropriation provided in the 
maintenance expense for this purpose, the work being done 
by the officers and boys. 

Not since this institution has been on Rainsford Island has 
the farm work been carried on in so able a manner. Our 
farmer, Mr. McQueeney, came to us with a large experience 
in farming and fancy gardening, and by his zeal and untir- 
ing efforts has brought the available tillage land into a high 
state of cultivation, and has introduced and taught the boys 
many of the modern ideas in market gardening. ‘The tables 
have been supplied with a greater variety of green stuff in 
its season than we usually have, making a most acceptable 
change in the dietary. In the spring many chickens and 
ducks were hatched in our new incubator, and the poultry 
stock was further increased by the purchase of a nice 
flock of barred Plymouth Rocks. The swine have done 
remarkably well, producing stock for sale, besides furnishing 
most of the pork used in the institution. 

The work in the shoemaking department has been some- 
what interrupted by the additions, alterations, and change of 
equipment in the plant spoken of elsewhere. However, we 


have employed an average of fourteen boys while running, ° 


and, in addition to making all of our own shoes and slippers, 
have furnished the Parental School and one or two other 
institutions with our products, besides doing a large amount 
of repairing. 

The printing department has been carried on much as 
usual, the average number of boys employed being rather 
small, however. The work of this department has always 
been of that high quality which has made the department 
favorably known wherever our work has gone, and although 
we were obliged to shut down for a considerable time last 
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spring because of the illness of Mr. Clark, the instructor, 
the quality of work turned out speaks well for the industry 
of the workers during the remaining time. Boys from this 
department, also, have found their experience of value to 
them in obtaining employment after leaving us. I believe 
industrial departments to be of very great practical value in 
an institution doing a work of this kind, and can only wish 
that we had more of them. 

In the sewing-room there has been an average of ten boys 
employed. These, under the direction of the seamstress, 
have made 1,100 new garments. ‘They have also repaired 
5,000 garments and 2,500 pairs of stockings. 

The school classes, four in number, are in charge of Prin- 
cipal Walter J. Phelan, and assistants, the Misses Eddy, 
Meade, and Titus. These classes are graded much the same 
as in the Boston public schools, so that a boy on leaving 
this institution may’ take up the work in a city school with- 
out serious interruption. ‘Two sessions, of about two hours’ 
duration each, are held morning and'afternoon. Each class 
has two sessions a week devoted to sloyd. During the past 
year, the several classes have assembled once each week in 
the school hall for instruction in vocal music and ensemble 
singing. The Sunday afternoon talks and periodical stere- 
opticon lectures have been continued with much success 
throughout the year, giving the boys, as they do, an insight 
into a wide range of subjects, and not infrequently arousing 
a desire for further knowledge and study. During ten 
weeks of the summer, morning sessions of school were held, 
in which subjects pertinent to the season were taught. The 
boys made frequent excursions along the beach with the 
teacher, making collections of various specimens, thereby 
adding greater zest to their studies. 

The classes in light gymnastics, dumb-bell exercise, and 
athletics has been regularly conducted, in the open air when 
possible, by the physical director, Charles A. Rabethge, 
M.D., who is also our resident physician. During the sum- 
mer months the boys were given daily baths in the ocean, 
and many received their first instructions in swimming here. 
To render this exercise free from any danger from drowning, 
the life-boat which we have acquired this year was put into 
commission during each bathing time and moved along the 
outer edge of the swimmers on the alert for accidents. This 
is a great improvement over the time when we had no boat 
and could have given little aid in case of need. 

The health of the boys has been usually good, the doctor's 
report, which is appended, giving information as to particu- 
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lars. Drs. E. P. Wentworth and E. A. Leonard have had 
charge of the dentistry. 

Religious services have been conducted every Sunday in 
the chapel by Rev. William B. Toulmin for the Protestants, 
and by Rev. M. J. Byrnes, 8.J., or Rev. P. J. O’Connell, 
S.J., for the Catholic boys. Rev. P. H. Brennan, 8.J., has 
visited us regularly to hear confessions and give advice to 
the boys. 

The holidays have been appropriately observed by patrio- 
tic exercises on the day preceding in the schools, and by 
athletic sports and games during the holiday proper. 

For entertainments I wish to express my gratitude to the 
following-named persons, whose kindness in coming to us is 
greatly appreciated by all: Members of St. Francis de Sales 
Church ; Mr. Louis Chisholm and Mr. James Dalzell; Mr. 
Martin A. Halloran; Miss Lucy M. Burrows, Mrs. Charles 
G. Briggs, Mrs. Stewart M. Cameron, and Miss Iva L. West, 
and to Miss Ellen H. Bailey for two illustrated lectures on 
India. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my sincere appreciation 
of the kindly feelings and assistance of the Trustees for 
Children, individually and as a Board, and to assure them of 
my high personal regard. 

It gives me pleasure to commend to your notice the em- 
ployees, whose constant codperation and painstaking effort 
have made possible whatever measure of success we may 
have attained.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE SCHOOL. 


To the Superintendent : 


No radical departures have been made from the courses 
and methods of last year. 

The broad new hallway, already adorned with pictures, and 
containing space for bookcases and cabinets, is used for cal- 
isthenic exercises. Abundant equipment in the line of text- 
books, maps, charts, pictures and adjustable desks has been 
furnished. 

For the majority of these boys — young, immature, men- 
tally or physically defective — the great need is the system- 
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atic, vigorous development of their whole natures. Hence 
the value of a comprehensive course of manual education. 
With this end in view, care has been taken to work outa 
progressive course in sloyd, conforming to the varied capac- 
ities of the boys. During the past year, four-fifths of all the 
boys received class or individual instruction in this branch, 
and they enter into the work with evident enjoyment and 
interest. 

For the very youngest, or “‘ Cottage boys,” we have started 
a class in cardboard construction. A valuable help and 
stimulus to good work in the future has been afforded us by 
the complete refitting of our sloyd school-room. More light, 
better heating and ventilation has been secured, the old 
benches repaired or replaced by new ones, and a fine new 
equipment of tools furnished. 

During the summer-school term, and throughout the year 
in connection with sloyd, courses have been given in mechani- 
cal drawing and constructive design. Other lines of this 
important subject — free-hand drawing, composition and color 
work — received due attention. 

During the summer months, our school garden kept the 
small boys busy and interested, while all through the year 
our window-gardens enabled the children to watch the process 
of growth from seed to flower. A pleasing feature of the 
summer-school work was the daily ramble along the shores of 
the island, when time was given to the study of plant and 
animal marine life. All were urged to collect flowers, shells 
and minerals, to observe their characteristics, to draw them 
and write a short description of what they had seen and 
learned. Work of this kind trains these boys, who need it 
so much, to observe and compare for themselves. 

To develop in the minds of these boys, by means of litera- 
ture, a desire to read what is best to read, to replace coarse‘ 
and vicious tastes by a love for the best examples of thought 
and expression — this is the work of our school and library. 
To help accomplish this, great care has been taken in the 
reading to keep the interest alive, to have the pupils get the 
thought and reproduce it intelligently. Memory gems were 
learned, and during the evenings selected books were read 
aloud by the teachers or advanced pupils. 

During the early part of last year, great enthusiasm was 
aroused by the preparation for the June closing exercises of 
what we called our “literary play.” Poems and stories from 
the chief American authors were illustrated by scenes and 
tableaux. Nearly all the boys took part, and the energy and 
feeling with which they carried out the programme showed the

degree to which they entered into the spirit and beauty of the 
writings themselves. We have been supplied in all the 
grades with several fine new series of reading text-books, 
besides supplementary readers in history, biography and 
science. Our small School library has grown to 500 carefully 
selected volumes. Generous supplies from various sources, 
of the best juvenile periodicals, and books from the Boston 
Public Library, furnish sufficient high-grade material for the 
best service. 

Vocal music occupies a prominent place in our course of 
instruction. During the day and evening sessions the entire 
schoo] sing songs of a patriotic and devotional nature. The 
following list of subjects, taken at random, may give an idea 
of the work attempted in the evening and Sunday afternoon 
lectures: Stories from American History; Stories of Great 
Americans (given on the appropriate anniversaries); “ His- 
toric Boys”; Our Country’s Government; Duties of Good 
Citizens; Lives of Great Philanthropists ; The Great Artists ; 
Great Scientists; Great Inventors; Stories of Old Boston; 
Great Men of Old Boston; Historic Landmarks of our City; 
Travels in our Country; The Care of the Body; Emergency 
Lectures; Experiments in Electricity; Elementary Geology ; 
Current Topics; ‘‘The True Grandeur of Nations”; Self- 
reliance; Courtesy; Kindness to Animals; Helpful Books ; 
Success in Life; “The Men of To-morrow.” 

Free discussion was often invited, and books relating to 
the subjects treated were loaned to boys interested. In 
their talks the moral and ethical side was emphasized, and 
in general the aim has been to widen the horizon of the 
young people’s ideas, and inspire them by example of noble 
living and achievement. 

Beside the daily school sessions, regular class instruction 
for the very oldest boys, and work of a half-recreative nature, 
such as reading and singing, for the younger boys, are 
given three evenings a week. 

Abundant and varied physical exercise is furnished during 
school hours. Besides the “setting-up” drill in the morn- 
ing, and instruction by the regular teacher of physical train- 
ing in the afternoon, exercises are given during each school 
session in the Swedish system of gymnastics. Recognizing 
the value of rightly-directed play, appropriate periods are 
allowed outside of school hours for in-door and out-door 
games and sports, and the holidays are pleasurably celebrated 
by the holding of competitive games, for which prizes are 
offered. ‘The teachers’ work consists as much in helping the 
boy to make the most of his leisure as in aiding him to use 
most profitably his employed time. 


————— 
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But above and beyond all systems and methods in this 
work of reform stands the systematic personal interest on 
the part of the teacher. And the best influences can be 
exerted only by those who are real interpreters of boy 
nature, those who, in the words of Dr. Arnold, “know boys 
and like boys.” All that the public school, the good home, 
the church, the library, the boys’ club and the playground 
are doing for the city boy, we must in some measure do 
for our young charges here. 

Our mission, then, as we conceive it, is to fill the lives of 
these young people with interests hopeful, helpful and 
happy, to develop good habits, clean thoughts and the power 
of continuous, useful activity. 

In the largest sense we must be working for the days to 
come.

REPORT OF THE RESIDENT PHYSICIAN.

I herewith submit my report for the year ending Feb- 
ruary 1, 1902: 

All boys entering the institution have been examined on 
admission to determine the absence of contagious diseases, 
and a record has also been kept of the chief physical charac- 
teristics of each boy. 

During the prevalence of diphtheria cultures were taken 
from the nose and throat of each new boy, and during the 
prevalence of small-pox all the boys were vaccinated. 

Two cases of rheumatism and one of Palmer abscess were 
sent to the Long Island Hospital for treatment, all other 
cases were treated here.

To SuMNER D. SEAVEY, Superintendent, 
House of Reformation, Rainsford Island : 


Our work is such as would be found in boys of eight to 


fifteen years old, who have given no care or thought what- 
ever to the teeth. 

With two exceptions, every boy who has entered the 
institution the past year required our services to correct 
some existing condition of the oval cavity. 

Among the younger element, extracting of the temporary 
teeth at the proper time to make room for permanent ones, 
as well as preserving the six-year molars, is quite a part of 
our work. 

With the small amount of time a boy comes under our 
care only little information can be given him of the value of 
oval cleanliness. 
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Beside the filling and extracting, every boy has had his 
teeth thoroughly cleansed, and in almost every case they 
take pride in keeping them in a healthy condition,

TRUSTEES REPORT. 


Changes: After three years of conscientious and able ser- 
vice, Mr. B. C. Day resigned the position of Superintendent 
of the school on September 1 last, on account of ill health. 
Under him the standard of teaching, the methods of discipline 
and the personnel of the officers of the school were markedly 
improved. We believe, too, that his personal influence will 
prove of lasting value to the boys who were under his care. 

Mr. Dana P. Dame was appointed to the position on Sep- 
tember 1, and has since been unremitting in his work for the 
boys. Mr. Dame is a graduate of Dartmouth College, and 
has taken summer courses at Harvard. He served ten years 
as Supervising Principal at Littleton, N. H., and as Superin- 
tendent of Schools at Webster, Greenfield and Milton, Mass., 
during nine years. | 

By his appointment the policy is continued of having an 
educator at the head of this school. Since his coming a sec- 
ond sloyd teacher has been added and the work in sloyd has 
been doubled. Indirect ventilation has been installed in the 
school-rooms, and screens have been supplied in the windows 
of all dormitory buildings. By the latter precaution it is 
hoped to lessen the prevalence of malaria. 

As Mr. Dame’s report covers but five months, a few facts 
upon the year asa whole are here added. The boys have had 
the same hours of school as those of the Boston public schools. 
Outside of school hours they have helped in the work of the 
institution, have cultivated gardens, and raised chickens (the 
last a new industry). They have bathed in the river during 
the summer months, and have had’ many sports and games, 
especial programmes being arranged for holidays. Last sum- 
mer they had gymnastic training daily out of doors. Their 


needs are like those of other healthy boys, and we seek to” 


give them a normal life. 

The statistical tables show that the average attendance at 
the school has been 201.5. The number of boys committed 
(205) is 84 more than last year. Twenty-four boys were 
released on probation, only one of whom had to be returned 
to the school. This continues the good record of the previous 


ee ee ee ee 
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year. The number of recommitments for the first time has 
not increased. As twenty more boys were discharged this 
year than last, this is an improved record. 

A certain uniformity in the statistical tables of the various 
years becomes noticeable as time goes on. The average age 
of boys at commitment has thus varied little for six years, 
being this year 11 years, 5 months and 1 day. 

Though 80.4 per cent. of these boys were native born, only 
14 per cent. of them had both parents of native birth. Sixty- 
six per cent. had both parents to care for them, while 31 per 
cent. had only one parent, and 9 per cent. had step-parents. 
These percentages have varied httle for three years. Loss 
of a parent and consequent lack of home care is one of the 
constant causes of truancy. Happily, the managers of the 
day nurseries of the city are beginning to interest themselves 
in the truancy of the younger boys, many of whom play 
truant because of the neglect, illness or absence from home 
of theif parents. For the information of these societies it 
may be said that nearly one-fourth of the whole number of 
boys committed this year were ten years of age or under. If, 
with the assistance of the truant officers, a friendly influence 
could be brought to bear upon the homes of some of these 
boys, it might result in keeping them at school. Another 
effort to aid truants has been tried for the past year. A com- 
mittee, consisting of the Chairman of the Children’s Institu- 
tions Trustees, a member respectively of the Hebrew 
Benevolent Association, of the St. Vincent de Paul Society, 
and of the Children’s Aid Society, have met to consider the 
cases of boys who, when discharged from the Parental School, 
are over school age, and thus beyond the jurisdiction of the 
truant officers. This committee stands ready to befriend 
such boys, to bring them into touch with helpful friends, to 
smooth the way for them to continue school if they wish to 
do so, or to help them to find work. The names of 100 boys 
have been given to the committee during the year. The rep- 
resentative of the St. Vincent de Paul Society took charge 
of 79, the representative of the Federation of Jewish Charities 
of 14, and the Children’s Aid Society of 7 of these boys. 
Their report shows that all have been visited and helped in 
some of the various ways mentioned. Such friendly interest, 
if persisted in, may prevent such boys from drifting later to 
a Reform School. All that many of these boys need is a 
friend. The Trustees desire to continue to aid the private 
societies in this matter. 

Though one death has occurred in the school, yet the gen- 
eral health of the boys has been good: Twenty-nine boys 
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had malaria, thirteen had a mild form of diphtheria, but | 


every precaution was taken, and the disease did not spread. 

The following changes have occurred in the medical staff 
of the school: Dr. F. P. Denny and Dr. C. F. Moulton 
have resigned, to the regret of the Trustees. The school 
met with another serious loss in the death of Dr. Richard T. 
Edes. 

The Trustees have been fortunate in securing Drs. W. W. 
Howell, A. M. Worthington, and E. N. Libbey to fill these 
vacancies. Dr. J. 5S. Stone, formerly visiting physician, has 
been appointed consulting surgeon. 

The report of the dentists to the school, Drs. Leonard and 
Wentworth, shows that the teeth of the boys have been 
thoroughly cared for. The thorough cleaning of the teeth 
of 219 boys is an addition to the usual work done. 

The Catholic boys have enjoyed, as in former years, the 
privilege of attending St. Theresa’s Church and Sunday 
School. The Protestant boys had a similar opportunity at 
the South Congregational Church; and through the kindness 
of Mr. Philip Rubenstein religious instruction has been fur- 
nished weekly to the Hebrew boys. 

Many suggestions in Mr. Dame’s report show the needs of 
the school and of the pupils, which he desires to meet in the 
future. May many of them be on the way to fulfilment by 
the time our next report is issued. 

The loan appropriation of $150,000 granted to the depart- 
ment in June, 1901, for land and buildings at the Parental 
School, has made possible the purchase of 18 acres of land 
adjacent to the school. ‘The land is being drained, and that 
near the proposed new buildings and driveway is being 
graded. ‘Three dormitories, to hold thirty boys each, are 
being constructed after designs by Messrs. Peabody & 
Stearns, after which the sleeping and living accommodations 
will be excellent and sufficient for the present number of 
boys. 


NEEDS AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The Trustees are this year asking for $137,000 more to 
complete the improvements needed for this large and grow- 
ing school. ‘This money will be applied to the construction 
of a school building containing twelve school-rooms, a gym- 
nasium and assembly hall, a coal shed, also a stable, which is 
badly needed ; to filling several acres of marsh land next the 
river, and to the installation of an electric-light plant. This 
will be a safer means of lighting the buildings than gas, and 
the power can be furnished by the present engines.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


This report is made at the expiration of only a few 
months’ service as Superintendent, and contains little in 
detail of what my predecessor accomplished, and of what, in 
the wisdom of his experience, he planned for the growth and 
development of this institution. 

The problem that confronts those who are dealing with 
truants and working for their future good is one pertaining 
not only to the cure of truancy, but to its prevention as 
well. 

In some cases the home and school are jointly responsible, 
in other cases severally responsible, for truancy; the former 
in ways which are evident to all who have investigated its 
causes, the latter in ways not quite so evident and general, 
perhaps, but nearly as potent. 

The school which contains so many pupils that the teacher 
is forced to lose sight of the individual and of individual 
interests, although it may not be a cause of truancy because | 
of the greater influence and superior character of the home, 
nevertheless encourages and is even a potent cause of 
truancy among many children over whom, unfortunately, good 
homes and a healthful environment do not exercise their 
wholesome and restraining influence. 

The personality of the teacher has much to do with 
truancy. The nagging, habitually scolding’ and sarcastic 
teacher, who has little regard for the feelings of her pupils, 
and consequently little thought for their welfare, is sure to 
drive more or less of them from school, sometimes in spite of 
strong, helpful and uplifting home influences. 

The system of grading in common practice is another 
cause of truancy, inasmuch as it is not and perhaps cannot 
be based on the interests and capabilities of a considerable 
number of children whose standing and promotion are made 
to depend altogether on purely intellectual attainments 
rather than on their manual or industrial ability. When 
there is an ungraded class in each school, made up of those 
children who need special help, and when such pupils are 
promoted along lines of their several interests and abilities, 
the number of cases of truancy will be diminished. 

But in many cases the influence of a good home and a 
good school is destroyed or neutralized by cigarette smoking, 
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cheap shows and sensational reading matter, which call not 
only for legislation to prohibit and suppress them, but also 
for a higher standard of public sentiment against these 
vices. 

Just how strong a bearing poor ey esight has on truancy is 
not yet known, but it is a demonstrated fact that many 
children in public schools who have taken little or no 
interest in their school-work, and who in consequence have 
made little or no advancement before receiving treatment, 
have taken a lively interest in their studies, and have made 
rapid progress after treatment. 

Certain checks or preventatives of truancy may in some 
cases be administered through the parents: 

1. By instructing them by means of copies of the laws 
and regulations relative to school attendance, truancy, etc., 
printed in their several languages. 

2. By allowing the city to recover from the parents the 
cost of the maintenance of ‘their children at this institution. 
It does not seem just that the taxpayers who have fulfilled 
their duty to their children should be made to support the 
children of those who have been careless or negligent of 
their duty. © 

Besides the need of more cottages for the better accommo- 
dation of the boys (which is so soon to be supplied), some 
needs of the school are as follows: 

1. An assembly hall in which all the boys may meet for 
entertainment and instruction. 

2. A gymnasium and an instructor in gymnastics and 
athletics. | 

8. School-rooms as well yentilated and lighted and as 
well-equipped and attractive as any in the city. 

4. More manual work for the boys. 

5. Facilities for teaching the older boys trades. 

6. An instructor in music. 

7. More attention given to the study of civil government 
in the higher grades. 

8. Instruction in the fleets of chemistry and physics 
in the highest grade. 

9. Such legislation as will exclude boys who have been 
sentenced to a criminal institution. 

10. A regulation or legislation by the provisions of which 
boys with good records may (from time to time) be given 
a day off on their own parole for a visit to their homes. 

11. There should be an officer appointed to get positions 
for boys who are not required, and do not wish, to attend 
school after their discharge; to visit them from time to time 


a a 
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and take a fatherly interest in them as long as may be prac- 
ticable and best. 

In conclusion, I wish to record my full appreciation of your 
encouragement and support in the discharge of my duties, 
and to my predecessor I wish to acknowledge my indebted- 
ness for that spirit of harmony and loyalty and that high 
standard of attainment which his untiring energy and con- 
stant care made possible.

MEDICAL REPORT. 


D. P. DAME, Superintendent : 


During the past year there have been 808 cases treated, 
141 in the hospital and 167 as out-patients. | 

There was a small epidemic of diphtheria in November. 
Positive cultures were obtained from thirteen boys; five of 
these were sent to the South Department of the City Hospital, 
the others were treated at the school hospital. When the 
diphtheria appeared cultures were taken from the entire pop- 
ulation of the school, and all cases having positive cultures 
were quarantined. Cases of diphtheria appeared in Cottages 
II. and III., Cottage I. being exempt. Cultures have been 
taken from all new boys entering the school, and they have 
not been allowed to mingle with the other boys until negative 
reports have been obtained. 

Owing to the existence of small-pox in the surrounding 
districts, all boys entering the school have been vaccinated ; 
also all the boys previously here who had not been vaccinated 
within a few years. 

One death occurred during the year from pneumonia. 

There has been one case of typhoid fever, source of the in- 
fection unknown. 

Malaria has been quite common, but it is hoped that through 
the protection from the mosquitoes afforded by the screens 
which have been recently fitted to the windows that the 
number of cases the coming season will be diminished.

REPORT OF THE DENTISTS. 


D, P. DANE, Superintendent. 


There has been no material change in our work at the 
school the past year except that we have thoroughly cleansed 
each pupil’s teeth at least once, and in the short time they 
come under our charge try to instruct them in the care of 
the teeth and the value of oval hygiene. 

Each pupil is supplied with a tooth brush when entering 
the institution. At our next visit he comes to us, and when 
his mouth is in a healthy condition, and some abscessed or 
putrescent state is relieved, which has often been a source of 
much pain, he begins to see some benefits of our work.

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PLACING-OUT AND OFFICE DIVISION. 


REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 


The aim of the Placing-Out Department is to provide for 
each child in its care the advantage of a good home. Most 
of the children are placed in the country, while those requir- 
ing special care on account of physical or mental defect are 
placed temporarily or permanently in special schools or hos- 
pitals. Among the former the Massachusetts School for the 
Feeble-Minded has by far the largest proportion (89). 

No new methods of attaining this end have been intro- 
duced. The very full details given last year apply with few 
changes this year. 

The whole number of dependent and neglected children 
boarding and in free homes is now 711. 

It is the desire and policy of the Trustees to place children, 
whenever possible, in families of the same religious faith as 
that of their parents. 

The selection of homes for the children as they come in, one 
after another, in the course of the year, the watching of the 
homes and the establishing of friendly relations with the 
children, demand and receive unremitting and devoted labor 
on the part of the agents and visitors. 

There have been fewer children admitted this year than last. 
The 112 dependent children admitted were approximately 
49 per cent. of the whole number having a Boston settlement 
who made application. Some other assistance or advice was 
found for those who were not received. Careful investigation. 
and consideration of each case before admittance is continued 
as heretofore, including a visit to the home, if there be a home. 

Besides the dependent children, 25 neglected children were 
committed by the courts, two more than last year. 

Of the children admitted, a greater number were (as usual) 
boys. Among the parents of dependent children illness and 
misfortune were, as ever, important causes which necessitated 
giving up the children. The separation of parents, intemper- 
ance and arrests were the factors next in importance. About 
28 per cent. of these parents were native born ; other nationali- 
ties were distributed as usual, with the exceptions of the Rus- 
sians and Poles, which showed an increase. On the other hand, 
the parents of children committed for neglect were nearly all 
native born, and their record showed little illness or unem- 
ployment, but much intemperance and a large proportion of 
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arrests. So many neglected children, however, are cared for 
by private societies, that no generalizations can be made from 
the few who became city charges. 

Though fewer children were admitted, fewer were discharged 
from our care; consequently there are now 860 dependent 
and neglected children in charge, almost the same number 
as a year ago. ‘The detailed facts about these children are 
very carefully set forth in the statistical tables (Appendix, 
pages 53-65), and the account is on the whole satisfactory. 
The increased expense of the department is almost entirely 
for board for children in hospitals or schools for defectives, 
the board bill for such cases being $38,103 more than last 
year. It is certainly a matter for congratulation that these 
sick or feeble-minded children are receiving the special care 
they need. Some years ago this could not truthfully be said 
of the city charges. 

The Trustees greatly appreciate the assistance which the 
managers and officials of various schools and hospitals have 
given this department by admitting and caring for these 
children. 

Of the 711 children placed in private families, several sat- 
isfactory things may be said. The number of those in free 
homes has increased to 320, while the number of those 
boarded has decreased to 391; all but 53 of these boarded 
children are under twelve years of age. On the other hand, 
almost all the children in free homes are over ten years of 
age. ‘There have been fewer transfers (by 200) from one 
home to another than in past years; 63 of these transfers 
were for the purpose of changing a child from a boarding to 
afree home. Brothers and sisters have been placed together 
so far as possible. We have 147 children so placed. Three 
hundred and ninety-six children are placed singly in homes, 
104 are placed two in a family, 83 are placed three in a 
family, and the 21 children remaining are in larger groups, 
usually placed in special families for peculiar care. 

Three thousand two hundred and eighty-nine visits have 
been made during the year, an average of 4.6 visits to each 
child. Infants and delicate children receive frequent calls 
from a trained nurse. 

The school records show that of the indentured children 
of school age, all but one attend school regularly, while 42 
over school age also attend. Of boarded children of school 
age all but eight attend, and only seven who are over school 
age have ceased to attend, the others continuing. 

Effort has been made with some success this year to give 
certain older girls special training which they could not get 
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in country families. We hope to continue this when the 
capacity and taste of a girl warrants it. 

The health of the children has been good on the whole, 
but among so many, of whom a large proportion are handi- 
capped by previous neglect, there are naturally many cases 
of illness, to which in all cases careful attention is given. 

Each child entering the department is vaccinated and 
carefully examined by a physician, whose advice and report 
assist in the selection of the particular home which may 
meet its needs. This report is also forwarded to the local 
physician. This year special pains have been taken to 
have placed-out children vaccinated or re-vaccinated if 
necessary. 

Fifteen children died, of whom 7 were under 2 years, 
while of the remaining 8, who were between 8 and 18 years, 
five died of tuberculosis and two of epilepsy, diseases which 
may practically be considered unpreventable, while one death 
was the result of septicaemia. 


REPORT OF THE GENERAL AGENT FOR THE 
OFFICE AND PLACING-OUT DIVISION FOR 
THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1902. 


To the Trustees for Children of the City of Boston : 


I respectfully submit my annual report for the year end- 
ing January 31, 1902. 

The duties of another year have .closed, and we are now 
called upon to record its work, the general character of which 
remains as heretofore. 

The following tables and statistics show the amount of 
labor required to carry out the various details. 

In seeking homes for children, either free or boarding, and 
investigating homes offered for them the department has 
their suitableness in view as essential to the welfare of its 
wards. The correct family and good home is what they 
require to bring them into social conditions and proper rela- 
tions in the community. | 

The visitations and investigations during the year were 
thorough and complete, and were performed by the regular 
visitors of the Board, who by their faithfulness and care have 
contributed much to the success of the work. 
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The number of visits to children, in free homes and board- 
’ ing, made during the year, was 3,289; to families in search of 
homes, 142; to homes of parents of children for whom appli- 
cation for release or admission was made, 267. 


HoMES FOR CHILDREN. 


This portion of the work is the finding of suitable places 
in families for dependent and neglected children, ranging in 
age from infancy to fourteen years, and represent different 
religious denominations, and it is the rule that they shall be 
placed in families of the same religion as their parents. 
With few exceptions this has been done. Some cases which 
have required hospital treatment and special care have been 
placed near the city, irrespective of religion, sometimes for a 
few weeks only, occasionally for a longer time, in homes 
specially adapted to their condition, but as soon as practicable 
have been transferred to families of their own faith; also 
a very few older boys and girls, established in their own 
belief and earning wages, have been located in families of 
religion other than their own, where they could attend their 
own church; and visitors have been requested to require 
them to do so regularly. 

The conditions under which children are placed in homes 
vary with the needs of the individual children. The sorts of 
homes that are accepted may be classified as follows: 

1. Free homes where children will be cared for tempo- 
rarily, or permanently, or adopted. 

2. Places where boys or girls may make themselves use- 
ful in return for the comforts of a home, opportunity to attend 
the full school term, as well as church and Sunday school. 

3. Places where reasonable wages will be given as well 
as good home conditions for older girls and boys. 

4. Boarding places for young children where in return for 
a compensation (in most cases $2.00 per week and clothing) 
the best of care will be given. As arule not more than two 
children are placed in a home, except when members of the 
same family. 

When recommending families it is our desire that they be 
selected with a view to the training of the child in habits of 
industry suitable to age and condition of health, and particu- 
larly that the moral, religious and educational instruction 
be not neglected. 

It is also the rule to have all homes recommended visited 
by one of the staff of Placing-Out Department before the 
same is approved. 
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HEALTH. 


‘The health of children in families has been generally good. 
There has been no epidemic and, few contagious diseases. 
Many were brought from their boarding homes to this city 
for treatment by specialists or at hospitals, while others were 
treated by physicians in the town where they resided. 

The office and placing-out force remains unchanged with 
the exception of Miss Mary C. Haley, a Visitor who resigned 
in May last, and was succeeded by Miss Mary J. White, and 
Miss Mary E. Patterson, who resigned in August and was 
succeeded by Miss Lucy MacBride.

Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str,—In accordance with the requirements of the 
Revised Ordinances, I beg to submit herewith a report of the 
business of this office for the fiscal year ending January 31, 
1902. 

The Board of Aldermen of 1901 held 55 meetings, includ- 
ing 18 special meetings; two of these meetings were called 
by the Mayor to take action on the deaths respectively of 
City Treasurer Alfred T. Turner and William McKinley, 
President of the United States. 

During this period the Board of Aldermen took action on 
8,239 orders and petitions. Of this number 61 met with 
executive disapproval, and were returned to the Board with 
the objections of the Mayor in writing. Nine of these were 
passed over the Mayor’s veto. 

There were 4,088 minors’ licenses granted during the 
year, 212 amusement licenses, and permits to the number of 
504 were issued for the projection of signs, transparencies, 
etc. 
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Fifteen hundred and sixty-nine jurors were drawn accord- 
ing to the provisions of law. 

Following are the names given to streets and changes of 
names of streets by the Street Commissioners, confirmed by 
the Board of Aldermen, and approved by the Mayor, 
February 23, 1901: 

The public way at South Boston leading from the south- 
westerly side of Summer street to A street, named Belcher 
street; the public way at West Roxbury, leading from the 
southwesterly side of South street, opposite Conway street, to 
South Fairview street, named South Conway street; the 
public way extending in continuation of the present Dor- 
chester avenue, from Summer street to Congress street, 
named Dorchester avenue; the name of Charlestown street 
changed to Washington street, North; the name of Hazel 
street, West Roxbury, leading in continuation of Robinwood 
avenue, from Enfield street to Rockview street, changed to 
Robinwood avenue; the name of that part of Mount Vernon 
street, West Roxbury, which extends from the angle in said 
street at Vermont street to Baker street, changed to Vermont 
street; the name of Draper court, Dorchester, changed to 
Hendry street; the name of Creek street, Dorchester, changed 
to Greenmount street; the name of Coolidge street, Brighton, 
changed to Coolidge road; the name of Rockland street, 
Brighton, changed to Academy Hill road. 

Notice of the above changes, etc., was filed with the 
Register of Deeds, February 27,1901, in accordance with 
law. 

An order of the Street Commissioners changing the name 
of Swett street, from Albany street, Roxbury, to Andrew 
square, South Boston, to Southampton street, was confirmed 
by the Board of Aldermen and approved by the Mayor, Feb- 
ruary 26, 1901, and the notice filed with the Register of 
Deeds, February 27, 1901. 

In the record department, mortgages, assignments of wages, 
married women’s certificates, Hens on vessels, etc., to the 
number of 9,692 were submitted for record, and 1,568 doc- 
uments, including assignments for the benefit of creditors, 
liquor license bonds, constables’ bonds, etc., were Pee on 
file. 

The appropriation of the department for the year was 
$51,000 and the total expenditures $50,445.35, leaving a 
balance on hand of $554.65.

GENERAL WORK. 


During the past year the general work performed has been 
the attendance at meetings of both branches of the City 
Council and the committees thereof; the care, custody, de- 
livery, and filing of ail city documents, minutes, books, and 
pamphlets of the City Council; the care of the city flagstaffs, 
flags, ropes, and stakes; the care and cleaning of the city 
Hall; also special work performed at the request of the 
Mayor, both branches of the City Council, and some of the 
city departments.

FLAGS, ROPES AND STAKES. 


The flag on City Hall was displayed every day during the 
past year, Sundays excepted. 

The flags were displayed during the past year, as follows: 
February 12, Lincoln’s birthday; February 22, Washington’s 
birthday; March 17, funeral of ex-President Harrison ; 
March 18, Evacuation Day; April 19, Patriots’ Day; April 
26, in East Boston only, for funeral of Penal Institutions Com- 
missioner Morrison; April 27, Grant’s birthday; May 30, 
Memorial Day; June 14, the anniversary of the adoption of 
the National Colors; June 17, Bunker Hill Day; July 4, 
Independence Day; September 2, Labor Day; September 14 
to October 14, on account of the death of President McKinley ; 
January 17, Franklin’s birthday. 

During the past year four new flagstaffs were erected 
by this department, under orders passed by the City 
Council. 

Two of these staffs, located at Mt. Bowdoin green and 
Hayes square, costing $575 each, were paid for out of the 
regular department appropriation. 

The other two, located at Madison square and Dorchester

Heights, costing $575 and $495 respectively, were charged 
to the appropriation for City Council, Incidental Ex- 
penses.

REVIEWS. 


The department was called upon last year to arrange for 
eight reviews of military or other organizations by the Mayor 
in front of City Hall. 


ELECTION RETURNS. 


In accordance with a vote of the City Council, arrange- 
ments were made to open the Council chamber for the an- 
nouncement of the State and City election returns to the 
members of the City Government and press. To perform 
this duty required the services of about eighteen extra clerks 
and messengers, four extra telephones, and four large black- 
boards ; about twenty police officers were detailed to preserve 
order in the building. 


THE JACKSONVILLE DISASTER. 


Under the direction of the Mayor a large amount of cloth- 
ing and supplies were received, packed and shipped by this 
department in May last for the relief of the Jacksonville 
sufferers; a sufficient number of packing cases were donated 
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by several business houses of the city for this purpose and 
were forwarded by the American Express Company without 
charge. 


THANKS ‘TENDERED. 


I desire to hereby express my thanks to the Board of Police 
for the very valuable assistance rendered in furnishing details 
of police during the past year on ordinary and special occa- 
sions. 

I also desire to thank the Superintendent of Streets for the 
prompt removal of snow and ice from the yard and sidewalks 
around City Hall during the winter months, and also the 
Superintendent of Public Grounds for the excellent care and 
maintenence of the grounds in front of City Hall. 

I also desire to thank the Superintendent of Public Build- 
ings for his prompt action in attending to the general repairs 
in City Hall. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would recommend that the area in front of City Hall, 
now covered by broken and well worn flagging, be replaced 
either by new stones or resurfaced with granolithic. 

There is at present no facilities for the public to obtain 
drinking water in the immediate vicinity of City Hall, and I 
would suggest and recommend that a drinking fountain be 
established and maintained in the rear of City Hall, as it is 
something that is absolutely needed. , 


EMPLOYEES. 


The total number of persons employed and paid from the 
department appropriation, including the City Messenger, and 
two police officers who attend the meetings of the Common 
Council, is twenty-five. 

There is a sergeant and ten police officers at present 
assigned to City Hall, under the direction of this department, 
to protect the building and preserve order therein, who receive 
a salary from the Police Department; the night men are re- 
quired to patrol the building each hour of the night, also on 
Sundays and holidays, in order to discover any fires or any 
leaks in the water and gas pipes; they are obliged to visit 
forty-three signal stations in different parts of the building 
during their tour of duty, the same being recorded on a 
watchman’s clock located in this office.

Sir, — In accordance with the requirements of the ordi- 
nances, I hereby present the following report of the work of 
this department for the financial year ending January 31, 
1902. 

The whole number of committees appointed for the period 
was seventy-eight, classified as follows:

These committees have had referred to them upwards of 
3,000 orders, petitions, remonstrances, and communications 
of various kinds, and the greater part of them have been 
acted upon with very little delay. 

The aldermanic committees on building’ department and 
public improvements and the joint committee on claims 
transacted the largest amount of business. The number of 
claims considered and acted upon by the latter committee 
was 340, requiring for settlement the sum of $71,685.77. 

The standing committees of the board of aldermen on 
electric wires, railroads, and licenses, and the special commit- 
tee on state aid have each had a large amount of work as- 
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signed them. The public celebrations on June Seventeenth, 
Patriots’ Day, Fourth of July, and Labor Day were arranged 
by the joint special committees in the usual satisfactory 
manner. 

The celebration of Evacuation Day, being the 125th anni- 
versary, was much more elaborate than usual, and was made 
notable by the distribution to the school children of over 
100,000 bronze medals, which were copies of the gold medal 
presented to General Washington by Congress after the 
evacuation of Boston by the British in 1776. 

Memorial exercises were held at Faneuil Hall, November 
26, under the direction of a joint special committee, express- 
ing officially the universal sorrow of the citizens of Boston 
oceasioned by the death of President McKinley. 

The investigation of the House of Correction, South Bos- 
ton, by a special committee of the board of aldermen, which 
was begun in 1900, was completed in May, 1901, and was a 
work of considerable magnitude, covering a period of four 
months, and necessitating the examination of approximately 
000 witnesses. 

LIcENSED MINORS. 

The number of minor newsboys, bootblacks and vendors 
of small wares licensed during the year was 4,088, being an 
increase of over 15 per cent. from the previous year. The 
number of minors unlicensed, and therefore beyond the con- 
trol of this division of the department, shows a gratifying 
decrease under the present system, and a number of the 
masters of the schools have expressed their satisfaction with 
the present conditions.

Hon. Patrick A. COLLINs, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — In comphance with Section 24 of Chapter 3 of the 
Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Commissioners 
respectfully submits its report for the year 1901. 

The work of this department during the past year has 
exceeded that of any year in its history, except of course the 
year of new general registration, 1896. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS. 


At the city election in December, 1900, the number of 
male voters on the list was 106,879. The number of such 
voters on the list published by the Board in August, 1901, 
was 93,003. From that time to the close of registration for 
the city, election there were added the names of 17,128 male 
voters, bringing the total of such voters on the list for the 
city election of 1901 to the hitherto unprecedented number 
of 110,131, an increase of 3,252 over the list of the preced- 
ing year. ‘There were 12,473 female voters registered for 
the city election of 1900. Last year their number was 
15,592, an increase of 3,119. The total increase of male 
and female voters over the preceding year was 6,371.

VotTINnG BooTtuHs. 


The Board has endeavored to meet all just requirements 
of the voters. Finding that its use of certain ward-rooms 
for registration and election purposes frequently interfered 
with their use by citizens for public meetings, it has had 
twenty wooden voting booths built during the past year. 
As a result, not only have these ward-rooms been restored to 
the citizens for whose use they were designed, but the Board 
has been almost completely relieved of the necessity of 
hiring private buildings for election purposes. The depart- 
ment has now 76 wooden booths and 105 steel booths. 
One hundred and seventy-seven of these booths were used 
in the elections, two being held in reserve in case of acci- 
dent. Thirteen city buildings and one private building were 
also used. 


LIGHTING OF BOOTHS. 


The voting compartments in the booths and buildings used 
for election purposes have been fitted up with candles and 
reflectors, and the interiors of the compartments painted 
white, so as completely to remove any complaint as to their 
darkness in the early morning hours. They are now ren- 
dered as light as day. 


VoTine LISTs AT CAUCUSES. 


The department for the first time has furnished voters at 
caucuses of the two leading political parties with consolidated 
printed lists of the supplementary voters registered up to 10 
o’clock P.M. of the second day preceding the caucus. For- 
merly the caucus officers were supphed with successive lists 
of supplementary voters clipped from the newspaper pub- 
lishing the same from time to time. It was necessary fre- 
quently for the caucus officers to keep a line of voters waiting 
a considerable time while they searched through the various 
lists of names printed in small type for a particular individ- 
ual. It is easy to see under these circumstances the temp- 
tation, in order to expedite matters, to pass supplementary 
voters without properly locating and checking their names. 
On the other hand, supplementary voters whose names were 
in reality upon the lists, were sometimes turned away and 
refused the right to vote because their names had not been 
found by the caucus officers. It was difficult, too, where the 
names were printed closely together in newspaper column to 
check the right one distinctly. The new lists furnished by 
the Board were printed in the same style as the voting lists 
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for elections and have proved a great advantage in the con- 
duct of the caucus. 


Caucus NOMINATION PAPERS. 


Section 108 of the Election Act (Revised Laws, Chapter 
11, Section 108) provides that “no nomination paper offered 
for filing shall be received or be valid unless the written ac- 
ceptance of every candidate thereby nominated shall be filed 
therewith.” The object of this section was to prevent the 
unauthorized use of people’s names as candidates for dele- 
gates to a convention or other office on a caucus ballot. Ifa 
particular name would strengthen one faction in a contest, 
it would be placed upon its ticket without consulting its 
owner. When the other faction learned what had been done, 
it would at once proceed to hunt up the person and attempt 
to obtain his withdrawal. But if it happened that for any 
reason he could not be reached in time, his name would stand 
on the ballot, perhaps heading a ticket in opposition to his 
own wishes and his own friends. A law to prevent this 
practice is necessary. ‘The above section, however, goes too 
far. It makes a nomination paper containing the names of, 
say, twenty-three candidates for delegates to a convention, 
where twenty-two of these candidates have accepted in writ- 
ing, wholly invalid because the twenty-third candidate has 
not accepted. It thus inaugurates a new injustice in place 
of the greater one removed. ‘The law should be amended so 
that such a nomination paper would be valid as to all the 
candidates who have accepted, and invalid only as to those 
candidates whose acceptances have not been obtained. 


LEGISLATION oF 1901. 


Section 1 of Chapter 249 of the Acts of 1901 (Revised 
Laws, Chapter 11, Section 104) providing that notices of cau- 
cuses shall state the place where and time when nomination 
papers shall be issued and the place where and earliest time 
whensuch papers may be filed, which time must be not less than 
24 week-day hours succeeding 8.0’clock of the day fixed for 
issuing such papers, has accomplished its purpose and given 
to all citizens an opportunity to prepare nomination papers 
and file them in competition with others at the appointed 
hour. : 

_. It has been a common practice to file with the. Board nomi- 
nation papers having papers. or.cards, containing the accept- 
ances of candidates or the.signatures of nominators, attached 
thereto in various ways. There was, constant danger that 
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these papers or cards might get detached from the nomina- 
tion paper itself and become lost or cause uncertainty as to 
which papers they properly belonged. ‘This difficulty has 
been obviated by the passage of Chapter 485 of the Acts of 
1901 (Revised Laws, Chapter 11, Section 198), which re- 
quires all nominations to be made on the original blanks pre- 
pared by the Board, and declares invalid any nomination 
paper to which is attached any such card, paper or other 
device. 

An act of great importance to the citizens of Boston was 
Chapter 402 of the Acts of 1901 (Revised Laws, Chapter 11, 
Sections 187-189), providing for the nomination of senators 
and the election of members of the state committees in the 
Suffolk senatorial districts by direct vote in the caucuses 
instead of by conventions. The change, which had the 
hearty concurrence of the Board, seems to have the unani- 
mous approval of the citizens of Boston. Not only is there 
no desire to return to the old convention system, but the 
success of the reform in the Suffolk districts has given 
the movement for direct nomination of candidates an impetus 
throughout the State. 

On the last day of the session of the Legislature Chapter 
531 of the Acts of 1901 (Revised Laws, Chapter 11, Section 
271) became a law. Under it the Mayor of Boston and the 
Board of Election Commissioners were constituted a board 
with power to “ determine upon, purchase and order the use 
of voting and counting machines.” ‘The machines so pur- 
chased were to be usea at such elections and caucuses in 
Boston as the Board of Election Commissioners might from 
time to time determine. 


VoTING MACHINES. 


The new Board thus created promptly organized by the 
choice of Charles R. Saunders as Chairman, and Melancthon 
W. Burlen as Secretary. A room was set apart in the Old 
Court-house where machines that had received the approval 
of the State Board of Examiners might be placed on exhibition, 
and the manufacturers of all such machines were invited to 
forward samples. .The owners of two of the three machines 
that had been approved by the State authorities responded, 
and their machines remained on exhibition for several weeks. 

A proper equipment of tle city with voting machines 
would, under any estimate, involve an expenditure of several 
hundred thousand dollars.. Before passing judgment on a 
matter of this consequence the Board determined to investi- 
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gate at first hand the practical workings of these machines 
where they had already been in use. In the summer of 1901 
accordingly the members of the Voting Machine Board, ex- 
cept the Mayor of Boston who was unable to accompany the 
other members, made a trip to the principal cities of New 
York. State, where one style of machine approved by the 
Massachusetts State Board was in use, and to Northampton, 
Massachusetts, where a different style of machine, also ap- 
proved by the State Board, had been adopted. City officials, 
including the Mayor, City Clerk, members of the City Coun- 
cil, and election officers and numerous private citizens were 
examined in each place, and their testimony taken down in 
shorthand by our chief clerk. This testimony has been 
typewritten and preserved and will be of permanent value in 
deciding finally this important question. 

Although appreciating fully the many merits of the voting 
machine the Board felt that a change of this character should 
not be hastily made. Under the opinion of the Supreme 
Judicial Court of Massachusetts, given to the House of 
Representatives last year, such machines as have been ap- 
proved by the State Board could not be used in the election 
of State officials without an amendment of the State Consti- 
tution or such change in the construction of the machines as 
would vitally impair the secrecy of the Australian ballot 
system. The machines are not designed or recommended by 
their makers for use at caucuses. It did not, therefore, seem 
expedient to the Board to purchase machines at great ex- 
pense to be used only at the city election. After the voter 
had participated in his September and November caucuses 
and the State election, expressing his will by the paper ballot 
system, 1t would tend only to confuse him to provide him at 
the last function of the year, the city election, with a differ- 
ent system. The voting machine industry is yet in its in- 
fancy. Improvements in its construction are constantly 
being made; so that if the way is eventually cleared for 
their full adoption in Massachusetts the people are likely to 
obtain an even better machine than has yet appeared. , 


ELECTION OFFICERS. 


In the month of October the 1,146 regular election officers 
and the 1,146 deputy election officers, who had been appointed 
by the Board for the ensuing year, were notified to appear 
before some member of the Board for instruction in their 
duties, and to be sworn. Each was notified of a meeting to 
be held in his section of the city on a particular night at 
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which some member of the Board would be present for the 
above purposes. ‘Twelve such meetings were held in differ- 
ent sections of thecity. Especial stress was laid upon Section 
234 of the Election Act (Revised Laws, Chapter 11, Section 
237) providing that each block of ballots shall be counted 
by two election officers representing the two leading political 
parties, each election officer, while so counting, to be under 
the inspection of an election officer of a different political 
party. The Board instructed the election officers that the 
ballots, when taken from the ballot-box at the close of the 
polls, should be placed upon a table in full sight of the voters, 
and not removed therefrom until every ballot had been can- 
vassed and the count completed. The election officer calling 
off the names on a ballot should have an election officer: 
of the opposite political party looking over his shoulder to 
see that he calls off correctly, and the election officer tally- 
ing down the names as called off should have an election 
officer of the opposite political party watching him to see 
that he tallies down correctly. It had been the almost 
universal practice throughout the city, in spite of repeated 
instructions from the Board, for the election officers, in order 
to expedite the count, to divide the ballots into two or even 
three portions, and each portion be counted by only two 
election officers. There was, therefore, little check upon the 
carelessness or intentional wrong doing of an election officer, 
for the attention of the caller-off was entirely taken up with 
his calling, and that of the taller with his tallying, and there 
was no supervision of either. The Board announced that it 
would hold the warden of each precinct responsible for the 
strict enforcement of this law, and the police officers on duty 
at the several precincts were directed by the Police Depart- 
ment to report instantly to our Board any infraction of this 
rule. As a result, although the returns of votes were 
necessarily somewhat delayed, the count was unusually 
accurate. 


DEPputTY ELECTION OFFICERS. 


The Board desires to repeat the recommendation made in 
its last four annual reports that deputy election officers in 
Boston be abolished. Of the 1,146 deputies appointed by the 
Board last year 285 failed even to appear before the Board 
and qualify. Few of them have an opportunity to serve on 
election day, as vacancies among the regular election officers 
are infrequent. Consequently their only service is to ap- 
pear at the opening of the polls, for which they subsequently 
receive $1.50 for such appearance at each election. There 
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would be no difficulty in filling whatever vacancies might 
occur among the regular officers by nomination and hand 
vote from the floor. About $2,000 a year would be saved 
to the city by their abolition. The Board drafted a bill pro- 
viding for the doing away with deputy election officers in 
Boston, and, with the approval of Your Honor, appeared before 
the Committee on Election Laws at the State House in advo- 
cacy of the same at the present session of the Legislature. 
The bill has been favorably reported by the Committee and 
the Board trusts will become a law. 


EXAMINATIONS FOR ELECTION OFFICERS. 


In spite of full oral and printed instructions given each 
year to the election officers, there is still much room for im- 
provement in their work. During the coming year we hope 
to institute a system of practical examination which shall re- 
sult in furnishing the city with a permanent body of intel- 
ligent, skilled election officers. 


OFFICIAL STAMPS. 


In its endeavor to prevent absolutely any tampering with 
the ballots by election officers, by the addition of cross marks 
nullifying the will of the voter, the Board considered carefully 
the expediency of providing official stamps for the voters to 
use in marking their ballots instead of the usual pencil. 
Under Section 2238 of the Election Act (Revised Laws, Chap- 
ter 11, Section 226), if such stamps are provided, no marks 
on the ballot except those made with the stamps can be 
counted, and if a stamp mark has been erased the ballot shall 
be counted as if no erasure had been made. Various styles 
of stamps were submitted to the Board by different manufact- 
urers. Certain practical difficulties in their use, however, 
presented themselves, and the Board finally concluded to 
postpone further consideration of this innovation until it 
could ascertain the effect of a strict insistence upon the 
counting of the ballots by all inspectors. 


RECOUNTS. 


The Board received during the past year the usual num- 
ber of petitions for recounts of ballots cast at caucuses and 
elections. A number of changes in the results, as announced 
by the caucus and election officers, were occasioned thereby. 
The recounts of the Republican and Democratic caucuses in 
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September, the recount of the State election in November, 
and the recount of the city election in December were carried 
on at Faneuil Hall, which is admirably adapted for such 
work. The recounts of the Republican and Democratic cau- 
cuses in November were held at Union Hall on two successive 
days, in consequence of the use of Faneuil Hall having been 
eranted eight months in advance for a fair for that entire 
week. By employing clerical assistance in addition to the 
full office force, it was possible to have the recount progress- 
ing in fifteen wards simultaneously. In this manner, and by 
counting forenoon, afternoon and evening of each day, re- 
counts throughout the city were completed in two days. 
The candidates affected were represented in person or by 
attorney at each table, and the results of the recounts were 
promptly accepted as final by all parties, except in one rep- 
resentative contest, where the recount made a change in the 
candidate elected. On petition to the House of Represen- 
tatives for another recount of this vote the Committee on 
Elections of the House again counted the vote, and reported 
the same candidate elected as determined by the recount of 
the Board. 


DEMOCRATIC SOCIAL PARTY. 


In the State election of 1900 the Socialist Labor party 
failed to poll three per cent. of the entire vote cast in the 
State for Governor, and thereupon ceased to be entitled to 
the privileges of a political party. The Democratic Social 
party, however, for the first time polled more than the re- 
quired three per cent., and thus stepped into the place vacated 
by the Socialist Labor party. Caucus rooms, ballots and all 
the other paraphernalia were provided by the Board for the 
caucuses of this party in August and November. At the 
August caucuses only five wards in the city cast more than 
10 votes, while in five wards no votes at all were cast. At 
the November caucuses only two wards cast more than 10 
votes, while in no less than eleven wards not a single voter 
appeared. In a number of wards no nominations whatever 
were filed by the Democratic Social party with the Board, 
and the ballots provided for such wards were entirely blank, 
as far as names of candidates were concerned. We would 
suggest that where no nominations for a particular ward 
are filed with the Board it ought not to be obliged to fit up 
a caucus room, and provide ballots and boxes for such ward. 
The method of nominating candidates for a caucus is so 
simple that unless a handful of citizens in a ward can be 
found to take that trouble the city ought not to be asked to 
recognize that particular caueus further. 
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NEw PRECINCTS. 


In consequence of the heavy registration for the city elec- 
tion, Precincts 5, 6 and 8 of Ward 20 contained at the close of 
registration 1,045, 1,012 and 1,021 male voters respectively. 
Under Section 159 of the Election Act (Revised Laws, 
Chapter 11, Section 162) it will devolve upon the Board: 
of Aldermen on or before the first Monday of July in the 
current year to divide these precincts or make a new division 
into precincts of the entire ward, so that no precinct shall 
contain more than 1,000 registered male voters. 


ILLEGAL REGISTRATION. 


Fifty-four names were stricken from the voting lst by the 
Board during the year because of non-residence, deaths 
(other than those reported by the Registrar of Deaths), or 
other ineligibility. 


CARD INDEX. 


A work of considerable magnitude during the year was the 
preparation by the Board of a general card index of all the 
voters of the city. This has proved of great value. It is 
now possible to turn instantly to the record of the registra- 
tion of every voter upon the list. ‘The office has also a sep- 
arate card index of naturalized voters up to the year 1900, 
which is designed to be permanent after the general card 
index is made of no effect by the new general registration of 
1906. We have asked for an appropriation to enable us to 
keep up the general card index, to write up the card index 
of naturalized voters for the years 1900 and 1901, and to 
prepare a book record of the latter. When naturalized citi- 
zens, who may have lost their papers, apply for registration, 
in 1906 it will then be possible promptly to furnish them 
with all the data of their naturalization. 


Boston BatuLot LAw COMMISSION. 


The Board, sitting with Associate Justice William J. 
Forsaith of the Municipal Court of the City of Boston, as the 
Boston Ballot Law Commission, heard two disputed nomi- 
nation cases in connection with the city election. The nomi- 
nation of the Democratic candidates for aldermen in the 
Fourth Aldermanic District was contested on the ground that 
the ballots for aldermen cast at the Democratic caucuses in the 
several wards of the district were not counted by the caucus 
officers. There were only two Democratic candidates for 
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nomination for aldermen whose names appeared upon the 
official ballots in the district, and the district was entitled to 
two aldermen. After hearing the evidence and the argument 
of counsel for the contestant the Commission decided by 
the unanimous vote of the Election Commissioners that the 
objection was not sustained, and that the names of these two 
candidates should appear upon the election ballot. The 
second case was a protest against the nomination paper of a 
Republican Independent candidate for the Common Council 
in Ward 18, on the ground that a sufficient number of names 
had been added to his paper without the authority of the 
owners to bring the number of authorized legal signatures 
below the number necessary for a nomination paper for that 
office. The Commission gave two hearings in the matter, 
and by the unanimous vote of the Election Commissioners 
found the charge sustained, and the nomination paper invalid 
in consequence. 


JURORS. 


An important part of the work of the Board is the prep- 
aration of the list of voters of Boston qualified to serve as 
jurors in the courts of Suffolk County. In this task the 
Board has taken especial pains. Lists of persons suggested 
for jury service were handed in to the Board from various. 
sources. So numerous were these names that, if they had all 
been accepted by the Board, the preparation of the additions 
to the list for the year would have been practically accom- 
plished by outside persons free from all responsibility. The 
Board, therefore, voted to disregard such applications, and pro- 
ceeded to make up the list from all the information it could 
obtain from the assessors’ books, its own voting lists, and other 
reliable sources. Its aim has been to give due representation 
in that honorable service to all classes of our citizens, taken 
from each and every section of the city. 


Boston’s PROPORTION OF VENIRES. 


Section 10 of Chapter 176 of the Revised Laws provides 
that the clerks of the Supreme Judicial Court and the 
Superior Court for Suffolk County shall apportion the number 
of jurors among the several cities and towns of the county, 
as nearly as may be, in proportion to population. On in- 
vestigation it was found that in a venire of 46 for the 
Supreme Judicial Court, Boston had only 40 jurors, in a 
venire of 86 for the Superior Court, Civil Session, only 30, 
and in a venire of 40 for the Superior Court, Criminal 
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Session, only 84. On a basis of population, according to the 
census of 1900, Boston should have in the first case 42 jurors, 
in the second 88 and in the third 86. Upon conference with 
the clerks of the several courts it was arranged that hence- 
forth Boston should have the full representation on Suffolk 
juries to which it is entitled. 


(JUARTERS. 


With the great increase in the work of the department, 
the quarters in which it is carried on have become so in- 
adequate that relief cannot longer be postponed. So cramped 
have we been for room that registration at our office is 
carried on at certain seasons of the year in three separate 
rooms, one borrowed from another department of the city. 
The Commissioners are grouped in one small room, with no 
opportunity for separate, concentrated work. Each is conse- 
quently interrupted in the work allotted to him by persons 
having business with the others. The same room has also 
to be used for hearings before the Board. The accommoda- 
tions for our force of clerks are also insufficient. A plan for 
temporary relief has been suggested to Your Honor which, if 
carried out, will relieve the situation for the present. 


MEMBERSHIP OF BOARD. 
The term of Hon. George. P. Sanger, for four years a 
member of the Board, expired April 80, 1901. Charles R. 
Saunders, Esq., appointed as his successor for the term of 


four years ending April 80, 1905, assumed the duties 
of his office June 20, 1901.

ESTIMATE FOR ENSUING YEAR. 


With the steady increase in the number of voters on the 
list the expenses of the department tend naturally to increase. 
In a letter to your predecessor, under date of December 29, 
1901, we submitted our estimate of the expenses for the en- 
suing year, giving an itemized statement of the same, and 
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our conclusion that the sum of $140,600 would be necessary ~ 
properly to carry out the duties imposed by law upon the 
Board. If radical changes in the caucus laws, such as some 
of those proposed to the present Legislature, should be enacted 
into law, we should be obliged to ask for still further funds 
later in the year.

The above booths when not in use are stored in different 
places in the city. Two additional old wooden booths, not 
removed from locations, are also used as polling places. ‘To 
each booth belong railings and voting compartments, tables, 
chairs, stove, and other necessary furnishings and _ voting 
paraphernalia. The department now owns 1,800 chairs, 770 
tables, 530 voting compartments and 1,090 wooden horses for 
the same, 225 stools for ballot-boxes, 196 counting-boards, 
187 stoves, and the required lamps, coal-hods, shovels, pokers, 
coal-barrels, and other minor equipment for the voting 
booths. 


185 Federal ballot-boxes, many in poor condition, used at elections. 
25 United States ballot-boxes, comparatively new, used for caucuses. 
25 Standard ballot-boxes, formerly used at caucuses, and now used as 
‘‘extras’’ at caucuses and elections.

All of the above ballot-boxes are kept in the basement 
room in the Old Court-house. At the storehouse in South 
Boston are 250 old ballot-boxes, not answering the present 
requirements of law, but placed at each polling place at elec- 
tions for temporary use in case of emergency; also 108 old 
revolving ballot-boxes, not now of any available use. 


Office furniture in Rooms 1, 2, 8.and 9, Old Court-house, 
used as the offices of the department, consisting of 8 roll- 
top desks, 8 swivel chairs for same, and 23 smaller swivel 
chairs, 1 library table and five oak arm-chairs, 2 atlas cases,

The duties of the City Engineer include the designing and 
superintending of the construction of new bridges, retaining- 
walls, city wharves, and such other public engineering works 
as the City Council may authorize; the making of such sur- 
vey, plans, estimates, statements and descriptions, and taking 
such levels as the City Government or any of its depart- 
ments or committees may require; the custody of all surveys 
and plans relating to the laying-out, locating anew, altering, 
widening or discontinuing of streets; and the new engineer- 
ing construction for all departments of the city. He must 
be consulted on all work where the advice of a civil engineer 
would be of service. The office of the City Engineer was 
established by ordinance on October 81, 1850, and by chapter 
449 of the Acts of 1895.

The annual inspection of all highway and foot-bridges has 
been made, together with special examinations when notified 
by the Superintendent of Streets of the progress of repairs. 

The management of all the bridges and draws between 
Cambridge and Boston, by the Acts of 1898, chapter 467, is 
vested in a board of two commissioners, which has charge of 
the following eight bridges, viz.: Cambridge street, Canal, 
Essex street, Harvard, North Harvard street, Prison Point, 
West Boston, and Western avenue to Cambridge; one-half 
the cost of the maintenance of these bridges is paid by each 
of these cities.

Agassiz-road Bridge (in the Fens). 
This bridge was built in 1887, of brick and stone masonry. 


It is maintained by the Park Department, and is in good 
condition. 


Albany-street Bridge (over the Boston § Albany R.R. Freight 
Tracks). 


The original structure was built in 1856-57, and rebuilt 
in 1867-68. The present bridge was built in 1886-87, and 
is maintained in part by the City of Boston, and in part by 
the Boston & Albany Railroad. Some patching of the road- 
way deck has been done during the year, but the whole 
lower planking is poor and should be examined carefully 
when the bridge is sheathed again. The sidewalk planking 
is very thin and should be renewed. ) 


Allston Bridge (over the Boston § Albany R.R., Brighton). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. The bridge is in 
good condition. 


Arborway Bridge (over Stony brook, in Parkway, near Forest 
Mills Station). 
This is a wooden bridge resting on abutments of vulcan- 


ized spruce piles. The stringers and under-planking are of 
vulcanized hard pine. It was built in 1893, and is main- 
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tained by the Park Department. The sidewalk planking is 
poor and should be renewed and the fences painted. 


Ashland-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford h.R., West Roxbury). 


The present structure is of iron, and was built in 1875. 
The bridge has been sheathed during the year and a new 
fence built. 


Ashmont-street and Dorchester-avenue Bridge (over Old Colony 
Division, New York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is a wooden bridge, formerly maintained by the rail- 
road company. It was lengthened on the Boston side in 
1895, and now the city maintains 75 feet of the northerly 
part. The fencing needs painting, and some of the roadway 
planking needs renewal. 


Athens-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, New 
Haven § Hartford R.f.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1874. The sidewalk plank- 
ing has been renewed, the deck patched and the- roadway 
sheathed. The ironwork is very rusty; the deck planking 
and fences are in poor condition. The bridge should be 
stripped and painted. 


Audubon-road Bridge (over the Boston § Albany R.L.). 


This is a steel-plate girder bridge, built in 1893-94, and 
is maintained by the Park Department. With the exception 
of the sheathing and sidewalk planking the bridge is in good 
condition. The sidewalk planking is thin, and should be 
renewed. 


Beacon-street Bridge (over Outlet of the Fens). 


This iron bridge with a wooden roadway was built in 
1880-81. During the year the roadway portion of the 
bridge has been rebuilt in steel and concrete construction, 
consisting of 18-inch steel I-beams, filled between and encased 
with Portland cement concrete, strengthened with expanded 
metal, the old iron girders being left in place and included 
in the new construction. 

The street car rails on the bridge were laid on ties bedded 
in sand, trenches of suitable size for the tracks being pro- 
vided in the concrete filling over the steel beams. This 
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construction has proved to be efficient in preventing the 
rumbling noise usually caused by street cars in crossing 
bridges. 

The roadway was paved with hard-pine blocks treated by 
the creo-resinate process, and the sidewalks were replanked 
with spruce. 


Beacon-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1884—85, widened in 1887-88, 
and the central roadway further widened in 1890 for the con- 
venience and at the expense of the Street Railway Company. 
All the ironwork above the floor has been painted during the 
year; the part below, however, is badly rusted and should be 
cleaned and painted when the deck is renewed. The facias 
are still in a poor condition. 


Bellevue-street Bridge (over Muddy river, in Riverway). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 44 feet span and 15 
feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Departments of 
Boston and Brookline, and is maintained jointly by them. 


Bennington-street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach ¢ Lynn 
h.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1889, and is in fair condi- 
tion. It will soon be replaced by a new and wider bridge, and 
a contract has been made for doing the work. (See page 86). 


Berkeley-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R. and 
Providence Division, N. Y. N. H. § H. R.R.). 


The bridge over the tracks of the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road, which is maintained by the city, was originally built 
for the Boston Water Power Company, and accepted by the 
city in 1869. The structure over these tracks is a through 
plate girder bridge, and was builtin 1891. 

During the year new stringers and stringer seats were put 
under the street railway tracks, a new deck laid and the 
whole bridge cleaned and painted. 


Berkeley-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This bridge was closed to travel in November, 1901, and 
has since been removed. i 
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Bernier-street Foot-bridge (over Bridle path in Riverway). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 38 feet 4 inches 
span. It was built in 1893, and is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Bernier-street Foot-bridge (over Muddy river). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 52 feet span and 14 
feetrise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Departments of 
Boston and Brookline, and is maintained jointly by them. 


Berwick-park Foot-bridge ; (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven §& Hartford R.f.). 


This is an iron foot-bridge, erected in 1894. ‘The iron 
stairs and piers were new, but the trusses and floor-beams 
were those built for Franklin street in 1883. The ironwork 
has been painted during the year, and the bridge is in good 
condition. 


Blakemore-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82. It is now in 
good condition, cA: sidewalk planking, which should be 
renewed. 


Bolton-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, New 
Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1889. The fences 
should be repaired and painted; the roadway planking is 
only in a fair condition, and will soon need renewal. 


Boston-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is a new plate girder bridge, built in 1900. It has 
two roadways, each 18 feet 38 inches wide in the clear, and 
two sidewalks, each 7 feet wide; the lower planking is 
4-inch hard pine, and the wearing surface is 2-inch spruce. 
The sidewalks are of 2-inch hard pine. ‘The surface of the 
bridge is maintained by the city, and the rest of the struct- 
ure by the railroad company. The bridge is in good con- 
dition. 
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Boylston-street Arch Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is a stone arch bridge, built in 1881. It is in good 
condition. 


Boylston-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.LR.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1886-88. The ironwork 
above the floor has been painted during the year with the 
exception of the fences; these should be painted. The iron- 
work below the floor is very rusty, and should be cleaned 
and painted. 


Bridle-path Bridge (over Muddy River, in the Riverway). 


This is a masonry bridge of three arches; the central arch 
is elliptical in form, with a span of 30 feet and a rise of 9 
feet 6 inches; the side arches are semi-circular, 15 feet in 
diameter. It was built in 1894, and is maintained by the 
Park Department. It is in good condition. 


Broadway Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


The draw and its foundation were rebuilt in 1874-75, and 
the woodwork on the draw was renewed in 1896. The 
bridge, with the exception of the draw-span, was closed to 
travel September 8, preparatory to rebuilding. A temporary 
foot-bridge was built outside the lines of the street, but util- 
izing the old draw-span to serve for foot travel during the 
construction of the new bridge, the foot-bridge being opened 
to travel September 7. The old bridge is now being removed. 

The wooden draw pier has been repaired, all portions not 
recently rebuilt, having been removed and replaced with new 
work, except a few piles which were in good condition.

Broadway Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


The old bridge, built in 1880-1, was replaced in 1900 by 
the present bridge. The paint used ‘on this bridge has not 
worn well, and it will be advisable to paint’ the whole struct- 
ure within a year to prevent its rusting. 


Brookline-avenue Bridye (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1884. It is in good con- 
dition with exception of the ironwork below the floor, which 
should be painted. 


OE a 
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Brookline-avenue Bridge (over Muddy River, in the Riverway). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 15 feet span. It 
was built in 1892 by the Park Departments of Boston and 
Brookline, and is maintained by them jointly. 


Byron-street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach ¢ 
Lynn R.R.). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1889. The fences have 
been painted, and minor repairs made. ‘The bridge is in poor 
condition. ‘The bulkheads are somewhat rotten; some of 
the filling beneath one of the sills has settled; the deck 
planking is rotten at the butts; the curb sticks and sidewalk 
planking are poor, and the iron rods need painting. 


Cambridge-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. It 
was rebuilt in 1884; the draw was rebuilt in 1891. The 
bridge is in the care of the Commissioners for the Boston and 
Cambridge bridges, and the city pays one-half the cost of 
maintenance. A few deck planks on the main bridge and 
draw have been renewed and the roadway sheathed ; the 
planking on the piers and waterway is in poor condition; 
the fender-guard on the Cambridge side needs repairing; the 
deck planking has been repaired in spots several times, and 
is only in fair condition; that on the draw needs renewal ; 
the sidewalk planking needs repairs; one draw arm on the 
Cambridge side should be renewed; the draw needs adjust- 
ing; both abutments need repairing; new irons are needed on 
the waterway; the bridge shonld be painted, and a boat 
should be provided. 


Cambridge-street Bridge (over Boston § Maine and 
Boston § Albany Railroads, Charlestown). 


This bridge was built in 1901, and opened to travel in the 
summer. It is a steel bridge of four spans, having three 
lines of riveted modified Warren trusses, and was built under 
the Grade Crossing Act by the Boston & Maine Railroad. 
The surface is maintained by the city, the remainder by the 
railroad company; it has two roadways, each 25 feet 8 inches 
wide, and two 10-foot sidewalks ; the trusses are supported 
on stone abutments and piers ; the roadways are paved with 
granite blocks, and the sidewalks are of hard pine; the bridge 
is 75 feet wide and about 3817 feet long. It is in good 
condition. 
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Canal, or Craigie’s Bridge. 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turn-table 
draw. The city pays one-half the cost of maintenance. 
The bridge was originally built in 1808, was rebuilt in 1852, 
and was again rebuilt and widened in 1874. The bridge is 
in the care of the Commissioners for the Boston and Cam- 
bridge bridges. The paving on the Cambridge end has been 
repaired, and the up-stream corner of the draw-pier has 
been partially rebuilt, oak piles and hard-pine timber being 
used ; a few deck planks on the draw have been renewed, 
and the remainder are in poor condition. The sidewalks, 
sidewalk bulkheads, roadway planking near the curbs, and 
fencing that have not recently been rebuilt are poor, and need 
rebuilding ; additional stringers are needed near the draw, 
and some pile work is needed near the ends of the bridge ; 
some of the spur-shores need refitting; the roadway pave- 
ment on the Boston side of the draw should be repaired; the 
up-stream fender-guards are in poor condition; the draw, 
track circle, and wharf need extensive repairs, and the bridge 
should be painted. 


Castle Island Foot-bridge (from Marine Park ,to Castle 
Island). 


This is a temporary foot-bridge, built in 1892, and is 
maintained by the Park Department. It connects the 
Marine park with Castle Island, and is furnished with a 
draw, so that if desired by the United States authorities the 
island can be cut off from the mainland. Repairs are needed 
on the fence and planking, and the bridge should be painted ; 
otherwise the bridge is in fair condition. 


Central-avenue Bridge (over Neponset River, Dorchester 
Lower Mills). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1876. The city 
maintains the part within its limits. The woodwork of the 
roadway is in poor condition; the bridge should be stripped, 
the upper part of the floor-beams should be cleaned and 
painted, and the woodwork renewed. 


Charlesgate Bridge (in the Fens, over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. The fences have been painted 
during the year, and the bridge is now in good condition. 
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Charlesgate Bridge (in the Fens, over Ipswich Street). 


This is a deck-plate girder bridge with a buckle-plate 
floor. ‘The roadway is paved with asphalt and the sidewalks 
with artificial stone. The fences have been painted during 
the year. 


Charlestown Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This bridge was opened to public travel November 27, 1899. 
The bridge over the river consists of ten spans of deck-plate 
girders, each 85 feet long, resting on masonry piers, and 
a swing or turn-table draw 240 feet 6 inches long. The 
width of the bridge for its entire length is 100 feet, 
divided into two sidewalks, each 10 feet wide, two road- 
ways for street traffic, each 27 feet 9 inches wide, and a 
roadway for surface street cars 22 feet wide. Over the car 
space are the elevated tracks of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company. ‘There are two draw channels for the pas- 
sage of vessels, each 50 feet wide. The height of the under 
side of the draw above mean high water is 28 feet. 

The bridges over Water street and over the railroad 
tracks each consist of two spans of steel I-beams, with brick 
arches turned between the beams. The roadways of the 
fixed spans over the river and over Water street have granite 
block paving, and the sidewalks have asphalt wearing sur- 
faces. The roadway of the span over the railroad is paved 
with asphalt. The floorings of the draw, both for the road- 
way and sidewalks, have plank wearing surfaces. The entire 
structure is now in good condition. 


Chelsea Bridge (over Boston § Maine R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built by the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road Company in 1894, and is over the railroad location. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city; the 
remainder by the railroad company. ‘The wheel-guard on ° 
the bridge is too low and narrow, the fences need repairing 
and painting, the sidewalk needs small repairs, and the 
northerly girders need painting; otherwise the bridge is in 


good condition. 


Chelsea Bridge, North (over North Channel, Mystic River). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The original 
structure was built in 1802-38. The piles under the main 
bridge were driven in 1880. The upper part of the bridge, 
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the draw and draw foundations were built in 1895. .The 
draw-way was widened to 60 feet in 1900, the draw founda- 
tion being enlarged, the draw lengthened, and the draw piers 
built. Ordinary repairs have been made; the tops of some 
of the old piles have begun to decay; the old fender-guards 
are in poor condition, and some of the sidewalk planking 
needs renewal; otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Chelsea Bridge, South (over South Channel, Mystic River). 


This is a pile bridge with an iron draw. The original 
bridge was built in 1802-8. ‘The piles of the present bridge 
were driven and the draw was built in 1877. That part of 
the bridge above the girder caps was rebuilt at a higher 
grade, and the draw was raised in 1895. The upper part of 
the draw has been painted and ordinary repairs made. ‘The 
fender-guards are in poor condition; the top of the pier 
should be rebuilt; the waterway should be repaired; the 
woodwork on the sidewalks should be renewed; two iron 
brackets and the latches should be repaired and reset on 
solid wood. 


Chelsea-street Bridge (from Kast Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron swing draw; 
the original bridge was built in 1834; was rebuilt in 1848, 
1878, and again in 1894-95. A new wheel for operating 
the adjusting screw should be provided. The bridge is in 
good condition. 


Circutt-drive Bridge (over Searboro Pond, in Franklin 
Pare); 


This is an elliptical masonry arch of 30 feet span and 6 
feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1893, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Columbus-avenue Bridges (over Boston § Albany R.R. and 
Providence Division N. Y., N. H. §& H. R.R.). 


The bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad was built 
in 1876-77, and is maintained by the city. In 1899 the 
bridge was shortened 11 feet at its south end, and a pier 
built in place of the old south abutment. 

The portion of the bridge above the floor has been painted 
during the year; the portion below the floor should be 
painted and a new lower flooring put in. 

The bridge over the tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R. 
was built in 1899, and is maintained by that company. 
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Commercial Point or Tenean Bridge (Dorchester). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. 
The piles were driven in 1875. The westerly end of the 
north abutment was taken down and rebuilt; some of. the 
caps, both leaves of the draw and all the woodwork above 
the caps that support the bridge were rebuilt last year; a 
few of the stringers outside the fence were not renewed. 
The bridge is in good condition. 


Commonwealth-avenue Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1881-82. It is 
now in good condition. 


Congress-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron turn-table draw 
on a stone foundation, and was built in 1874-75. Only 
ordinary repairs have been made. Some of the fencing and 
sidewalk near the Boston end, part of the roadway flooring 
and the paving on the South Boston side of the draw are in 
very poor condition. ‘The track circles are much worn, the 
fender-guards and wings on the waterway are in poor condi- 
tion. The draw should be provided with new tracks, the 
lower chord should be uncovered, examined, repaired if nec- 
essary, and be painted; the centre of the bridge and part of 
the gutter and sidewalk should be uncovered, the poor 
timber and planking should be renewed, and the bridge 
repaved ; and repairs are needed on the cross-bracing, fender- 
guards, ends of draw and draw landings; the roadway and 
sidewalk planking and four main piles need renewal. 


Cornwall-street Bridge (over Stony brook, West Roxbury). 


This is a small wooden bridge, built in 1892. It is in 
good conditiou. 


Cottage Farm Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R., 
Brighton). 


The present bridge was built in 1895-96. With the ex- 
ception of the plate girders on the outside lines of the bridge, 
and some special construction under the sidewalks, the su- 
perstructure is composed of twenty-inch steel beams filled 
between with brick arches and Portland cement concrete, on 
which is a wearing surface of Sicilian rock asphalt. The 
sheet lead on the lower flanges of the beams over the two 
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tracks used for local traffic has been removed during the 
year. The cinders discharged with the exhaust from the 
locomotives had cut away the lead so badly in places that it 
was not deemed safe to allow it to remain longer in its 
ragged condition over these tracks. The paint on the flanges 
of these beams which had been protected by the lead was found 
to be in such excellent condition that there was no occasion 
for repainting. 


Cottage-street Foot-bridge (over flats, Hast Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, built in 1889, for foot travel 
only. Repairs have been made on the fences, planking and 
braces. The bridge is in poor condition. The filling has 
been carried out 875 feet beside the southerly end of the 
bridge, and this length of bridge, which is in the worst con- 
dition, could be abandoned, and connection be made with the 
filled street. Some of the stringers should be renewed, the 
bridge should be replanked, the fences repaired and painted. 
Some of the piles have begun to decay, and the cross-bracing 
should be renewed where necessary. 


Dartmouth-street Bridges (over Boston g¢ Albany R.R. and 
Providence Division, N. Y., N. H. § H. RR). 


The bridge over ‘the Boston & Albany Railroad was built 
in 1878-79, and is maintained by the city. Very extensive 
changes were made in this bridge in 1899 by the railroad 
companies, necessitated by the new location of the tracks of 
the N. Y.,N. H. & H. R.R. leading to the South Station and 
the abandoning of the tracks connecting this road with the 
B. & A. R.R. The bridge is in good condition with the ex- 
ception of the lower planking. ‘This should be renewed this 
year in order to maintain the bridge in a safe condition. 

The bridge over the tracks of the N. Y.,N. H. & H. R.R. 
was built in 1899, and is maintained by the railroad company. 


Dorchester-avenue Bridge (over Old Colony Division, N. Y., 
Nil di totakt. ): 


This is a new steel bridge built in 1900 over the new loca- 
tion of the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad. 
It has two roadways and two sidewalks; the deck plank is 
4-inch hard pine covered with a wearing surface of 2-inch 
spruce. ‘The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city 
and the rest of the structure by the railroad company. It is 
in good condition. 
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Dorchester-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1869. It is principally 
maintained by the railroad company, and was repaired and 
put in fair condition in 1898. The bridge is, however, too 
- light a structure for the street-car traffic now passing over it, 
but as the railroad tracks are to be removed very soon and 
the bridge abandoned, it can be made to do service fora year 
or two longer if carefully looked after. The lower planking 
should be patched at once. 


Dover-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This was originally a wooden pile bridge, built in 18085, 
rebuilt in 1858-59, and again in 1876. In 1898-94, upon 
the abolition of the grade crossing of the Old Colony Rail- 
road, the present iron structure resting on masonry piers 
was built. The fences and roadway gates have been painted, 
the draw-piers have been repaired and general repairs have 
been made; some new track:-is needed for the draw; the rack 
should be realigned in order that the draw may be reversed ; 
the masonry piers need repointing. (See page 88.) 


Ellicott-arch Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 17 feet 6 inches 
span. It was built in 1889, and is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Essex-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This bridge is in the care of the Commissioners for the 
Boston and Cambridge bridges; the city pays one-half the 
cost of maintenance. It is a wooden pile bridge, with a 
wooden leaf draw, and was originally built in 1850; the draw 
was rebuilt and the adjoining stringers renewed in 1891; the 
other woodwork above the piles was renewed and some piles 
on the Boston side were driven in 1896. The sidewalk on 
the Cambridge side has been repaired, and ordinary repairs 
made. Some of the stringers adjoining the draw-arms have 
begun to decay. 

The bridge should be painted; one Samson post needs 
additional fastening; the curb irons on the Cambridge side 
need regulating, and the staging under the bridge on the 
Boston side needs strengthening. 
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Everett-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R., Brighton). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1891, by the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Company. As reported last year the bridge 
needs painting and slight repairs to some of the woodwork. 


Federal-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile iron 
draw, and was rebuilt in 1891-92. The trucks have been 
taken apart and cleaned; the draw has a new deck of 4-inch 
spruce; the tops of the floor-beams, portions of girders that 
were uncovered during repairs, and the machinery under the 
draw have been painted; the Boston Elevated Railroad Com- 
pany has laid new rails on and adjacent to the draw, and 
general repairs have been made. ‘The fence on the main 
bridge should be painted, the sidewalk resurfaced in part, 
the wharves and fender-guards repaired, and the middle 
rests for the draw reset. Some loose lumber has_ been 
caught in the piling, and should be removed; additional 
stops are needed for the draw, and a spare truck should be 
provided ; some of the spur-shoes have begun to decay, and 
should be refitted; the irons on the waterway should be 
repaired. 

Fen Bridge (in the Fens). 


This bridge was rebuilt in 1891-93. Itis in good condition. 


Ferdinand-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. In 1899 this bridge 
was shortened about three feet at its southerly end, and the 
old south abutment replaced by a brick pier. The lower 
planking is in poor condition. 


Forest Hills Entrance Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This bridge was built in 1894-95. It is maintained by the 
Park Department, and is in good condition. 


Gold-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, New 
Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This bridge was built in 1895, replacing a foot-bridge 
which was built in 1890; the sidewalk planking should be 
renewed; the girders above the sidewalk should be painted, 
and the walls need some repointing; otherwise the bridge is 
in good condition. 
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Granite Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden leaf draw. 
The city maintains the part within its limits. The bridge 
was originally built in 18387. It is in poor condition, and 
will soon need rebuilding; the abutment should be repaired ; 
the piles are much worn; several of the stringers show con- 
siderable rot; the planking on the draw is decaying, and the 
tops of the piers are very poor. 


Harvard Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


This is an iron bridge, with an iron turntable draw, and 
was built in 1887-91. The bridge is in the care of two Com- 
missioners, one appointed from Boston and one from Cam- 
bridge, and the expense of maintenance is borne equally by 
each city. 

During the year the roadway of the fixed spans of the 
bridge has been repaired and paved with wooden blocks. 
New wooden stringers of sizes sufficient for the heaviest 
electric cars were laid by the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany, and all other roadway stringers found to be decayed 
were replaced by sound timbers. 

New roadway planking of 83-inch thick hard pine was laid, 
and the entire surface of the roadway paved with hard-pine 
blocks 4 inches deep. The planking and paving blocks which 
were treated by the creo-resinate process were furnished and 
laid by the United States Wood Preserving Company of New 
York. 

The tops of the main girders of the bridge were well 
painted during the progress of the work. The sidewalks of 
the bridge are almost constantly under repair, and should 
be rebuilt in the near future. The iron railings should 
be repainted. 


Harvard-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford k.f., Dorchester). 

The sidewalks are supported by the city, the roadway by 

the railroad; the brickwork under one of the walks needs 


repairing, and the stringers under the roadway should be 
overhauled. 


Huntington-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1872, and in 
1876-77 the abutments were rebuilt and the bridge widened 
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by the addition of two new girders. In 1896, in conse- 
quence of changes in the grade of the avenue, the floor was 
entirely rebuilt, the ironwork thoroughly cleaned and painted, 
and new girders added for supporting the water-pipes. ‘The 
bridge is in good condition, but will need painting in another 
year. 


Ipswich-street Bridge (over Waterway in the Fens). 
The bridge was built in 1898, and is in good condition. 


Irvington-street Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, New 


York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron foot-bridge, and was built in 1892. The 
ironwork was painted during the year, and the bridge is now 
in good condition. 


L-street Bridge (over Reserved Channel, South Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron retractile draw. 
It was built in 1892. A new sidewalk has been laid on the 
up-stream side of the draw; general repairs have been made; 
some of the piling in the fender-guard and under the six-foot 
walk needs renewal; the iron girders and fencing need 
repainting; one of the sidewalks needs patching with con- 
crete; the down-stream sidewalk and roadway deck plank 
have begun to decay and will soon need renewal; some caps 
on the pier and low-water girders on pier and bridge have been 
somewhat damaged by vessels ; more riprap should be placed 
in front of the east abutment. 


Leverett-Pond Foot-bridge (in. Leverett Park). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 24 feet span and 6 
feet 5 inches rise. It was built in 1894, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Leyden-street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach ¢ 
Lynn &.R.). 


(See Bennington-street bridge.) 


Linden Park-street Bridge over Stony Brook. 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1887. The sidewalk 
planking is very thin, and should be renewed, and the entire 
bridge painted. 
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Longwood-avenue Bridge (over Muddy River and Boston 
fg Albany R.R.). 


‘The original wooden structure was built in 1857, and 
rebuilt in 1877. The present masonry arches were erected. 
in 1899 by the Park Departments of Boston and Brookline, 
and are maintained jointly by them. 


Malden Bridge (from Charlestown to Everett). 
(See page 98.) 


Massachusetts-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876. It was thoroughly 
repaired in 18938, with the exception of the wooden fences. 
These fences are now in very poor condition, and should be 
rebuilt, and the sidewalks should be resurfaced. 


Massachusetts-avenue Bridge (over Providence Division, New 


York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876. During the past 
year the entire bridge has been painted, new stringer put in 
on southerly sidewalk and the surface replanked. In the 
middle roadway the Street Railway Company has laid a new 
54-inch rail, resting on independent stringers, and new lower 
planking has been put in. ‘The bridge is now in good 
condition. 


Mattapan Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is an 
old iron bridge, and is in poor condition, and will soon be 
replaced by a concrete arch bridge, which is now being built 
by the Metropolitan Park Commission. 


Meridian-street Bridge (from Kast Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turn-table 
draw on a pile foundation. ‘The original structure was built 
in 1858. It was rebuilt soon afterwards, and was widened 
and rebuilt in 1884, excepting the draw, which was built in 
1875-76. The chords of the draw were rebuilt in 1896. The 
top of the draw has been painted, and a few repairs have 
been made. The waterways are in poor condition; some of 
the piles should be replaced; the ribbons, caps, planking and 
irons need renewal in places; the wharf should be redecked ; 
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the facias on the sidewalks are getting poor; the stringers 
and bulkhead at the Boston end of the channel need strength- 
ening; the draw should be furnished with some new rack; 
the track is getting much worn; one pile under the sidewalk 
should be spliced; the fences should be painted; one of the 
main truss rods is broken, and a new one should be fur- 
nished; the pier is in poor condition. 


Milton Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The original 
structure is very old. It was widened in 1871-72. The 
older part of this bridge was built of stone, and the widening 
is an iron structure on stone columns. The westerly sidewalk 
was rebuilt on new iron girders and floor beams in 1900. 
The fences have been painted, and some repairs made on one 
sidewalk. The bridge should be painted, and the sidewalk 
planking on the down-stream side of the bridge should be 
renewed in part; one of the cap-stones over the first water- 
_way is cracked. 


Mt. Washington-avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron draw. It was 
built in 1854, and rebuilt in 1870-71; this bridge is in poor 
condition. It has the only draw of importance in the city 
that is moved by hand-power; the draw-pier is in poor con- 
dition, and is so low that it is covered with water at every 
high course of tides; the sidewalks, draw landings, bracing 
on bents, roadway pavement and one of the fender-guards 
are in very poor condition; the waterways are out of repair ; 
the foundation of the house is in poor condition. The bridge 
should be rebuilt. (See page 89.) 


Neponset Bridge (from Dorchester to Quincy). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The original 
structure was built in 1802, and the present one in 1877. 
The draw is too heavy to be handled by hand, and should be 
replaced by a turn-table draw. General repairs have been 
made. ‘The up-stream draw arm is bent and should be 
repaired ; the piers and fender-guards need extensive repairs ; 
the blocking, planking, stringers near the gudgeons and 
gears, and the bearing plate at the abutment are in poor 
condition, and should be renewed. 
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Neptune-road Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach §& Lynn 
RR.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1887-88, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. The roadway planking should be 
renewed ; otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Newton-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1872. The lower planking 
and stringers are very poor and should be renewed this season. 
The bridge should at the same time be thoroughly cleaned 
and painted below the flooring. 


North Beacon-street Bridge (from Brighton to Watertown). 


The city maintains the part within its hmits. This is a 
wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. ‘The original 
structure was built in 1822, and the present one in 1884. 
The draw fastenings have been repaired and the deck has 
been patched. As was reported last year, the bridge is in poor 
condition ; several of the draw arms, some of the piles, the 
deck planking, and the woodwork of the pier need renewal. 


North Harvard-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This bridge 
was originally built in 1662, and was rebuilt, except the 
piling, in 1879; the draw was built in 1891. The bridge is 
in the care of the Commissioners for the Boston and Cam- 
bridge bridges; the city pays one-half the cost of mainte- 
nance. The bridge has been redecked, 38-inch spruce being 
used on the draw and 4-inch plank on the main bridge; a 
small amount of repairing has been done on the stringers and 
fence, and one pile has been spliced. ‘The abutment, piling 
and fence are in poor condition; the counterbalances need 
additional rear strikers. This bridge should be replaced with 
a new and wider structure, more in keeping with the 
improvements recently made in the vicinity. 


Perkins-street Foot-bridge (over the B. §& M. R.R. and 
B. §& A. RR. in Charlestown). 


This bridge was built in 1900, and opened to travel Feb- 
ruary 2, 1901: it has two spans of wooden stringers and one 
of steel Pratt trusses. The surface is maintained by the city, 
the rest of the structure by the railroad companies. It 
should be painted. 
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Prison-Point Bridge (from Charlestown to Cambridge). 


This bridge was originally built in 18338, and the present 
structure was built in 1876-77. It is a wooden pile bridge, 
with an iron leaf draw. The bridge is in the care of the 
Commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge bridges; the 
city pays one-half the cost of maintenance. The bridge is 
in poor condition; the stringers near the gudgeons are 
rotten, the draw-arms are bent and broken, the piers, draw- 
planking and one sidewalk are in poor condition; this bridge 
will probably be soon rebuilt at a higher grade, owing to the 
abolishing of the grade crossing of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad. 


Public Garden. Foot-bridge. 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1867, and was 
thoroughly repaired in 1887. It is now in good condition. 


Scarboro’ Pond Foot-bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is an elliptical masonry arch of 40 feet span and 8 
feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1893, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Shawmut-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R. and 
Providence Division, N. Y., N. H. g¢ H. R.R.). 


This is an.iron bridge, built in 1871, and although it was 
cleaned and painted in 1897, parts of it, particularly over the 
main tracks of the B. & A. R.R., are very rusty. The shelf 
angle seats over the main tracks are so badly eaten away by 
rust that the bridge should be stripped at once and some 
temporary means provided for supporting the stringers. It 
will be necessary to rebuild this bridge within the next two 
years if heavy street cars are to continue to run over it. 


Sizth-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, New 
Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


The older portion of this bridge was built about 1891. 
During the past year the easterly abutment was removed and 
anew one built about 14 feet easterly; the new portion of 
the bridge is stringered and planked, the adjoining ends of 
both portions are supported by a row of posts; the fences 
have been rebuilt and painted. The bridge is in good con- 
dition. 


> 
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Southampton-street Bridges (over South Bay Sluices). 


These are wooden bridges, built in 1875, as temporary 
structures. The easterly bridge needs three additional 
braces and some planking to retain the filling; the wing 
bulkheads are in poor condition, the main structure in fair 
condition. The westerly bridge is in poor condition; the 
upper part of the piling is considerably rotten, and the 
northerly sidewalk needs renewal. 


Southampton-street Bridge (over Old Colony Pen Ve 
IN Tie il il Lede). 
(See page 99.) 


Spring-street Bridge (from West Roxbury to Dedham). 


This is a stone bridge. The city maintains the part within 
its limits. It is in good condition. 


Stony-brook Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is an ornamental brick arched bridge, with stone 
facings, built in 1891-92, and maintained by the Park De- 
partment. It is in good condition. 


Summer-street Bridges (over A, B, and C streets). 


These bridges were built in connection with the abolition , 
of the grade crossing on Congress street and were opened to 
travel in 1900. The bridge over A street is a steel deck- 
plate girder structure, with a paved roadway of granite 
blocks, and asphalt sidewalks. 

The bridge over B street is a through plate-girder struct- 
ure, with a paved roadway of granite blocks and asphalt 
sidewalks. During the past year a flight of iron stairs has. 
been built from the northerly sidewalk to B street. 

The bridge over C street is a two-span steel-beam struct- 
ure, with brick and concrete arches turned between the 
beams ; the roadway is paved with granite blocks and the 
sidewalks with asphalt. 

All these bridges are in good condition. 


Summer-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This bridge was built in 1899-1900, in connection with 
the abolition of the grade crossing on Congress street. It is 
a four-span, deck-plate girder bridge, resting on masonry 
piers, with two retractile draws, over a 50-foot channel way. 
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- The roadway of the fixed spans has a granite block paving, 
and the sidewalks have asphalt wearing surfaces. The whole 
structure is in good condition. 


Summer-street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad Freight Tracks). 


This bridge was built in 1900, in connection with the 
abolition of the grade crossing on Congress street, and is 
maintained by the city and the railroad company, the former 
maintaining the wearing surface and the latter maintaining 
the rest of the structure. It has four spans, consisting of 
three through trusses each, and has a granite-paved roadway 
and asphalt sidewalks. It is in good condition. 


Swett-street Bridges. 
(See Southampton-street bridges.) 


Tremont-street Bridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of fifteen feet span. 
It was built in 1898, and is maintained by the Park Depart- 
ments of Boston and Brookline. 


Warren Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile iron 
draw. The present structure was built in 1883-84. The 
track timbers have been repaired and ordinary repairs made. 
Some of the piles under the wharf supporting the draw- 
tender’s house are broken; the fender-guards are in poor con- 
dition ; the paving, planking on the waterway, the sidewalk 
near Lovejoy’s Wharf, and one pile near the draw-way need 
repairing; the deck of the draw and some of the stringers 
need renewal; the landing shoes should be reset, and the 
curb should be realigned; the sidewalk near the railroad 
tracks, city end, should be extended about twenty feet. 


West Boston Temporary Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


This bridge was built in 1898-99 to accommodate the 
travel using West Boston bridge till the Cambridge bridge 
should be built; it is in care of the Commissioners for the 
Boston and Cambridge bridges; the city pays one-half the 
cost of maintenance; the bolting of the entire bridge has 
been overhauled, and the dolphin has been rebuilt; a few of 
the roadway planks have begun to decay, and need renewal, 
and the bolting, latches and fencing at the easterly draw need 
slight repairs. Otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 
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West Fourth-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven § Hartford R.f.). 


In 1893-94 the grade crossing of the Old Colony Railroad 
on this street was abolished, and an iron bridge built, extend- 
ing from the end of Dover-street bridge at the South Boston 
side of Fort Point channel to the easterly line of Foundry 
street. The surface is maintained by the city, the rest of 
the structure by the railroad company. The deck planking 
is in very poor condition, and should be renewed; the plat- 
form over the middle girders should be replanked, and the 
bridge should be painted. 


West Rutland-square Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron foot-bridge, built in 1882. It has been 
painted during the year, and is now in good condition. 


Western-avenue Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


The present bridge was built in 1879-80, and the draw in 
1891. It is in the care of the Commissioners for the Boston 
and Cambridge bridges, and the city pays one-half the cost 
of maintenance. A new fender-guard has been built, and 
minor repairs made; the piers and waterway need repair- 
ing; the deck planking on the draw should be renewed; the 
fences on the Boston side should be put in good condition, 
and the bridge should be painted; some of the piles on the 
Boston side of the channel are in poor condition, and will 
soon need renewal; the staging on the Cambridge side 
should be repaired. 


Western-avenue Bridge (Brighton to Watertown). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is a 
wooden pile bridge, with an iron draw, and was rebuilt in 
1892-98. Only minor repairs has been made; a larger 
latch is needed at the Watertown end of the draw; the 
Boston end of the draw should be raised, and the centre 
taken out and adjusted ; the bearings should also be adjusted ; 
the angles of the up-stream pier and fender-guards are 
broken, and should be repaired, and scupper holes should be 
made in the flooring of the draw foundation inside the track 
circle. 
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Winthrop Bridge (from Breed’s Island to Winthrop). 


This is a pile bridge without a draw. It was originally 
built in 1839; it was rebuilt in 1851, and was extensively 
repaired in 1870, and some of the piling was renewed last 
year. The abutment at the Winthrop end needs pinning up, 
as there has been some settlement; a few of the outside 
bolsters are not in good condition. Otherwise the bridge is 
in fair condition. — 


(See page 89.) 


Wood Island Park Foot-bridge. 


This is a steel foot-bridge, built in 1898-99, and connects 
Prescott street, East Boston, with Wood Island Park, span- 
ning the tracks of the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Rail- 
road. ‘The walls need pointing and the bridge should be 
painted. 


Bridges wholly Supported by Ratlroad Corporations. 


The bridges maintained by the several railroad companies 
are in good or fair condition, with the exceptions noted. 
Several of the bridges over the Midland Division, N. Y., N. 
H. & H. R.R., have been repaired; the Norfolk-street bridge, 
near Mattapan Station, has been removed, and a temporary 
bridge built, which will soon be replaced by a new iron 
bridge; repairs are needed on Fourth street, Norfolk street, 
near Dorchester Station, Harvard street and Washington 
street bridges, over the Midland Division. 
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SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The work of the Surveying Division has consisted of making 
such surveys and plans as have been required by the several city 
departments; also giving street lines and grades upon application 
of owners about to build upon public streets. 

The departments requiring the largest amount of service from 
this division being, as in former years, the Street Department 
and the Street Laying-Out Department. 

The Street Department, on account of the large amount of 
repair work performed, has made large demands upon this divi- 
sion. 

There has also been much new work which has required the 
marking of lines and grades of streets recently laid out. 

A new set of plans has been made for the construction of 
Columbia road, from Dorchester avenue to Marine park. 

Considerable work has been done on Blue Hill avenue at 
Mattapan. 

Plans have been made for the purpose of revising the grades of 
streets affected by the change of location of the Providence 
Division of the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad, 
between Dartmouth street and the South Terminal. 

The abolition of the grade crossing at Charlestown, by the 
Boston and Maine Railroad and at Mattapan by the New Eng- 
land Railroad, have necessitated the revision of street grades, for 
which plans have been made. 

One hundred and twenty-one petitions to construct catch-basins 
have been received and reported upon to the Sewer Division. 

Seventy-six plans have been furnished the Sewer Division, 
showing proposed catch-basin locations, in addition to seventy- 
three plans of locations furnished at the request of the Street 
Commissioners. 

Two hundred and fifteen plans were examined for the Permit 
Office, upon which the locations of proposed future catch-basins 
were shown. 

Four hundred and twenty-two catch-basin locations have been 
staked out, and duplicate sketches of the same sent to the Sewer 
Division. 

Two hundred and fifteen notices of contracts to lay artificial 
stone sidewalks were received and reported upon to the Paving 
Division. 
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In eighty-eight cases the Paving Division was notified that the 
edgestone should be reset. 

Twenty-nine petitions to make sidewalk openings were received 
and reported upon to the Paving Division. 

Seventy-five requests for edgestone were received, examined 
and reported upon to the Paving Division. 

The Street Department was furnished twenty-five plans for the 
purpose of making sidewalk assessments. 

The data was also furnished for sidewalk assessment in rela- 
tion to forty-two estates. 

The lines and grades of the following fifteen streets, for which 
the Street Commissioners were petitioned for authority to open 
as private ways, were examined and reported upon : 


Dunnell street, West Roxbury. Baker street to Heldun street. 

Heldun street, West Roxbury. Gardner street to Highland Ice 
Company railroad. 

Fiske Terrace, Brighton. Southeast from Homes avenue. 

Marshall terrace, Brighton. Southeast from Homes avenue. 

Chisholm terrace, Roxbury. Warren street towards Otisfield 
street. 

Chase street, Dorchester. Willis street to East Cottage street. 

Hobson street, Brighton. Faneuil street to Hobart street. 

Grove park, Roxbury. Grove street to Lawrence avenue. 

Asticou road, West Roxbury. Walk Hill street to South 
street. 

Chororua street, West Roxbury. Walk Hill street, south- 
westerly, at Asticou road. 

Lambert street extension, Roxbury. Lambert avenue to Bartlett 
street. 

Harleston street, Roxbury. Calumet street to Parker Hill 
avenue. 

Empire street extension, Brighton. North Harvard street to 
Cambridge street. 

Penhallow street, Dorchester. Mather street to Melville avenue. 

Soudan street extension, Dorchester. Sagamore street to Dor- 
chester avenue. 


Estimates of construction, land or grade damage were fur- 
nished the Street Commissioners in connection with forty-two 
streets. 

Two hundred and fifty-eight plans and profiles, representing a 
total length of nineteen and a quarter miles, showing 1,390 build- 
ings, property owners, names, established grades, areas of land 
taken, or to be taken, for street widenings or relocations, public 
alleys, etc., were completed for the Street Laying-Out Depart- 
ment. 

Among the more important being an extension of Shawmut 
avenue to Washington street and Heath street, from Huntington 
avenue to South Huntington avenue at Roxbury; Walter street, 
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from Centre street to South street and Gardner street, from 
Gardner street to High street, at West Roxbury. 

Plans have been made of eleven passageways for the purpose 
of laying them out as Public Alleys. 

Seventy-two plans have been made for the purpose of assess- 
ing benefits occasioned by the laying-out and construction of new 
streets. 

A plan showing the estates included in the territory bounded 
by Washington street, Milk street, Atlantic avenue and Kneeland 
street, has been prepared for the purposes of assessing the bene- 
fits occasioned by the location of the South Terminal and reloca- 
tion and extension of Summer street and Atlantic avenue. 

Plans have been made for the Cemetery Commission of the 
Hawes Cemetery at South Boston and the Evergreen Cemetery 
at Brighton. 

The following plans of sites for new school-houses have been 
made for the Street Commissioners, upon request to purchase by 
the Schoolhouse Commission, viz., Horace street, corner of 
Byron street, at East Boston; Huntington avenue, corner of Ken- 
wood road and Heath street, near Day street, at Roxbury; West- 
ville street, between Head street and Bowdoin square and Colum- 
bia road, near Greenhalge street, at Dorchester; and School 
street, between Washington street and Amory street, at West 
Roxbury. 

Plans of sites for other public buildings include a lot on 
Blossom street, Boston proper, for a ward-room; and Columbia 
road, Dorchester, for a Municipal Building; also a large addi- 
tion to the land occupied by the Boston Insane Asylum, on Can- 
terbury street, West Roxbury. 

In connection with the Surveying Division there have been 
2,325 titles examined, 1,399 deeds and 335 plans copied from 
the Registry of Deeds.

During the past year 18.9 miles of main pipe have been laid 
and 12.7 miles abandoned, making a total length in the system of 
719.6 miles. The following is some of the most important work 
done : 

The 30-inch H.S. main in Washington street, Dorchester, was 
extended from Talbot avenue to Walton street, a distance of 792 
feet. 

A 30-inch L. S. main and a 16-inch H. 8. main were laid in 
Bowdoin street, from Beacon street to Ashburton place, after the 
grade of Bowdoin street had been lowered on account of the 
construction of the State House Park. 

The 24-inch H. 8. main in Columbia road was connected be- 
tween Ceylon and Quincy streets, greatly re-enforcing the water 
supply in the H.S. districts of the northerly portion of Dorchester 
and of South Boston. 

Two 20-inch L. S. pipes were laid in Southampton street over 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, to be connected 
at a later date with the 30-inch main when it is raised in the new 
street. 

Sixteen-inch mains were laid in Causeway, Lowell, Willard 
Spring and Allen streets, from Prince street to Charles street, 
and in Staniford street from Causeway street to Cambridge street, 
a total distance of 5,110 feet, connections being made with the 
30-inch L. S. main in Causeway street at Haverhill street and 
at Cambridge street; the pipes relaid were old and in addition to 
being too small for present needs were, in many cases, dangerously 
weak. 

A 16-inch H. S. main, was laid in Blue Hill avenue, Roxbury, 
‘replacing an 8-inch main, from Maywood street to Holburn 
street, a distance of 839 feet. 

A 16-inch L. S. main was laid in Mason street, Charlestown, 
from Front street to Bow street, replacing a 4-inch main. 

A 16-inch L. S. main, replacing a 6-inch main, was laid in 
Miller street, Charlestown, from Rutherford avenue to Main 
street, a distance of 675 feet. 

A 16-inch main was laid in Columbia road, South Boston, be- 
ween G street and ( street, a distance of 2,288 feet. 

The 16-inch main in Blue Hill avenue, Dorchester, was ex- 
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tended from Walkhill street to Collins street, a distance of 1,183 
feet. 

A large part of the work done during the year has been the re- 
placing of old mains with sizes that are adequate for present and 
estimated future needs; this policy has been consistently carried 
on for several years past, and the result has been a great improve- 
ment in the fire protection of the city. 

The only supply of South Boston east of Fort Point channel 
and north of West First street is from the low service through a 
single 30-inch main in D street; this main should be extended 
across Fort Point channel at Congress street or Northern avenue, 
to afford a second main supply pipe in case of emergency. 

The high service should also be carried from the city proper 
into this territory, to supply adequate fire pipe and sprinkler ser- 
vice. The main for this purpose would cross Fort Point channel 
in the same location as the 30-inch low service, and would ulti- 
mately connect with the existing high service in the older portion 
of South Boston. The assessed valuation of buildings in this 
part of South Boston is $3,712,500, an increase of $2,088,100 
in the past ten years. 

I recommend that the present siphons under Fort Point chan- 
nel at Dover street be widened to sixty feet at an early date.

ALFORD STREET, WIDENING. 


In May, 1901, plans were made for the widening of Alford 
street, north of Malden bridge, by filling a strip twenty feet 
wide on the west side and protecting the slope with slope 
paving. 

BENNINGTON STREET. 


A contract for filling a part of Bennington street, East 
Boston, was awarded to Jones & Meehan, November 20, 
1899. Work under this contract was begun January 16, 
1900, and completed February 9, 1901. The total amount 
of filling furnished was 126,043 cubic yards. 

A second contract for furnishing and depositing additional 
filling in the vicinity of the bridge over the Boston, Revere 
Beach & Lynn R.R. was awarded to Jones & Meehan, March 
18, 1901, at the rate of sixty-three (63) cents per cubic yard 
~measured in the cut. Work under this contract was begun 
March 19, 1901, and completed August 28, 1901, the total 
amount of filling furnished was 44,870 cubic yards. 

A temporary gravel roadway, a plank sidewalk, and a 
fence were constructed on the newly-filled part of Bennington 
street, between Leverett avenue and the Revere town line, 
about 1,330 feet in length. A contract for this work was 
awarded to Coleman Bros., July 10, 1901. Work under this 
contract was begun July 17, 1901, and completed August 
23, 1901, at a cost of $2,286.07. 

A contract for extending the abutments of the bridge on 
Bennington street (formerly Leyden-street bridge), over the 
Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn R.R., was awarded to John 
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Cashman, July 8, 1901. Work under this contract was 
begun August 3, 1901, and completed December 23, 1901, 
at a cost of $16,014.48. 


BROADWAY BRIDGE. 


Plans and specifications were made for repairing the 
up-stream end of the draw-pjer, and a contract was made 
with William J. Lawler for doing the work. The work was 
done in March at a cost for contract work of $843, and 
consisted in driving and capping nineteen new oak piles, 
recapping one bent of piles, and building a new floor of 
stringers and plank for thirty feet. 


Brooks STREET, RETAINING WALLS. 


Plans and specifications were prepared early in the year 
for building retaining walls on that part of Brooks street 
which is to be depressed so as to pass under the Boston & 
Albany Railroad. This depression is to occupy the central 
portion of the street for a width of 40 feet, and for a length 
of about 350 feet southerly from the railroad. The remain- 
. ing width of the street on each side of the depressed portion 
is to be built at higher grades, and these two side roadways 
are to be connected at the ends adjoining the railroad by a 
bridge 35 feet wide over the sunken roadway. 

A contract was made on July 2 with John F. McBride 
and Jesse Moulton for building the retaining walls, and on 
November 22, with the American Bridge Company for build- 
ing the bridge superstructure. ‘The work is not yet com- 
pleted. 

During the progress of the work a temporary foot-bridge 
has been maintained across the excavation for the central 
roadway. 

The sewer, water and gas pipes have been relocated and 
laid in the side roadways. 


CARLETON STREET, RETAINING WALL. 


Plans and specifications were prepared for building a 
retaining wall along the westerly side line of Carleton street, 
adjoining the tracks of the Providence Division of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad between Yarmouth 
aud West Newton streets, and a contract was made with 
John Cashman for doing the work, dated October 19, 1901. 

Up to the date of this report the only work done has been 
the excavation of the trench for the foundation and the 
driving of a few piles. 
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COLUMBIA ROAD. 


The filling under the contract with Simon J. Donovan, 
dated October 25, 1898, is not yet completed, there having 
been deposited 123,044 cubic yards. 

The street work for the bridges over Old Colony avenue 
and the Plymouth Division of the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, and over Shoreham street, is in place, 
but the floors of these bridges have not been finished. 

On March 12 a contract was made with John Cashman for 
building the abutments and pier for the bridge which is to ~ 
carry Columbia road over Shoreham street, and also for build- 
ing a retaining wall on the southerly side of Mt. Vernon 
street where the grade of the latter is separated from that of 
Columbia road. ‘This work is nearly finished. 


DOVER-STREET BRIDGE. 


The work of removing the old draw foundation and re- 
pairing the piers mentioned in the last report was completed 
by William J. Lawler in February at a cost of $3,629.87. 

All of the old draw foundation not being used in connec- 
tion with the water pipes was removed, and the remaining 
part was sheathed over. 

The piers (except the part built in 1894) were redecked, 
the stringers and caps found in poor condition were renewed, 
the water way of the up-stream pier was replanked and a 
new flight of stairs was built from the street to the pier. 


East Boston FERRIES. 


South Ferry, East Boston Side. — Plans having been made 
and approved for a new head-house and other buildings, and 
a change in position of the drops, plans and specifications 
were prepared by this.department for rebuilding the piers 
and wharves, and May 8, a contract was made with William 
J. Lawler for doing the work. A new middle pier was built, 
the outer piers were rebuilt in part, the drops were placed in 
new position, having new guide-piles and additions to the 
foundations; two new wharves were built, and the slips were 
dredged. ‘The south roadway was rebuilt at a higher grade, 
using part of the old foundation. The work was completed 
December 18, at a cost of $19,975.35. 

The northerly drop foundation was raised at a cost of 
$37.70. 

Lines and grades were given for building the coal elevator. 
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North Ferry, Boston Side. — Specifications were made for 
renewing one pile in the head of each of the outer piers, the 
entire head and five other piles in the middle pier, and 
replanking 58 feet of the northerly face of the middle pier. 
The work was done by George Hayes & Co., and was 
completed July 11, at a cost of $1,986.71. 


Mount WASHINGTON—AVENUE BRIDGE. 


February 26 the steamer “ Vizcaina” was stuck in the 
southerly draw-way of the bridge, and the capping of the 
bridge was cut away to release her. It being decided to 
widen the draw-way, plans were made for increasing its 
width from 42 feet 3 inches to 48 feet 9 inches; the work 
was done by William J. Lawler at a cost of $1,900, and was 
completed April 6. 


STAIRWAY FROM SUMMER-STREET BRIDGE TO B STREET. 


Plans were prepared for a flight of iron stairs leading from 
the bridge on Summer street, over B street, to the easterly 
sidewalk of the latter street, and a contract made with the 
New England Structural Company for building the same for 
the sum of $759. 

The foundations for the stairs were built by Joseph Ross, 
and the treads and landings were provided with safety treads 
furnished by the Universal Safety Tread Company. 


WINTHROP BRIDGE. 


The work of renewing the piles damaged by the “ Lim- 
noria” and making other repairs, mentioned in the last 
annual report, was completed March 13, 1901, by William 
L. Miller, contractor, at a cost for contract work of $1,990.22. 
Thirty-one new oak piles were driven, nine bents were 
recapped, the sidewalk was replanked, the northerly fence 
was rebuilt, and other miscellaneous work was done without 
closing the bridge to travel.

ATLANTIC AVENUE EXTENSION. 


On February 28, a contract was made with Joseph Ross for 
building a part of the northerly approach to the bridge over the 
tracks of the Boston Terminal Company. On June 6 a contract 
was made with Mr. Ross for a small addition to the work, to be 
done under the previous contract. The whole work under these 
contracts was completed on December 5, at a cost of $40,990.42. 

The work consisted of building retaining walls and an abut- 
ment, and backfilling the same with earth to the grade of the 
proposed street for the full width of the street, and for a distance 
southerly from Kneeland street of about 442 feet. From the 
abutment to point where the bridge over the tracks is to begin, a 
distance of 430 feet, foundations to Grade 15 were built for three 
longitudinal parallel walls ; these walls are intended for the support 
of a floor of steel beams and concrete or brick arches upon which 
will be laid the paving for the roadway and sidewalk. The walls 
are all supported on piles upon which there is a foundation of 
American cement concrete from Grade 5 to Grade 15. The walls 
built above the foundations are of granite ashlar masonry, capped 
with a cut granite coping. Considerable difficulty was found on 
this work in driving the piles on account of the character of the 
material with which the land had been previously filled. 

On May 2, a contract was made with Joseph Ross for building 
that portion of the South Boston approach between the water 
and Foundry street. This work was completed, with the excep- 
tion of a little pointing, on December 23, at a cost of $26,006. 
The work was of the same character as that on the solid part of 
the northerly approach, consisting of an abutment and retaining 
walls backfilled to the grade of the street. 

Nothing has been done as yet on either of these approaches 
towards laying the permanent paving. 

Land plans have been made showing the areas to be occupied 
by the piers on the land of the Boston Terminal Company.

BroaDwaAy BriIpGE REBUILDING OVER Fort Point CHANNEL. 


The first work done towards rebuilding this bridge was the 
building of a temporary bridge for foot travel. A contract was 
made with Miller & Ellis on June 1 for doing this work, which 
was finished on August 30, at a cost of $6,766.33. 

This bridge is entirely of wood; itis 15 feet wide, and con- 
sists of bents of piles 16 feet apart, except where longer spans 
are required at the crossing of the railroad tracks; the piles 
are capped with 4-inch by 10-inch girder-caps; stringers are of 
spruce and hard pine, and the floor is of 2-inch hard pine. 

The bridge extends from Foundry street, opposite Division 
street, across the land of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Company to the draw, and from the draw, on the north- 
erly side of the bridge and about ten feet away from it across 
Lehigh street, where it connects with the present street. The 
draw is maintained in a position diagonally with the line of the 
street, so that it clears the sites of the proposed new draw land- 
ing-piers. The bridge starts at the grade of Foundry street, and 
rises to Grade 38.50, where it crosses the new location of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, thence falls to the grade 
of the draw, and from the draw falls to meet the grade of the 
street west of Lehigh street. 

The old bridge was closed to team and car traffic on September 
3, and the foot-bridge opened on September 7. 

The draw pier, a portion of which was in a dilapidated condi- 
tion, has been repaired, all portions which had not been recently 
rebuilt being entirely removed and replaced with new work. 
Much of the old work had been standing since the bridge was 
originally built in 1869. This work was done under a contract 
with George Hayes & Co., dated July 30, and was completed 
October 31, at a cost of $6,114.17. 

In order that the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Company might not be delayed in building the road-bed on its new 
location, a portion of the old bridge, about 240 feet in length, was 
remoyed by A. A. Elston & Co. under a contract dated August 
19, the city receiving in payment from the contractor the sum of 
$525. 

On October 25 a contract was made with Patrick McGovern 
for building the permanent piers for the South Boston portion of 
the bridge, between the water and Foundry street. This work is 
now in progress.

A portion of the yard near the northerly entrance from Albany 
street was provided with drainage and surfaced with an asphalt 
roadway and artificial stone walks, under a contract with Simpson 
Brothers Corporation. The work was finished on September 9. 

On July 29, a contract was made with Joseph Ross for extend- 
ing the brick wall on the rortherly line of Massachusetts avenue, 
westerly to Harrison avenue, and thence northerly on Harrison 
avenue to near the old building used for a Nurses’ Home, and also 
for building drains and surfacing the grounds, drives and walks 
in the vicinity of the new Vose Building. This work was com- 
pleted on November 11, at a cost of $8,908.11. | 

Portions of the old wall on Massachusetts avenue and Albany 
street which had settled out of line and grade were raised to 
grade and straightened.

MALDEN BRIDGE. 


This bridge, mentioned in the last annual report as under con- 
struction, is nearly completed. 

The bridge is 60 feet wide between fences for the greater part 
of its length, but is 67 feet 6 inches wide for a length of about 
160 feet on the Charlestown side. 

It is built of hard pine timber, supported by an oak pile foun- 
dation. There are two sidewalks, each 8 feet wide, covered with 
an asphalt compound on a base of coal-tar concrete. The road- 
way on the main bridge is 44 feet wide for the greater length, 
and 51 feet 6 inches in width for the remaining portion. At the 
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draw the roadway is divided into two parts, on account of a 
centre girder, each part being 19 feet 6 inches wide. 

The floor of the main bridge is covered with 6-inch hard pine, 
which was painted with two coats of Letteney’s preservative 
compound; it was then covered with four thicknesses of roofing 
felt, thoroughly mopped with pitch. This was then covered with 
a layer of coal-tar concrete, 1 inch in thickness, put on hot and 
thoroughly rolled. Upon this was laid the granite block paving 
in a bed of sand about 3 inches in depth, the joints being 
filled with pebbles, and run with hot paving road pitch. 

There are two draw piers and two wharves on the Charlestown 
side of the channel, and two fender-guards on the opposite side. 
There is one draw-way 50 feet wide, the sides of which and the 
faces of the piers along the waterway are planked vertically with 
4-inch hard pine. 

The piers and wharves are built of hard pine, the covering 
plank being 38-inch kyanized spruce. The channel is spanned 
with one draw, 60 feet wide, of the retractile type, having thiee 
lines of girders. These girders are 23 feet on centres. There 
are two sidewalks on the draw, each 7 feet wide, supported by 
brackets on the outside of the girders. Each line of girders is 
composed of two non-continuous plate-girder spans, one of which 
‘spans the channel, the other or rear span being supported on 
trucks running on tracks laid on the draw foundation., 

The contract for building the draw was awarded to the New 
England Structural Company, for $15,200, and their part of the 
work is completed. The contract for building the wooden pile 
bridge was awarded to William J. Lawler of Charlestown, for 
$66,079, and all but a small part of the down-stream pier is com- 
pleted. The ten trucks for the draw were built by the Coffin 
Valve Company, for $3,197.50. The motor and electrical work 
for operating the draw was installed by the General Electric Com- 
pany, for $862.91. The machinery was furnished by Miller & 
Shaw of Cambridge, for $1,597.05. 

The bridge was opened to travel on November 23, 1901, and 
the removal of the temporary bridge was begun at once and it has 
been entirely removed. Plans have been made for a new draw- 
tender’s house to be erected on the new wharf on the down- 
stream side of the bridge. The northerly-abutment has been 
extended about 184 feet and a retaining wall built about 49 feet 
long. : 

SOUTHAMPTON-STREET BRIDGE. 


Work was begun on October 21 on the erection of the steel 
superstructure of the bridge over the new location of the Old 
Colony Division of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad. The recent widening of this street made necessary 
alterations of the parapets of the abutments of the bridge. 
The work was in progress when winter began, and it was thought 
best to suspend operations until spring, when the work can be 
finished in a short time.

(REevisED ORDINANCES, 1898, CHAPTER 16.) ENGINEERING 
DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The Engineering Department shall be under the 
charge of the City Engineer, who shall be consulted on all matters 
relating to public improvements of every kind in respect to 
which the advice of a civil engineer or architect would be of ser- 
vice; shall, unless otherwise specifically provided, take charge of 
the construction of all public works of the city which properly 
come under the direction of a civil engineer; shall make such sur- 
veys, plans, estimates, statements, and descriptions, and take 
such levels and prepare such specifications and contracts as the 
mayor, the board of aldermen, the common council, any committee 
of the city council or of either branch thereof, the board of street 
commissioners, or any officer in charge of a department, may 
need in the discharge of its duties; shall, upon being notified by 
the superintendent of streets, ‘supervise all repairs on the bridges 
of the city used as highways which affect the safety of the struct- 
ures, and shall, when required by the mayor or any oflicer in 
charge of a department, measure the work done by contract for 
the city, and certify to the results of such measurement. Said 
engineer shall have the custody of all surveys and plans relating 
to the laying out, locating anew, altering, widening and grading 
of streets; and his office shall be deemed to be the office of the 
surveyor of highways. 

Sect. 2. Said engineer shall, in his annual report, include a 
report upon the safety and completeness of all ponds, basins and 
reservoirs under the charge of the water department, and of all 
bridges within the city limits used as highways.

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APPENDIX K. 


MERIDIAN LINE. 


In 1870 an act was passed by the Massachusetts Legislature requiring 
each land surveyor in the State at least once in every year to adjust 
and verify his compass by the meridian line established in the county 
wherein his surveys were to be made. 

A meridian was marked by stone monuments and a book of record 
kept by a custodian designated by the County Commissioners. 

The law compelling surveyors to test their compasses annually was 
modified in 1875, so that surveyors who did not use the compass in turn- 
ing angles were relieved from the penalty attaching to the violation of 
the original act. 

The meridian posts for the County of Suffolk were placed on the 
southerly portion of the ‘‘ Parade Ground,’’ on Boston Common. They 
are granite posts, three in number, placed 200 feet apart, are eighteen 
inches square at the base, one foot square at the top and eight feet 
long, being firmly set in a bed of concrete- with their tops originally 
just below the surface of the ground. 

A stone curb was placed even with the surface of the ground over the 
top of each post, with a metallic composition cover. 

The surface of that part of the Common where the posts are set was 
raised several feet in 1897, the posts being protected by building a brick 
manhole around each stone. The posts being accessible by the removal 
of the manhole cover. 

As the cover and cap of the manholes are made of iron, it is now 
necessary to set up the compass in the production of the line marked 
by the monument to avoid local attraction. The point selected has 
been 290 feet north of the northerly stone.

Sir, — By good fortune, constant vigilance and powerful 
apparatus we have been able to pass through the year with- 
out a conflagration, in spite of the many old fire traps 
scattered throughout the city, to say nothing of the new 
buildings, of faulty construction, which our present laws 
allow to be erected within the city limits.

Str,— The Board of Health respectfully submits its 
thirtieth annual report of the doings of the Health Depart- 
ment for the past year. 

The total number of deaths for the year was 11,300, a de- 
crease from the previous year of 378 deaths. ‘The popula- 
tion, estimated in the middle of the year, is 578,579. The 
death-rate for the year, as calculated on this population, is 
19.70 per 1,000 inhabitants. This rate is less by 1.12 than 
that of the previous year, and the lowest on record. ‘There 
were 3,494 * deaths from zymotic diseases, including con- 
sumption, a decrease of deaths from the same group of the 
previous year. There were 184 less deaths from  diph- 
theria and croup than in 1900, with a proportionate decrease 
in the number of cases. The percentage of deaths to the 
number of cases of diphtheria reported was 10.63, as 

* The increased number of deaths in the zymotic group in 1900 and 1901 over that of 


1899 and previously is chiefly due to the incorporating into this group, pulmonary, 
laryngeal, and general tuberculosis, with some forms of diarrhceal diseases. 


% 
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against 10.79 per cent. the preceding year. There were 
210 deaths from scarlatina, 29 more deaths than in the pre- 
ceding year, and higher than the average of the five previous 
years. Typhoid fever has caused 142 deaths during the year, 
1 less death than the preceding year. Sixty-one of the 
deaths from this cause occurred during the months of 
August, September and October, and 95 of the whole num- 
ber died between the ages of 20 and 40 years. 

There were 103 deaths from measles during the year. 
The number of deaths of children under five years of age 
was 3,469, compared with 3,752 for the previous year, 
showing a decrease of 283 deaths. The respiratory diseases 
are still the most fatal, causing fully 25 per cent. of the whole 
mortality the past year, as against 26 per cent. in 1900.

REMOVAL OF BODIES. 


During the year 1901 permits were given for the removal 
of 385 bodies, chiefly from one cemetery to another. 


STILL—BIRTHS. 


In living births a larger proportion of males than females 
is born each year. In still-births the proportion is vastly 
larger. The still-born males in Massachusetts (exclusive of 
those whose sex was not stated) for the ten years 1890-1899 
were 158, 1 to 100 females, in the year 1899, 154, 1 to 100 
females, and in 1900, 150, 2 to 100 females. The stillborn 
males in the City of Boston for the year 1901 were in the 
ratio of 144, 3 to 100 females. The appended table, XX VII., ° 
shows that there has been a steady decreasing ratio of the 
still-births to the total births for a period of twenty years.

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REGULATIONS. 


During the past year the Board has found it necessary to 
adopt the following regulations: 
Boston, February 28, 1901. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the follow- 
ing regulation was adopted : 


Whereas, The Board of Health is of the opinion that walls, hitching- 
bars, chains and ropes in horseshoeing shops, to which animals affected 
by a disease known as glanders have been secured, are liable to become 
the means of spreading said disease to healthy animals subsequently 
secured to such walls, hitching-bars, chains and ropes, it is therefore 
*{Ordered, That the walls, hitching-bars, chains, ropes, or other 
apparatus in horseshoeing shops, to or by which horses may at any 
time be secured, shall be thoroughly disinfected by the proprietor of 
such shops with a 5 per cent. solution of chloride of lime at the close 
of each day’s business. 


INSTRUCTIONS. 


The best way to carry out the above regulation is as follows : 


First. Fill a 50-gallon barrel with water. 
Second. Add 20 lbs. fresh chloride of lime. 
Third. Stir thoroughly and keep tightly covered. 


This mixture will settle out after a short time and leave a 
clear liquid in the upper part of the barrel. 

To use this, take out as much of the clear liquid in wooden 
pails as may be required at any one time. 

First. Dip all chains and ropes used for hitching into a pail 
full of the clear liquid. 

Second. Thoroughly wet down with the clear liquid the 
entire wall to which horses have been secured by spraying with 
an ordinary pump such as is used for washing windows. (If 
preferred, a broom may be used instead of a pump, as in apply- 
ing whitewash. ) 


CAUTION.— Whenever the clear liquid in the barrel is 
all used, the sediment should be dumped out and a fresh 
mixture made. If the liquid is not used up in two weeks 
what remains must be poured out, the sediment removed, and 
a fresh mixture made, because after two weeks it loses strength 
rapidly. 

Tf a pump is used, a spraying nozzle must be attached ; 
wash out pump thoroughly after each use, and oil with 
kerosene. 


Nore, —If inconvenient to make the mixture in a 50-gallon barrel, it 
may be made in smaller quantities, but the mixture must always be of 
the same strength (not less than 1 lb. of chloride of lime to 2+ gallons 
of water). 
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Boston, July 11, 1901. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the regula- 
tion dated October 13, 1896, respecting the deposit of sputum 
in street cars and other public places, amended March 28, 
1899, is hereby again amended so as to read as follows: 


The Board of Health hereby adjudges that the deposit of 
sputum in public places is a nuisance, source of filth and cause 
of sickness, and hereby orders: That spitting upon the floor, 
platform, or steps of any railroad or railway station, or car, or 
from any electric car while said car is in the subway or elevated 
above the surface of the ground, or upon the floor, platform or 
steps of any public building, hall, church, theatre, market, or 
any sidewalk immediately connected with said public places, be, 
and hereby is, prohibited. 


Boston, August 22, 1901. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, it was voted 
to amend the regulation of October, 1896, by inserting after 
the word “ meat” in the fifth line, the following: ‘Or the 
keeping, sorting or breaking or otherwise handling of rotten 
or offensive eggs,” so that the regulation as adopted shall 
read thus: 


“The Board of Health hereby forbids the exercise of the 
trades or employments of slaughtering animals, rendering ani- 
mal matter (except fresh tallow), manufacturing fertilizers, mix- 
ing or storing refuse, animal or vegetable substances, smoking 
fish or meat, or the keeping, sorting or breaking or otherwise 
handling of rotten or offensive eggs, refining oils, making var- 
nish, asphaltum, glue, gasoline, or any burning fluid within the 
limits of the City of Boston, except at such place or places as 
may be assigned by said Board; such trades or employments 
being nuisances, hurtful to the inhabitants of said city, danger- 
ous to the public health, attended by noisome and injurious 
odors, and otherwise injurious to the estates of said inhabitants.” 


Boston, August 22, 1901. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health this day, it was 
voted to adopt the following regulation respecting the deliy- 
ery of coal, beating carpets, and the erection and demolition 
of buildings. 


“No substance in any way liable to be distributed or blown 
about by wind or air currents shall be sieved, screened, agitated, 
or otherwise handled or exposed in any street or public place, 
nor elsewhere in such a manner that particles or portions of 
such substances are scattered, blown or otherwise pass into or 
upon any such street or public place, or into or upon any 


} 
, 
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inhabited buildings. This shall not apply to the delivery of coal, 
provided suitable precautions for dampening are taken. 

“No carpets, rugs, mats or similar articles shall be beaten in 
any street or public place, and no carpets, rugs, mats, old gar- 
ments, or similar articles shall be beaten or cleaned upon or 
near inhabited buildings unless reasonable precaution is taken 
to prevent dust particles or portions of said articles from being 
blown, scattered or otherwise passing from the place where such 
beating or cleaning is carried on. 

‘No work shall be done upon any building or other structure 
while in course of erection, alteration or demolition, unless every 
reasonable precaution is taken to prevent dust or fragments of 
lime, mortar or other similar material from being blown or 
carried into or upon any street, public place or inhabited build- 
ings.” 

December 26, 1901. 

It was unanimously voted to pass the following regulation 
respecting vaccination : 


Whereas, Small-pox has been prevalent to some extent in the 
City of Boston, and still continues to exist, although the num- 
ber of cases has much decreased, owing largely to the voluntary 
vaccination of the great majority of the inhabitants; and 

Whereas, It is necessary, for the speedy extirpation of the 
disease, that all persons not protected by vaccination should be 
vaccinated; and 

Whereas, In the opinion of this Board, the public health and 
safety require the vaccination or re-vaccination of all the inhabi- 
tants of Boston ; ; 

Be it ordered, That all the inhabitants of the city who have 
not been successfully vaccinated since January 1, 1897, be vac- 
cinated or re-vaccinated forthwith. 


TENEMENT HOUSES.* 


The Board of Health is mindful of the fact that the ten- 
ement-house law and the tenement-house conditions in 
Boston are unsatisfactory, and that the conditions which we 
regard as unsatisfactory are so general as to make it inadvis- 
able to tear down or vacate to any large extent without first 
securing alterations in the law by which better provision can 
be secured for the health and comfort of the occupants, 
and until a sufficient number of tenement houses can be built 
to properly care for the tenement-house population. ‘The law- 
ful and unlawful conversion of old single dwellings into 

* «<«Penement house’ means a building which, or any portion of which, is occu- 
pied, or intended to be occupied, as a dwelling by more than three families living 
independently of one another and doing their cooking upon the premises, or by more 


than two families above the first story so living and cooking, and includes apartment 
houses, family hotels, and flat-houses, where families are so living and cooking. 
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tenement houses in this city has been one of the greatest 
evils and is a source of much annoyance, and in many in- 
stances a lawful obstruction to tenement house improvement. 
The Board has examined with great care and deep interest 
the tenement-house law which has recently been enacted in 
the State of New York. We find in it very much which is 
an improvement over our own law, and which we could 
cheerfully adopt and do earnestly recommend for our own 
tenement houses. 

During the year 1901 a most thorough and systematic 
inspection of the tenement houses has been made, and there 
is now on file in this office a complete record of every 
tenement house in Boston. The following is a sample of the 
blank used for the purpose and the scope of the inspection :

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The inspection has been thorough, and the Board of Health 
will endeavor with renewed energy to diminish the unsani- 
tary and unhealthful conditions found to exist as a result of 
this inspection. In our report of 1900 we called attention to 
bad features in old private houses which had been altered 
over into tenement houses. In making this inspection the 
fact has been very forcibly brought to our attention of unsan- 
itary conditions existing in a large number of the recently 
erected tenement houses. ‘These defects are largely want 
of light andair. The tendency is almost: entirely towards 
the construction of fireproof buildings with almost no attention 
given to light or ventilation. In a great many of these 
buildings light and air are taken from a small air shaft which 
is practically ineffective, and in most cases the same shaft 
supplies light and air to the chambers, pantries and water- 
closet rooms. In some cases these windows are very close to 
each other, and the buildings are from four to six stories in 
height, with water-closets, chambers and pantries on each 
floor. A great many of these shafts are of such small area 
that they furnish no light and very little ventilation, and, 
although these buildings are erected within the strict letter 
of the building law, they are in a very unsanitary con- 
dition. In one instance a building which was demolished by 
order of the Board of Health on account of the lack of light 
and air was replaced by a new building, erected under the 
building law, and fulfilling all its requirements; but on its 
completion and occupancy the conditions as to light and ven- 
tilation were found so bad that the Board of Health ordered 
the tenants out until the sanitary conditions were improved. 

Another very bad feature found in the examination of 
these recently erected buildings is the almost absolutely dark 
halls and stairways found to exist under this fireproof con- 
struction, which forces the Board to the conclusion that some 
little attention should be given in construction to light and 
air, and not alone, as at present, to the prevention of fire, as 


- sunlight and fresh air are very essential to good sanitary con- 


ditions. 

During this examination a large number of buildings was 
found with such defects, and in the case of old buildings 
changes were called for under the law, chapter 419, Acts of 
1892, which is still in force; but in the case of new and fire- 
proof buildings we found that where we called for the inser- 
tion of glass instead of wood panels in the doors to provide 
light to halls, that it conflicted with the building law and the 
owner was obliged to replace the wood panels. 
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The Board of Health is of opinion that some change in the 
existing building law should be made so that good light and 
ventilation shall be provided for all halls, stairways, bed- 
rooms and water-closet rooms in every tenement house here- 
after constructed. 


REMOVAL OF OLpD BUILDINGS. 


This law, which was passed in 1897, and amended in 1899, 
confers a power on the Board of Health which should be used 
only with the greatest care and consideration. In conse- 
quence of its recognition of this great power, the Board has 
been very conservative in its application of the law, and 
while subject to some criticism on account of not moving 
more rapidly, feels satisfied that this was the wisest and 
safest course to pursue in the application of a law which 
gives such absolute power. 

In addition to this feeling of responsibility and conserva- 
tism, during the past year there have been a number of rea- 
sons why there has not been so much of this work done as 
during the preceding years. Since the passage of the law a 
suit for injunction was brought in November, 1900, against 
the Board of Health to restrain it from removing several old 
and dilapidated buildings and sheds, used as stables, on Ward 
street, and this is still pending. Notwithstanding the fact that 
the sum of ten thousand dollars was asked for in the annual 
estimate for the department, not a dollar was allowed for this 
specific purpose, nor has a dollar been appropriated for this 
purpose since the passage of the law. In all other large cities 
in this and older countries, this work has been accomplished 
by the appropriation of large sums of money, and the work 
has been done on an extensive scale by the destruction of 
numerous buildings in very congested districts, and by the 
laying out of broad thoroughfares and the building of new and 
sanitary dwellings, which can be rented at reasonable rates. 
There are a number of these congested districts in this city 
where improvements of this kind could be made, to great ad- 
vantage ; such, for instance, as Webster avenue from Hanover 
street to Unity street, which could be widened and made a 
street instead of remaining as it is, a narrow alley, thus doing 
away with a lot of unsanitary dwellings and improving all the 
others. Another great improvement could be made by the 
extension of Hale street, formerly Crescent place, to South 
Margin street, doing away with a number of old, unsanitary 
houses, and the laying-out of this street would also necessi- 
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tate the building of a public sewer, which at present is drained 
by two imperfect common drains at either end of the street, 
discharging one into the Norman-street sewer and the other 
into the Pitts-street sewer. These two drains run under the 
buildings at the lower end of the street, and are a constant 
source of trouble and nuisance. 


SMALL—POX. 


Small-pox has prevailed in Boston to a greater extent the 
present season than at any other time since the winter of 
1872-38, when, during about eight months from September 
to May, more than 1,000 deaths occurred from this disease. It 
was during this time that the City Board of Health was 
appointed and took charge of the Health Department. 
Previous to this time, or from 1840 to 1873, inclusive, there 
occurred in Boston 2,943 deaths from small-pox, an annual 
average of 89.33. From 1874 to 1900, inclusive (twenty- 
seven years) there occurred but sixty-three deaths, an 
annual average of 2.838. During these twenty-seven years 
of comparative relief from small-pox, physicians and the 
people became more or less negligent of vaccination, and few 
physicians have become sufficiently familiar with the disease 
to recognize it, especially in a mild form. With the excep- 
tion of a little flurry of small-pox in 1894, when a moderate 
amount of voluntary vaccination was secured, this prophy- 
lactic measure has been but moderately used. ‘The beginning 
of, the headway gained, and the persistency with which 
small-pox has maintained itself for a few months this winter 
have been due to unusual and difficult conditions to over- 
come. First: The larger portion of the people were in a 
receptive condition for the disease. Second: A_ large 
number of the cases were so mild as not to restrain the vic- 
tim in the pursuit of his duties or to occasion any suspicion 
on his part or on the part of anybody else as to the character 
of the disease, until a nest or a scattered crop of serious 
cases had been occasioned, and reported to the Board of 
Health. Third: An unprecedented slowness in reporting 
cases of a suspicious and doubtful appearance. 

This disease appeared in a very mild form in a large 
factory in May. It was not recognized until several severe 
cases had resulted. It was then reported to the Board of 
Health, and within forty-eight hours twelve cases were found 
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and removed to the hospital. This outbreak was soon 
ended, but another and another occurred in different parts of 
the city. All known cases were quickly picked up and 
cared for in the hospital and all necessary precautions put 
in use. In spite of the measures taken, cases increased to 
12 in August, to 30 in September, to 49 in October, to 195 
in November, to 201 in December, and 177 in January. 

In October it became evident that more hospital accommo- 
dations would be required, and the Board hastily equipped 
extra buildings at Gallop’s Island, to which a portion of the 
patients have been sent since November 16.

The type of the disease at the beginning of the outbreak 
was uncommonly mild, but it increased in severity later on. 
The number of cases is now diminishing, and there is every 
reason to believe that it will go on diminishing from this 
time. Mild and unrecognized cases will undoubtedly be a 
source of trouble for many months to come, and cases will 
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undoubtedly reach the city by rail from other places where 
the disease is prevalent. 


VACCINATION. 


The office for public vaccination in the City Charity 
Building on Chardon street has been open daily, Sundays 
and July 1-to September 1 excepted, throughout the year, 
where 12,180 persons have been vaccinated by the city. 
Beginning November 13, temporary offices for free vacci- 
nation were opened from six to eight o’clock in the 
evening for a few weeks at a time in several sections of 
the city where the largest number of cases of small-pox 
were found. Letters were sent to railroad companies, 
mercantile and other establishments recommending the free 
vaccination of all employés. The people in general were 
advised through the daily papers to protect themselves from 
small-pox by vaccination. Under these several methods 
of suggestion by the Board of Health a ready and generous 
response was made by the people, and a very large percent- 
age of the inhabitants secured vaccination. There were then 
left a few who, for one reason or another, neglected or refused 
to be vaccinated, and on December 26 the Board issued its 
order for the vaccination of all the inhabitants of the city. On 
January 2 the Board began sending physicians into portions 
of the city where most needed to give free vaccination in the 
homes and places of business, and to take the names of those 
who refused to be vaccinated, and who were also within the 
provisions of said order. East Boston, South Boston, 
Charlestown, the North End and West End, and a portion of 
Roxbury and Dorchester were thus visited, and vaccinated 
if willing to be vaccinated, and those who refused were given 
a short time in which to change their minds, and then, if 
necessary, were summoned to court. The larger number of 
these cases secured vaccination. ‘The number prosecuted 
was nineteen.. The total number vaccinated during the 
year by this department is 185,000. The number vaccinated 
by family physicians and by other agencies is estimated at 
about 300,000. 


Wer LAnps AND STAGNANT Poots oF WATER AS 
BREEDING PLACES FOR MOSQUITOES. 


It has been conclusively shown that certain kinds of mos- 
quitoes are necessary intermediate factors in communicating 
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malaria from one person to another. It is also well known 
that the mosquito is absolutely dependent upon comparatively 
stagnant water for the propagation of its species. Stagnant 
water may be drawn off, or its surface sprinkled once in two 
weeks with kerosene oil to destroy the necessary conditions 
for the breeding of mosquitoes. With these facts in 
view this department is bound to regard the existence of 
stagnant pools of water and continued wet surfaces of land 
as a danger to the public health, and a condition which 
demands more decisive treatment than it has received hereto- 
fore. Considerable work in draining land was accomplished last 
season, and the work will be vigorously renewed the coming 
season. 


Stony BROOK. 


There are still well-grounded complaints against the foul 
condition of Stony brook. ‘This offensive condition can be 
arrested only by building public sewers for the use of 
habitations and business places along the banks of the brook. 
The foul waters of this stream flow into the water basins of 
the Back Bay Fens, where it settles and continues to be a 
cause of offence and complaint. The Board respectfully 
urges the City Council to consider means of preventing the 
fouling of this brook. 


HospITAL FOR CONSUMPTIVES. 


The Board of Health regrets to say that it has not been 
able to accomplish as much in the way of diminishing the 
prevalence of or suffering from consumption during the past 
year as it could have done had it possessed the advantage of 
a convenient and sufficient hospital for cases in the advanced 
stages of the disease. Patients in the advanced stages of 
consumption are frequently found in such impoverished con- 
dition as to be unable to supply themselves with the 
necessary food, medicines, clothing and ordinary comforts. _ 
The shelter and general condition of these patients are often 
found to be of the worst sort. Such patients are not hopeful, 
and sanitary instructions cannot be enforced. Consumptives 
in an indigent state, with the disease well advanced, are not 
only a constant source of danger to the community, but are 
themselves objects of pity, requiring protection and the aid 
of public charity. They cannot, as infectious cases, law- 
fully be sent to Tewksbury, and the city has no adequate 
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provision for them. Private charity cares for some, and 
there are 67 (47 for men and 20 for women) beds for con- 
sumptives at Long Island; but the city needs at once a suit- 
able plant for this class of -infectious and charity patients, 
with a capacity of 800 beds. The Board of Health respect- 
fully urges the importance of this upon the attention of the 
City Council. 


GARBAGE PLANT. 


This plant is situated at Cow Pasture on Dorchester Bay ; 
is the property of the New England Sanitary Product 
Company, and is constructed and operated on what is known 
as the reduction method. It was put in operation November, 
1898, was soon complained of by the people living within 
a radius of more than two miles, was carefully investigated 
by the Board of Health and declared to be a public nuisance. 
The same experience and declaration were repeated in 1901. 
All effort on the part of the Board of Health to secure action 
of any kind against the New England Sanitary Product 
Company, either under its contract with the city or on the 
merits of the case in court, have been negatived by the city 
government, and the powers of the Board of Health to fight 
this public nuisance, for the time being, have been made void. 
This plant has been a well-known public nuisance from the 
time it was put into use to the present day, and has thus far 
appeared to defy all efforts of the said company to stop the 
nuisance, which appears to be the result of an inherent 
power for offence in the reduction process, of which this 
plant is an example. The plant is now to be moved from 
its present location, where it is so bitterly complained of, to 
another on Spectacle Island, where it will be placed between 
and within a few hundred feet of two other very offensive 
plants, one for rendering dead animals, bones, grease etc., 
and the other for the manufacture of glue. 

Its new location is also within a few hundred feet of the 
main ship channel, through which millions of persons pass to 
and from the city every season. 


City MorGurR. 


After more than a half century of service the old wooden 
building on North Grove street, known as the City Morgue, 
erected about the year 1850 and renovated and enlarged in 
1879, was, on May 22, 1901, abandoned and dismantled, and 


‘ 
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immediately thereafter, removed. Upon a portion of its 
site and adjacent land there has been erected a substantial 
and commodious building of brick, 22 feet front and 42 feet 
deep, three stories in height. The old morgue, which was 
but one story in height, covered 1,140 square feet. With its 
limited area and meagre equipment, it long ago ceased to 
meet the requirements which the modern morgue demands, 
and in fact, became so dilapidated and far beyond the possi- 
bility of repair, that it was a positive discredit to the City of 
Boston. The new morgue has every device and convenience 
which scientific and utilitarian considerations demand. There 
are reception, identification, waiting and storage rooms, a 
columbarium with twelve receptacles for dead bodies, re- 
frigerated by means of an ammonia plant, operated by elec- 
tricity, an autopsy room of ample dimensions with seats for 
students arranged in amphitheatre, an operating table which 
is connected with a ventilation shaft running to and through 
the roof, controlled by electric fans, and every known essen- 
tial to a perfectly equipped morgue. The building is prac- 
tically fireproof, and its walls, floors and stairways are of 
non-combustible material. An electric elevator runs from 
basement to second floor. 


DISINFECTING DEPARTMENT. 


For many years the disinfection department has been ill- 
provided for, inasmuch as quarters for the superintendent 
and his assistants and storage rooms for supplies have been 
situated in old sheds located upon the yard of the Street 
Department at the rear of the morgue, while the horses have 
been boarded at a stable some distance away. During the 
year there was erected and equipped a building adjacent to 
the morgue, with a frontage of 64 feet and a depth of 42 
feet, containing on the ground floor ample space for the 
housing of the department wagons and carriages, on the 
second floor an office for the superintendent, waiting rooms 
for the employés, harness room, and a stable with ten single 
stalls and one box stall.. On the third floor storage rooms 
for hay and grain, and a room especially designed for the care 
of disinfectants and department supplies generally, also a 
bed-room and bath for night attendants. An electric elevator 
of sufficient capacity runs from basement to third floor. An 
office is also provided on the ground floor for the superin- 
tendent of pedlers. The morgue and disinfection depart- 
ment buildings are practically one, with a frontage of 86 feet 
and a depth of 42 feet, covering 3,612 square feet of land. 
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STABLES. 


Since March 8, 1889, no new stables have been occupied, 
nor increase of animals allowed in any stables, without a 
written permit from the Board of Health. It has been the 
constant effort of the Board to lessen the objections to stables 
by improving the drainage and ventilation and particularly 
by changing the old method of storing manure, which has 
been one of the chief objections to stables. In the opinion of 
the Board, storing manure in pits is a nuisance, its removal 
an unwarrantable annoyance to the neighborhood and an 
unnecessary expense to the owner. In the place of a pit, the 
Board now requires, in the larger stables, a cart to be so 
placed as to receive the manure directly from the floors, and 
in the small stables barrels with suitable covers are allowed. 

These innovations from old customs were not accepted 
without objections, and much time and trouble has been ex- 
pended in convincing mechanics, as well as owners, that their 
interests were in harmony with these changes. Many of 
those who saw great objections to the new method now cheer- 
fully admit the very great advantage to their carriages as 
well as cleanliness and economy in the handling of manure. 

When it is decided by the Board to grant an application 
for the occupancy of a stable, it issues the following notice:

CONDITIONS. 


The use of manure pits in connection with stables is prohibited. There 
shall be no manure kept or stored in connection with the stable except 
in a cart so placed as to receive said manure, to be removed as soon as 
the cart is full, or in tight barrels or small receptacles approved by the 
Board of Health. 

All floors shall be substantial and tight. 

The air space shall be equal to one thousand cubic feet for each 
animal, 

The ventilating, lighting and draining of the stable must be satisfac- 
tory to the Board of Health. 

The erection of a stable must be begun within ninety days from the 
date hereof (if not already erected) and prosecuted to completion. 

The position of the stable must be in strict accordance with the plan 
on file in this office. 
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Before proceeding to build a stable it will be necessary to apply to the 
Building Commissioner for a permit to build, to whom you should show 
this notice. 

The stable must not be occupied until after all the above requirements 
have been complied with and reported upon by an officer of this depart- 
ment, and a written permission for its occupation has been issued by 
this Board.

When the stable is finished and the requirements fully 
complied with, a permit for occupancy is given. 


EXAMINATION OF PLUMBERS. 


The Board of Examiners of Plumbers has continued its 
weekly examinations of applicants for licenses through the 
year, with no unusual experience to report. The following 
is from the report of the secretary of the Board of Exami- 
ners: Sixty candidates have been examined for master 
plumber’s licenses, and 166 for journeymen’s. Of these 38 
have been granted masters’ licenses, and 82 journeymen’s, 
while master’s licenses have been refused to 26 and journey- 
men’s to 84, on account of their failure to pass satisfactory 
examinations. 


EXAMINATION OF GAS-FITTERS. 


The Board of Examiners of Gas Fitters has continued its 
weekly examination of applicants for licenses during the 
year without anything to note as different from the experi- 
ences of other years. The following is from the report of 
the secretary to the examining board :

Some of the barber shops were all right 
at the time ; many needed extensive changes, which were made 
to conform to our regulations; other shops needing radical 
changes, and failing to receive them, were discontinued.

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF BACTERIOLOGICAL 
LABORATORY. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending January 31, 1902. 

The laboratory routine and methods are first described, 
together with notes on the application and interpretation of 
the laboratory results in practice, and the outline of a system 
for genealogical record of cultures, designed by B. R. 
Rickards, assistant bacteriologist. 

Thereafter are given, the results of certain investigations 
conducted under general instructions from the Board of 
Health, or under special instructions in particular cases. 
These investigations related to (1) the morphology of 
B. diphtheriw, (2) the sanitary condition of the Boston ice 
supply, (8) public laundries, (4) clam digging in the Mystic 
River, (5) the possibility of typhoid infection through 
cooked oysters and clams, (6) a case of ptomaine poisoning, 
(7) candy-making, (8) arsenic in paint used for public school 
blackboards, (9) other matters, such as diphtheria bacilli in 
well persons, the brown tail moth, malarial and other mos- 
quitoes, etc. An appendix follows, summarizing the routine 
work. |

LABORATORY ROUTINE. 


Hours for receiving Specimens. — Specimens are received 
at the laboratory daily throughout the year from 8.30 A.M. 
to 6 P.M., except on Sundays and legal holidays, when the © 
hours are from 8.80 A.M. to 10 A.M., and from 1.30 P.M. 
to 6 P.M. 

Hours for Kxaminations.—'The laboratory is open for 
examination of specimens from 8.30 A.M. to 5 P.M., except 
that on Saturdays the closing hour is 12 M., and on Sundays 
and legal holidays 10 A.M. 

Swab and Five-Hour Hxamination in cases of Suspected 
Diphtheria. — When requested, the laboratory is ready at all 
times during examination hours (ordinarily 8.30 A.M. to 5 
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P.M.; on Saturdays, 8.30 A.M. to 12 M.; on Sundays and 
holidays, 9 A.M. to 10 A.M.) to examine the swabs them- 
selves from cases for diagnosis. It has been found that in 
about one-half of the cases finally proving positive after the 
ordinary incubation a positive diagnosis can be made from 
the swab without waiting for incubation, thus saving from 
fifteen to twenty-four hours. A negative result from the 
swab is unreliable. In such cases, if the culture has been 
brought into the laboratory before 12 M., a five-hour ineuba- 
tion may be given, and reported on at 5 P.M., except ‘on 
Saturdays, Sundays and holidays. A negative result from 
this examination also is unreliable, and the regular over- 
night incubation must then be proceeded with. 

Positive results from the swab, the five-hour or the over-' 
night incubation are equally reliable. 

Transmission of Specimens. — Outfits for specimens from 
Tuberculosis, Diphtheria, Typhoid and Glanders are kept at 
certain drug stores appointed for the purpose, and known as 
“culture stations.” (See page 56.) Malaria outfits are 
supplied from the laboratory only. After the specimen is 
collected, it may be taken or sent directly to the laboratory. 
If preferred, specimens from cases of Tuberculosis, Diphtheria, 
and Glanders may be returned to the station from which the 
outfits were obtained. ‘They must not be mailed under any 
circumstances. If received at the culture station early 
enough to reach the laboratory before 6 P.M., they are 
forwarded free to the laboratory the sameday. Typhoid and 
Malaria specimens should not be left at the stations, but 
should be sent directly to the laboratory by mail. If special 
examinations are required the specimens should be sent by 
special messenger at the physician’s expense. 

Reports. — Early reports from thespecimens submitted are of 
importance chiefly in the diphtheria diagnostic work. Every- 
thing else is subordinated to obtaining these results quickly. 
All positives for diagnosis, and all doubtful or unsatisfactory 
results where a second examination may be desirable, are 
reported to the physician by telephone when possible. Nega- 
tive results for diagnosis, and cultures for release are not 
reported by telephone, except upon request. All results are 
reported to physicians by mail, whether telephoned or not. 

The diphtheria results are usually available by 10 A.M., 
sputum and typhoid results by 11 A.M., and other examina- 
tions by 12 M. ‘Telephone inquiries should not be made 
before these hours. 

Persons Eligible for Examination. — Boston physicians 
may send cultures from patients resident within or outside 
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of Boston. Physicians resident outside of Boston may send 
cultures from patients resident in Boston. When both 
physician and patient reside outside of Boston the cultures 
should be sent to the State Board of Health. 

Horses Eligible for Hxamination. — Boston veterinarians 
may send preparations from horses whose owners are resident 
either within or outside of Boston. Veterinarians resident 
outside of Boston may send preparations from horses, the 
owners of which reside in Boston, or from horses stabled 
or working in Boston, although their owners are non-resi- 
dents. If the veterinarian resides outside of Boston, and 
the horse is stabled and works outside of Boston, prepara- 
tions may be sent if the owner is a resident of Boston. 
Otherwise the preparations should go to the State Board of 
Agriculture, Cattle Department. 


METHODS OF EXAMINATION AND INTERPRETATION OF 
RESULTS. 


Tuberculosis. 


Outfits. — For suspected tubercular sputum, square wide- 
mouth bottles of about half an ounce capacity are sup- 
plied, contained in a pasteboard box and accompanied by a 
paper form, with directions on one side, and on the other, 
blank spaces to be filled out by the physician with particulars 
of the case. To prevent infection of the laboratory from 
sputum, each bottle is sent out half filled with 5 per cent. 
carbolic acid solution. The sputum is deposited in this 
solution and remains there until it is examined. The 
carbolic acid not only kills the bacilli but also acts upon 
them as a mordant, improving their staining qualities. On 
receipt of the outfit at the laboratory the cover of the box 
is taken off and the whole outfit exposed to the vapor of 
formalin over night in a tight receptacle with the object. of 
killing any bacilli scattered during the process of collection 
over the outside of the cork or bottle, ete. 

No bottle containing sputum will be received for examina- 
tion if leakage from the bottle during transit has occurred. 

If the examination of urine for B. tuberculosis is desired, 
it is best to send to the laboratory the whole amount passed 
in 24 hours. Special precautions should be taken to prevent 
contamination with smegma or other foreign matter. 

EHxramination. —The sputum specimens are examined 
usually on the morning following receipt. 

Briefly, the examination consists in smearing the sputum 
upon a glass slide or coverslip, drying, staining with hot 
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carbol-fuchsin, washing, decolorizing with a solution consist- 
ing of 8 per cent. of hydrochloric acid in 95 per cent. 
alcohol, washing again and counterstaining with methylene 
blue in aqueous solution. B. tuberculosis is stained red by 
this process, most other organisms blue or not at all. An 
apparatus has been designed by B. R. Rickards, assistant bac- 
teriologist, for staining large numbers of specimens at once. 
This was described and figured in the annual report of 1900. 


The Interpretation of Bacteriological Findings in the Diag- 
nosis of Tuberculosis. 


Positive Results. — It is probable that very occasionally a 
few tubercle bacilli may be found in the mouths of healthy 
persons, but persons suffering from any affection of the 
lungs, larynx, etc., and presenting also the tubercle bacillus 
in their expectoration may safely be considered as suffering 
from the disease. It is not unlikely that very occasionally 
non-virulent bacilli resembling tubercle bacilli in appearance, 
staining reactions, etc., may be present in sputum; in such 
cases a guinea-pig test is necessary for differentiation. In 
smegma such an organism is not rare, and this should be 
taken into account when collecting or examining material 
likely to be contaminated with smegma. 

Negative Results.— A single negative result does not 
demonstrate the absence of the bacilli from the particular 
specimen of sputum examined, nor, if that absence be con- 
firmed by subsequent examinations of successive specimens, 
is the absence of the disease necessarily established. A nega- 
tive result from a patient suffering from consumption may 
depend on (a) improper collection of specimen, saliva being 
taken instead of true pulmonary expectoration (ordinarily the 
saliva of a patient whose sputum contains the bacilli will be 
infected, but the numbers will usually be relatively small) ; 
(b) the presence of but few bacilli in the sputum — the 
microscopic examination being unreliable for the detection 
of very small numbers; (¢) the absence of the bacilli from 
the sputum notwithstanding the presence of the disease. 
This latter is to be expected when there is little or no break- 
ing down of the lung tissue, as in early stages of chronic 
consumption, and sometimes throughout the course of acute 
miliary tuberculosis. 

A clinical diagnosis of tuberculosis, pulmonary or genito- 
urinary, should not be reversed upon a single negative result. 
The errors described under (a and 6) may be eliminated by 
repeated examination, but it is a question whether even a 
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dozen negative sputum examinations should be allowed to 
offset well-marked clinical indications in such cases as are 
given under (¢). 

In certain cases, injection of guinea pigs is necessary to 
reach a final decision, but the results are then available only 
after four to twelve weeks. 


Diphtheria. 


Outfits. — One serum tube, one swab tube containing 
two swabs, a card to be filled out by the physician with the 
particulars of the case, and a paper giving directions, are 
enclosed in a pasteboard slide box, which is disinfected in 
formaldehyde gas each time before being sent out. Before 
taking an outfit from a culture station the serum should be 
inspected, and if dry or bad rejected. or diagnosis, one 
swab may be used for the nose and one for the throat, both 
being inoculated on the same serum tube. Jor release, this 
procedure is required by a regulation of the Board of Health. 
If it is desired to obtain for diagnosis separate results from 
the nose and the throat, two outfits should be used, the nose 
swab being inoculated on one serum, the throat swab on the 
other, but nothing is gained by taking separate nose and 
throat cultures for release. When arapid or swab exami- 
nation for diagnosis is contemplated, it is well to rub the 
swab on the suspected area in the nose or throat a second 
time after the inoculation of the serum. The swab is then 
returned directly to the swab tube. This procedure in- 
creases the reliability of the swab results by increasing the 
amount of material made available for examination. 

Incubation. — All diphtheria cultures received up to 6 P.M. 
are placed in the incubator at 87°C over night for exami- 
nation at 8.30 A.M. the next day. Should a culture be 
delayed beyond the time of closing, it may at times be well 
to remember the procedure followed by Gehrmann of Chi- 
cago. The tube, well stoppered, is placed in a pocket of 
the robe worn at night and is thus incubated at body tem- 
perature. Placing the tube over a radiator or near a stove 
is comparatively unsatisfactory. 

Release.— By a regulation of the Board of Health, two 
consecutive negative cultures from both the throat and nose 
are required from each case reported as diphtheria before 
isolation is officially terminated and disinfection performed. 
In all cases the second of these cultures must be taken by 
the medical agent of the district in which the patient resides. 

When the first negative for release is obtained the proper 
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medical agent is notified by telephone from the Board of 
Health (Old Court House) to take a culture. Should this 
prove negative it constitutes the required second negative, 
and the patient is then released. 

Should the agent’s culture be positive, as it is in a large 
number of the positive cases, a first negative must again be 
obtained and be followed by a second negative, in order to 
secure the two consecutive negatives required. 

The Interpretation of Bacteriological Findings in the 
Diagnosis of Diphtheria.— The most satisfactory definitions 
and nomenclature of bacterial diseases are based, not on clini- 
cal characteristics merely, but on both the presence and activity 
of specific bacterial toxins — those poisons formed only by the 
specific bacteria of the disease in question. Under this con- 
ception the disease of diphtheria exists always, and exists only, 
when the body shows a reaction to toxins formed by the diph- 
theria bacillus. Bacterial diseases are in brief toxicological 
diseases, due to poisoning by chemical compounds of a pecu- 
liar kind — just as are the chronic diseases caused by lead, 
arsenic, etc., or acute attacks due to morphine, strychnine, etc. 
A clinical condition known to be due to the action of lead, 
whether mild or severe, and whatever the particular symptoms 
shown, is properly classified as plumbism. So also a clinical 
condition, due to diphtheria toxins, whether mild or severe, and 
whatever the particular symptoms shown, is properly classed as . 
diphtheria. ‘This classification is not only theoretically correct, 
but is very practical, from the therapeutic standpoint, as indi- 
cating the proper treatment and also the sequele and compli- 
cations to be expected, and from the public health standpoint 
as indicating the nature and infectiveness of the disease. A 
merely clinical classification, based on anatomical features 
alone, cannot be relied on to indicate any one of these im- 
portant features. Unfortunately there is no generally appli- 
cable and reliable method for detecting both the presence and 
activity of diphtheria toxins. 

The detection of the diphtheria bacillus is used as an indi- 
cator of the presence of the diphtheria toxins. It is not 
absolutely reliable, for the diphtheria bacillus does not always 
produce its toxins. But even the presence of the toxins (if 
determined by subsequent guinea-pig tests) does not neces- 
sarily indicate their actual activity in the patient. The body 
forces tend to neutralize these toxins, and sometimes neutral- 
ize them completely. If the patient presents symptoms 
clearly those of diphtheria poisoning, both the presence of 
the toxins and their activity may be inferred. If the symp- 
toms are indefinite, the presence of the diphtheria bacillus 
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may be assumed to show the presence of diphtheria toxins ; 
and the existence of symptoms, indefinite though they be, 
may be assumed to result from the activity of the toxins. 
It is true that diagnoses based on these assumptions are not 
always correct, but the percentage of error is much smaller 
than that of unaided clinical diagnosis. (See also p. 102.) 

If the person from whom a positive culture is obtained 
presents no symptoms of any kind, either the absence of the 
toxins or their complete neutralization —it does not matter 
which, so far as the patient is concerned — may be inferred. 
Such a person certainly is not suffering from the disease of 
diphtheria. But so long as diphtheria bacilli remain in his 
nose or throat he constitutes a nucleus from which the bacilli 
may be distributed to others. 

The absence of the diphtheria bacillus is, on the other hand, 
absolute proof of the absence of the disease, since diphtheria 
toxins are not found except in the presence of diphtheria 
bacilli! The difficulty les in proving absolutely that the 
bacilli are, in fact, absent. If absent from the nose and 
throat they will not, of course, appear in the cultures there- 
from. But even when present in the nose or throat they do 
not always appear in culture — that is, if only one culture 
be taken. Indeed, two or three, or even four, negative cul- 
tures may occasionally be taken from throats carrying the 
bacilli. This is especially true of pure laryngeal cases where 
the seat of lesion is not readily reached. Hence, while one 
negative culture is of some value, two, three or four , should 
be taken in suspicious cases before rejecting a clinical diag- 
nosis of diphtheria on the bacteriological results alone. 

No Growth. — This is a laboratory term used to designate 
any culture which for any reason (usually because the serum 
is too dry or has been liquified by contaminating bacteria) 
does not yield material satisfactory for examination. 

A Negative Report, accompanied by a request for. Another 
Culture is sent whenever a negative result is obtained from a 
case clinically diphtheria (as indicated by the physician’s 
diagnosis) or from a case showing membrane on pharynx and 
tonsils, or from a laryngeal case, or from a case yielding 
bacilli of doubtful identity. 

Tests for Virulence. —'These are made on request in cases 
where patients recovered from diphtheria are kept in isola- 
tion for extended periods on account of diphtheria bacilli in 
the nose or throat. If the bacilli prove non-virulent, release 
is granted without waiting for two consecutive negatives. 
(See also Annual Report, 1900.) 


? Laboratory experiments with toxins are not here included. 
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Typhoid Fever. 


The dried-blood method for the Widal reaction is used. 

Outfit. — This consists of aluminum foil, on which the blood 
is to be dried, and a small copper wire loop for transferring 
the blood to the foil. With this foil is a card, to be filled 
out by the physician, and a circular of directions. All three 
fit into a manila envelope for safe keeping. After the 
physician has taken the blood preparation it is returned to 
the laboratory by mail, postage two cents. / 

Examination. —'The dried blood is mixed on the foil with 
ten times as much sterile water; a drop of this dilution is 
mixed on a coverslip with a drop of broth containing typhoid 
bacilli, making a total dilution of one in twenty. This prep- 
aration, mounted as a “ hanging drop,” is observed at inter- 
vals under the microscope for from thirty minutes to one 
hour. If loss of motility only, or clumping only, occurs, the 
preparation is called atypical, and another requested. If 
both occur, a positive, and if neither, a negative report is 
sent. A new typhoid culture on agar, reaction + 10 (1.0 
per cent. acid) is made every day from a previous agar cul- 
ture one month old. This insures that there shall always be 
an agar culture one month old in the laboratory. From this 
month-old agar a broth culture also (+ 10 initial reaction) 
is made every day, and is ready for use next day after incu- 
bation for twenty-four hours at 37° C. 

Interpretation of Results of Widal Test in Typhoid Fever 
Diagnosis. —'The Widal reaction occurs in the blood as one 
of the results of the reaction of the body forces to the toxins 
of the typhoid bacillus. It may be obtained from rabbit’s 
blood within three or four days after injecting the rabbit 
with living or dead typhoid bacilli. In such rabbits the reac- 
tion is not necessarily or usually associated with the lesions, 
intestinal or otherwise, characteristic of typhoid fever in the 
human. Nor is it essential that the human patient should 
have the ordinary symptoms, or lesions, of intestinal typhoid 
fever in order to develop a reaction. It is sufficient that the 
human patient should suffer from the effects of the typhoid 
bacillus toxins, whatever clinical or anatomical conditions may 
accompany them. Moreover, once developed, the reaction 
may last for years after recovery, although usually it disap- 
pears within a few months. ‘The presence of the reaction in 
the human means then the existence at some time past or 
present of an infection with the typhoid bacillus (Cabot) — 
usually, but not necessarily, an infection taking the form of 
ordinary intestinal typhoid fever. 
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To interpret a positive report properly the physician must 
know whether such a previous infection existed, and how long 
before, if at all. If there is a clear and reliable history of 
freedom from anything resembling typhoid fever previous to 
the attack, it may be usually assumed with safety that no 
previous typhoid infection existed, and that the Widal reac- 
tion obtained developed during the present attack. One 
source of error lies in the fact that reliable histories regard- 
ing typhoid fever cannot always be obtained, and that in any 
case a slight or obscure typhoid infection, other than intes- 
tinal, might have existed without recognition as “ typhoid.” 

A negative Widal reaction is of little or no significance. 
The Widal reaction does not develop in the human before 
the fifth day-usually, may not develop until late in the dis- 
ease, and is not constantly present after development, so that 
a negative result may be interposed between two positives. 
It is easy to see that a patient might have typhoid fever and 
with it the Widal reaction present on certain days of the 
attack and yet that, by a coincidence, all the blood for the 
test might be taken on “off” days,—days on which no 
Widal reaction could be obtained. While this possibility 
should be remembered, it is not likely to be encountered if 
several successive specimens be taken. An atypical reaction 
means nothing. The subsequent reactions may be positive 
or negative. 


Malaria. 


Outfit. — This consists of a small flat tin box, which con- 
tains half-a-dozen clean coverslips wrapped in paper. On 
application to the laboratory, one such box, accompanied by 
a circular of directions and a card to be filled out with the 
particulars of the case by the physician, is mailed to the 
address given. ‘The outfit should be returned to the labora- 
tory by mail. 

Examination. — Upon receipt of the coverslips, with the 
blood smeared on them as directed, the examination is carried 
out. The greatest care should be exercised to obtain a thin 
even smear of blood upon the coverslip. Better and more satis- 
factory results can be obtained by the examination of fresh 
undried blood. ‘The physician places a small drop of blood 
on a slide, quickly drops a coverslip upon it, and at once 
seals the coverslip to the side with a little vaseline carefully 
applied to the whole circumference of the coverslip. This 
preparation must be taken to the laboratory at once by a 
careful person, who is directed not to disturb it in any way. 
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Glanders. 


This work is done largely by Dr. Alexander Burr, veter- 
inarian to the Board. 

Outfit. — This consists of a cylindrical copper box contain- 
ing an eight-inch test tube, a card for particulars of the case 
and a circular of directions. The test tube contains a large 
swab of a design similar to that used for the diphtheria work. 
The outfits are sterilized each time before being sent out. 
The object to be sought by the veterinarian is the accumula- 
tion in the cotton of as much as possible of the suspected 
material from the nasal discharge or ulcers of the suspected 
horse. 

Examination. — On receipt of an outfit at the laboratory 
the swab is transferred to five c.c.’s of sterilized water and 
shaken thoroughly in it. The resulting suspension is inocu- 
lated intra-abdominally into well-grown male guinea-pigs, and 
a positive or negative diagnosis is usually based upon the 
development or non-development of testicular lesions within 
seven days, after further exainination of the testes, when en- 
larged, for the isolation of the organism. 

Interpretation of Results of Guinea-Pig Test. — See Annual 
Reports, 1899, 1900. 


Mallein. 


This diagnostic agent is made in the laboratory for the use 
of the Board of Health in testing horses for glanders. It is 
supplied free to veterinarians also for the same purpose. 
The methods of preparation and use and the interpretation 
of the results are given in the annual report of 1900. 


Rabies. 


Collection of Specimen. — Dogs or other animals suspected 
of rabies should not be killed, but should be confined securely, 
and notification sent to the veterinarian of the Board of 
Health. If the animal is dead the whole carcass should be 
preserved, and notification sent as above. Failing this the 
head at least should be kept for examination. 

Hxamination. — Rabies is examined for by injecting under 
the dura (exposed by trephining) of a full-grown rabbit one 
half a c.c. of an emulsion consisting of about one- gram of the 
brain or spinal cord from the suspected animal in ten c.c.’s of 
sterile water, filtered through absorbent cotton and paper. 
The trephine hole is just posterior to.a line joining the 
centres of the eyes. Paralysis or convulsions developing 
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after fourteen days, followed by death, is good evidence of 
the presence of rabies, if other infections can be excluded by 
a careful autopsy of the rabbit, with cultures from blood and 
organs. ‘Two rabbits at least should be inoculated with the 
same material in each case. 

Rapid or Histological Method.— See Annual Report, 1900. 


Influenza. 


Influenza is examined for by direct staining of nasal or 
bronchial discharges, and by cultures from these regions and 
from the blood on glycerine agar, on the surface of which 
sterile human or pigeon’s blood has been smeared. Sputum, 
etc., for examination, should be sent to the laboratory in small 
sterile wide-mouthed bottles, properly stoppered and labelled. 


Other Examinations. 


Any disease of a bacteriological nature will be examined 
for free of charge. Before collecting specimens from diseases 
other than those already enumerated, communication should 
be had with the laboratory. 


Preparation of Media. 
See previous reports. 


Determination of Formaldehyde in Solution (formalin) ; 
Romijn’s Method. (Sutton, 1900, page 393). 


Ten cubic centimeters of the formalin to be tested are diluted 
to one liter with distilled water; ten cubic centimeters of this 
solution are then mixed with twenty-five cubic centimeters 
of deci-normal iodine solution, and sodium hydrate is added, 
drop by drop, until the liquid becomes a pale yellow. After 
ten minutes hydrochloric acid is added to liberate the uncom- 
bined iodine. Standard sodium thiosulphate is then added 
until the iodine color has nearly disappeared. ‘The solution 
is then titrated the end point, using starch solution as the 
indicator. 


Determination of Available Chlorine in Chloride of Lime ; 
Penot’s Method. (Sutton, page 186.) 


Solutions. — Approximately tenth-normal solutions of 
iodine and arsenious acid solutions are prepared and stand- 
ardized against pure arsenious acid. 

Preparation of Sample.—'The sample of chloride of lime 
to be tested is first thoroughly mixed, then 7.17 grams are 
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accurately weighed out, put into a mortar, triturated with 
successive small portions of water until thoroughly ground 
and conveyed to a liter graduated flask without loss. The 
flask is then filled to the graduation mark with water, 
stoppered, thoroughly shaken, and 50 c.c. of the well-mixed 
contents measured out accurately for analysis. 

Procedure.— The arsenious acid solution is added in 
excess to the solution to be tested, and the excess is deter- 
mined by titrating back with standard iodine solution. The 
residual number of cubic centimeters of arsenious acid solu- | 
tion shows directly the percentage of available chlorine. 

Arsenic in Fabrics. — The well-known Marsh process is 
used to detect arsenic in fabrics.? 


A System of Recording Cultures of Bacterias Genealogically 
tor Laboratory Purposes. By Burt Ransom Rickards, 
S.B., Assistant Bacteriologist. 


The system here given furnishes a convenient means of 
recording all data relating to the study of individual labora- 
tory cultures of bacteria. It was devised originally for 
keeping a record of the stock cultures. As it served its pur- 
pose in that field very satisfactorily, it has been elaborated 
from time to time to meet further needs until it has reached 
its present form. 

The writer’s system is an adaptation of the Dewey Decimal 
System of Classification,? the method of use being such as is 
easily remembered. 

Every species of bacteria, upon becoming a member of the 
laboratory stock, is given a number in the hundreds. Thus:

(it will be seen from the above that a single daughter 
culture is always expressed by the number of the mother 
culture with the figure 1 placed in the next right place of 
decimals, and that further cultures made from the same given 
mother culture are expressed by increasing this last new 
figure in arithmetical order. This is the key to the system.) 

If at any time more than nine sister cultures be made from 
any one culture, the figures above nine are enclosed in 
brackets to avoid confusion, e.g., 404.18, 404.19, 404.1 (10), 
404.1 (11), ete. 

In cases were the numbers have become somewhat unwieldy, 
they may often be abbreviated by using exponents, e.g. 
4.01.11111211138—401.152133, 

When an unidentified organism is isolated, it is given the 
specific number in hundreds which designates the species 
which it most resembles, but with the tens and units figures 
running above 50; thus, a glanders-like organism would be 
numbered 451, etc., pending its further examination. If

Mother culture. — The culture from which another culture is inoculated. 

Daughter culture.— The sub-culture from the mother culture. 

Sister cultures.— Two or more cultures made from the same mother culture. 

(Obviously the terms are relative. It is evident that any one culture may be a 
mother, a daughter, and a sister culture at the same time.) * 
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found to be glanders, it would be renumbered below 450, | 
taking the number next above that of the glanders culture 
last isolated. 

Unidentified organisms having no striking resemblance to 
any species possessed by the laboratory are classed by them- 
selves under one species number (e.g., 10,000), until identified. 

A card system is used in connection with this system of 
numbering, offering a complete record. 

Upon the first form of card record is made of all cultures 
of each species at the time of inoculation, including the his- 
tory of the culture up to isolation and the number 
of each further culture, the date of inoculation, the media 
upon which the culture is grown, etc. 

Animals are regarded as one form of culture media and 
receive a number, based on this system, just as if each 
animal were a tube of medium. Cultures made from differ- 
ent organs of the same animal are regarded as sister cul- 
tures. The name of the organ from which each individual 
culture came is entered in a column headed “ Remarks.” 

In cases where only nine or ten inoculations of media are 
necessary, the first card will contain the entire history of the 
work done. An extension card, printed with the same 
forms of culture record ruling may be used when more than 
this number of cultures is to be recorded. 

In any case where the results of an inoculation are too 
extensive to be satisfactorily stated on the culture record 
card, a blank card is used for this purpose. Such a card is 
identified by the number of the culture which it describes. 
A note referring to this card should be made in the 
“ Remarks” column of the culture record card. 

The culture record, extension, and supplementary cards 
are filed together. 

Animal inoculations. — In cases where animal inoculations 
are made, a special card is used. ‘This card is filled out as 
far as possible at the time of inoculation with the particulars 
of the inoculation. 

A rude sketch of the color markings of the animal is made 
on the outline in the lower left-hand corner of the card, 
which serves as a means of identification. The card is then 
hung, by means of a small clasp, directly upon the cage of 
the animal. Itis thus conveniently at hand for the record- 
ing of symptoms, etc. After the autopsy of an animal the 
information given on the animal card may be transferred to 
the culture record or supplementary card. The animal card 
can then either be destroyed or filed separately. 

The media card contains all information relating to the

making of the media, such as the amounts of the various 
ingredients, the titrations, etc. The media cards are filed by 
themselves. 

Label writing. — The culture number written on a culture 
tube is all that is necessary to completely identify that culture. 
Considerable time is thus saved in label writing. Other 
points, such as date of inoculation, medium used, etc., may be 
added if desired, but they are not essential since this culture 
number on the tube indicates directly (1) the species (by the 
number in the hundreds), (2) the particular member of the 
species (by the number in the tens and units), (3) the gene- 
ration of the culture (by the number of places to the right of 
the decimal point), (4) the culture from which it was inocu- 
lated (by the number as a whole minus the figure in the last 
place of decimals), and this number also indicates indirectly 
by reference to the culture cards (6) all further information 
relating to the culture, z.e., the source, date of inoculation, the 
medium, the lot of medium, and, in general, all previous 
history. 

Remarks, —'The card system has the usual advantages of 
cross-reference, convenience and elasticity. By having a 
system of cards for media (including animals), and for cul- 
tures before and after isolation of the organism, one has a 
complete record conveniently at hand. 

The criticism may be made that the system is complex. 
This is true, but it should be remembered that the facts 
which it aims to record are complex. In many cases, where 
so complete a record as that provided for is not necessary, it 
can be considerably modified. On the other hand, it can 
easily be elaborated and extended to meet conditions not 
here specified. For instance, species may be designated by 
numbers in the thousands instead of in the hundreds (e.g., B. 
colt, 1000, B. typhi abdominalis, 2000, etc.), if a larger 
number of different specimens of the same species are to be 
recorded. 

The card forms described are in use in the bacteriological 
laboratory of the Boston Board of Health. Cards for the 
special purposes of other laboratories will probably suggest 
themselves. Those bacteriologists engaged in the differen- 
tiation and classification of species may find useful cards 
printed somewhat after the style of the Fuller-Johnson * 
table and designed to record the variation in reaction of dif- 
ferent species or different specimens of the same species 
upon some one medium. 

This card system is not ‘offered in any sense as an alter- 
native or substitute for the Fuller-Johnson method of

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tabulating final results of species work, but rather as an 
orderly and systematic method of accumulating the data 
from which such tables may finally be constructed. 


SECOND PART. 
NOTES ON THE MORPHOLOGY OF B. diphtherie. 


The importance of the theoretical and practical questions 
depending for their solution on an intimate acquaintance 
with the morphology of B. diphtherie has of late stimulated 
bacteriologists, especially those connected with public health 
work, to further investigations. This revival is due largely 


to Wesbrook’s publication! in 1889 of his nineteen mor- 


phological types, and such advance in these lines as has since 
been made, in this country at least, is due directly or in- 
directly to him. 

The writer, believing that bacterial morphology as a 
whole, and the morphology of the diphtheria bacillus in par- 
ticular, require investigation by the most radical and direct 
methods if evidence of final value is to be hoped for, devised 
a method * for the examination of the bacilli while develop- 
ing which, although but a modification of previous methods, 
seems to remove many of the difficulties inherent in the 
latter and to place the whole process on a more practical 
working basis. The use of this method permits the ready 
appreciation of what the writer believes to be an important 
point in morphology, first brought forward by Nakanishi,? 
as well as the determination by actual observation of certain 
points heretofore matters of speculation. Although these 
questions have been discussed briefly elsewhere *® it has been 
thought well to review the main points here and to outline 
certain hypotheses which the latter seem to justify. 

The species known as B. diphtheria has fora long time 
been known to present certain morphological peculiarities 
differentiating it sharply from other species. The differences 
in morphology between B. diphtherie and other species are 


* The technique consists briefly in substituting for the eunary ‘“‘hanging drop ’”’ 
of peace, or jelly a cube of solidified agar, on the surface of which the bacteria are 
distributed. The inoculated surface of this cube is applied to the under surface of 
the coverslip, and for convenience is known then as the ‘‘ hanging block.” Oxygen 
probably reaches the bacteria by diffusion through the block or the seal— certainly 
aerobic bacteria like B. diphtheria, B. typhosus, etc., grow readily in such a prepara- 
tion. For anaerobes, it is sufficient to expose the block to the action of pyrogallol. 
This method is applicable, as the hanging liquid drop is not, to motile as well as to 
non-motile forms. It is better than either of the older methods on optical grounds, 
because the bacteria present in a given preparation cannot lie otherwise than hori, 
zontally and in the.same plane. They are all necessarily in optical contact with 
the coverslip and aré free to grow (horizontally) without the restrictions imposed by 
surrounding them with jelly or the freedom to drift allowed if Jiquid be used. For 
motility, the Nquid ite | drop is of course neeessary, but there is probably no 
other feature of the living individual which cannot be studied in ‘“ hanging block”’ 
preparations to advantage. (See Jour. Med. Research, March, 1902.) 
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more striking than the differences in morphology existing 
amongst these other species themselves. It has been pro- 
posed indeed by various writers at various times to remove 
B. diphtherie from the class bacillus since it has seemed 
not sufficiently like the other bacilli to justify its retention 
with them. Such proposals have usually been based it is 
true on the fact that B. diphtherie often presents branch- ’ 
ing. Recently accumulated proof that branching exists in 
bacilli differing less strikingly than does B. diphtherie from 
the usual characteristics of the bacillus group has appealed to 
various writers as making such a change, on the basis of 
branching alone, seem as yet inadvisable. That such a 
change may be advisable on: other grounds is not yet dis- 
proved. 

Briefly, the striking peculiarities which B. diphtherie 
presents when compared, for instance, with such a “ typical” 
bacillus as B. typhosus, are — 


(1.) The variations in size and outline found amongst indi- 
viduals from the same culture, and even amongst 
the descendants of the same individual. (Plate I.) 

(2.) The marked tendency to variations in staining reac- 
tions found amongst individuals from the same 
culture, the peculiarities of staining having never- 
theless a certain definiteness and symmetry in the 
individual. 

(3.) Certain details of the fission processes. 

(4.) The well-known tendency of individuals to arrange 
themselves in positions at an angle with each other, 
and also in groups, the individuals of which are 

approximately parallel. . 

(5.) The processes by which the individuals separate from 
each other after fission and arrive at the angular 
and parallel positions noted. | 

(6.) The frequency of branching. 


It is true that irregularities of outline, wide variations in 
diameter and in length, variations in staining reactions, and 
angular as well as parallel arrangements occur in B. typhosus, 
but the irregularities in outline, size, and staining are com- 
paratively slight in extent, while the angular and parallel posi- 
tions are achieved in a totally different way. Branching in 
B. typhosus has not yet been recorded, although Ohlmacher # 
claims that he has found true branching in a close ally 
(B. colt). Even so, it is yet to be shown that the branching 
in B. diphtherie is identical with that found in other species. 

The peculiarities of B. diphtheria in outline and staining 


‘ 
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reactions have been elaborated by various writers, but most 
comprehensively by Wesbrook.! Certain peculiarities of B. 
diphtherie relating to fission, angular position and branching, 
are reviewed here with some additions resulting from recent 
work. 


The Post-fission Movements of B. diphtheric. 
(Plate I.) 


Restricting the term fission to the separation of the proto- 
plasm of the bactérium into two portions, each capable of 
further growth, development and reproduction, a striking dif- 
ference as regards fission between B. diphtherice and its allies 
on one hand, and B. typhosus (taken for this purpose as a 
type of a large group distinct from the diphtheroid group) 
on the other, hes in the post-fission movements. It may at 
times be possible to detect in B. diphtheriae segmentation of 
the protoplasm previous to the post-fission movements, a hard 
dark line, not necessarily central, developing across the axis 
of the rod; sometimes more than one such segmentation 
line is visible ina single rod. What may usually be observed 
is a gradual enlargement of the bacterial cell in both diame- 
ters accompanied often by slight changes in outline suggest- 
ing some plasticity of the bacterial walls; then a sudden 
snapping across of the rod resulting in the two portions 
lying at an angle with each other, and suggesting for such 
organisms the convenient term, “snapping group.” Subse- 
quent growth results in the gradual approximation of the 
distal ends of these two rods to each other, giving a parallel 
arrangement. ‘The proximal ends of the new rods (those 
which before the snapping were continuous with each other) 
remain contiguous to each other after parallelism is achieved. 

In such movements, one or both rods necessarily describe 
parts of a circle, and when, as often happens, the:two rods 
are not of the same length, the shorter usually moves 
through a much greater arc than the longer. Subsequent 
growth does not usually result in the separation of the two 
portions at the proximal ends, the increase in length in the 
larger portion apparently carrying the other portion with it. 
That something unites the proximal ends seems further evi- 
dent, because if two rods thus derived be disturbed} as by a 
current of water, so that they drift off, turning over and 
over, their relative positions remain unaltered. A single rod 
may break up into three portions instead of two. 

The hypothesis offered by the writer to explain these 
movements js, in brief, as follows: that the visible bacterial 
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rod is surrounded by an invisible or scarcely visible mem- 
brane (even in crowded unstained preparations, individuals 
lying side by side are rarely if ever in visible contact, an in- 
terval remaining always between them) ; that in B. diphtherice 
only incomplete rupture of this membrane after fission occurs, 
the line of rupture running round only a portion of the cir- 
cumference of the original rod, leaving a bridge connecting 
the new rods formed; that the enlargement of these rods 
before snapping and the tension thus produced originates the 
rupture ; that the snapping is due to the sudden occurrence 
of the rupture, and that the preliminary angular position 
and the parallelism finally achieved are due to the pressure 
of the proximal ends of the new rods on each other, in com- 
position with the restraint exercised by the unruptured strap- 
hinge-like portion of the original membrane. (Plate I., Fig. 


Whether this hypothesis expresses the facts or not, it is 
true that in B. typhosus quite different fission and _post- 
fission changes are usually to be seen. (Plate I., Fig. 2.) 
In this species (and in at least six others so far observed) 
fission is always clearly evidenced by a sharp separation of 
the protoplasm of the original rod into two usually equal 
portions, by a translucent segmentation interval. Later (B. 
typhosus and some others) a slight curve to one side is 
observed in one of the two new rods still in line with 
each other. ‘This curve. tends to straighten afterwards, 
the straightening being achieved by the proximal end of 
the curved rod slipping slowly out of line with the other 
rod, towards that side on which was the convexity of the 
curved rod. The two rods, now free at both ends, con- 
tinue to grow, the proximal ends thus passing each other in 
opposite directions, and finally reaching, if nothing prevents, 
to the distal ends. The degree to which the slipping aside 
occurs, and the rapidity of growth of the two portions, 
determines in part the degree of parallelism achieved. 
In some of these “slipping” species the rods may grow 
so fast after separation that instead of ultimately lying 
side by side the impinging of one upon the other near the 
proximal end of the latter carries this latter in front of it, 
and swings it round so that it hes across and in front of the 
axis of ‘the first, forming an irregular T. Naturally. the 
movements are most finished and regular where isolated indi- 
viduals are under observation. In mass-growth the mutual 
pressures of many close-lying rods modify the motions of each. 
In liquids, the slipping movements evident in hanging blocks 
or-on the free surface of solid media, have of course no 
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opportunity for development since there is nothing to retain 
the rods in their original positions. The snapping of B. 
diphtherie, however, occurs under all these conditions. 

In certain species showing segmentation intervals the new 
rods seem to remain connected as a rule at their proximal 
extremities, so that ‘‘ slipping ” does not occur. Such forms 
neither “snap ” nor “slip.” 


The Branching of B. diphtheria. 
(Plate II.) 3 


The observations of various investigators on dried and 
stained preparations, in addition to those of the writer on 
such preparations, and especially on actually: developing 
branching forms,’ seem to justify the following conclusions : 

First. — Passive degenerative changes in dead or dying 
diphtheria bacilli may give rise to slight irregular projec- 
tions which distantly simulate branches, using this term in 
its widest sense. (Plate IIL., Fig. 7.) 

Second. — As a part of the active development of the diph- 
theria bacillus, active branching by apparent budding, ending 
in the production of an oval or elliptical body, probably capable. 
itself of further development and the production of new 
rods, may occur in very young cultures, the parent stem 
then degenerating. (Plate II., Fig. 9.) 

Third. — As a part of the active development of the diph- 
theria bacillus, branching similar to that described, but ter- 
minating in an ordinary diphtheria rod-like body, without any 
degeneration of the parent stem at the point of origin, may 
occur on serum or agar within seventeen hours, and this 
new rod may segment in the ordinary way or itself produce 
branches terminating in rods similar to itself or in oval bodies 
such as are described above. (Plate II., Figs. 10-24.) 

Fourth. — Various modifications of the processes described 
probably exist. 

Fifth. — Branching may be evolutionary or reversionary in 
origin or merely due to peculiar conditions not yet under- 
stood. Whether these conditions are more favorable or less 
favorable than those which encourage simple fission is yet to 
be determined. 

In the following plates are given reproductions from 
drawings, made to scale in outline by the writer, of diphtheria 
and typhoid bacilli in the process of development in hanging 
block preparations at 37° C., and also reproductions in colors, 
not to scale, of drawings from dried and stained preparations, 
indicating certain points relating to the former species. 
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INVESTIGATION OF THE Boston ICE SUPPLY. 


In 1901 the investigation (begun in 1898) was continued 
further. Recognizing that chemical analyses alone would be 
of no practical sanitary value, inspections of the sources of 
supply were authorized by the Board, and were made by Mr. 
Jordan, chief sanitary inspector, and the writer. The ice- 
houses were visited, and samples of ice from each were ana- 
lyzed (a total of sixty-seven analyses in all) by B. R. 
Rickards, assistant bacteriologist. So much of the analytical 
work as was of value in arriving at the sanitary condition of 
the ice supply is given elsewhere. (Report of the Board 
of Health to the Board of Aldermen.) 

The ice supply is derived at present from both natural and 
artificial sources. The former consists of four ponds in New 
Hampshire, and about twenty-four ponds and the Charles 
river in Massachusetts. The Massachusetts ponds are 
nearly all within thirty miles of Boston. Two ice ponds and 
the Charles river are partly, or wholly, within its limits. 

A list of these supplies, giving certain particulars, is shown 
in the following table:

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DESCRIPTION OF PLATE I. 


Multiplying Bacilli, showing post-fission movements of B. diphtherie 
and B. typhosus. . 


Drawings made from direct observation of bacilli, developing in 
hanging block preparations, under the microscope, at 37°C., warm stage. 
The individuals in each figure are drawn to a common scale, but the 
scale was not the same for all the different figures. The diphtheria 
bacilli examined were derived from cultures obtained in the routine 
diagnostic work of the Boston Board of Health, and were typical in 
morphology, cultural reactions and virulence. The typhoid bacilli 
observed were derived from the culture used in the laboratory for the 
Widal test. me s 
Figure 1.— Actual. B. diphtheria, illustrating ‘‘snapping.’’ (A) became 

(B) suddenly, the change occurring under the writer’s eye; (B) 
became (C) gradually, as is the rule in this species.

The genealogical relationships: of the new cells are indicated by a 
modification of Rickards’ system for culture record, which is elucidated 
clearly by the diagram (p. 76). The modification consists merely in 
omitting the decimal point and all figures to the left of the point. 


DESCRIPTION OF PLATE II. 


Branching B. diphtheriw, degenerating, developing and dried and 
stained. 


Figures 7, 8 and 9 illustrate branching as found in B. diphtheric 
under the same conditions stated for the observations recorded in 
Plate I. 

Figures 10 to 24 indicate findings in dried and stained preparations 
from 17 hour cultures on serum and agar, showing certain relation- 
ships between metachromatic granules and branching. 

Figure 7 illustrates degenerative ‘‘ branching”: (A), having clear out- 
lines and ordinary density, showed swelling, granulation and break- 
ing up (B); later shrinkage, with enlargement of granulations and 
further breaking up (C). In (B) and (C) a development of many 
fine granules and a progressive diminution in clearness of outline 
and in density, not indicated in the drawings, was also evident. 
The shrinking of the rod in (C) left two projections corresponding 
with granules and simulating branches. Time relations: A to B = 
110 min.; B to C = 90 min.; total, A to C= 3 hrs. 20 min. 

Figure & illustrates a form of apparent branching which seemed to 
give some support to Nakanishi’s hypothesis of branching. 

Figure 9 illustrates branching by apparent budding. The form (A) 
gave rise to nine daughter cells (H), of which eight were derived by 
the ordinary processes of fission, accompanied by the ordinary post- 
fission movements. The ninth and largest daughter cell arose 
as shown (A-D) by gradual enlargement of the original branch. At 
(E) the branch ‘‘ snapped’* suddenly to one side on its stem (12); 
this ‘‘ snapping ’’ occurred under the writer’s eye. Thereafter the 
stem (12) became faint, losing its density and plumpness (F-H). 
Time relations: A to B= 37 min.; B to C = 82 min.; C to D=16 
min.; D to E= 8 min.; E to F= 62 mins.; F to G = 37 min.; G to H 
= 38 min.; total, A to H = 3 hrs. and 50 min. 

Figures 10 and 19 to 24 show branching in the absence of metachro- 
matic granules. 

Figures 16 and 17 show metachromatic granules in the absence of 
branching. 

Figures 11 to 15 show metachromatic granules in combination with 
branching. In Figure 12 a granule is situated at the base of a 
branch, although this condition is more frequent than might be 
supposed from these plates. 

Figure 18 is a nondescript form in which an attempt at branching 
seems to have been made. The large splotch and small dot accom- 
panying this figure are of the same color as the metachromatic 
granules and are inserted to show that the ease of recognition of 
color depends in part on the area of the colored surface.

Nore. — While this list may be considered Pash eae accurate as representing the 
sources of this year’s supply of ice, it must be remembered that minor changes occur 
from year to year, although as a whole the sources of supply remain fairly constant. 

Two places listed as ponds in the above (Kibler’s and Pope’s) are not permanent 
ponds, but merely hollows which are flooded each year in the autumn. 


Outline of natural ice business in Boston. — The natural ice 
shipped into Boston from a distance is loaded, for retail pur- 
poses, into ice-wagons directly from the cars. From the few 
ice-houses in Boston the ice is generally taken directly into 
wagons. 

Eight ice companies \cut, store and sell their own ice at 
retail for domestic purposes. Another company cuts its own 
ice for the fish trade. Four or five buy their ice from out- 
side sources, and three others cut ice for wholesale purposes 
chiefly. Some of the retail ice dealers sell also wholesale to 
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small companies, who in turn retail it. Thus the ice cut 
originally by about fifteen different companies is sold ulti- 
mately through about twenty-three, or more, different compa- 
nies or dealers. Moreover, the various dealers buy or borrow 
from each other more or less freely, as they may require ice to 
meet an emergency shortage. 

The total amount sold in Boston annually is estimated at 
300,000 to 400,000 tons, representing about 75,000,000 to 
100,000,000 gallons of water; about equivalent to one to two 
days’ tap water consumption in the City of Boston. A large 
proportion of this is used for domestic refrigerator purposes. 
Only a small portion is actually consumed in food or drink. 

Pollution of natural ice. — As was pointed out in a former 
report (1900), ice, unlike water and milk, cannot, practically 
speaking, become contaminated in transit. Any pollution 
which it may contain must usually have been incorporated 
with it at some time during the freezing process. This pol- 
lution may be present in the water just previous to freezing, 
it may be deposited on the surface of the ice and be frozen 
on, or, if flooding be employed, it may be frozen into the new 
ice thus formed above the old. 

Danger from polluted water supplies. — In this country the 
danger from polluted waters is practically only that due to 
the presence of the typhoid bacillus. Other water-borne 
diseases are practically unknown here. Of course, lead 
poisoning occurs at times, but this does not enter into consid- 
eration when surface water supplies, unpiped, are in question. . 
Since typhoid bacilli are closely associated with sewage, it is 
properly considered that no water is fit for human use, as a 
water supply, if human sewage, or the bacteria therefrom, 
reach it undestroyed. 

It is proper, therefore, to consider to what dangers ice is 
exposed if formed from typhoid-infected waters, and to what 
extent such infected, or likely to be infected, waters contrib- 
ute to the Boston water supply. 

Typhoid bacilli in relation to ice. — These relations have 
been considered by Prudden, by Sedgwick and Winslow, and 
by Park. The first-named confined himself to the qualitative 
results. The others, however, worked out quantitatively 
the reduction in numbers achieved in various ways. These 
observers found, that, beginning with a certain number of 
typhoid bacilli in the ice, after three weeks the percentage 
dead is the same as the percentage purification achieved in good 
sand filters and equivalent to a bacterial efficiency of 99.5%. 
Hence, ice known to be definitely infected with typhoid 
bacilli might, after standing three weeks from the date of 
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freezing, be consumed with no more danger than that involved 
in drinking infected water after efficient filtration. Moreover, 
this degree of purification is that attained if the whole num- 
ber of typhoid bacilli originally in the water be incorporated 
(as by flooding) in the ice. If, however, the ice be formed 
by the ordinary process of freezing downward from the sur- 
face, the mere act of freezing results in a diminution of 90%- 
at least, by physical throwing out. of the bacteria. The re- 
maining 10% are reduced in proportion to the diminution 
above given, and in two weeks the percentage remaining in 
the ice, as compared with the number in the water orginally, 
would give nearly the same purification as that of the filter. 
In three weeks the purification would be much greater. 

Finally, Winslow has shown that typhoid bacilli in water 
kept just above the freezing point for twenty-four hours are 
reduced by 90%, thus furnishing an additional safeguard. 

These considerations indicate that cases of typhoid fever, 
due to ice, might naturally be expected to occur, if at all, at 
the time immediately following the cutting of the ice, and as 
this is usually done in January, after March at latest the ice 
could hardly be held responsible for any trouble, even were 
it known to be infected. Only a small proportion of ice is 
delivered to consumers at this time, the great bulk of the 
trade not beginning until May. 

Opportunities for infection of ice. — Notwithstanding all 
the factors of safety inherent in the ice itself, there can be no: 
question that the safety is not absolute. It is possible for ice 
to convey typhoid fever, if it should become polluted with 
typhoid discharges. Are the conditions of the Boston supply 
such that this possibility has any chance of realization ? 

The pollution of water with typhoid discharges does not 
render the water capable of transmitting the disease for a 
subsequent period of more than two or three weeks, for in 
this time the bacilli die out. A water supply must, there- 
fore, be infected within at most.,a month previous to the 
formation of ice, in order that the ice then formed may con- 
tain any living typhoid organisms. The ice for the Boston 
supply is cut about January and February, and the ice begins 
to form from one to six weeks earlier. Thus, the middle of 
November in Massachusetts; and the middle of September in 
New Hampshire, are usually the earliest dates at which 
infection of a supply could possibly give rise to infection of 
ice. This practically eliminates from consideration infection 
resulting from summer residents, leaving for consideration 
the men employed in the ice-cutting operations, occasional 
visitors and permanent residents. The first number about 
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2,500 to 2,700, and most of these are present at the ponds 
_ only during the ten to twenty days of the ice-cutting period, 
not arriving until the ice is formed, and departing as soon as 
it is housed. Occasional visitors, such as gypsies, hunters, 
etc., are not likely to be abundant at this time of the year, 
nor to be suffering from typhoid fever. Skaters are likely 
to be abundant, but not likely to be suffering from the 
disease, or to deposit their discharges on the ice in appreci- 
able amounts. Permanent residents are as a rule few in 
number, and in no case was direct discharge of sewage from 
such. into the supplies detected, with one or two possible 
exceptions. Even in these, the amount and character of the 
drainage was of little material moment. 

Artificial ice. — The artificial ice supply of the City of 
Boston is derived principally from two plants, one turning 
out about 20 tons per day, the other at present about 125 
tons. The processes are practically the same in _ both, 
although the mechanical devices differ somewhat. These 
plants are described in some détail in the report already 
referred to. 

Dangers from artificial ice. — The water which is converted 
into ice is usually obtained by condensation of the exhaust 
steam from the engines required for the operation of the am- 
monia process. The boiling and distillation of the water, 
incident to its use in driving these engines, of course steril- 
izes it completely. ‘The filtering and storage of the water 
may, or may not, according to circumstances, encourage the 
development of bacteria which may reach the water from 
the air, etc. (it is well known that boiled water supports 
bacterial life much better than unboiled water), but any 
typhoid bacilli in the original water would unquestionably 
be destroyed by the heat, and only under very exceptional 
circumstances could the water be reinfected before freezing. 
Once infected, however, at this point — as from a typhoid 
fever case among the employees — the freezing itself would 
be less efficient as a safeguard than in the case of natural 
ice, for no mechanical throwing out of the bacteria can take 
place, and since the ice is used (at present) very soon after 
its formation, so great a bacterial purification by the death of 
the bacilli as occurs in natural ice would not be obtained. 
It is clear, however, that while the likelihood of artificial ice 
transmitting typhoid fever, if once infected, is greater than 
that of natural ice, the likelihood of its becoming infected is 
less ; so that practically one is just as safe as the other. If 
the artificial ice were stored as long as the natural ice usually 
is, the purification would be practically as great.

Dirt in ice. — Natural ice, after melting, often presents a 
certain amount of material which tends to settle to the_ 
bottom, consisting usually of amorphous brown or black 
material, and of other matter largely vegetable in origin. 
This material, being of nearly the same specific gravity as 
water, floats about readily on slight agitation, and gives to 
the water a rather disagreeable appearance. Dirt carried 
down on the ice by light falls of snow, or deposited by winds, 
etc., is likely, especially if dark colored, to absorb heat and 
melt its way downward into the ice. Snow ice is apt to be 
particularly dirty, and often contains a good deal of matter 
carried out of the air by the snow in falling. It is for this 
reason that snow ice is not highly appreciated by the con- 
sumer. Moreover, when skating is allowed on a pond used 
as an ice supply, and under all conditions during the ice- 
cutting season, more or less dirt is deposited on the surface 
of the ice, and is likely to be incorporated in the snow-ice 
layer. Where flooding of an ice field, already dirty from these 
causes, is done, the dirt may be incorporated in the centre of 
the block. 

The snow ice which may form on the surface is usually 
planed off by the companies before storage, but a layer an 
inch or two thick is usually left, because it is supposed to 
render the block less fragile and to lessen the rate of melting. 
In no case in the present year was more than about this 
amount of snow ice detected. 

Artificial ice may at times be quite free of turbidity, but 
none of that so far examined in Boston was perfectly so. 
During the process of freezing, each can, containing the par- 
tially frozen water, is covered by an oblong slab of wood, and 
these are so arranged as to form a floor, upon which the 
employees walk in filling and emptying the cans. Dirty boots 
carry an amount of miscellaneous, although usually harmless, 
dirt on to this flooring. Dust blowing in through windows, 
and from the wear and tear of the boards, is shaken from the 
covers and easily reaches uncovered cans. Further, a small 
quantity of oily matter from the engines is detectable at 
times. Careless employees spitting about the board floor 
also add to the available sources of dirt. Similar kinds of 
dirt are evident in natural ice, but in the absence of 
flooding they would not be incorporated with the ice, but 
merely deposited on the surface, whence they would stand 
a good chance of being removed by planing or shrinkage. 
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LAUNDRIES. 


Under instructions from the Board of Health an investi- 
gation was begun in February, 1901, to determine if infected 
clothing, sent to a public laundry, would be rendered free of 
infection by the laundry processes; also what the danger in 
sending infected clothing to public laundries really is, and 
finally to discover if a simple and efficient method for avoid- 
ing such danger, while permitting laundries to handle such 
material, could be devised. 

Washing is done: 

First. By private families for easel es. 

Second. By private persons (ordinary washerwomen) for 
others. 

Third. By public hand laundries, American and Chinese. 

Fourth. By steam laundries, using mechanical devices. 

The first two classes are beyond the reach of the Board of 
Health. Classes three and four may, however, be inspected 
and regulated under the general powers of the Board. 

A series of inspections were made by the chief sanitary 
inspector and the writer. The methods followed in the 
various laundries were noted in detail, and especial attention 
was paid to the possible disinfectant action of the various 
agents used in cleansing — heat (moist and dry), soaps, am- 
monia, bleaches and neutralizers. 

The boiling given to white goods, other than woollens, 
and sometimes to colored goods, is a perfectly efficient dis- 
infectant. Woollen goods, however, are likely to escape 
thorough disinfection, since moist heat above 110° to 120° F. 
is believed to injure them, and to these special attention was 
directed. The use of disinfectants for this purpose was con- 
sidered, but was given up, first, because of the bad effects 
upon the goods themselves and second, because of the 
quite impracticable cost. 

Staph. py. aureus, as a type of the more resistant common 
pathogenic forms, was exposed to the action of the various 
temperatures and solutions during the same lengths of time 
used for woollens in laundry practice. The conclusion was 
reached that Staph. py. awreus would ordinarily survive any 
one of the necessary steps of the ordinary woollen washing 
processes. 

The difficulty in determining whether this organism would 
resist all these processes in their usual sequence lay in the 
fact that it was not considered proper to mix with the clothes 
of a general laundry any infected material in order to make 
the test. Such experiments were, however, made later in 
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the year, when, by the kindness of a large steam laundry in 
Boston, a private room was equipped for the purpose. 

The infected material was washed by itself, rubber gloves 
were supplied to the expert washer who did the work, and 
appropriate disinfection of all the utensils, tubs, etc., used 
was performed afterwards. In these experiments, B. tuber- 
culosis in sputum and Staph. py. aureus in culture were 
dried on woollen goods, and the goods were then washed in 
the ordinary way. Portions of the goods were removed for 
examination at various stages of the process, and the wash 
water itself was tested also, since it was believed that a 
large proportion of the infective material might be removed 
by the rubbing, rinsing, etc., and be suspended, still living, 
in the wash water, whence it might be transferred to other 
goods or deposited on the tubs or hands of employees or 
otherwise scattered about the laundries. 

The results of these experiments showed that the infective 
material is partly washed off, and that B. tuberculosis may be 
recovered alive and virulent from the wash waters, as well 
as from the goods, after washing. After drying and ironing, 
however, this organism was not recovered from the goods. 
A number of the animals inoculated for the purpose of 
detecting the persistence of this organism and Staph. py. 
aureus died by infection from other organisms unavoidably 
gathered in the course of the experiments, and only the 
positive results can be considered of value in any case. 

Conclusions. — For the present it would seem proper 
to continue the advice given heretofore by the Board of 
Health that in all cases of infectious diseases, clothing of 
every description should be boiled before being washed, and 
that such infected material should not go to public laundries 
at all, but be washed at home. Uninfected material can of 
course do no harm. 


CLAMS FROM Mystic RIVER. 


Under instructions from the Board of Health, Mr. Jordan, 
chief sanitary inspector, and the writer visited the Mystic 
flats situated in the neighborhood of Malden bridge and 
Boston & Maine Railroad bridges about 11 to 12.30 A.M., 
March 28, 1901. 

The tide was low; the flats extended on the Everett side 
of the river nearly to mid-channel below and above Malden 
bridge. Below Malden bridge ten men were digging and 
two or three dories were seen. Above Malden bridge were 
several little groups of men; two men below the first railway 
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bridge, two a short way above and eight still further up. On 
the return trip one mag was seen just above the first railway 
bridge. All these were digging clams. Clams were bought 
from the first pair, who stated that the clams were for home 
use. The second pair stated that they peddled the clams in 
Everett. One of the eight menalso stated that he and others 
dug them to sell at T wharf at thirty-five to fifty cents a 
basket. The fourth man dug them to trade for beer at the 
factories. 

At the back of the almshouse, sewage outlets with deposits 
of feces and a privy closet suspended over the channel were 
seen —a heap of feces under the latter. Drains of various 
kinds empty into the river all along this part of the stream 
below the chemical works and from the works themselves. 
On the Everett side of the narrow channel a chemical works 
drain enters, but no clams were found in its immediate vicin- 
ity. A few empty oyster shells were seen scattered over the 
flats. Oysters are said to exist below the Malden bridge. 


SURVIVAL OF TYPHOID BACILLI IN BODIES OF COOKED 
SHELL—FIsH. 


It has been generally held that transmission of typhoid 
fever through oysters, clams, cockles, etc., occurs only when 
the latter are eaten raw; and as yet no clear case of trans- 
mission through cooked shell-fish has been recorded, so far 
as the writer is aware. To oysters, cooked as a plain roast, 
several typhoid cases which occurred at Marion last year 
were attributed; but in the writer’s opinion the proof was 
not conclusive. 

Nevertheless, it is possible for typhoid bacilli in the interior 
of shell-fish to survive for a brief period the temperature to 
which they are subjected in certain forms of cooking. 

In 1900 certain work connected with this subject was 
undertaken, and in continuation of this in 1901 the tempera-. 
tures attained in different forms of cooking were ascertained 
by visiting the Boston Cooking School, the Touraine, and 
Marston’s Restaurant. These were compared with the tem- 
peratures found in infected oysters experimentally cooked in 
the laboratory. The names of the cooking processes, the 
processes themselves, and the temperatures reached varied in 
all of these three places; but enough was found to show that 
typhoid bacilli within the body of shell-fish may at times sur- 
vive the temperatures reached in some cases. 

The temperatures used in cooking shell-fish do not remain 
constant for any length of time, but are characterized by a 
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sharp rise and a slow fall. It is generally accepted that 160° 
F. maintained for ten minutes will kill most typhoid bacilli, 
but in few processes of cooking shell-fish yet noticed has 
such a condition been maintained. The problem is a some- 
what intricate one, and the few figures which can be as yet 
submitted are suggestive only. 

In order to be sure of recovering the typhoid bacilli from 
the oysters readily, threads with needles on them were dipped 
into broth cultures of typhoid bacilli and put through the 
oysters. Then the thread was cut off at the surface, leaving 
a piece in the middle of the oyster. This was removed, to 
recover the culture, after exposure of the oyster to the heat. 
It must be remembered that shell-fish, oysters and clams in 
particular, lying in sewage-polluted water, take into their 
intestines, and perhaps their tissues, the sewage bacteria. It 
is the bacteria in these situations, not those in the water out- 
side the body (and inside the shell), which survive cooking, 
when any survive at all. 

Oysters thus artificially infected with typhoid bacilli and 
immersed in boiling water yielded growths of typhoid bacilli 
when the period of boiling was one minute, the cultures being 
made, immediately on removal from the water. Cultures 
made one minute after removal were also positive, but those 
made two minutes after removal were doubtful. 

Infected oysters and clams, exposed for two minutes to 
boiling water, yielded positive results in cultures made imme- 
diately on removal, but failed to yield positive cultures one 
minute, two minutes, and three minutes after removal. Ex- 
posures to boiling water for three and four minutes failed to 
give positive results. 

The temperatures developed in the bodies of oysters, etc., 
prepared as for the plain roast, the fancy roast, the pan roast, 
in frying, and in some forms of chowder, fell below that 
similarly developed by two minutes’ boiling in water. Some 
forms of roast fell below that found in one minute’s boiling 
in water. 

Of course, a very little heating, more or less, will decide 
the matter in any given case. While no very striking new 
source of infection has been unearthed, yet a good reason 
for investigating the exact facts concerning even “cooked ” 
oysters, where oysters are in question as means of infection 
at all, is supplied. 

The work, from a rush of other things, was rather incom- 
plete, and only the actual facts found can be regarded as 
being of value. The negative results require further con- 
firmation. 
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SUSPECTED PTOMAINE POISONING. 


In March, 1901, a family of four (father, mother, boy and 
girl) ate corned beef; the girl was slightly sick afterwards. 
The beef was submitted for examination, but nothing objec- 
tionable was detected. 

On January 9, 1902, a mother and four children, the latter 
aged one year, three years, five years and nine years, ate 
cheese and German sausage for dinner. <A physician was 
called. about 8 P.M. the same day, and found them on the 
floor, showing headache, pain in stomach, flushed face, rapid 
pulse, extreme weakness, no rise of temperature, and vomit- 
ing a great deal, the vomit thin and watery. Next day the 
patients were still weak and dizzy, but recovered rapidly. 

The German sausage was emulsified with water and 
dialysed against strong salt solution through a sterile tubu- 
lar collodion membrane. After the water level in the 
tube had risen by osmosis well above the level ‘of the 
emulsion in which it was immersed, the contents of the tube 
were concentrated under partial vacuum below 50° C. to 
dryness. ‘The residue was taken up in a small quantity of 
sterile water, and injected subcutaneously into a guinea pig, 
which died within twelve hours, showing very extensive sub- 
cutaneous cedema (thorax and abdomen, axille and inguinal 
regions). A large bacillus was found in the edema, evi- 
dently accidental; it was grown in broth forty-eight hours, 
and inoculated subcutaneously into a second guinea pig, 
which survived without other than merely circumscribed 
local lesions. 

Conclusions. — From the description of the symptoms and 
the guinea-pig results it seems that true ptomaine poisoning 
of a mild type resulted from the use of the German sausage. 


CANDY—MAKING. 


Under instructions from the Board of Health the Chief 
Sanitary Inspector and the writer visited a number of candy 
makers, beginning with some of the best and ending with 
the worst. Nothing actively harmful was discovered, and it 
appeared that the chief objections to the very cheap places 
operated against the makers themselves rather than the pro- 
ducts. Many of these places were basement rooms, badly 
lighted and ventilated, more or less dirty and disordered, far 
from ideal for working in. The materials used for candy in 
such places were naturally of the cheapest grades, but it is 
probably true of them, as is stated by the State Board of

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Health of the general food supply of Massachusetts, that the 
adulterations, when they exist, are usually financially fraudu- 
lent rather than physiologically harmful. 


ARSENIC IN PAINT USED FOR PUBLIC SCHOOLS ON 
BLACKBOARDS. 


In October, 1901, complaint was made to the Board of 
Health that arsenic had been used in tinting the blackboards 
of the Lincoln School on Waltham street. The school was 
visited by the Chief Sanitary Inspector and the Assistant 
Bacteriologist. Scrapings, taken from the boards for analysis, 
in no case showed the slightest trace of arsenic. 

A sample of wall-paper from a house where there had 
been considerable sickness was submitted to the laboratory 
for analysis in October, 1901. This was found to be abso- 
lutely free from arsenic. 


THE Brown-Tait Morn. 


The brown-tail moth (Huproctis chrysorrhea), a variety 
well known as a defoliating pest in orchards, etc., in Europe, 
and in adjacent parts of Asia and Africa, was introduced into 
this country at least ten years ago, probably earlier. Reliable 
information dates its first appearance in Somerville as 1892. 

The attention of the Board of Health was directed particu- 
larly to it in the summer of 1901, on account of a supposed 
‘‘epidemic”’ with rashes, etc., occurring in Brighton. 

Investigation traced this outbreak to the irritating hairs 
shed by Euproctis. 

The male moth is about 14 inches from wing tip to wing 
tip (extended), the female about 1% inches. (Plate III., Fig. 
1.) The males show only minor differences from the females 
in coloring, etc., both being white, except for a reddish brown 
tuft of hairs (lighter and larger in the female) at the end of 
the abdomen. 

The eggs are usually laid about the middle of July, 200 
to 300 at a time, usually on the under sides of leaves, in 
crevices, under clapboards, etc. ‘These masses of eggs are 
covered with a mat of brown hairs from the abdomen of the 
female. They hatch soon after being laid, and the young 
feed up to October on the leaves. They then make for 
themselves winter quarters by drawing together with “silk ” 
a few leaves at the tips of twigs. From these “tents” 
(Plate IIL, Fig. 2) they emerge in the spring, often before 
the leaves begin to grow, and feed upon the leaf buds and 
later the leaves. The caterpillars (Plate III., Figs. 3, 4) 
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have a dark-brown or black body, with numerous fine 
orange or gray spots. Long reddish-brown hairs arise from 
the tubercles, and also white hairs from some, forming elon- 
gated white spots along each side, a striking characteristic. 

These caterpillars moult at intervals up to the middle of 
June, when they form cocoons and enter the pupa state, 
emerging as full-grown moths about the middle of July. 

The hairs which produce the irritating lesions of the skin 
are derived from the living caterpillars, from the moulted 
skins and from the abdominal tuft of the adult moth. Those 
from the moulted skins and the mats laid over the eggs 
become dry, and are stated to be liable to distribution by the 
wind, and in this way to produce trouble without actual contact 
of patient and insect. ‘The hairs are very slender, stiff and 
barbed. It is believed that the action is purely mechanical, 
and that no irritating liquid, etc., accompanies them. It is, 
of course, obvious that bacteria may be introduced into the 
skin in this way, or that the lesions once formed may become 
infected with bacteria afterwards, especially if scratched by 
the finger nails, etc. 

To get rid of these pests the “tents” should be cut from 
the trees during the winter months and burned. After the 
caterpillars leave the tents this is useless, and various insec- 
ticides must then be resorted to, of which arsenate of lead 
(5 to 10 lbs. to 150 gallons of water, sprayed) or paris green 
(1 lb. to 300 gallons, sprayed), or a kerosene emulsion may be 
used to advantage. The kerosene emulsion is thus made: 
common bar soap, + lb. dissolved in 2 quarts of water; add 
to this hot solution 4 quarts of kerosene oil, and churn thor- 
oughly for 5 minutes; mix 1 part to 9 parts of water; use 
as spray. 

The information given above is condensed from a bulletin 
on the subject, issued by the Hatch Experiment Station in 
1897, written by Fernald and Kirkland. A _ plate is ap- 
pended, copied, with the courteous permission of Professor 
Fernald, from the same bulletin. 


MALARIA AND MOSQUITOES. 


The old belief that malaria was due to an indefinite some- 
- thing (called miasma for the lack of a better name), arising, 
in warm weather, principally at night, from wet or upturned 
soil, or from stagnant water, or carried by the winds from 
swamps, etc., has been modified from time to time since 1880, 
when Laveran, a French military surgeon, discovered that 
the cause of the disease is a minute organism, very low 
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down in the scale of life, belonging to the animal kingdom 
and classed as a coccidium under the name Plasmodium 
malarie or Hemamebalaverant. This parasite is found living 
and growing in the blood of malarial patients, and follows 
there a regular cycle of growth and reproduction. 

The parasite is a tiny globular or irregular body, visible 
only under the microscope. In its early stages it is found 
in the red cells of the blood and in these enlarges rapidly, 
feeding on and destroying the cells, and breaking up finally 
into numerous small “spores”? which swim freely about in 
the blood plasma for a time. These then enter red cells 
again, feed, grow and break up into spores as before. On 
the regularity of this cycle depends the regular recurrence of 
the fever at a fixed time every day, every two days, or every 
three days, as thé case may be, the chill corresponding with 
the sporulation. 

Laveran’s discovery of the organism did not explain how 
it reached the human body or where it spent its earlier ex- 
istence, but merely substituted a definitely known and named 
organism for the indefinite miasma previously accepted as 
the cause of the disease. 

Other studies showed that various animals, frogs, turtles, 
lizards, snakes, birds and cattle, were infected at times with 
similar but distinct organisms, and in 1890 Dr. Theobald 
Smith, with Dr. F. L. Kilborne, showed that Texas fever in 
cattle is due to such an organism. They showed, moreover, 
that this parasite is carried from one animal to another by 
the ticks which infest the skins of these animals. 

In 1894 Manson suggested that the carrier of the parasite 
of human malaria might be a mosquito. Ross, in India, proved 
in 1898 that a parasite occurring in birds’ blood was actually 
thus carried from bird to bird by mosquitoes of the genus 
Culex. Later it was demonstrated absolutely by various 
workers that human malaria is carried from patient to patient 
by female mosquitoes of the genus Anopheles. The male 
mosquito does not bite and so cannot infect. For the points 
of difference between Culex (the ordinary mosquito) and 
Anopheles (the malaria mosquito), see Plate IV. 

It is evident that this discovery explains. fully the old 
belief ina miasma. The relation of malaria to warm weather, 
to low lying swamp lands, to stagnant water, to upturned 
soil, to exposure at night and to carriage by wind, becomes 
clear when it is remembered that the mosquito breeds at 
high temperatures, in swamps, etc., and in the pools often 
resulting from excavations; that it bites chiefly at night, 
and may be driven from place to place by the wind.

The mosquito must be first itself infected by biting some 
human being already infected with malaria. Anopheles in a 
given region are quite harmless, unless and until malaria 
patients are also present and are bitten by the mosquitoes, 
which may thus become infected and so able to transmit the 
disease to other persons. Conversely, also, the presence of 
malarial patients in a community will not spread the disease 
in the absence of Anopheles. If both malarial patients and 
Anopheles be present, with water where the latter may breed, 
and warm weather, all the requisites are provided. It is 
probably not necessary that the patient should be actually 
ill with malaria in order to infect the mosquito. A latent or 
recovered case may carry the organisms in the blood and 
thus may serve to infect mosquities just as may an active 
case. 

An Anopheles which has filled itself with the blood, and 
parasites of a>malarial patient cannot at once infect a well 
person. About ten to twelve days, varying with the tem- 
perature, must first elapse, and during this interval the 
malarial parasite must undergo a series of changes in the 
mosquito. The whole cycle from patient to patient may be 
briefly summarized thus : 


Cycle in the Human. 


Minute organisms in the red cells of the blood. 

Growth of these. 

Sporulation (giving rise to chill). 

Return of spores into new red cells, beginning at No. 1 again. 
(Some of the spores differentiate into males and females.)

The mosquito on drawing the blood receives these parasites 
into its stomach. 


Cycle in the Mosquito. 


Certain of the organisms, male and female, unite sexually in the 
stomach of the mosquito. 

The female produces a small worm-like body. 

This worm-like body penetrates the stomach wall and lies under its 
outer coat. 

The worm-like body enlarges and breaks up into swarms of small 
rod-like bodies (sporozoites). 

The sporozoites pass all through the body cavity of the mosquito 

- and reach the salivary and poison glands.

The mosquito, if it now bites a human being, passes some 
of the sporozoites into the blood with its poison, and the 
sporozoites enter the blood cells, beginning at No. 1 as given 
above.

; DESCRIPTION OF PLATE IV. 


Differences between Culex (the ordinary mosquito) and Anopheles (the 
malaria-carrying mosquito). 


Culex eggs. — 200 to 400 eggs laid at one time by one female; aggregated 
in masses side by side, large end down; egg mass concave above; 
general color of mass from above, brown; the larve issue from 
lower end of egg, directly into the water, about twelve to sixteen 
hours after the eggs are deposited. (Figure 1.) 

Anopheles eggs. —40 to 100 eggs laid at one time by one female; eggs 
float separately on their sides; general color of eggs from above, 
black; the larve issue in three to four days. (Figure 2.) 

Culex larve. — General color, brown; head and thorax wide; breathing 
tube, long. (Figure 3.) Feed near surface, breathing tube extended 
up to air, body at angle with surface, head and mouth down 
(Figure 5); when disturbed, they sink with quick wriggling move- 
ments downward to the bottom. The larve become pups# in seven 
to ten days. 

Anopheles larve. — General color usually black, but varies (green, etc.), 
head and thorax relatively narrow, breathing tube short (Figure 4); 
feed near surface, breathing tube extended up to air, body parallel 
with surface, head also at surface, mouth downward when resting, 
but turned up to the surface to seize food by rotation of the head 
(Figure 6); when disturbed, they skate backwards over the surface 
of the water, only sinking when frightened. yest larve become 
pup in about sixteen days. 

The pupe of Culex and Anopheles resemble each other somewhat 
closely. (Figures 7 and 8.) Differences exist, but are not sufficiently 
striking for ready appreciation. The Culex pupa becomes an adult 
mosquito (imago) in about two days; the Anopheles pupa in five to 
ten days. 

Adults.— The males of both genera can be distinguished from the females 
of both by the tufted antennz of the former. (Compare Figure 9 with 
Figure 11, and Figure 10 with Figures 12 and 14.) Culex adults (male 
or female) can be distinguished from Anopheles adults (male or 
female) by the spots on the wings of the latter, small and brown in 
Anopheles quadrimaculatus 1(Figures 10 and 12), large and black 
in Anopheles punctipennis (Figure 14). 

Culex adults, when resting on a solid surface, take a hump-backed 

attitude, the abdomen lying more or less parallel with the surface; 

‘Anopheles adults take a straight position, the abdomen pointing away 
from the surface (Figure 13). In this regard, the difference between 
A. punctipennis and Culex is very striking, but is much less marked 
between Culex and A. quadrimaculatus. Anopheles females of both 
species can be further distinguished from all Culex females since they 
possess long palps giving them the appearance of having three “‘ stings ”’ 
instead of one. In the Culex female the palps are so short as to escape 
observation. 


Norr. — These reproductions are unfortunately to no definite scale, 
and may give the impression that great differences in size exist between 
these two kinds of mosquito. Such is not, however, the case.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


In addition to the foregoing, several minor investigations 
were made. | 

A case of suspected plague, held in quarantine in East 
Boston, was repeatedly tested for 6. pestis with negative 
results. The patient was probably suffering from a low 
grade pneumonia, with enlarged axillary glands. 

Certain milk examinations were made for the Boston 
Floating Hospital, and several analyses of water for the Park 
Department. 

One or two tests of the effects of illuminating gas made 
upon the writer in person gave such marked results that 
further investigation in this way was abandoned. 

About two thousand cultures, not included in those 
recorded in the appendix, were examined from the throats 
and noses of well persons, largely prisoners at Deer Island 
and inmates of the Pauper Institution at Long Island, to 
determine the frequency of occurrence in well persons of the 
diphtheria bacillus. The results, given in full elsewhere, 
may be briefly stated thus ; — typical diphtheria bacilli (A, 
C and D of Wesbrook) were found in about 2.5% of well 
persons. 

Tests of formalin and chloride of lime, used in the Board 
of Health work were made as usual. ‘The methods used are 
briefly noted above by B. R. Rickards, assistant bacteriologist. 
A few experiments concerning the behavior of typhoid bacilli 
in ice, particularly directed to determine whether or not 
those few bacilli remaining alive after six days freezing 
would multiply in the water obtained by melting the ice, 
confirmed the work of previous investigators, and showed also 
that multiplication after such melting did not take place.

Column 1 shows the whole number of persons proving positive for diagnosis. In 
some of these cases the first culture was negative, but subsequent cultures for diag- 
nosis were positive. Some of these cases died, some went to the hospitals, 593 were 
released by this laboratory. Of this number 288 were positive for release as well as 
for diagnosis. Column 2 shows the total persons positive for release only, no culture 
(or in a very few cases a negative culture) being taken for diagnosis. Column 3 shows 
cases negative throughout for diagnosis. A few of these were reported as diphtheria 
in spite of the negative cultures, but these proves negative for release also. Column 
5 shows cases on which none but no growth cultures were received. 
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The Probable Error in the Clinical Diagnosis of Diphtheria. 
(TABLE It.) 


This may be calculated in two ways: first, by comparing 
the physicians’ clinical diagnoses at time of taking diagnosis 
cultures with the bacteriological reports on those cultures ; 
second, by comparing the physicians’ clinical diagnoses in 
cases on which no cultures are taken for diagnosis with the 
bacteriological results of the cultures subsequently sent in 
for release. 

First method. ‘The physician’s diagnosis at the time of 
taking the first culture for diagnosis was diphtheria in 219 
cases (1898), 607 cases (1899) and 425 cases (1900). The 
bacteriological report was positive in 124, 367 and 292 
cases respectively, or 56 per cent., 60 per cent. and 68 per 
cent., an average of 62 per cent. of positive clinical diag- 
noses confirmed. 

Second method. When cases bacteriologically positive for 
diagnosis come to be examined later on for release (soon 
after the disappearance of the membrane usually) about 
50 per cent. of the cases (288 out of 593 in 1901) yield 
positive cultures for release. It seems safe then to say that 
every case positive for release corresponds with about two 
cases of true diphtheria and no more. Now in 1901 there 
were 606 cases (col. 7) reported as diphtheria without any 
culture positive for diagnosis. When these cases came to be 
released by culture, about 328 should have shown positive 
cultures on the above-stated grounds had the whole number 
been originally positive. As a matter of fact, only 205 cases 
(col. 2) proved positive for release, corresponding therefore 
with about 410 originally positive cases, and leaving about 
246 cases which were probably negative throughout, about 38 
per cent. The physician would therefore again appear to be 
right in 62 per cent. only of those cases which he calls 
diphtheria without cultural aid. (This second method of 
calculation was suggested by J. F. Broderick, clerk in this 
laboratory ).

Notes on Table ITI. 


The official year ends January 31. The diagnostic diph- 
theria work is therefore tabulated on this basis, not on the 
calendar year. 

This laboratory began work May, 1898. For that year 
therefore an estimate only is given, based on the actual 
figures for nine months. In 1900 the work was so heavy 
that absolutely accurate calculations could not be made in 
the time allowed for the preparation of the report. The 
figures given are, however, close enough for practical pur- 
poses. | 
The results obtained in February, 1902, are added to show 
the present status. 

It will be seen (column 9) that the prevalence of diph- 
theria in Boston, as indicated by the cases reported, varied 
considerably, increasing about 75 per cent. each year from 
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1898 to 1900, and dropping back 40 per cent. in 1901. 
Naturally, the number of bacteriological examinations for 
diagnosis (columns 6 and 7) corresponds roughly with the 
prevalence of the disease, also increasing each year to 1900, 
and dropping back in 1901. 

Owing to this correspondence of the amount of work with 
the prevalence of the disease, significant comparison of the 
work of the different years is best made on the basis of work 
done “per 100 cases reported,” and such a comparison is 
given in the second part of Table III. 

Column 1, representing cultures of all kinds (positives 
and negatives, both for diagnosis and release) shows a steady 
but small increase per 100 cases since 1899. The distri- 
bution of these cultures, however, is interesting. Thus the 
proportion taken “for diagnosis ” (column 2) nearly doubled 
from 1898 to 1901, about half of this increase occurring in 
the latter year, while the proportion taken “for release ” 
(column 38), after a rise in 1900, diminished by about 17 
per cent. 

The persons examined by the laboratory include only 
about 40 per cent. of those finally reported as diphtheria, the 
other 60 per cent. being so reported on clinical grounds. or 
after removal to the hospital. A very large proportion of 
_ the persons examined prove negative, and in this direction 
(the examination of suspicious but really innocent cases) 
the work has increased considerably. Thus the total persons 
examined (column 5) include persons examined for diag- 
nosis, both positive and negative, and persons examined for 
release, including some of those examined previously for 
diagnosis; and also many not examined for diagnosis, but 
reported as diphtheria on clinical grounds only. Elsewhere 
(page 102) it is shown that probably only about 62 per cent. 
of this latter group really was diphtheria. 

The proportion of the reported cases which were diagnosed 
positive at the laboratory (column 6) increased from 1898 
to 1900, but dropped back slightly in 1901. The proportion 
of negative persons for diagnosis (column 7), however, in- 
creased each year, giving a total increase of about 80 per 
cent. in the four years. 

The number of persons released by the laboratory was 
increased also each year, reaching in 1901 nearly one-half the 
total number released. Somewhat less than half the total 
cases reported went to the hospital in this year.

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REPORT OF THE MEDICAL INSPECTOR. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending January 31, 1902: 


Infectious Diseases. 


During the past calendar year 504 cases of small-pox were 
found in the city. All these cases with the exception of 
four that were too sick to be moved, were sent to the hos- 
pital, at Southampton street or Gallop’s Island. Women 
and children were sent to the main hospital (Southampton 
street), and adults that could be moved with safety were 
sent to Gallop’s Island. 

Of the 504 cases, 281 were males and 223 females.

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These cases were cared for as is customary by the depart- 
ment, viz., removal of patient to the hospital, thorough disin- 
fection, vaccination and revaccination of all persons who 
have been in contact or exposed to the patient, and sur- 
veillance of the suspects for two weeks. 

Three thousand three hundred and nineteen cases diph- 
theria, and 1,398 cases scarlet fever were reported during the 
past year. Each case has been investigated, and report made 
whether or not the case was properly isolated. In many 
cases isolation was not approved, and these were sent to the 
hospital. 

During the past year 420 persons died without physician 
in attendance, and were reported to this office. In all these 
cases personal visits were made, bodies examined, and a prob- 
able diagnosis made before granting a permit for burial. 
Eleven cases have been referred to the medical examiner for 
investigation.

Gentlemen, — I have the honor of submitting the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1901: 

At the Charity Building 12,042 persons have been vacci- 
nated, and 2,000 certificates of vaccination have been given. 

The city prison has been visited on Sundays and holidays 
until the latter part of November, and there have been treated 
there cases of abrasions, contusions, delirium tremens, epi- 
lepsy, fractions, sprain, incised wounds, lacerated wounds and 
scalp wounds. 

At the Chardon-street Home during the year were treated 
cases of abcess, adenitis, bronchitis, chorea, cold, conjunti- 
vitis, dementia, dermatitis, diphtheria, eczema, intertrigo, 
otitis, pregnancy, scalp wounds, syphilis, thrush and varicella. 

Suffolk County Jail, 2,891 patients were treated, the 
number of visits required being 5,092. There were two 
deaths, and one patient was sent to the hospital.

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QUARANTINE DEPARTMENT. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN, — I herewith submit the annual report of the 
Quarantine Department for the year ending January 31, 
1902. During the past year all vessels from foreign ports, 
with the exception of the British maritime provinces, have 
been inspected, and from June 1 to November 1 all vessels 
from ports south of Virginia have been inspected. 

During the past year 800 vessels paid quarantine fees at 
this port, classified as follows:

June 8 schooner “ Zulamira,’ from Brava, C.V.I., was 
remanded to this quarantine from New Bedford at the time 
of the vessel’s arrival. All on board were well, but between 
June 12 and June 17 five cases of variola developed; all 
among the passengers. Three of these cases were severe, 
the remaining two (both unprotected by previous vaccina- 
tion) were very mild, having been modified by the vaccination 
received at the Island; in fact, one had no prodromal symp- 
toms or any rise in temperature — a rather unusual condition. 
Vessel, crew and passengers were treated according to United 
States quarantine regulations. 

June 21, steamship “‘ Winnifred ” was remanded. to this 
quarantine from Fort Point, Me. One of the crew was 
found to be suffering from variola, and was removed to Gal- 
lop’s Island, where he died thirteen days later, in the 
twenty-fifth day of the disease. Autopsy showed fatty 
degeneration of the heart, fatty infiltration of the liver, and 
cloudy swelling of the kidneys. Vessel and crew were 
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treated in accordance with United States quarantine regula- 
tions. 

July 23, steamship “ Matilda,” from Progresso, was disin- 
fected ; have previously had on board two cases of suspected 
yellow fever. 

During the month of August steamship “ Ulriken,” steam- 
ship “ Straits-of-Dover”’ and yacht “ Corsair” were disinfected 
at the request of their owners.

From November 16, 1901, to February 18, 1902, 406 cases 
of variola were admitted, with a total of 34 deaths, making 
a mortality of .0834 per cent. 

Eighty-seven were unprotected by vaccination, of whom 
14 died, making a mortality of .1738 per cent. 

Out of the total number of cases 42 were admitted from 
Southampton street as convalescents. Excluding these, the 
mortality would be .0934 per cent. 

Out of the total number of unvaccinated cases 12 were 
admitted from Southampton street as convalescent. Exclud- 
ing these, the total mortality would be .186 per cent. 
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Out of all the cases admitted 5 had suffered from previous 
attacks, 1 of whom died. 

Joint complications were rare, there being but 2. Serious 
kidney complications were rare, but 8 occurring. One case 
was complicated with empyema. 

Eye complications, with the exception of conjunctivitis, 
were extremely rare, there being 2 cases of iritis, 2 cases 
of corneal ulcer and 2 of pan-ophthalmitis. 

The case of leprosy admitted in November, 1900, grew 
progressively worse until last August, when treatment with 
chalmoogra oil was begun. ‘The results seemed to be so 
satisfactory that it has been continued, with slight increase 
in dosage, ever since. At the present time both lids of the 
right eye are entirely healed, the tubercles on the face and 
in the throat are disappearing, the conjunctive of both eyes 
are clearing up, and the voice has assumed a more normal 
sound. 

A new steam plant and kitchen was added to the detention 
halls, so that we were able to occupy them the-latter part of 
December.

The above table refers to animals arriving at the different 
stock-yards, unable to walk to the abattoir because of injury 
during transportation, or from what was supposed to be a 
slight illness; these were shot at the stock-yards, and carted 
to the abattoir in the ambulance. 

Of the total number thirty-eight were found to be slightly 
injured, seven were pregnant, two had laminitis, four were 
overcome by heat, and three had septicemia, the last three 
being condemned. 


ACTINOMYCOSIS. 


There were found at the abattoir during the past year 
twenty cases actinomycosis, one of which was condemned ; 
the remaining nineteen showed only local lesions about the 
head, and in these cases the heads and tongues were con- 
demned.

Under the head of ‘“ Cows from Eastern States” is included 
animals from all of the New England States. 

By comparing the above table with table under the 
head of “ Diseases found among animals after having been 
killed,” etc., it will be seen that only 114 of the 238 cases of 
tuberculosis were condemned. ‘This means that 124 of these 
cases were slight, and not condemnable under the act passed 
by the Legislature of 1898. 


INSPECTION OF CATTLE. 


The inspection of cattle kept for the production of milk 
within the city limits has been continued as heretofpre. All 
cattle that have, upon _physical examination, shown any 
symptoms of tuberculosis have been subjected to the tuber- 
culin test. 

Of forty-one animals that have been tested with tuberculin, 
eight were found tuberculous and quarantined. ‘These were 
at once reported to the Board of Cattle Commissioners as 
required by the Public Statutes. 

During this inspection four cases of actinomycosis of the 
udder were found and reported to the Board of Cattle Com- 
missioners. 

Upon examination of the various dairies within the city it 
was found that considerable improvement has been made in 
the condition of milk-rooms. A number of dairies, which, 
during the year 1900, were found in an unsatisfactory con- 


“im 
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dition, and which the owners refused to put in a condition 
satisfactory to the Board of Health, were refused a license 
for the year 1901. 


(GGLANDERS. 


There have been reported to the Board of Health, by 
veterinarians, during the past year 285 suspicious cases of 
glanders. Of these, seventy-two horses, on examination, 
were found to be affected with some non-contagious disease, 
and the remaining 1638 with glanders. Fourteen of these 
cases, upon inquiry, were found to have been owned and 
stabled outside of Boston, or had been stabled in Boston for 
so short a time that no doubt existed but that the animals 
were infected with glanders before coming to Boston. The 
State Board of Cattle Commissioners were notified of such 
cases, that an investigation might be made by them. 

In addition to the above cases of glanders reported to this 
office, the Board of Health, by examining all animals in stables 
where a case of glanders has occurred, and also in many 
other stables, found twenty-seven cases of glanders, or four- 
teen per cent. of the totalnumber of cases, all of which would 
otherwise have remained in such stables, a constant danger 
to the other animals, for some time before being discovered 
by the owner.

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All stables in which glanders occurred during the past 
year have been thoroughly disinfected. 

Mallein has been used to a considerable extent, particularly 
in such cases as were doubtful from a clinical standpoint, and 
where material for guinea-pig test was not available, as, for 
instance, where the only lesion to be discovered clinically 
was an enlarged sub-maxillary gland with no nasal discharge. 
Where it has been possible, all horses which have been associ- 
ated with another animal having glanders, as, for instance, a 
mate working in the same team with a glandered horse, have 
been subjected to the mallein test. In cases where no 
symptoms are present and a reaction is made to mallein, the 
horses have been kept under strict observation by the Board 
of Health. 

The following table shows, in a condensed form, the rela- 
tion of the mallein test to the clinical diagnosis at the time 
of making the mallein test, and to the final diagnosis based 
on autopsy, gttinea-pie test, or prolonged observations :

The conclusions which are the same as in 1899, drawn 
from tables numbered VI. and VII., are as follows: 

Attention is called to the fact that the conclusions are 
drawn as a result of the above two hundred and fifty-three 
cases. 

1. All animals, whether suspected of glanders or not, 
failing to react to the mallein test, may be considered free 
from glanders. (See columns 4 and 5.) 

2. Animals, whether suspected of glanders or not, react- 
ing to the mallein test, may or may not be affected with 
glanders. (See columns 2 and 3.) It will be seen, how- 
ever, that 87 per cent. of the animals giving a_ positive 
mallein reaction are affected with glanders. 

8. Animals giving a doubtful reaction to the mallein test 
may or may not be effected with glanders. (See columns 6 
and 7, 

It 34 been found advisable to change the standard used in 
the work with mallein in this department from that adopted 
in 1900 to one which is less complicated and of more practical 
value. The negative standard as adopted in 1900 (if the 
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rise in temperature is one degree or less the reaction is nega- 
tive) does not allow for what might properly be considered a 
normal variation in a normal animal, with or without mallein. 
It has been found as a result of more than three hundred 
mallein tests, that not a single animal in which the tempera- 
ture failed to rise above 103° on a mallein test has ever after- 
ward shown any symptoms of glanders. 

The following standard has been adopted during the past 
year and all mallein tables in this report are based on this 
standard : 

1. Negative reaction is when the temperature fails to rise 
above 103°. 

2. Doubtful reaction is when the temperature rises to a 
point between 108°.and 104.5°. 

3. Positive reactions when the temperature rises above 
104.5°. 

4. Ifthe temperature before testing be 108° or more, 
the reaction obtained is of little value, but even at these 
temperatures a rise of 2° or more ee is due to the pres- 
ence of glanders. 

The above standard as changed from that adopted in 1900 
does not materially effect the mallein tables of any previous 
report. 

The following table shows the comparison between the 
mallein test and the guinea-pig test in cases where both tests

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF MILK AND 
VINEGAR. 


BUREAU OF MILK INSPECTION, 
30 HUNTINGTON AVENUE, Boston, MAss. 


To the Board of Health, Boston, Mass. : 


GENTLEMEN, — I beg to submit the following report on 
the work of the Bureau of Milk Inspection during the year 
ended January 31, 1902: 

In spite of the fact that, at intervals thr oughout the year, 
one of the three collectors of samples was, by reason of illness, 
unable to perform his duties, the number of examinations 
made (15,310) was within a few hundred of the record of 
a year ago. 

Milk samples to the number of 18,703 were collected and 
examined. Of this number, 7,275 were taken from milk 
wagons, 6,210 from shops and restaurants, and 218 were 
brought in by the public. The quality of the city milk sup- 
ply as a whole continues to conform to the requirements of 
the statutes,and more. The greater relative number of poor 
samples. are taken from the retail shops, and their analysis 
indicates that, in very many instances, the failure to yield the 
proper proportion of solids is probably due to improper and 
careless handling, whereby the first purchaser receives an 
undue share of cream and the succeeding ones a partially. 
skimmed milk. 

But few samples were found to contain coloring matter or | 
preservatives, and no unusual form of adulteration was 
detected, excepting in the supply of one of the largest deal- 
ers, who, during a few days of shortage, undertook to man- 
ufacture normal milk from condensed milk, obtained, it is 
claimed, in New York. As the imported’ article consisted 
largely of wheat flour the milk dispensed by him as fresh 
country milk contained notable amounts of starch. In every 
case in which this and other foreign substances were found 
complaints were entered in the courts. 

The number of samples of butter, oleomargarine and 
cheese examined was 448. ‘Traffic in oleomargarine in this 
city is practically dead, owing to the enforcement of the law 
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prohibiting the sale of that substance when colored to imi- 
tate yellow butter. Two dealers were arrested for selling it 
in this form, and both were heavily fined. A number of 
restaurant keepers supply their guests with oleomargarine 
which they purchase in a neighboring State and receive by 
express. Some of these comply with the statute requiring 
notification that the substance served is not butter, but 
others are content to serve it as butter and pay a fine when 
brought to court. 

The number of samples of vinegar examined was 1,159. 
Owing to keen competition in the trade and to the enforce- 
ment of the law which fixes the standard the quality con- 
tinues to run high.

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APPENDIX. 


REGULATIONS OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


In accordance with authority contained in section 65, 
chapter 75 of the Revised Laws of Massachusetts, the fol- 
lowing regulations have been adopted from time to time by 
the Board of Health and are still in force: 


HipEs AND Horns. 
May 7, 1875. 
Ordered, That from the first day of April to the first day 
of November no green hides nor horns shall be cured or stored 
or be suffered to remain within the limits of the city without 
a written permit from the Board of Health. This order to 
take effect on the 31st inst. 


REMOVAL OF MANURE. | 
| May 10, 1875. 

Ordered, ‘That no manure shall be removed except in a 

tight, canvas-covered vehicle, with the covering so secured to 

the sides and ends of the vehicle as to prevent the manure 

from being dropped or left in any street or way of the city 

in process of removal, and not loaded in or upon any street, 
lane, alley, or passageway or upon or across any sidewalk. 


LEAKY CARTS. 
May 12, 1875. 
Ordered, That no person removing manure, house offal, 
swill, or filth of any kind, shall suffer it to leak or escape 
from the vehicle by him owned or driven, in or upon any 
street, court, square, lane, alley, wharf, or public enclosure, 
in the City of Boston. 


BURIAL GROUNDS. 
September 10, 1875. 
Ordered, That on and after October 1, 1875, the Superin- 
tendent, or any person authorized to receive or bury the body 
of any deceased person in any burial ground within the limits 
of the City of Boston, shall as often as once in each week, 
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report to the Board of Health in said city, the number of 
burials in the ground under his charge during the preceding 
week, together with the date of the burial, the number of the 
permit for burial, the name of the deceased and the name of 
the undertaker or other person having charge of the body 
when brought to said ground for burial. 


RENDERING. 
November 6, 1875. 

By virtue of the authority given by chapter 36 of the 
General Statutes, the Board of Health of the City of Boston 
makes the following regulation: That on and after November 
30, 1875, the trade or employment of slaughtering cattle, 
calves, sheep or swine, or of rendering tallow, or other refuse 
animal matter, shall not be carried on within the limits of the 
City of Boston, except on the islands of the harbor or at the 
abattoir in the Brighton district, or at such other place or 
places as may hereafter be assigned by the Board of Health. 


August 7, 1878. 

The Board of Health of the City of Boston hereby forbids 
the exercise, after date, of the trade or employment of manu- 
facturing fertilizers or guano from fish or other animal matter 
within the limits of the City of Boston, except on the islands, 
at the abattoir in the Brighton district, or at such other 
place or places as may have been or may hereafter be assigned 
by said board ; such trade or employment being in the opinion 
of the Board a nuisance, hurtful to the inhabitants, the exer- 
cise of which is attended by noisome and injurious odors. 


OFFENSIVE TRADES. 
August 7, 1878. 
Ordered, That, after this date, the exercise of the trade or 
employment of manufacturing fertilizers or guano from fish 
or other animal matter within the limits of the City of Boston, 
except on the islands in the harbor, at the abattoir in the 
Brighton district, or such other places as may have been or 
may hereafter be assigned by said Board, such trade or 
employment being in the opinion of the Board a nuisance, 
hurtful to the inhabitants, the exercise of which is attended 
by noisome and injurious odors. 
October 18, 1896. 
The Board of Health hereby forbids the exercise of the 
trades or employments of slaughtering animals, rendering 
animal-matter (except fresh tallow), manufacturing fertilizers, 
mixing or storing refuse, animal or vegetable substances, 
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smoking fish or meat, refining oils, making varnish, asphaltum, 
glue, gas, gasoline, or any burning fluid within the limits of 
the City of Boston, except at such place or places as may be 
assigned by said Board; such trades or employments being 
nuisances, hurtful to the inhabitants of said city, dangerous 
to the public health, attended by noisome and injurious odors, 
and otherwise injurious to the estates of said inhabitants. 


August 22, 1901. 

The Board of Health hereby forbids the exercise of the 
trades or employments of slaughtering animals, rendering 
animal-matter (except fresh tallow), manufacturing fertilizers, 
mixing or storing refuse, animal or vegetable substances, 
smoking fish or meat, or the keeping, sorting or breaking or 
otherwise handling of rotten or offensive eggs, refining oils, 
making varnish, asphaltum, glue, gasoline, or any burning 
fluid within the limits of the City of Boston, except at such 
place or places as may be assigned by said Board; such 
trades or employments being nuisances, hurtful to the inhabi- 
tants of said city, dangerous to the public health, attended by 
noisome and injurious odors, and otherwise injurious to the 
estates of said inhabitants. 


STREET SPRINKLING, ETc. 
August ‘1, 1876. 
That on and after August 1, 1876, no filthy or offensive 
water shall at any time be sprinkled, poured, thrown, or put 
upon any street of the city. 


GLANDERS AND FARCcyY. 
November 7, 1877. 

No horse or other animal having a disease known as glan- 
ders or farcy shall be driven or brought into the city. 

The owner, agent or other person in charge of an animal 
so affected within the city, shall forthwith report the fact to 
the Board of Health, together with the name of such owner, 
and the place where the animal is kept, and it shall be dis- 
posed of under the direction of said Board. 

Any veterinary surgeon, or other person, called to examine 
or attend such animal, shall within twenty-four hours report 
to said Board the above facts and the type of the disease. 


SPRINKLING OF SALT. 
February 27, 1880. 


Whereas, In the judgment of the Board of Health, the 
sprinkling of salt, or a mixture of salt, with other matter, 


————— 
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upon the public streets, ways, and sidewalks of the city, 
while snow or ice overlies the surface of the same, is a cause 
of sickness and injurious to the public health ; therefore, 
Ordered, That no salt, nor mixture of salt with other 
matter, shall hereafter be sprinkled, scattered, or put upon 
any public street, way, or sidewalk of the city, while snow 
or ice overlies the surface of such street, way, or sidewalk, 
without the written permission of the Board of Health. 


PUBLIC FUNERALS. 

November 21, 1882. 
Whereas, The diseases designated as small-pox, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, and typhus fever are contagious and dan- 
gerous to the public health, and have been, and may easily 
be, contracted at funerals from dead bodies or apartments 
which have been infected by such diseases ; it is, therefore, 
Ordered, That from and after this date no public funerals 
shall be held over the remains of any person having died of 
small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or typhus fever, without 
the written permit of the Board of Health, and under such 
regulations as may prevent the spread of either of said 

diseases. 

Ordered, further, That the remains of persons dying of 
either of said diseases shall at once be placed in a tight or 

sealed coffin, and shall not thereafter be exposed to view or 
disturbed except for burial. , 


UNDERTAKERS. 
January 3, 1890. 
The following Statute Law and the Regulation of the 
Board of Health is published for the information of under- 
takers and others having charge of the burial of bodies: 


CHAPTER 124, COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS, IN 
THE YEAR 1883. 


AN ACT RELATING TO THE REMOVAL AND TRANSPORTATION OF 
CERTAIN BODIES FOR BURIAL, 


Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 


SrcTion 1. Section 5 of chapter 32 of the Public Statutes, re- 
lating to the burial or removal of bodies for burial, is amended by in- 
serting in the eleventh line thereof, after the word ‘‘bury,’’ the words 
‘* or remove.”’ 

Sror. 2. Norailroad corporation, or other common carrier or person, 
shall convey or cause to be conveyed, through or from any city or town 
in this Commonwealth, the remains of any person who has died of 
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‘gmall-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or typhoid fever, until such body 
has been so encased and prepared as to preclude any danger of com- 
municating the disease to others by its transportation, and no local 
registrar or clerk shall give a permit for the removal of such body until 
he has received from the Board of Health of the city, or the Selectmen 
of the town where the death occurred, a certificate stating the cause of 
death, and that said body has been prepared in the manner set forth in 
this section, which certificate shall be delivered to the agent or person 
who receives the body. 


Sror. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


REGULATION. 


In BoARD oF HEALTH, January 3, 1890. 


In pursuance of the above law the Board of Health makes the follow- 
ing regulation : 


Ordered, That the bodies of all persons dying from small-pox, diph- 
theria, membraneous croup, scarlet fever, or typhus fever must immedi- 
ately be prepared for the coffin, wrapped ina sheet saturated in a 10% 
solution of chloride of zinc and placed in a coffin which must be made 
absolutely tight, and which must not be reopened. 


INSTRUCTIONS. — It will be necessary for undertakers to first comply 
with the above Law and Regulation, and then certify the same to this 
Board. The Board of Health will thereupon issue the required certifi- 
cate. 

Blanks for the undertakers’ use will be furnished at this office. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO SUPERINTENDENTS OF CEMETERIES AND 


UNDERTAKEBRS. 
October 1, 1899. 


In disinterring the remains of persons who have died from 


any infectious disease the following instructions must be 
followed : 


After excavating the earth to within six inches of the 
coffin or box containing an infected body, the box and earth 
upon it must be saturated with a solution of fresh chloride 
of lime (one-half pound to a gallon of water), and when the 
box containing the body is raised or handled it must be 
thoroughly washed with the same solution. No such body 
shall be removed except in a tightly sealed and suitable 
box. 

No person will be allowed to disinter or remove the 
remains of any person who has died of small-pox without 
first having been vaccinated very recently and to the satis- 
faction of the Board of Health. 


- WALL DRAPERIES. 
| October 11, 1898. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the follow- 
ing regulation was passed : 
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“The Board of Health hereby adjudges that the use of 
‘Wall Draperies’ at funerals is a source of filth and cause 
of sickness, and hereby orders: That the use of such 
draperies in any room or place used for a funeral or for the 
preparation or retention of any human body before or in 
connection with such funeral be, and hereby is, forbidden.” 


Cows. 
July 28, 1876. 

Ordered, ‘That no person shall keep or allow to be kept in 
any building or any premises of which he may be the owner, 
lessee, tenant or occupant, more cows than at the rate of one 
for each 8,000 square feet'of land Gin or near the built up 
portions of the city) without a written permit of the Board 
of Health. Every person keeping a cow shall cause the place 
where it is kept to be well ventilated and drained and kept 
at all times in a cleanly and wholesome condition. 


April 26, 1892. 
Whereas, Cows’ milk is one of the most common and nec- 
essary articles of food, and is oftentimes seriously impaired 
in usefulness and rendered dangerous to health by the want 
of proper care in its production or subsequent treatment or 
handling, it is therefore ordered that the following regula- 
tion be, and is hereby, adopted : 


SECTION 1. No person shall use any building as a stable 
for cows unless it contains at Jeast 1,000 cubic feet of space 
for each animal, is well lighted and ventilated, has tight 
roof and floors, good drainage, a supply of pure water, and 
all other necessary means for maintaining the health and 
good condition of the cows, and has been approved by the 
Board of Health. 

SEoT. 2. Every person using any such building shall 
keep the same, and the premises connected therewith, and all 
land used for pasturage of the cows, clean and free from 
filth. 

SrctT. 3. Every person keeping a milch cow shall permit 
it to be examined from time to time, as to its freedom from 
disease, by a veterinarian designated by the Board of Health. 

Srot. 4. No person having an infectious disease, or hav- 
ing recently been in.contact with any such person, shall 
milk cows or handle cans, measures, or other vessels, used 
for milk intended for sale, or in any way take part or assist 
in handling milk intended for sale, until all danger of com- 
municating such disease to other persons shall have passed. 
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Sect. 5. No person shall sell or use for human food the 
milk of a diseased cow, or permit such milk to be mixed 
with other milk, nor until it has been boiled shall sell or use 
such milk, or any mixture of such milk, for food of swine or 
other animals. 7 

. MILK. 
December 22, 1898. 

Whereas, In the opinion of the Board of Health infectious 
diseases are spread by the distribution of milk produced, 
stored, and distributed under improper conditions; it is, 
therefore, 

Ordered, That the following regulations be, and hereby 
are, wdopted : 


ARTICLE I. 


SECTION 1. All persons in the City of Boston engaged 
in the production of milk for sale, or in the business of. sell- 
ing, delivering, or distributing milk in said city, shalb annu- 
ally on the first day of May, or within thirty days thereafter, 
make written application to the Inspector of Milk, on forms 
prescribed by the Board of Health, for a license. 

Sect. 2. No person in said city shall engage in the busi- 
ness of producing milk for sale, or in the sale or distribution 
of milk in the City of Boston, without a license so to do, 
under these regulations and such other conditions as the 
Board of Health may impose; said license to be revoked if 
the licensee fail to comply with the conditions of his license 
or the regulations of this Board. 

Sect. 38. The conditions under which every cow is kept 
whose milk is brought into the City of Boston, or kept, de- 
livered, distributed, sold, or offered for sale in said city, shall 
be made known by the licensee to the Inspector of Milk in 
such detail as the Board of Health may require, and shall be 
approved by said Board; and no milk except that derived 
from such cow shall be brought, kept, delivered, distributed, 
sold, or offered for sale in said city. 

Sect. 4. No milk shall be sold, offered for sale, or dis- 
tributed in the City of Boston unless the cows from which it 
is derived have, within one year, been examined by a com- 
petent authority, and shown to be free from diseases danger- 
ous to the public health; but this shall not be construed as 
forbidding the sale or use of milk from cows not tested with 
tuberculin. 

Sect. 5. All persons having a permit or license to sell, 
deliver, or distribute milk in the City of Boston, shall keep a 
copy of the license constantly posted in a conspicuous place 
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on the premises, and shall have his name and the number of 
his license marked in plain uncondensed Gothic letters, not 
less than one inch in height, on vehicles used by him in the 
conveyance and sale of milk. 


ARTICLE II. 


SECTION 1. No milk for sale or distribution shall be stored 
in that portion of a building which is used for the stabling of 
horses, cows, or other animals, or for the storing of manure, 
or in any room used in whole or in part for domestic or 
sleeping purposes. 

SrctT. 2. No person in the City of Boston engaged in the 
business of producing milk for sale, and no person engaged 
in the business of storing or delivering milk in said city, 
shall store, cool, or mix said milk in any room which is occu- 
pied by horses, cows, or other animals. All rooms in which 
milk is stored, cooled, or mixed, shall be provided with tight 
walls and floors and kept constantly clean. The walls and 
floors of said rooms to be of such a construction as to allow 
easy and thorough cleansing. ‘The room or rooms aforesaid 
shall contain proper appliances for washing or sterilizing all 
utensils actually employed in the storage, sale, or distribution 
of milk, and all such apparatus and utensils shall be washed 
with boiling water or sterilized by steam regularly after being 
-so used. 

SrcT. 8. No urinal, water-closet, or privy shall be located 
in the rooms called for in the preceding section, or so situated 
as to pollute the atmosphere of said rooms. 

Sect. 4. All milk produced in the City of Boston for sale 
shall be strained, cooled or stored as soon as it is drawn from 
the cow. 


ARTICLE III. 


SEcTION 1. Milk kept for sale in any store, shop, restau- 
rant, market, bakery, or other establishment, shall always be 
kept in a covered cooler, box, or refrigerator, properly drained 
and cared for, and while therein shall be kept tightly closed 
and only in such locations and under such conditions as shall 
be approved by the Board of Health. 


ARTICLE IV. 


SECTION 1. All cans, bottles, or other vessels of any sort, 
used in the retail sale, delivery or distribution of milk to the 
consumer, must be cleaned or sterilized before they are again 
used for the same purpose, and it shall be deemed a sufficient 
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reason for forfeiture of license for any milk dealer to fail so 
to do. 

SEcT. 2. No person shall use in any way a milk vessel for 
any other substance than milk, and any licensed milk dealer 
who shall so misuse such vessel shall be hable to forfeiture 
of lice nse. 


ARTICLE V. 


SECTION 1. Every person engaged in the production, 
storage, transportation, sale, delivery, or distribution of milk 
shall immediately on the occurrence of any case or cases of 
infectious disease either in himself or in his family, or amongst 
his employees or within the building or premises where milk 
is stored, sold or distributed, notify the Board of Health, and 
at the same time shall suspend the sale and distribution of 
milk until authorized to resume the same by the Board of 
Health. No vessels which have been handled by persons 
suffering from such diseases shall be used to hold or convey 
milk until they have been thoroughly sterilized. 


MILK. 
August 31, 1900. 


Ata meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the follow- 
ing regulation was adopted : 


** No milk drawn from a cow in the City of Boston within 
forty-eight hours after said cow is brought into said city 
shall be sold or used for human food, and all milk drawn 
from any cow within forty-eight hours after said cow is 
brought into the city shall be destroyed within one hour 
after it is drawn from the cow.” 


RECEPTACLES FOR GARBAGE, ETC. 
September 6, 1892. 
Ordered, That no person, unless authorized so to do, be 
allowed to handle, disturb, or remove the contents of any 
receptacle for garbage or rubbish of any kind placed in the 
yards, passageways, or public streets. 


DESTRUCTION OF CLOTHING, ETC. 
September 10, 1892. 
Ordered, ‘That hereafter no articles of clothing or bedding 
in use shall be thrown overboard from any vessel in Boston 
harbor without the written consent of the Board of Health 
or the Quarantine Physician ; nor shall any such articles be 
removed from any vessel at ber dock without such permis- 
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sion ; such articles shall no longer be brought to the city to 
be destroyed, but shall be burned in the harbor, under the 
supervision of the Quarantine Physician, in the furnaces of 
the steamers. 
OYSTER SHELLS. 
October 17, 1892. 
Whereas, The storing and handling of oyster shells near 
business and residential districts are attended by noisome 
and injurious odors, if is hereby ordered that no oyster shells 
shall be kept in or removed from any building, yard, or other 
place within the built-up portions of the city, except by 
written permission from the Board of Health, and only at 
such times and in dS manner as shall be prescribed in said 
permit. 
(QUARANTINE. 
MARCH 4, 1893. 
At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, it was 
ordered that the several quarantine regulations, now in force 
at this port, be revised so as to read as follows: 


Ordered, That any vessel arriving at this port which has 
on board at the time of her arrival, or has had during her 
passage to this port, any sickness of a contagious, infectious, 
or doubtful character, which may be dangerous to the public 
health, or which has come from or has been in any port or 
place which has been epidemically infected with any conta- 
gious or infectious disease within the six months next pre- 
ceding such arrival, or has on board any merchandise which 
has come by transshipment from any such infected port or 
place within the six months next preceding, or has on board 
any immigrants (except from British America), shall be 
anchored at quarantine. 

Infected persons found on such vessels shall be removed 
to the hospital on Gallop’s Island, and there detained until 
all power to infect others shall have ceased. Cargoes and 
personal baggage, which in the opinion of the Port Physician 
or the Board of Health may be infected, shall be removed to 
Gallop’s Island and there disinfected, when such disinfection 
cannot be properly done on board .the vessels or on lighters. 

All immigrants, on arrival at quarantine, shall be subjected 
to examination as regards their freedon from contagious or 
infectious disease and their protection from small-pox. 

All persons under ten years of age who have not been 
successfully vaccinated, and all persons over ten years of age 
who have not recently been successfully vaccinated or revac- 
cinated, shall be considered as unprotected from the effect of 
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the contagion of small-pox, persons having had an attack of 
small-pox excepted. 

All persons not so protected shall be vaccinated or sub- 
jected to a quarantine of fifteen days’ observation. 

All old rags, paper stock, hair, feathers, hides, skins, wool, 
and similar materials which are liable to convey disease 
germs must be accompanied by satisfactory certificates as to 
their place of collection and packing for shipment. 

No article of clothing or bedding in use shall be thrown 
overboard from any vessel in Boston harbor without the 
written consent of the Board of Health or the Quarantine 
Physician; nor shall any such article be removed from any 
vessel at her dock without such permission ; all such articles 
which are to be destroyed shall be burned in the harbor 
under the supervision of the Quarantine Physician, in the 
furnaces of the steamers. 

No vessel shall leave quarantine, nor shall her cargo, or any 
part thereof, be discharged, nor any person be allowed to go 
on board or to leave her while in quarantine, without the 
written permit of the Port Physician, who is hereby author- 
ized and instructed to take such measures with regard to said 
vessel, cargo, and persons, as, in his judgment, the public 
health may require. 

It is also hereby ordered that, during June, July, August, 
September, and October, of each year, subject to such changes 
as circumstances may from time to time require, all vessels 
arriving in this harbor from the following ports shall stop at 
the Quarantine Station, viz.: All vessels from any port in 
Europe, from the Western, Madeira, Canary, or Cape de 
Verde Islands; from the Mediterranean or Straits thereof, 
from the west coast of Africa, or around the Cape of Good 
Hope; from the West India, Bahama, or Bermuda Islands; 
from any American port south of Virginia, including Central 
and South America; and vessels arriving from any place in 
the United States or British America, where they may have 
touched on their way from any foreign port or place above 
named. 

No such vessel shall leave quarantine or unload her cargo 
or any part thereof, nor shall any person go on board or leave 
the vessel while in quarantine without the written permit of 
the Port Physician, who is hereby authorized and instructed 
to take any measures in regard to such vessels as, in his 
judgment, the public health may require. . 

The Port Physician is hereby authorized and instructed to 
demand and receive the quarantine fees which are hereby 
made and established by this Board, and which are as follows : 
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For examination of vessels of 500 tons and upward (regis- 
tration tonnage), eight dollars. 

For examination of vessels under 500 tons (registration 
tonnage), five dollars. 

For disinfecting vessels, from ten to fifty dollars. 

For baths and disinfecting personal clothing and baggage, 
one dollar for each person. 

For vaccination, twenty-five cents for each person. 

For board of patients in hospital, ten dollars a week. 

Such fees to be, by the Port Physician, paid to the City 
‘Treasurer. 


REMOVAL OF RUBBISH, ETC. 
September 8, 1876. 

Ordered, That no person removing earth, dirt, sawdust, 
soot, ashes, cinders, shavings, hair, shreds, manure, oysters, 
clams or lobsters, waste water, or any animal or vegetable 
substance, house offal, swill, rubbish, or filth of any kind 
whatsoever, shall suffer it to leak, escape, or drop from any 
vehicle by him owned or driven, into or upon any street, 
court, square, lane, alley, wharf, or public enclosure in the 
City of Boston. 


DeEposiT OF REFUSE. 
March 380, 1898. 

Voted, That, whereas, in the opinion of the Board of 
Health, the use of refuse materials in filling ponds and 
bodies of water and wet lands is a nuisance, source of filth, 
and cause of sickness, it is therefore 

Ordered, ‘That no person shall throw into any pond or 
body of water or upon any land which at any time is covered 
with tide-water, within the limits of the city, any refuse, 
animal or vegetable matter, or any perishable material or 
rubbish or filth of any kind whatsoever, between the first 
day of April and the first day of November, except in accord- 
ance with a written permit issued from the Board of Health 
to the owner of such pond or land, and no owner of such 
pond or land shall refuse or neglect to remove therefrom any 
refuse or filth hereinbefore described which shall be thrown 
or placed in or upon the same within the period hereinbefore 
specified. 

REFUSE. 
July 31, 1900. 

At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, it was 
voted to amend the regulation prohibiting the removal of 
refuse, etc., passed by this Board September 8, 1876, so that 
it will read as follows: 
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Ordered, That no person removing earth, dirt, sawdust, 
soot, ashes, shavings, hair, shreds, manure, oysters, clams, or 
lobsters, waste water, or any animal or vegetable substance, 
house offal, swill, rubbish or filth of any kind whatsoever, 
shall suffer it to leak, escape or drop from any vehicle by 
him owned or driven into or upon any street, court, square, 
lane, alley, wharf or public enclosure in the City of Boston, 
or suffer offensive odors to escape from such vehicles to the 
discomfort or annoyance of people residing, doing business 
or travelling on the route over which such vehicles are 
driven. Nor shall any person engaged in collecting any of 
the articles heretofore enumerated suffer any vehicle to 
remain standing in any street, court, square, lane, alley, 
wharf or public enclosure in the City of Boston, except for 
the purpose of removing the refuse so collected, for a longer 
time than ten consecutive minutes. 


STORAGE OF REFUSE. 
January 21, 1901. 

At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, it was 
voted to amend its regulation, passed February 28, 1899, 
prohibiting the storage of rags, old paper, and other refuse 
material in any building used as a dwelling, so as to read as 
follows : 

Whereas, It is a practice in this city to collect rags, 
old paper, junk, and other refuse material, from dumping- 
grounds, streets, and other places, and to store, sort, and 
otherwise handle the same within dwellings, and 

Whereas, In the opinion of this board, such rags, old 
paper, junk and other refuse material are a source of filth, 
and capable of conveying infectious diseases from person to 
person, and of otherwise creating sickness ; therefore 

Ordered, That on and after this date, no rags, old paper, 
junk, or other refuse material, gathered or recovered from 
any source, shall be brought into or allowed to remain within 
any building used as a dwelling. 


FILLING FOR PONDS AND WET LANDS. 


April 10, 1893. 
Whereas, In the opinion of the Board of Health, the use 
of refuse materials in filling ponds and bodies of water and 
wet lands is a nuisance, source of filth, and cause of sickness, 
it is therefore ordered that no person shall throw into any 
pond or body of water, or upon any land which at any time 
is covered with tide-water, within the limits of the city, any 
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refuse, animal or vegetable matter, or any perishable material 
or rubbish or filth of any kind whatsoever, between the first 
day of April and the first day of November, except in accord- 
ance with a written permit’issued from the Board of Health 
to the owner of such pond or land, and no owner of such 
pond or land shall refuse or neglect to remove therefrom any 
refuse or filth hereinbefore described which shall be thrown 
or placed in or upon the same within the period hereinbefore 
specified. 


TEXAN CATTLE. 
July 29, 1893. 
Whereas, Northern and Western cattle exposed to those 
coming from Texas, or to the premises which have been used 
by Texan cattle, are likely to contract a disease known as 
Texas fever among cattle, it is therefore ordered that none 
of the cattle arriving from Texas shall be driven over any 
road or across any lands which are used or liable to be used 
by other cattle, nor in any way exposed to such other cattle 
within the limits of Boston, except within the yards immedt- 
ately connected with the abattoir. 7 


STORAGE OF FRUIT. 

. August 3, 1893, 

No person shall store or keep or allow to be stored or kept 

in any building of which he is the owner or occupant, and 

which is in use in whole or in part as a dwelling-house, any 

fruit or merchandise, except in accordance with a written 
permit from the Board of Health. 


KILLING OF POULTRY. 
July 16, 1896. 
That no live chickens, geese, ducks, or other fowls shall 
be brought into, or kept, or held, or offered for sale, or killed 
or plucked, in any place in the City of Boston, without a 
permit thereof. in writing from the Board of Health, which 
shall be subject to revocation by said Board at any time. 


PEDLERS. 


The following laws have been passed by the State and 
city for the government of pedlers: 


No person shall sell any articles to any person on a public 
street or go from house to house selling articles, or cry his 
goods in the street and ways, unless he is a minor, licensed 
by the Clerk of Committees to sell articles, or he has received 
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a permit from the Superintendent of Streets to sell articles 
on a public street, recorded his name and place of residence 
with the Board of Health, and receive from said board a 
record number. 

No such permit or number shall be given to or used by 
any person unless the person sells only the following articles, 
produced or grown in the United States, viz.: Brooms, live 
animals, fruits, provisions, agricultural products or imple- 
ments, hand tools used in making boots and _ shoes, fuel, 
newspaper, books, pamphlets, or the products of his own 
labor or the labor of his family other than jewelry, wines, 
spirituous liquors, indigo, playing cards, or feathers; or the 
person has received a license as Hawker and Pedler from the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth and —is an honorably dis- 
charged soldier or sailor of the late war, or — is over seventy 
years of age, or — has paid the City Treasurer twenty-five 
dollars, or — is qualified to vote and has paid a tax on his 
stock in trade in Boston, or — is licensed by said Secretary 
as a Hawker and Pedler throughout the Commonwealth or 
throughout the County of Suffolk. 

No person selling articles shall refuse or neglect to exhibit 
his permit, license, and certificate whenever the same is 
demanded by any public officer. 

‘No person shall sell spirituous lquors, wines, jewelry, 

feathers, playing cards, or indigo. 
- No person shall have in his possession, with intent to sell, 
fish of any kind, unless they are kept in covered stalls or 
fish-boxes, or in covered carts, well secured from the rays of 
the sun, nor any fish other than flounders, smelts, or other 
small fish, salmon, or shad, unless they have been cleansed of 
their entrails and other refuse parts. 

No person selling articles shall carry them in any vehicle 
or receptacle, unless the-same is neat, clean, and free from 
leaks, and has printed upon it his name, the number of his 
license, and the number given him by the Board of Health, 
in letters and figures at least two inches in height. 

No person selling articles shall carry them in any manner 
that will injure or annoy the public health or comfort. 

No person selling articles shall cry his wares to the dis- 
turbance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants. 

No person shall place or permit to remain in any street for 
more than ten minutes any of his goods or articles without a 
permit from the Superintendent of Streets. 

No person shall, on foot in any street, carry or display any 
show-card, placard, or sign without a permit from the Super- 
intendent of Streets. 
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No person selling articles shall stop or stand with a cart, 
wagon, or other vehicle for the purpose of hawking, pedling, 
or selling goods, wares, merchandise, fruit, or other articles, 
between the hours of eight o’clock A.M. and _ half-past six 
o'clock P.M., in or occupy any part of the following streets, 
ways, or squares, namely, Haymarket square, Sudbury street, 
Court street from Sudbury street to Scollay square, Scollay 
square, Tremont street from Scollay square to Eliot street, 
Eliot street from Tremont street to Washington street, Wash- 
ington street from Eliot street to Franklin street, Frank- 
lin street from Washington street to Devonshire street, 
Devonshire street from Franklin street to Milk street, Milk 
street from Devonshire street to Pearl street, Post Office 
square, Water street to Washington street, State street, 
between Merchants row and Devonshire street, and Wash- 
ington street from Adams square to Haymarket square, or 
any of the streets, ways, or squares included within the terri- 
tory bounded as above described, or except in accordance 
with an order of the Board of Aldermen, stop or stand in, 
or occupy any part of the streets, ways, and squares in the 
city proper, north of Massachusetts avenue, with a hand-cart 
or wheelbarrow, for the purpose of hawking, pedling, or sell- 
ing any goods, wares, or merchandise, fruit, or other articles 
between the hours of eight o’clock A.M. and _half-past 
six P.M. | 

No person shall sell or expose for sale by public auction 
any articles except in such place as is expressly described or 
set fourth in his license or permit. 

See Revised Laws of Massachusetts, chap. 65. 


ConTAGIOUS DISEASES. 
March 10, 1897. 

At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, it was 
voted to amend the regulation of July 1, 1895, respecting 
contagious diseases, so to read as follows: 

1. Whoever is infected with small-pox, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, or membraneous croup, shall immediately proceed 
to some isolated place or room designated by the Board of 
Health, and no person who has been so affected shall leave 
such place or room and no article shall be removed from such 
place or room until the Board of Health shall certify in 
writing that all danger of communicating such disease to 
others is passed. 

2. Every parent or guardian of any child or ward in- 
fected with small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or mem- 
braneous croup, shall immediately cause such child or ward 
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to be conveyed to some isolated place or room approved by 
_ the Board of Health, and no parent or guardian shall. permit 
such child or ward to remove from such place or room until 
the Board of Health shall find and certify in writing that all 
danger of communicating such disease to others has passed. 

3. No person other than the attending physician, nurse, 
and agents of the Board of Health, shall enter, nor shall any 
dog, cat, or other animal be allowed to enter any apartment or 
other place set apart for the treatment of small-pox, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, or membraneous croup, until the Board of 
Health shall certify in writing that such apartment or place 
has been satisfactorily disinfected. 

4. No person having the care of any other person who has 
been infected with small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or 
membraneous croup, shall advise or permit such other person 
to leave any place designated by the Board of Health as a 
place of isolation of such infected person before said Board of 
Health shall have certified in writing that such person can 
leave such designated place without danger to others. 

5. No physician who has been in attendance upon any 
person who has been infected with small-pox, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, or membraneous croup, shall advise or knowingly 
permit such person to leave any place designated by the 
Board of Health as a place of isolation of such infected per- 
son before said Board of Health shall have certified in writ- 
ing that such infected person can leave such place without 
danger to others. 


RULES FOR LODGING—HOUSES. 
March 22, 1898. 
The following rules have been adopted by the Board of 
Health for the government of lodging-houses : 


1. The means for light and ventilation must be satisfac- 
tory to the Board of Health and beyond the control of lodgers. 

2. All floors and stairways must be sound, smooth, and 
either painted or shellacked. 

3. There shall be allowed no less than 300 cubic feet of 

space to each lodger in sleeping rooms. 
4, Open and spacious dormitories will be preferred. 

5. Single or small rooms will be allowed only in excep- 
tional cases, and then only with fireproof partitions. ~ 

6. No carpeting will be allowed on floors or stairways. 

7. There shall not be less than two horizontal feet be- 
tween the sides of any two beds. 

8. All bedsteads must be single and of iron. 
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9. Blankets will be required and “ comforters’”’ will be 
prohibited. 

10. Mattresses must be covered with a waterproof cov- 
ering. 

11. No person will be allowed to retire or sleep i in his 
day clothing. 

12. No person who is not APN will be allowed to retire 
without a bath. 

13. Water-closets (one to every 20 lodgers), lavatories 
and shower bath, with hot and cold water, all with open 
plumbing, must be furnished on each floor, and the floors to 
same shall be of marble, slate, or concrete. 

14. All movable receptacles for excretions are prohibited. 

15. Smoking in sleeping rooms is prohibited. 

16. All stairways, fire-escapes, and other means of exit 
in case of fire must be in accordance with the statutes and 
ordinances on that subject, and to the satisfaction of the 
Building Commissioner. | 

17. Stoves for heating will be allowed only under the 
most favorable conditions for safety. 

18. The use of portable kerosene lamps is prohibited. 

19. A reliable person or persons must be in attendance 
at all hours of the night. 


BARBER SHOPS. 
May 4, 1900. 
At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the follow- 
ing regulation respecting barber shops was adopted : 


The place of business, together with all the furniture, shall 
be kept, at all times, in a cleanly condition. 

Mugs, shaving brushes and razors shall be sterilized by 
immersion in boiling water after every separate use thereof. 

A separate, clean towel shall be used for each person. 

Alum, or other material, used to stop the flow of blood, 
shall be so used only in powdered form, and applied on a 
towel. 

The use of powder-puffs is prohibited. 

The use of sponges is prohibited. 

Every barber shop shall be provided with running hot and 
cold water. 

No person shall be allowed to use any barber shop as a 
dormitory. 

Every barber shall Mentos his hands thoroughly imme- 
diately after serving each customer. 
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Ick DEALERS. 
May 9, 1900. 
Ordered, That each and every party selling ice in Boston 
fill out over the signature of the chief clerk or other responsi- 
ble officer of the party and return to the Board of Health at 
its office, Old Court House, Boston, Mass., on or before June 1 
of the year, a blank of the following form: 


1.. Give the name and situation of each and every river, 
brook, pond or lake from which you cut ice, and the approxi- 
mate number of tons you cut annually from each. 

2. Give the name of each and every party from whom 
you take ice to sell and the approximate number of ue 
taken annually from each. 

3. Give the situation of each and every storehouse, dehat 
agency, railroad terminal, or other place from which you take 
your ice into vehicles for distribution in Boston. 

4. Give the name of each and every party distributing ice 
in Boston to whom you regularly or occasionally supply ice, 
and the approximate number of tons supplied to each. 

5. Do you classify the ice you sell as “For drinking 
purposes,” “For cooling purposes only, not to be used for 
drinking,” etc. ? 

6. Do you sell “snow ice” ? 

7. Do you flood your ice field ? 

8. Do you have chemical analyses made for you of the 
water used or of the ice therefrom ? 

9. Do you take precautions to maintain your sources of 
supply in good, clean and wholesome condition, and, if so, 
what ? 


POULTRY. 
July 24, 1900. 
At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the law 
relating to the killing of poultry, passed July 16, 1896, was 
amended so as to read as follows: 


No live chickens, geese, ducks or other fowls shall be 
brought into, or kept, or held, or offered for sale, or killed or 
plucked, in any place in the City of Boston, without a permit 
therefor, in writing, from the Board of Health, which shall be 
subject to revocation by said Board at any time. 

No carcass of any hen, chicken, turkey or goose shall be 
brought into, or exposed for sale in the City of Boston, unless 
the feathers have been removed from said carcass before the 
same is brought within the city limits. 
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HorSE—-SHOEING. 


/ Boston, February 28, 1901. 


Whereas, The Board of Health is of the opinion that walls, hitching- 
bars, chains and ropes in horse-shoeing shops, to which animals affected 
by a disease known as glanders have been secured, are liable to become 
the means of spreading said disease to healthy animals subsequently 
secured to such walls, hitching-bars, chains and ropes, it is therefore 

Ordered, That the walls, hitching-bars, chains, ropes or other ap- 
paratus in horse-shoeing shops, to or by which horses may at any time 
be secured, shall be thoroughly disinfected by the proprietor of such 
shops, with a 5 per cent. solution of chloride of lime, at the close of each 
day’s business. 


INSTRUCTIONS. 
The best way to carry out the above regulation is as follows: 


First. Fill a 50-gallon barrel with water. 

Second. Add 20 lbs. fresh chloride of lime. 

Third. Stir thoroughly and keep tightly covered. 

This mixture will settle out after a short time and leave a 
clear liquid in the upper part of the barrel. 

To use this, take out as much of the clear liquid in wooden 
pails as may be required at any one time. 

First. Dip all chains and ropes used for hitching into a pail 
full of the clear liquid. 

Second. Thoroughly wet down with the clear liquid the 
entire wall to which horses have been secured, by spraying with 
an ordinary pump, such as is used for washing windows. (If 
preferred, a broom may be used instead of a pump, as in apply- 
ing whitewash. ) 


CAUTION. — Whenever the clear liquid in the barrel is 
all used, the sediment should be dumped out and a fresh mix- 
ture made. If the liquid is not used up in two weeks, what 
remains must be poured out, the sediment removed, and a 
Jresh mixture made, because after two weeks it looses strength 
rapidly. 

Tf a pump is used, a spraying nozzle must be attached; 
wash out pump thoroughly after each use, and otl with kero- 
sene. 


Norr. —If inconvenient to make the mixture in a 50-gallon barrel, it 
may be made in smaller quantities, but the mixture must always be of 
the same strength (not less than 1 lb. of chloride of lime to 24 gallons of 
water). 
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DEPOSIT OF SPUTUM. 
Boston, July 11, 1901. 
The regulation, dated October 15, 1896, respecting the 
deposit of sputum in street cars and other public places, 
amended March 23, 1899, is erik again amended so as to 
read as follows: 


The Board of Health hereby adjudges that the deposit of 
sputum in public places is a nuisance, source of filth and 
cause of sickness, and hereby orders: That spitting upon 
the floor, platform or steps of any railroad or railway station, 
or car, or from any electric car while said car is in the sub- 
way or elevated above the surface of the ground, or upon 
the floor, platform or steps of any public building, hall, 
church, theatre, market, or any sidewalk immediately con- 
nected with said public places, be, and hereby is, prohibited. 


CARPET BEATING. 
August 22, 1901. 

No substance in any way liable to be distributed or 
blown about by wind or air currents shall be sieved, screened, 
agitated, or otherwise handled or exposed in any street or 
public place, nor elsewhere in such a manner that particles or 
portions of such substances are scattered, blown or otherwise 
pass into or upon any such street or public place, or into or 
upon any inhabited buildings. This shall not apply to the 
delivery of coal, Dea suitable precautions for dampening 
are taken. 

No carpets, rugs, mats or similar articles shall be beaten 
in any street.or public place, and no carpets, rugs, mats, old gar- 
ments, or similar articles shall be beaten or cleaned upon or 
near inhabited buildings unless reasonable precaution is taken 
to prevent dust particles or portions of said articles from 
being blown, scattered or otherwise passing from the place 
where such beating or cleaning is carried on. 

No work shall be done upon any building or other struc- 
ture while in course of erection, alteration or demolition, 
unless every reasonable precaution is taken to prevent dust 
or fragments of lime, mortar and other similar material from 
being blown or carried into or upon any street, public place 
or inhabited buildings.

The entire expenditures for all departments of the Hos- 
pital during the year were $445,291.50. Of this amount 
$317,438.13 was on account of the Hospital proper; $98,- 
419.82 on account of the South Department; $8,192.05 on 
account of the eight Out-Patient Departments ; $9,631.10 for 
the Convalescent Home; $369.25 on account of determining 
the settlement of paying patients ; $629.46 on account of the 
Relief Station; and $10, 611.69 on account of Pathological 
_ Department. 

To the amount expended for the Hospital proper, $317,- 
438.15 (see Table 1 in Superintendent's Report), there should 
be added the difference in the amount of stock gn hand Feb- 
ruary 1, 1902, which was $1,075.47 less than F ebrwary 1, 
1901. There should also be deducted $665.63 for printing 
Medical and Surgical Reports, and $411.84 for card cata- 
loguing clinical records, making the total amount chargeable 
to the expenditures of the year $317,436.18. There were 
given 21,330 weeks’ board to ward patients, and after deduct- 
ing the money collected from all sources for pay patients and 
other income the net cost to the city per capita, per week, 
was $11.83. 
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The maximum number of patients in the Hospital proper 
at any one time was 495, and the minimum number 315. 
The daily average number of patients was 409,%,. The 
total number of patients treated in the wards was 8,508.

The tables of disbursements in Superintendent’s Report 
show the expenditures of the Hospital Department during 
the fiscal year, February 1, 1901, to January 31, 1902, inclu- 
sive. ‘Table No. 1 in Superintendent’s Report shows the dis- 
bursements by departments, according to the general sub- 
divisions, and includes statistics of the department divided 
into the Hospital proper, Out-Patient Departments, Patho- 
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logical Department, Settlement Account, South Department, 
Convalescent Home and Relief Station. Table No. 2 in 
Superintendent's Report shows the disbursements for the 
year in the same departments, itemizing the various sub- 
divisions, and includes, for all practical purposes, the quan- 
tity, cost and average price paid for the various items. 

The total expenditures during the fiscal year for the Hos- 
pital Department, in all its various branches, have been 
$445,291.50, and the disbursements have been made as 
follows :

The Hospital Proper.— The Hospital has three sub- 

divisions: The Hospital proper, Out-Patient Departments, 
and the Pathological Department. In computing the pro 
rata cost, per patient, per week, the cost of the Pathological 
Department is not included in that of the Hospital, and for 
executive reasons is tabulated separately, in order to show 
the cost of running that department. The expenditures for 
the South Department for infectious diseases and the Con- 
valescent Home are kept in separate tables. 
- ~ South Department. —The total expenditure for the South 
Department was $98,419.82, against $94,009.17 for the pre- 
vious year, and allowing for the difference in stock at the 
beginning and close of the year, the sum of $98,074.29 
represents the cost of the maintenance for the fiscal year. 
The per capita weekly cost at the South Department was 
$8.08. 

Out-Patient Departments. —'The expenditure in the vari- 
ous Out-Patient Departments was $8,192.05. 

Convalescent Home.— 'The expenditure for the Conva- 
lescent Home was $9,631.10. The daily average was twenty- 
two patients, and the average weekly cost $8.43. 

The total expenditures in the Hospital Department have 
been $445,291.50, but the net cost to the city for maintain- 
ing the Hospital proper was only $252,430.80. 

The expenditure upon the Hospital proper was for the 
care of 8,503 patients in the wards for 149,313 days’ or 
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21,330 weeks’ board, which makes an average weekly cost 
of $14.88, or a daily cost of $2.11 for patients of all classes. 
The net cost per patient, per week, to the city was only 
$11.83. The cost of uncooked food supplies for all persons, 
including patients and the entire household at the Hospital 
proper, was $94,099.55. The average number of patients 
was 409; of officers and employees, including house and 
nursing staff, 361; or a total daily average of 770 persons. 
The number of weeks’ board for all persons was 40,182, and 
the weekly cost per person, for uncooked food supplies, was 
$2.34, or 85 cents per day. 

There has been collected and paid into the City Treasury 
during the year $62,523.63 on account of all classes of 
paying patients, as follows:

The interest received from trust funds for the support of 
free patients was $1,991.50, and from the sale of old material 
$144.67. These sums amount to $64,659.80, which was the 
total income of the Hospital Department for the fiscal year. 

Interest on trust funds, $1,991.50, was added to Hospital 
appropriation. Income from paying patients, $62,523.63 ; 
from old material, $144.67 ; total, $62,668.30, was paid into 
the City Treasury, and hence could not be used for Hospital 
expenditures. This sum reduces the net cost to the city for 
the Hospital Department, for all purposes, to the sum of 
$380,631.70, and for the Hospital proper, $252,778.38. 

There have been treated in the various Out-Patient 
Departments 28,635 patients, at a cost of $8,192.05. Other 
statistics, found elsewhere, include the number of out- 
patients, number of their visits, rate of mortality, work of 
ambulances, census of days’ board of all persons, the occu- 
pation, nativity, ages and civil condition of patients ad- 
mitted, and physical condition of patients when discharged, 
which have been tabulated as Hospital statistics. 

The report of the Superintendent, presented herewith, con- 
tains, besides other information, a more detailed statement of 
the year’s expenditures, the number of patients admitted, 
and is accompanied by the medical and surgical statistics. 
These tables give in detail the number of patients treated in 
the Out-Patient Departments during the year, with classified 
statements of their diseases and results of treatment. 
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PAYING PATIENTS. 


There has been collected from patients of all classes the 
sum of $62,523.63. There was received from the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, for the board of patients, $24,- 
825.47; from various cities and towns, $12,173.92; there 
has been collected at the Superintendent’s office, on account 
of private room and ward-paying patients, $24,011.88, and 
for the board of paying patients at the South Department, 
$1,512.36. During the last nineteen years there has been col- 
lected and paid into the City Treasury a total of $917,897.84. 


OuT—PATIENT DEPARTMENTS. 


The total number of out-patients treated this year was 
28,635. Nearly all the Out-Patient Departments, the Surgical 
excepted, showed an increase in attendance. ‘The decrease 
in the number of Surgical Out-Patients is due to the closing 
of that department to all but emergency cases from November 
26 to December 30, on account of the number of cases of small- 
pox in the city, and the consequent danger of bringing the 
infection into the Hospital.. The number of visits was 92,100. 
In June, 1901, the Surgical Out-Patient Department moved 
to temporary quarters, as the building previously occupied 
was to be torn down to make way for a larger and more com- 
modious structure. The Surgical Out-Patient Department 
occupied the Casualty wards and adjoining rooms. ‘The pur- 
poses of the Casualty wards were continued by temporarily 
using the commodious Recovery rooms, on the floor above. 
The work of the Surgical Out-Patient Department is better 
provided for in these temporary quarters than in the old 
building. The work of all the Out-Patient Departments 
continues to grow. 

The capacity of the Hien in all its departments, last 
year was 828 beds. Owing to the demolition of Pavilion III, 
Wards K and L have not been available, and the capacity 
has thus been temporarily diminished by ninety-two beds.

The temporary deficiency has been met by changing the 
services in several wards, and has worked fairly well, 
although at times cases have been rejected that we wish 
could have, been received. 
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HosprraL RENOVATIONS. 


The report of the Superintendent shows that the amount 
expended on general repairs to buildings, in all departments 
of the Hospital, was $35,070.64, of which amount $25,884.72 
was upon the Hospital proper, this-sum including all repairs 
upon buildings, heating and lighting apparatus, plumbing, 
refrigerating system, walls, fences, drains and sewers, and 
annual house-cleaning expenses. 


NEw BUILDINGS. 


The building known as the “ old lodge,” and mostly used 
for the accommodation of the Surgical Out-Patient Depart- 
ment, was torn down, and in its place a new three-storied 
building is now being erected. The lower floor, partially 
below grade, is made available by construction of areas. 
This building will be used for the Surgical and other Out- 
Patient Departments; the upper story being intended in part 
for rooms for junior house officers and for orderlies. 

A new three-storied building to replace Pavilion ITI., which 
has long been condemned as an unhygienic building, unsuit- 
able for patients, is now being constructed. The old building 
has been removed and a three-storied building is now being 
erected, which will give accommodation for 114 patients. 
These wards have been adapted for isolating rooms for 
patients who ought to be separated from the ordinary 
medical and surgical open wards. 

Other additions to the Hospital buildings have been made 
during the year. The two houses for nurses have been 
connected by a covered corridor. ‘The corridor is simple in 
its design, but harmonizés with both buildings. Itis arranged 
as an open corridor in summer, and can be changed into a 
closed corridor during the cold season. It has demonstrated 
its usefulness during the recent winter. 

The Relief Station is now practically finished and furnished, 
and will be opened during the coming month. This building 
is more fully described elsewhere. The Trustees believe 
that this station will meet the requirements of the northern 
and eastern sections of the city. 

The Trustees do not intend that this shall be a hospital 
in the usual sense of the word, because the situation and 
surroundings are not favorable to hospital conditions. Pri- 
marily it is intended that prompt and efficient aid shall be 
rendered to the sick or the injured who need surgical or 
medical relief, practically including all classes of emergency 
cases. The Relief Station will be equipped with a first-class 
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ambulance service, and will be made sufficient to meet all 
such demands as experience may teach us will be necessary. 

This section of the city, including Charlestown and East 
Boston, has rapidly increased in railroads, steamships, general 
transportation and manufacturing purposes, and, obviously, 
causes a greater amount of physical injury than existed in 
former years. The Trustees confidently expect that this 
branch of the Hospital service will prove a most beneficent 
one in first aid to the injured, and a great boon to large num- 
bers of persons who may, unfortunately, be injured. 

For several vears there has been a demand for some way 
whereby the house officers could obtain proper physical exer- 
cise during the winter months. ‘There was no place within 
the present Hospital buildings that could be diverted from 
_ the necessary Hospital work. The Trustees did not believe 
they could properly divert appropriations received for Hos- 
pital purposes to such use. ‘There was placed in the hands 
of the Trustees the sum of $1,000, the result of volun- 
tary contributions from graduated house officers, the Hospital 
Staff and friends. With this there has been constructed a 
wooden building 40 by 388 feet, suitably arranged to accom- 
modate two regulation courts, which may be used both for 
squash tennis or a handball court. It is lighted by elec- 
tricity, and may be used during the evening. 

Several improvements have been made; new elevators both 
on the Medical and Surgical wings. A two-storied storage 
house, 110 by 20 feet, has been built on the wharf yard. 
This gives ample accommodations for the storage of bed- 
steads, furniture, and other outfit for our tent system. This 
supplies us with the means to meet great emergencies which, 
from time to time, happen in a large city,—as during the 
late war, when we had accommodations for 160 soldiers. 
This storage house also receives second-hand building mate- 
rial, odds and ends of value, not required for immediate use, 
but which should serve an economic purpose when wanted, 
and which should not be stored in basements of buildings 
devoted to the sick. 


HospitAL NECESSITIES. 


In the development of medical science in hospitals, new 
and sometimes rapid changes occur, making it necessary to 
supply increased and costly additions. For six years great 
progress has been made in X-ray work and hospital photog- 
raphy, until it is now considered an indispensable adjunct for 
properly carrying on scientific work, both surgical and medi- 
cal. The Trustees desire to carry out the wishes of the 
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Visiting Staff in furnishing proper facilities and all the 
requirements for the proper development of X-ray and pho- 
tographic work, suited for hospital work. The Trustees 
are gratified at the commendable work already done. At 
present this work is restricted to a small basement room, 
entirely inadequate, and under great disadvantages. The 
Trustees believe that this process has passed the experi- 
mental stage, and has vindicated its usefulness sufficiently 
to warrant them in recommending a new and special building 
adapted for the combined work of an X-ray clinic and hos- 
pital photography. 

If this is worth doing at all, it is worth doing well. ‘The 
Trustees recommend that a new building be erected, and that 
$100,000 be appropriated for this and allied purposes.

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The daily average number of patients was 282; the total 
number of weeks’ board was 12,135. Of the total number of 
patients admitted 853 have died, which includes 193 who 
died within forty-eight hours after admission, or 29 per cent. 
of all deaths. The death rate of diphtheria during the year 
was 10.8 per cent. 

There will be found on pages 35 to 87 a detailed account of 
the expenditures of this department, the various sub-divisions 
being kept the same as at the Hospital proper. The approxi- 
mate sum expended upon this department has been $98,419.82, 
from which there should be deducted the difference in the 
amount of stock on hand February 1, 1902, which was 
$345.53 more than was on hand February 1, 1901. This 
gives $98,074.29 as the sum charged to maintenance for 
the year. This sum expended upon 2,808 patients and 
divided by 12,135 weeks’ board, gives $8.08 as the cost per 
patient per week. ‘The total expenditures upon subsistence 
supplies was $27,146.09, and the total number of weeks’ 
board for an average of 347 persons, was 18,097. This gives 
a weekly cost per person, for uncooked subsistence supplies, 
of $1.50, or 21 cents per day. 

The South Department, originally intended for 240 beds, 
has, for continuous months during the past year, ranged from 
146 to 3818 patients. During the year, 209 applicants were 
rejected, because at the time of the applications there were 
no vacant beds and the wards were already crowded to a 
degree far in excess of safety. At times, during an epidemic 
of measles, we are wholly unable to admit applicants with 
this disease. The original plan of an additional building for 
the treatment of measles should be completed. 


CONVALESCENT Home. 


The number of patients treated during the year was 386 ; 
the total number of days’ board was 7,992; the average 
weekly cost per patient was $8.48. 


TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The Training School for Nurses is in the twenty-fourth 
year of its organization. Six hundred and eighty-six pupils 
have been graduated. The School now numbers 186 nurses. 
They are distributed as follows: Ninety-eight are at the Hos- 
pital proper, 36 at the South Department, and 2 at the Con- 
valescent Home. ‘Thirty-two nurses have now received the 
third-year course. Of our graduates, 111 are now engaged in 
hospital work, as superintendents, superintendents of nurses, 
or other responsible positions. The number of applicants is 
consequently increasing.

The maximum number of patients in the Hospital on any 
one day was 495, as against 495 in the previous year. The 
minimum number was 815, in comparison with 837 for the 
previous year. ‘The daily average during the year was 
409-3, and the average length of stay was 17,55, days. . 

The anuual cost for the Convalescent Home was $9,631.10. 
This sum was expended upon 386 patients, who received 
7,992 days’ or 1,142 weeks’ board, at a weekly average cost 
of $8.48 per patient. 

The total number of deaths from February 1, 1901, to 
January 31, 1902, was 961. This does not include the 


statistics of the South Department.

the rate of mortality for the year ending January 31, 1902. 

This percentage of deaths is for the total number of 
patients treated in the Hospital. Thirty-eight per cent. of 
the total deaths occurred within 48 hours after admission. 

During the year 8,503 patients were treated in the wards, 
28,635 as out-patients, 886 at the Convalescent Home, and 
2,808 at the South Department — a total of 40,332 who have 
received the benefits of the Hospital in all departments. 

During the year 12,030 persons applied for admission. Of 
this number 8,033 were admitted and 3,997 were rejected, 
the latter being 177 more than last year. The number 
rejected was 383 per cent. of all persons applying. ‘The 
causes of rejection appear in the table of applicants not 
admitted, on page 19. Of the number not admitted, 574 
either changed their minds or were deferred. Of this class, 
however, 226 were admitted within three days after applica- 
tion, and 78 admitted later. There were also rejected 1,142, 
solely for want of vacant beds, but 618 were admitted later. 
There were 1,067 applicants who could be treated in the 
various out-patient departments, without the additional cost 
of receiving them in the wards. Admission was denied to 
244 for lack of information that they were suitable cases. 
There were referred to other and more appropriate institu- 
tions 451, and 85 were rejected as apparently incurable, or 
unsuitable for treatment here. Various other causes of 
rejection appear in the tabulated form. 

The ambulance service of the Hospital has carried during 
the year 5,777 patients. Of this number 3,692 were for the 
Hospital proper and 2,085 for the South Department. The 
odometers on the ambulances show a total of 25,377 miles 
during the year. ‘The record also indicates that one ambu- 
lance, with different horses, went 54 miles in one day. The 
number of accident cases received was 1,091.

The amount expended upon repairs to buildings in all 
departments of the Hospital during the year was $35,070.64. 
Of this, $25,884.72 was for the Hospital proper, $14.39 on 
the Out-Patient Departments, $724.83 on the Pathological 
Department, $8,321.42 on the South Department, $99.94 on 
the Convalescent Home, and $25.34 on the Relief Station. 
There was expended at the Hospital proper, on boilers 
and heating apparatus, $5,863; on painting, $3,111.93; on 
plumbing, #8,835.94; on drains and sewers, $880.04; on 
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refrigerating plant, $471.34; on walls and fences, $1,453.78 ; 
and upon general repairs, $7,775.91. / 

Much new construction has been accomplished for in- 
creased accommodations, and various parts of the older 
buildings have been diverted to new uses. Ward T cham- 
bers have been reconstructed, a private stairway made, and 
a comfortable, suite of apartments arranged and furnished 
for the Assistant Superintendent. Additional offices have 
been furnished for medical house officers, including a private 
sitting-room. ‘The chambers formerly used by laundresses 
have been altered and rearranged, and new quarters given to 
the male help. 

The housekeeper’s quarters have been enlarged, so as to 
include an office, a large storeroom for supplies, and a new 
sewing-room. All these rooms have been equipped with 
cases for preservation of goods, closets for blankets, and 
every necessary convenience. ‘The dispensary has also been 
much improved with additional fittings and equipment. The 
entire Hospital has also been supplied with window screens. 
Nine buildings have been exteriorly painted, and much inside 
work has been done. 

Three crematories have been installed — one at the boiler- 
house, with a daily capacity of ten tons, a second (smaller 
one) for the destruction of ward refuse, and a third in the 
Pathological Laboratory. 

The notable event of the year was the completion and 
furnishing of the new Relief Station on Haymarket square, 
which is now equipped, ready for use, and will be opened in 
a few days. 

The building is three stories high, with an ell of one story 
over the subway. It is constructed of brick, with sandstone 
trimmings, and makes a conspicuous landmark on the site of 
the old Boston & Maine Railroad Station. 

The first story is planned to meet the requirements of 
administration and of the out-patient service. At the main 
entrance is the general waiting-room, 32) by 28 feet. This 
room is intended to be a distributing point for the various 
other rooms. [rom the left of the entrance is the adminis- 
tration office, the pharmacy and surgeons’ lockers. Immedi- 
ately opposite the front entrance is the attendant’s office, 
where all persons are received. Here are the telephones for 
the outside service and for the house. By means of two, 
systems of signal bells, all possible conditions affecting the 
service of the station can be indicated. Upon this floor are 
five surgical dressing-rooms, all but one being large and 
commodious. ‘These rooms are furnished like the modern 
operating-room — marble floors, hospital curved base, glazed

tile dadoes, above which is hard plaster finished in enamel 
paint. Opening~from these various surgical dressing-rooms 
are bath-rooms, intended for sunstroke cases, and storerooms 
for surgical supphes, all conveniently arranged. 

The second story is reached by a stairway from the main 
hall of the first story, or by elevator, which runs from the 
basement to the roof. Upon this floor are three wards for 
patients, each containing six beds. A service-room is 
arranged in connection with these rooms, and there are also 
separate toilets, baths, lavatories, etc., for men and women. 
Adjoining these are two large operating-rooms, between 
which are property-rooms, instrument-rooms and a room for 
general surgical supplies. These rooms, like those on the 
first story, have marble floors, glazed tile dadoes, above 
which is hard plaster with enamel paint. All the dressing 
and operating-rooms are on the first and second stories, and 
are equipped with iron and glass furniture, in accordance with 
the hygienic requirements of the best standards. At the 
north end of this floor is the sterilizing-room, which is also 
used for preparation of bandages and surgical dressings. 
Upon this floor is a suite of apartments intended for the 
surgeons and house officers on duty at the Relief Station, 
They contain a doctors’ sitting-room, with adjoining chaim- 
bers, closets, bath and toilet-rooms. At the extreme north 
end, opposite the sterilizing-room, is a capacious service 
staircase of iron, which also serves as a fire-escape. 

The third story is divided into three different suites of 
apartments. Those at the southeast end of the building 
contain sitting-room for nurses and bed-room accommoda- 
tions for nine or ten nurses. On the subway side are four 
chambers for domestics, with suitably arranged bath-rooms, 
closets, and at the extreme north end a hand laundry for 
light work. The remainder of this floor is taken up by the 
kitchen and dining-rooms for officers, nurses and employees, 
with well arranged refrigerators, storerooms, pantries and 
china closets. 

The roof is made practicable for special use, as patients 
can be taken to the roof from any floor by means of the 
elevator. The greater part of the roof is floored over, and 
surrounded by a protective iron railing six feet high. It is 
expected that the roof will serve a most useful purpose in 
the recovery of sunstroke cases during the summer season, 
and also as a roof garden for the nurses and employees in 
recreation hours. | 

At the north end of the first story, and entirely separated 
from the main part of the building, is the ambulance station 
and stable. The stable is again separated by another wall 
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and closed doors, and special devices have been made for the 
ventilation. The ambulance-room is sufficiently large for 
ambulances to drive in directly from the street, and the doors 
closed. The ambulance can back up to a platform level 
with the ambulance floor, and patients can be immediately 
removed and easily taken by an incline to the first story or 
by elevator to the operating-rooms on the second story, as 
cases may require. Over the ambulance-room, in a mez- 
zanine story, are sleeping-rooms for ambulance drivers, por- 
ters and male help. 

The whole building has been equipped with the best of 
everything that could be found for its purposes, and may be 
taken as a good type of a hospital intended for emergencies, 
located in the business portion of a large city. 

The epidemic of small-pox, prevalent during the year, 
has been the cause of great anxiety. To meet this expected 
emergency two wooden huts had been ready for service for 
more than a year. ‘These huts furnished all the practical 
requirements of an isolating hospital, including hot and cold 
water and electric light. Nurses and orderlies freely volun- 
teered their services. During the season 42 patients sus- 
pected of having variola were isolated; of these 15 had 
varicella or other eruptions, and 27 proved to have variola. 
During the height of the epidemic it was thought best to close 
the Surgical Out-Patient Department to all but emergency 
cases, and to limit visitors to all house patients except to those 
who were dangerously ill. Even with these and other strin- 
gent precautions, eight cases developed in three wards, all 
traceable to outside infection, which required that both pa- 
tients and nurses be quarantined, and new patients and visi- 
tors be excluded. In no case did the infection spread to any 
other person.

The Medical Library has been increased during the year by 
93 volumes, 39 by purchase, and,54 by donation. During 
the year 3812 old volumes, some of them paper-covered, have 
been exchanged or given away. The total number of vol- 
umes at the close of the year was 3,571. The Library has 
received 610 periodicals, and 779 medical monographs or 
pamphlets. 

The work of card-cataloguing the clinical record-books and 
autopsy records has been continued, and there is now a total 
of 170,643 index cards. 

The Training School for Nurses has completed its twenty- 
fourth year.

During the year 54 nurses have been graduated from 
the Training School, making a total of 686 since the 
formation of the school twenty-three years ago. Seven nurses 
have also completed the third-year course and received the eum 
laude diploma, making a total of 32 third-year nurses. 

It is interesting to note that in the history of the school 718 
nurses have been graduated. Of this number, 30 have died, 
127 have married, “O1 are in charge of training schools, or are 
superintendents of small hospitals, or holding other hospital 
positions, 7 are practising physicians, 8 are engaged in dis- 
trict nursing, 2 in missionary nursing in Asia, and 8 are in 
the Philippines or South Africa, as army nurses. 

The Superintendent and her assistants have given 214 
class recitations at the Hospital proper and 127 at the South 
Department, making a total of 3841 recitations during the 
year. 

The school has received 86 lectures on Friday afternoons 
from members of the Medical and Surgical Staff and others. 

In the month of March there were: given five lectures to 
the third-year nurses and the undergraduates, on sociological 
topics, as follows: Mrs. James T. Fields, “The Work of 
the Associated Charities in Boston”; Mr. Robert A. Woods, 
“ College Settlement Work”; Mrs. Margaret Ashley, “The 
Consumers’ League”; Miss O. M. E. Rowe, “The Thrift 
Movement”; and Rev. Edward Cummings, “The Curve of 
Social Progress.” Our thanks are due these speakers for 
giving their valuable services. 
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The cooking classes have been carried on as usual by Mrs. 
Boland Pequignot, thirty-seven lessons having been given in 
sections, in addition to the usual three lectures before the 
whole school. 

Mrs. Gulli J. Callowhill has given 102 lessons in massage 
to nurses in sections of four pupils each. 

During the year seven graduate nurses have left the Hos- 
pital to fill important positions elsewhere. 

Frederick R. Cummings, M.D., resigned as First Execu- 
tive Assistant, and Frank H. Holt, M.D., was promoted to 
that position; Harry H. Germain, M.D., was appointed 
Second Executive Assistant, filling the vacancy made by Dr. 
Holt’s promotion; and William E. Currier, M.D., was 
appointed Assistant Resident Physician at the South Depart- 
ment. 

During the year we have received gifts of clothing from 
the Needlework Guild, sewing from the Dorcas Society of 
Emmanuel Church, toys, books, games, for the holidays, from 
numerous donors, and four Christmas trees were given to 
the South Department at Christmas by Emmanuel Church. 
On Christmas and Easter the music and flower commission 
of the Conservatory of Music gave a most interesting musi- 
cal entertainment, and distributed flowers to the patients; 
and the Boston Young Men’s Christian Union have furnished 
drives for 105 convalescent patients. 

In presenting this, my twenty-third annual report, to the 
Trustees, I tender to them my grateful acknowledgments 
for their continued support and confidence.

HovusE RULES. 


The doors and gates of the Hospital will be closed at 10 
o'clock in the evening, at’ which time all-inmates shall be 
quiet, and all not on duty shall be in their rooms, unless 
otherwise specifically permitted. 

All officers, nurses and employés of the Hospital, when 
going and coming to and from the Hospital, shall enter and 
go out by the Entrance Office, and by no other entrance. 
Such officers and employés as are required shall use the 
time-register and method of booking that the Hospital rules 
require. | 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the Hospital 
between the hours of 10 o’clock in the evening and 7.30 
o'clock in the morning. 

No employé shall be absent from the Hospital except when 
permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

No officer, nurse, orderly or other employé shall directly 
or indirectly receive money or other gifts from or in behalf 
of patients, except with the approval of the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine and intoxicating liquors is pro- 
hibited within the Hospital, unless prescribed by the Physi- 
cians or Surgeons. | 

All profane and improper language, loud talking and inci- 
vility are prohibited. 

All employés shall observe such further rules and direc- 
tions for their conduct as may from time to time be estab- 
lished. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Applications for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital, on each day of the week, Sunday excepted, be- 
tween 9 and 1 o’clock. 

Whenever able, a patient shall apply in person for admis- 
sion; when not able to apply in person, a patient may be 
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admitted on application made in his behalf, or upon visit at 
his residence by the admitting Physician. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

Patients may be admitted to the privileges of the Hospital 
at such rates of board as the Trustees may, from time to 
time, by vote, determine; payment for,such board being 
secured by the friends of the patients or by the authorities 
of the cities or towns to which the patients belong. - 

Whenever, in the opinion of the Trustees, the circum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or a part of 
the board shall be paid. If separate apartments, or articles 
not usually furnished at the Hospital, are provided, such 
payment shall be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem 
reasonable. 

No person having acute venereal disease, or alcoholism, 
shall be admitted, except as a paying patient. 

No person shall be admitted to the Hospital whose case 
is judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms 
which are deemed capable of being relieved. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe ail the rules of the 
Hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards during 
the visits of the Physicians and Surgeons, and always before 
7.80 o’clock in the evening, unless specially excused by the 
Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing, and 
perform such other services as may be reasonably required of 
them. 

No patient shall leave the Hospital grounds without a pass 
from the Superintendent, nor leave his ward without the 
consent of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased for 
him, any article of food whatsoever, or any other article, 
without the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking and incivility 
are prohibited. | 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selec- 
tion, and any wish for the performance of a particular re- 
ligious rite shall be granted when practicable. ‘ 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent, and whenever requested shall be by him 
reported to the Trustees. | 
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DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the Visiting 
Physicians or Surgeons shall be provided with a certificate, 
stating their condition at the time of discharge, whether 
cured, relieved or. not relieved, which certificate shall be 
signed by the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the Hospital without 
the approval of the Superintendent, a written statement to 
that effect shall be required from any person assuming the 
responsibility of the removal. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises, except on 
business, or at such times as may be fixed for the reception 
of visitors, without the permission of the Superintendent, or 
of some one of the Trustees. 

On week days from 2 to 8 o'clock in the afternoon friends 
may be permitted to visit patients, though no patient shall 
receive more than two visitors on the sameday. In all cases, 
however, the Trustees and Superintendent may exercise dis- 
cretionary powers as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

When visitors are admitted outside of the regular visiting 
hours they shall not be permitted to remain more than half 
an hour, except a special permission to remain for further 
time is granted. 

All visitors shall leave the Hospital when the bell rings at 
the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital, or pass the 
night therein, without permission of the Superintendent or 
one of the Trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 


any article sent to a patient shall be left at the Entrance 
Office.

SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE SOUTH DEPARTMENT. 


The department of The Boston City Hospital, located on 
the westerly side of Massachusetts avenue, shall be desig- 
nated as the South Department of The Boston City Hospital. 
It shall receive patients who require treatment for diphtheria 
and scarlet fever, and for other infectious diseases as may- 
be determined from time to time by the Trustees. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Trustees, have the general control and manage- 
ment of this department, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Rules of the Hospital shall, so far as applicable, and 
except as hereinafter provided, apply to the various officers 
and employés and to the conduct and management of this 
department.

SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of The Boston City Hospital, located on 
Dorchester avenue in Dorchester, shall be known as the 
Convalescent Home, and shall receive such patients recover- 
ing from acute diseases as shall be transferred to it from the 
main Hospital for treatment during convalescence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the Trustees, have the control and management 
of the Convalescent Home, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the approval 
of the Trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, under their 
direction, such further assistants as may be necessary for the 
proper conduct and service of the Home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintendent, 
shall have the immediate charge of the Home, and the con- 
trol of all nurses and other employés and patients. She shall 
reside at the Home. 


ADMISSION AND DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be transferred from the Hospital to the 
Convalescent Home by the Superintendent, subject to the 
direction of the Trustees, on recommendation of the Visiting 
Staff or otherwise; and the Superintendent shall keep a 
record of all patients so transferred. When patients are so 
transferred they shall be considered as discharged from the 
Hospital. Payment for board shall be required, the same as 
of patients at the Hospital, ‘but separate apartments shall 
not be furnished at the Home. No person whose case is 
adjudged to be incurable shall be admitted to the Home. 

Patients shall not be allowed to remain at the Home for a 
longer period than two weeks, except on recommendation of 
the Physicians, or for special cause approved in writing by 
the Superintendent. All patients remaining beyond the 
period of four weeks shall be forthwith reported to the 
Trustees. 

Patients when discharged shall be provided with a certifi- 
cate, stating the date of admission and discharge, and their 
condition when leaving the Home. 
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GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all rules established for 
the government of the Home. 


VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients on week days, 
between 3 and 4 o'clock in the afternoon. In all cases the 
Trustees, Superintendent and Matron may exercise dis- 
cretionary powers as tv excluding or admitting visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the Home and grounds at the expira- 
tion of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of the Home 
or grounds other than the reception-room, except by permis- 

sion from the proper authority. 
No person shall give any article of food or drink to a 
patient unless by permission of the Matron.

TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The Trustees of The Boston City Hospital in 1878 
established a Training School for Nurses, in order to give 
to women desirous of becoming professional nurses a system- 
atic course of training and practice. 

The Training School is controlled by the Trustees of the ° 
Hospital, like all other departments of the Hospital service. 
The Superintendent of the Hospital has the general super- 
vision of all matters relating to the school, its course of 
work and study, lectures and discipline. The Superintend- 
ent of Nurses has the immediate charge of all the nursing 
in the Hospital, of all persons employed in the wards, and 
also the instruction and management of the nurses in the 
Training School. All female nurses in the Hospital must 
be connected with the school. 

The Hospital in all its departments contains seven hundred 
and thirty-six beds for patients. The course requires two 
years, and includes general medical and surgical nursing, 
together with ophthalmic, aural and gynecological nursing, 
and also the nursing of infectious diseases. Maternity 
nursing is theoretically taught, but there are no maternity 
wards connected with the Hospital. ‘Those wishing to re- 
ceive such a course of instruction should apply to the Super- 
intendent of The Boston City Hospital. 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty- 
three to thirty-five years. They must be of sound health, 
and should send with their application a certificate from a 
physician, certifying to the fact. They should also send a 
brief personal history, and give the names and addresses of 
three responsible persons, not of their own kin, who know of 
their good character and capabilities. Upon the recommen- 
dation of the Superintendent and the approval of the Trus- 
tees, they will be received for two months on probation. 
The fitness of candidates for the training and work, and the 
propriety of retaining or dismissing them, will be determined 
by the authoritiés in charge of the school, under the direc- 
tion of the Trustees. 
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An entrance examination is given to all candidates before 
or during the term of probation. The examination is in 
simple arithmetic, English composition and writing from 
dictation. 

At the end of the first month, candidates, if considered 
satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and enter upon 
the regular course of training, but such candidates are not 
permitted to join the school formally until the end of the 
second month, when, if accepted, they sign an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of two years, and to conform 
to allrules. At the end of the first six months the record 
and work of each pupil are carefully scrutinized as to her 
fitness to make a good nurse, and the right is reserved by 
the authorities of the Hospital to terminate then, or at any 
time, the connection of any pupil or nurse with the school, 
for inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, 
or for any other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

During the first two months pupils are called Probationers, 
for the remainder of the first year Juniot Nurses, and during 
the second year Senior Nurses. Nurses who remain in the 
Hospital after graduation become Head Nurses. 

The nurses in the Training School (including Proba- 
tioners) reside at the three Nurses’ Homes connected with 
the Hospital. The houses aftord home-like surroundings, and 
have the best of conditions necessary to good health and per- 
sonal hygiene. 3 

The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge 
of the Training School, under the authority of the Superin- 
tendent of the Hospital and of the Trustees, and the nurses 
are subject to the rules of the Hospital, like any other 
service. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing of 
helpless patients in bed, ete.; giving baths, keeping patients 
warm or cool, prevention or dr essing of bed-sores, and proper 
management of the patient under various conditions, with 
different diseases or injuries; the making and applying of 
bandages and rollers, preparation of splints, application and 
management of surgical apparatus, applying of fomentations 
and poultices, the dressing of burns, ulcers, and wounds, and 
other minor dressings, cupping, leeching, and subsequent 
treatment, and the administering of enemas. 

Nurses are taught how to act in the various emergencies 
occurring in Hospital and private nursing, as well as in the 
accidents of ordinary life. They are also given lessons in 
massage by a professional instructor. There is a systematic 
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course of training in cookery for the sick, the serving of 
food and delicacies in the proper manner, and the feeding of 
helpless patients, or those who resist food. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods of 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick rooms 
in a proper manner, and the proper care of sick rooms for 
the best good and comfort of the patient; in keeping all 
utensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected; in 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, res- 
piration, expectorations, the secretions, state of the skin and 
eruptions; of mental condition as to delirium, stupor, shock, 
etc.; of the condition as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet or 
of stimulants and medicines; the behavior of wounds and 
the after treatment'in surgical operations; and in the 
managing of convalescents. Nurses are taught the adminis- 
tering of medicine and the application of external remedies, 
how to take notes on cases, the making up of the nurses’ 
‘record, and the reports to the attending doctor. 

The course of training includes a fixed course of instruc- 
tion during the two years from manuals and_text-books, 
mainly given by the Superintendent of Nurses, the Assistant 
Superintendents of Nurses and graduate head nurses. Lect- 
ures and demonstrations, chiefly upon practical points, are 
given at stated times by the medical and surgical staff of the 
Hospital. While the instruction by the manuals, text-books, 
lectures, demonstrations, quizzes and models is considerable, 
the main reliance is upon accurate daily drill in the wards, 
operating rooms and other departments of the Hospital. 
Examinations, both oral and written, are held from time to 
time by the authorities of the school, and nurses will not be 
graduated unless they attain, on critical marking, at least 70 
per cent. 

The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the wards, 
operating rooms, out-patient departments of the Hospital and 
the down-town Relef Station. They are given six months’ 
training in medical wards and six months’ in surgical wards ; 
the remainder of the time to be in such wards or departments 
as the management may appoint. 

Probationers are not paid during their first month, but for 
the remaining months of the junior year they receive seven 
(T) dollars per month, and: for the senior year, ten (10) 
dollars per month, to pay for the expenses of their uniform, 
personal clothing and other minor requirements. ‘This sum 
is in nowise intended as wages, it being considered that their 
education during this time is a full equivalent for their 
services. When the term of two years is completed the 
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nurses receive, if they pass all the examinations and are 
otherwise satisfactory, a diploma certifying to the regular 
course of training and practice, and are then permitted to 
wear the graduates’ badge of the school. An optional third 
year course is provided for those graduates especially adapted 
to institutional work and who have passed the preliminary 
examination. At the completion of this course a special 
diploma cum laude is conferred. 

The majority of graduates engage in aie nursing, but 
some are invited to remain in the service of the Hospital as 
head nurses, with opportunities of promotion. Graduate 
head nurses who prefer to remain in hospital work, or return 
after a term of private nursing, are given post-graduate in- 
structions in ward management, hospital housekeeping, and 
minor administration. 

The school year has no fixed date, but accepted candidates 
may enter whenever vacancies occur. ‘They are, as a rule, 
received in the order of acceptance, but those desiring to 
enter with less delay can generally anticipate a fixed date by 
placing themselves on the emergency list. When coming to 
the Hospital they should bring with them the following arti- 
cles: Three gingham or calico dresses, made plainly; eight 
large white aprons, made of bleached cotton, two yards wide, 
meeting in the back, with bibs, without straps, plain at the 
top and gathered slightly at the bottom, two pearl studs on 
the band, two inches wide, with hem at bottom five inches in 
depth and two inches from bottom of the dress; two bags 
for soiled clothes; one pair of scissors, a pin-ball and a 
napkin ring; a good supply of plain underclothing — every 
article to be distinctly marked with pen and ‘indelible ink 
with the owner’s name. ‘I'wenty-one pieces are allowed for 
the laundry each week. 

Nurses must bring suitable outer garments for stormy 
weather, and they are required to wear boots that will be 
purchased on prescription of our Orthopedic Surgeon, after 
coming to the Hospital. If the teeth are out of order in any. 
way they must receive attention before coming for the pro- 
bationary month. Nurses are required to wear the Training 
School, uniform after they join the school. Material for 
dresses will be sold at cost price; caps are furnished at a 
nominal price. 

Hours of duty for day nurses are from 7 A.M. to 8 P.M.; 
for night nurses from 8 P.M. to 7 A.M. No nurse is required 
to do both day and night duty on the same day, except in 
rare emergencies. Each nurse on day duty is allowed one 
hour after 1.30 o’clock P.M., for rest and recreation, one-half 
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day after 1.80 P.M., each week, and four hours on Sunday. 
Two weeks’ vacation with pay is allowed each year. If 
nurses are sick they are cared for in the Hospital, but wages 
are stopped. Pupils may be expected to have a percentage 
of any considerable time lost by illness or absence added to 
their two years, at the discretion of the management. 
Nurses on night duty are required to be in bed from 9 A.M. 
until 4 P.M. Nurses may be called upon for five months’ 
regular night duty during the two years’ training; besides 
‘“‘ special cases”’ to a limited number.

Amphitheatre, by a member of the Medical and Surgical Staff, once a week between 
September 15 and June 15.

Three. — Bacteriology, brief history and general theory: micro-organisms; general 
distribution in air, water, etc. Elementary consideration of pathogenic and non- 
pathogenic micro-organisms. Exhibition of apparatus and cultures. Practical points 
for nurses. 

Two.—Theory of sepsis: aseptic treatment, different methods; dressings, with 
demonstrations and * quiz drill.” 

Two.— Emergencies: hemorrhages, burns, heat-stroke, fits or seizures, drowning, 
fractures, immediate treatment of wounds and injuries, foreign bodies in eye, nose 
and ear, poisons, domestic emergencies, and practice of expedients. 

Two.— Surgical anatomy and landmarks, hemorrhages, etc. 

One.— Surgical operations: care of patients before, during, and after operations; 
anesthesia and recovery; accidents, hemorrhage, shock, especially as in private 
nursing. 

One.— Abdominal Surgery: including ovariotomy, herniotomy, operations for 
abdominal injuries, ete. 

One.— Fractures: varieties, preparation and care of splints and apparatus for 
treatment, management of cases, etc.

One.— On Gynecological Nursing: preparation of patient for examination or opera- 
tion; treatment after operations, douches, use of catheter, etc. (Demonstrations to 
sections of senior nurses in Ward S operating-room.) 

One. — Special Nursing in Nervous Diseases, including the insane. 

Two.— Special Nursing in Skin Diseases and Syphilis in the Infant and Adult. 

One. — Special Nursing in Diseases of the Eye and General Care in Health and 
Disease. 

One.— Special Nursing in Diseases of the Ear; its care in health and disease; 
nurses’ duties at operations and continued treatment in disease. 

Two.— Food Values and Principles of Cooking Food. 

One.— Urine: characteristics, properties, including taking notes on same, and brief 
analysis. Drill in laboratory by classes in sections. 

One. — Massage: its history, theory, and modes of application. 

Three.— Visceral Anatomy: demonstrations by post-mortems; care of the dead, etc. 

One. — Suggestions to those about to engage in private nursing. 

Five. — On sociological topics: for the Third Year Class.

The appropriation for maintenance at the Boston Insane 
Hospital for the past year was one hundred twenty-five 
thousand dollars ($125,000). This amount has been ex- 
pended, and no bills remain unpaid. 

The appropriation for the support of the insane at State 
institutions was two hundred thousand dollars ($200,000). 
This amount was insufficient, and seven thousand six hun- 
dred twenty-seven dollars and sixty-three cents ($7,627.63) 
was transferred to meet the deficit. No bills remain unpaid. 

The receipts of the Insane Hospital Department have been 
as follows :

There have been no changes in the Board of Trustees dur- 
ing the past year and none in the Hospital Staff. The 
Trustees have visited the Hospital at frequent intervals and 
have found the patients well cared for and the institution 
well managed. 

The Training School for Nurses has become an actual 
fact, and eight nurses were graduated the past year. The 
establishment of the Training School has resulted in more in- 
telligent and better care of the patients. A Post Graduate 
Course has been started, in which graduates from general 
training schools may receive instruction and training in the 
care of nervous and mental diseases. 

The City Council in 1901, with the approval of the Mayor, 
Hon. Thomas N. Hart, gave the Insane Hospital Department 
an appropriation of $350,000 for buildings and land. 

The Trustees have purchased land bordering on Canter- 
bury and Morton streets, containing 1,082,087 square feet 
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(nearly 25 acres) for $54,104.35. This land gives direct 
communication between the Department for Men and the De- 
patment for Women and is available for exercise grounds 
and for tillage. A view of the land and a map which shows 
the situation of the land and the road already built across it, 
appear in the report. 

After careful consideration the Trustees have decided that 
the most urgent need of the Hospital is a suitable provision 
for the proper classification and care of cases of insanity that 
are curable. They believe that in caring for curable cases 
of insanity no means or expense should be spared to secure re- 
coveries and that the percentage of recoveries is of more im- 
portance than the cost per patient. The care that a patient 
first receives oftentimes decides the question of his recovery. 
The importance of this matter is made evident by statistics 
which show that the average duration of life of the chronic 
insane is from fifteen to twenty years and that the expense 
to the community for maintenance for a pauper insane per- 
son during his lifetime is three or four thousand dollars. 

Accordingly the Trustees are having plans prepared for 
buildings suitable for the care of acute and curable cases of 
insanity. Plans have been drawn for an observation build- 
ing, in which all cases that require special watching can be 
placed. This building will provide for thirty-two patients. 
Plans have also been drawn for a building to accommodate 
twenty excited patients. The plans of these buildings are in 
the report. The plans for other necessary buildings are not 
yet completed.

The sixty-third annual report of the Hospital for the year 
ending January 31, 1902, is respectfully submitted. 
The movement of population for the calendar year was as

These figures show a few less admissions than for several 
years. There have been noticeably fewer senile cases ad- 
mitted. 

Of those patients discharged there were fifty-six recovered 
(this is 17.3 per cent. of the number admitted and 24 per 
cent. of the number discharged, excluding those transferred), 
twenty much improved, thirty-nine improved, and ninety-six 
(of whom sixty-nine were transferred to other hospitals or 
asylums) not improved. lHighty-seven have died, which 
makes the death-rate 10.5 per cent. of the whole number 
treated and 17.5 per cent. of the daily average population. 
The average age at death was 61.03 years. 

This is an unusual death-rate for this hospital, and the 
average age at death is higher by five years than last year. 
The high death rate is clearly the result of receiving so many 
old patients the past two years. ‘There has been no epidemic 
nor death from infectious disease. There has been only one 
death from phthisis. ‘There has been one death by suicide. 
A woman who had been depressed had shown marked im- 
provement and was sent to the convalescent ward. Here, by 
ingeniously circumventing what had been Considered perfect 
safeguards, she drowned herself in a bath tub. 

Those of our patients transferred to the Medfield Asylum 
the past few years have been, for the most part, the younger 
ones, and those who were likely to require institutional care 
for a number of years. ‘This has resulted, as was intended, 
in affording a more permanent relief from overcrowding, and 
this year we have been obliged to ask for fewer transfers 
than for several years. This policy tends, of course, to in- 
crease the death rate here. 
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There have been 821 patients cared for during the year, 
a large number of whom have required much attention from 
physicians and nurses. This has been accompanied with few 
accidents and a gratifying number of recoveries. Very little 
restraint has been employed, and the minimum amount of 
hypnotics has been administered. Baths and the wet pack 
have been employed with good results in certain selected cases. 

The farm has afforded the Hospital practically all the milk 
used, 405 bushels of potatoes, and nearly all other vegetables. 
On another page may be found a detailed account of what 
was raised and its value at current market prices. The 
farmer will find increased work in caring for and improving 
the new land recently purchased, which amounts to more 
than twenty-four acres. 

A great deal of work on the buildings has been accom- 
plished the past year in addition to ordinary repairs. The 
women’s wards, which have been occupied from seven to 
nine years, have been painted on the inside. Much painting 
has been done on the men’s wards, but several rooms are yet 
unpainted. ‘The engine room, scullery, and receiving room 
of the laundry have been coated with enamel paint. ‘The 
paint has been mixed here and a great saving effected in this 
way. The surface is very hard and is easily kept clean and 
adds to the attractiveness of the rooms. 

Three ventilators have been placed in the laundry, which 
have given the hoped for result in taking off the steam and 
relieving the serious trouble of condensation in the winter. 
As so many hospitals have had disastrous fires in their drying 
rooms we have attempted to prevent serious damage here by 
lining the room with sheet iron and fire-proof paper, and have 
equipped the room with a Grinnell Automatic Sprinkler. 

During the heavy rains in the spring the foundation of the 
small engine for the laundry was undermined, and the engine 
sank several inches. A new foundation was built upon the 
hard pan and tied to the foundation of the building. Such 
an accident will not be possible again. The small grease 
extractor in the boiler-room at the men’s department, put in 
when the electric light plant was installed, proved very in- 
adequate, and serious trouble resulted from the oil getting 
back into the boilers. A much larger one was put in. At 
the women’s department a large extractor, which was set 
when the heating plant was installed, had never been con- 
nected. ‘This was connected this year, and both have given 
perfect satisfaction. 

A stand-pipe for fire protection, with four lines of hose 
connected, was erected in the A building. 
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A vacant room in the A building has been furnished as a 
cooking class-room for the use of the pupils in the training 
school. Eight desks were provided, equipped with electric 
stoves. A diet kitchen, provided with electrically heated 
stoves, was installed in the serving-room on the infirmary 
ward at the women’s department. 

A room was furnished as a sitting-room for the nurses and 
a space for a reading and study room near it. In the read- 
ing-room are kept periodicals and reference books for the 
benefit of the nurses. : 

Much of the plumbing in the entire institution is old or 
inadequate. ‘To replace this with modern sanitary plumbing 
will cost a large sum. In all the toilet and bath-rooms the 
floors are wood, and it is impossible to keep them dry and 
sweet. A beginning has been made this year in renewing 
the oldest bath-rooms, and simple but sanitary fixtures have 
been put in. The officers’ and superintendent’s bath-rooms 
have had new fixtures. In the west wing of the A building 
an entirely new stack in three floors is being installed and 
the rooms renovated. New sinks and a new range were put 
in the officers’ kitchen. 

All the gutters and conductors at the women’s department 
were overhauled and repaired. This is the first work done 
on them for more than twelve years, and was very neces- 
sary. 

At present rooms in the two infirmary wards are being 
equipped with electric lights controlled by switches in the 
corridors. 

At the men’s department the work on the grounds has 
been carried as far as the season and our means would allow. 
A new avenue was laid out from the office to Walk Hill 
street. New walks have been laid out and the roads im- 
proved. Considerable has been done also in the planting of 
trees under the direction of the landscape gardener. 

All the improvements which were essential to the keeping 
up the standard of the hospital buildings and grounds have 
been thoroughly and well done with a view to their perma- 
nency. ‘They have been met from the annual appropriation 
for maintenance. They make our weekly per capita cost 
appear somewhat larger than it would otherwise. 

During the year a ton of curled hair was purchased, and 
much of it has already been made into mattresses. Eighteen 
cabinet chairs of a special design were purchased, which are 
very satisfactory. 

A number of fine pictures have been put on the men’s 
wards. 
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Early in the year our clerk, Mr. George 8. Harris, died 
suddenly. Mr. Harris had been in the institution many years, 
and his beautifully accurate work will be long remembered. 

Miss Mary E. Hewitt, Assistant Matron, resigned in the 
summer, and Miss Jane Robertson was appointed in her 
place. There have been no other changes in our staff, I am 
pleased to say. 

The report of the Training School will be found on another 
page. We graduated the first class this summer, and a new 
class has entered well upon its first year’s work. 

The Hospital is indebted to the Hospital Newspaper So- 
ciety, the Boston Public Library, and Mr. George L. Clark 
for reading matter. The Dorchester Woman’s Club has con- 
tinued its kind offices as in former years in assisting us to 
provide entertainment for the patients. 

I realize that the success of the work in caring for so many 
patients during the year has been due largely to the faithful 
work of the staff and our corps of nurses, and I take pleasure 
in acknowledging their great faithfulness and zeal.

Post—GRADUATE COURSE. 


A course of training for graduate nurses has been established 
at this Hospital. Candidates for this course must have had not 
less than two years’ training in a general hospital, and hold a 
diploma from that school. 

They must be members in good standing with their Alumnee 
Society, if such exists, and are to wear the uniform of their school 
in its entirety. 

They will receive for their services board, lodging, and a 
stated amount of laundry, together with instruction from lectures 
by the Medical Staff, text-book recitations, and clinical demon- 
strations in mental diseases. The course will be for three (3) 
months. 

If a pupil in the graduate course elects to stay for a term of 
six months she will receive for the second three months sixteen 
dollars ($16) per month in addition to instruction, board, ete. 

Upon satisfactory completion of the post-graduate course, pu- 
pils will receive a certificate from the Hospital. 

The Boston Insane Hospital, is situated within the limits of the 
city of Boston, where it is possible to attend lectures, visit libra- 
ries, and numerous other sources of instruction. 

There are about 200 women patients received annually, afford- 
ing a varied and interesting clinic.

TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The Trustees, having established at the Boston Insane Hospital 
a school for nurses, offer to give women who desire to become 
proficient in caring for the insane a two years’ course of training 
in the care of nervous and mental diseases. 

Those wishing to enter the school must apply to the Superin- 
tendent of the Boston Insane Hospital, New Dorchester P. O., 
Boston, Mass. 

A candidate whose general health is good, and who is of desir- 
able age (from twenty to thirty years), will be received for two 
months on probation, at the expiration of which time she will, if 
accepted, sign an agreement to complete the prescribed course of 
two years. 

The nurses are subject to the rules of the Hospital, and the 
right is reserved by the Superintendent of the Hospital to 
terminate at any time the connection of any pupil with the school 
for any reason which may be deemed suflicient. 

All nurses are required to be honest, truthful, trustworthy, 
quiet, orderly, cleanly, kind and cheerful. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the man- 
aging of the helpless patients in bed, changing bed and body 
linen, making beds, giving baths, preventing and dressing bed 
sores, bandaging go, applying of fomentations, poultices and minor 
dressings; the feeding of helpless patients and those who refuse 
food, administering enemas and the use of the catheter; the 
observation of mental symptoms, and the care of excited, violent 
and suicidal patients. 

Instruction is also given in the best method of supplying fresh 
air, warming and ventilating sick rooms and wards in a proper 
manner; in keeping all utensils clean and disinfected ; in observ- 
ing the sick accurately in regard to the state of secretions, skins, 
temperature, pulse, breathing, sleep, appetite, effect of diet, 
stimulants and medicine, and the management of convalescents. 

Lectures will be given at stated periods by the Medical Staff 
and physicians of the city. Instructions will be given by recita- 
tions and bedside teaching. 

Examinations will be held at the middle and end of each school 
year. 

The pupil nurses are employed as assistant nurses in the wards 
of the Hospital. They will be paid fourteen dollars ($14) per 
month for the first six months, fifteen dollars ($15) per month 
for the second six months, sixteen dollars ($16) per month for the 
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third six months, and eighteen dollars ($18) per month for the 
last six months. Their education during this time is considered 
partial compensation for their services. Women graduates if 
retained will be paid twenty-five dollars ($25) per month. 

The probationers while on duty are expected to dress plainly 
and neatly in a cotton gown, and are permitted to wear the cap 
and apron of the regular uniform. 

The pupil nurses are required to wear at all times while on 
duty at the Hospital the uniform of the training school. 

When the term of two years is completed nurses thus trained 
receive after final examination diplomas certifying to the-period 
of training, their proficiency and good character.

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APPENDIX I. 


RULES AND BY-LAWS OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
BOSTON INSANE HOSPITAL. 


CHAPTER I. 


Organization and Meetings. 


Section I. At the first regular meeting of the Board of 
Trustees in each year, after the annual appointments of members 
by the Mayor, the Board will organize for the ensuing year by 
the choice of one of their number as Chairman, and of another 
as Secretary, both of whom shall serve until their successors are 
chosen. 

Sect. II. The regular meetings of the Board will be held 
monthly at such times and places as may be agreed upon. Special 
meetings may be called by the Chairman, upon the request of 
two members, or whenever he may deem it to be necessary or 
expedient. 

Seot. III. The Chairman will preside at all meetings, prepare 
the annual report of said Board, and perform such other duties 
as ordinarily devolve upon a Chairman. In case of his death or 
resignation, a new Chairman shall be chosen at a special meeting 
to be immediately called by the Secretary. In case of his pro- 
longed sickness or absence, a Chairman ad interim shall be 
chosen. 

Sect. IV. The Secretary shall keep a full and complete 
record of the proceedings of said Board, give due notice of all 
regular or special meetings, receive and issue all communications, 
‘documents, statements and notices in which the Board is inter- 
ested, under the direction of the Chairman, and arrange for 
reports showing a full account of the Hospital and its finances, 
for each monthly meeting. He is authorized to employ the Clerk 
at the Hospital to assist him in the performance of his duties. 

Sect. V. As soon as practicable, after the organization of the 
Board, the Chairman shall appoint the following standing com- 
mittees for the year, consisting of two members each: 


On Rules. 

On Supplies. 

On Finances. 

On Medical Department and Library. 
On Service. 

On Buildings and Grounds. 

On Insane in other Hospitals. 


INSANE HospitAL DEPARTMENT. 35 


The duties of these several committees shall be as follows: 


1. The Committee on Rules shall consider all matters affect- 
ing changes in these By-Laws and the management of the Hos- 
pital as may from time to time arise. 

2. The Committee on Supplies shall supervise the purchasing 
of supplies required for the Hospital in all of its departments, 
prepare and control a proper system of requisitions, checks, 
balances, and accounting for the same, and superintend this 
portion of the Hospital work. 

3. The Committee on Finance shall prepare annual estimates, 
advise concerning appropriations, and in general consider all plans 
affecting the financial management of the Hospital. 

4, ‘The Committee on Medical Department and Library shall 
have charge of the medical staff of the Hospital, and the medical 
care of the patients, and the procurement of such instruments 
and drugs through the Committee on Supplies as may be needed 
from time to time. All plans affecting the medical side of the 
Hospital or the improvement of the Hospital Library shall be 
submitted to this committee in the first instance. 

5. The Committee on Service shall have general supervisory 
power in determining the kind of service which may be required 
and the compensation to be paid therefor. 

6. The Committee on Buildings and Grounds shall have 
charge of all matters affecting the improvement, enlargement, 
repairing or care of the buildings and grounds used for hospital 
purposes. 

7. The Committee on Insane in other hospitals shall keep an 
accurate record of the Pauper Insane of the City of Boston 
boarded out elsewhere, and have general supervisory power over 
the questions arising in connection with the care of the patients. 
All applications for transfers shall be submitted to this com- 
mittee. 

Secr. VI. Each committee shall have the power to expend a 
sum of money not to exceed one hundred (100) dollars in carry- 
ing out its work, without first obtaining the approval of the 
Board. No sum greater than said amount shall be expended 
without the consent of a majority of said Board. Exceptions to 
this rule may be made in emergencies, when the appropriate sub- 
committee agrees with the Superintendent that the best interests 
of the Hospital require such action. 

Secor. VII. The Chairman shall appoint Visiting Committees, 
-two members each, one going out and one being added each 
month, who shall pay frequent visits to the Hospital, and consult 
with the Superintendent on matters of minor administration and 
details, and see that all requirements are complied with. They 
shall obtain a list of patients from the Superintendent, keep a 
record book of their observations at each institution and such 
records of admissions, discharges, and deaths as are deemed 
proper. ‘These records may be inspected by the Board at its 
regular monthly meeting. 
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Sect. VIII. Whenever an official to be employed in the Hos- 
pital is to be chosen, due notice of this fact shall be stated by 
the Secretary in sending out notices of the meeting. 

Sect. IX. Four members shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. But no vote involving the disposal of 
property of the Hospital to an amount exceeding five hundred 
(500) dollars shall be considered valid unless at least four mem- 
bers have voted in its favor. 

Sect. X. The salaries of all officers and employees shall be 
determined by the Board of Trustees. 


CHAPTER II. 
Appointments. 


Section I. The Board of Trustees shall appoint a Superin- 
tendent for the Boston Insane Hospital, who shall hold office 
until his successor shall be appointed. 

Seot. II. The Board shall appoint an Associate Superintend- 
ent and such additional officials as may be required in performing 
the work of the Hospital, on nomination of the Superintendent. 
All officials and employees must be confirmed by the Board of 
Trustees within three months. 

Sect. III. Any official or employee may be removed by the 
Board of Trustees at its pleasure. 

Sect. IV. Additional employees may be appointed from time 
to time, and vacancies may be filled by the Board on nomination 
of the Superintendent. 

Sect. V. A record shall be kept of donations and bequests 
given to the Hospital. 


Cuapter III. 
Duties of the Superintendent. 


Section I. The Superintendent shall be a physician, and shall 
reside at the Boston Insane Hospital, and in all matters herein 
mentioned shall be under the direction of the Board of Trustees 
and responsible to said Board. Subject to this limitation only, 
he shall have authority over all subordinate officers, employees 
and patients, control of the several departments, and charge of 
the grounds, buildings and property of the Hospital. He may 
make such regulations for the government thereof as are approved 
by said Board. 

Sect. II. He shall, from time to time, as vacancies occur, 
appoint and employ, subject to the approval of the Trustees, such 
persons as may be necessary for the proper conduct and service 
of the Hospital. 

Snot. III. He shall prevent waste and carelessness in the 
several departments, and report all omissions of duty, or disor- 
derly conduct on the part of those persons under his direction, 
to the Board. 
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Secor. IV. He shall, under the direction of the Trustees, pur- 
chase the provisions, stores, fuel and supplies, examine the qual- 
ity, quantity, and price of articles purchased, and be responsible 
for their proper and economical use. 

Sect. V. He shall cause to be kept a record of all contracts 
and bills, vouchers, pay-rolls, moneys received and disbursed, 
and all other information affecting the financial management of 
the Hospital, and a transcript of these records shall be submitted 
to the Board of Trustees monthly. 

Seot. VI. He shall keep an inventory of all property belong- 
ing to the Hospital, and permit none of said property to be taken 
therefrom without his consent. 

Sect. VII. He shall provide the diet lists for patients, and 
arrange for the food for officers and employees, subject to the 
approval of the Board. 

Secr. VIII. He shall make daily visits and inspections of 
wards, kitchens, laundry-rooms, engine-rooms, and all other de- 
partments, or cause said visits and inspections to be made by the 
Associate Superintendent. 

Sect. IX. He shall keep full and complete records of each 
patient (open only to the inspection of the Trustees and to the 
medical staff of the Hospital), containing the following informa- 
tion: 


1. Name, age and residence. 
2. Time of entrance, discharge or death. 
3. The physical and mental condition, particularly at time of 
discharge. 
4, Rates of board and security therefor. 
5. 


Important facts in the personal history of patient. 


Records shall also be kept of all cases of confinement and re- 
straint, with the names of patients, the kind of confinement and 
restraint, when and how long applied, for what reason and by 
whose authority. Also records of all casualties attending the 
elopement or death or injury to any patient. These several re- 
ports shall be submitted to the Visiting Committee at the earliest 
opportunity, and signed by said committee, as proof of said 
submission. 

Seocr. X. He shall, upon the death of a patient, immediately 
inform the friends, and give the notice required by law to the 
proper officer. Of this and all other official correspondence he 
shall keep a press copy. He shall cause the body to be kept 
until applied for by the friends, or, if not applied for, after a 
reasonable time, it shall be disposed of according to law. In 
case of any violent death he shall cause a Medical Examiner 
to be summoned. 

Secr. XI. He shall have a vacation every year, by arrange- 
ment with the Board of Trustees, and so far as he may find it 
practicable he shall allow a yearly vacation of two weeks to each 
of the resident officers and employees. Leaves of absence may 
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be-obtained at other times for special causes, with the knowledge 
and consent of the Chairman, or, in his absence, of the Secretary 
of the Board. 


CHapTeR IV. 
Other Officers. 


Section I. The Associate and Assistant Superintendents shall 
be physicians. They and all other officers shall reside in the Hos- 
pital, and perform such duties as may be assigned to them by the 
Superintendent, or the Board of Trustees, from time to time. 


CHAPTER V. 
Patients. 


Section I. No fee or gift from patients or friends of patients 
is allowed to be received by any officer or employee of the Hos- 
pital while the patient is an inmate of the Hospital. 

Sect. II. Private patients may be received on such terms 
and for such compensation as the Board may determine, and 
bonds or security, or payment in advance, may be required 
therefor. . 

Sect. II. No patient believed to be suicidal shall ever be left 
without an attendant if any means of self-destruction are at hand. 
An attendant shall be actually present in each ward, except during 
the night watch. A night supervisor shall pass through each 
ward every hour during the night, from 10 P.M. to 6 A.M., 
and a watcher shall be constantly present whenever needed. 

Seot. IV. All patients must comply with the rules and regu- 
lations established by the Board of Trustees or ‘the Superin- 
tendent. 


CuHapter VI. 
Visitors. 


Section I. On Wednesday afternoon of each week friends 
may be permitted to visit patients. All visitors shall leave the 
Hospital at the expiration of the visiting hour. No person shall 
visit any part of the premises, except on business, and with per- 
mission of the Superintendent. 

Sect. II. In all cases the Trustees and the Superintendent 
may exercise discretionary power to admit visitors at other 
times, and under different conditions, and to exclude visitors. 

Secor. III. No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital or 
pass the night therein without permission of the Superintendent. 

Sect. IV. Any article sent to a patient shall be left at the 
entrance office. No visitor will be allowed to give articles of 
food or drink to a patient, unless by permission of the Superin- 

ndent in charge of the ward. 
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CuarptTer VII. 
General Rules. 


Section I. The subordinate officers and employees may be 
required to perform extra services, when occasion demands it, at 
the request of the Superintendent. 

Sect. Il. No male subordinate officer, employee, or patient 
shall be admitted to the female wing of the Hospital, and no 
female subordinate officer, employee, or patient shall be admitted 
to the male wing of the Hospital without the knowledge and 
consent of the Superintendent. 

Sect. III. No company shall be admitted to any part of the 
Hospital to visit subordinate officers or employees without per- 
mission from the Superintendent. 

Sect. IV. No attendant or nurse employed,in the Hospital 
shall be sent out to private cases without the consent of the 
Board. 


CHAPTER VIII. 
Amendments. 


Any alteration or amendment of these rules may be made by a 
vote of two-thirds of the Trustees, notice of the same having 
been given one week before action on the same.

OF THE 


INSTITUTIONS REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1901-1902. 


March 1, 1902. 
Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — The report of the Institutions Registration Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1902, is herewith re- 
spectfully submitted. 

The act of 1897, creating the Institutions Registration 
Department, did not undertake precisely to define all its 
functions or to prescribe its exact relations to other affiliated 
departments. Hence the development of the department, 
both in regard to its own specific work and the discharge of 
duties imposed upon it by other departments, has been one 
of gradual growth. Existing activities have been expanded, 
and new ones added to meet the requirements of the public 
service as demand arose. After an existence of four years 
and a half the status and duties of the department have 
become pretty clearly defined, a satisfactory working basis 
has been reached, and it is, therefore, timely to describe the 
place it occupies in the municipal household. 


FUNCTIONS OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


It investigates and determines the legal settlements of all 
applicants for admission to all State and city institutions. 


Lo 
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It acts as agent of the Board of Pauper Trustees in 
receiving applications for admission to the State and city 
almshouses, with discretionary power to grant or refuse 
applications according to the circumstances of the case. 
Acting for the same Board, it also receives and investigates 
applications for discharges from the Long Island Alms- 
house. 

It makes application for the commitment of the insane to 
the various hospitals and of dipsomaniacs, after due examina- 
tion by two competent physicians in regular employ of the 
department, and thorough inquiry into the history of the 
cases. 

It maintains for its own use, as well as for the use of affil- 
iated departments, a complete and. elaborate system of regis- 
tering all available data relative to the children, paupers, 
insane persons and prisoners in charge of the City of Boston; 
and, in addition, publishes a monthly bulletin showing the 
number of persons supported wholly or in part by the city. 

Finally, it is a function of the department to utilize so far 
as. possible the statistical and other material collected for the 
purpose of adding to our knowledge concerning the problems 
that are daily pressing upon those charged with the care of 
the public wards of the city. 

From the nature of its activities, the department is in 
peculiar and very close relations to the Pauper, Children’s, 
Overseers of the Poor, Insane and Penal Departments ; it was 
intended as, and has, in fact, become a connecting link 
between them. Its duties not only entail intimate co-opera- 
tion with the affiliated departments, but, under the law, 
these are at liberty to call upon the Institutions Registration 
Department for assistance in all matters connected with 
accounts, the registration and tabulation of statistics, etc. 
It is also in daily touch and co-operation with State Boards 
and institutions. 

In its larger aspects the work of the Institutions Regis- 
tration Department is exclusively of an expert nature, 
requiring special training and experience Carelessness or 
lack of expert knowledge would not only lead to an increase 
in the large expenditures of the city in supporting the large 
body of paupers and insane, but would endanger the cordial 
relations with the many boards and institutions which are so 
essential to efficient service. 

In addition to the Registrar and two examining physicians, 
the department employs in the office and for the mainte- 
nance of its ambulance and transportation service a perma- 
nent force of thirteen persons.

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THE YEAR’S WoRK. 


Investigation of Settlements. 


As heretofore, investigations to determine the legal settle- 
ments of all classes for admission to the State institutions 
continue to be one of the most important functions of the 
department, since its decision determines the lability of the 
city for the support, often for the remainder of their lives, 
of thousands of sane and insane paupers. ‘The magnitude of 
the work is indicated by the fact that last year 4,942 settle- 
ments were investigated, a slight increase over the year pre- 
ceding, 367 of which were made on behalf of the Trustees 
for Children. In 987 cases it was necessary to visit the 
homes of the applicants or their relatives and friends in 
order to obtain the histories of the persons concerned, and to 
secure evidence by which settlements could be determined. 
The number of settlements always exceed the number of 
applications made to the department, as many defective or 
insane persons, for whose support Boston is liable, are com- 
mitted to State institutions from other cities and towns. 
Quarterly bills for the support of such persons are rendered 
to this department by the State Board of Charity and State 
institutions, and are verified before being sent to the several 
departments concerned for approval. 


ADMISSION OF PAUPERS. 


The applications of all kinds that came to this department 
numbered 4,120, an increase of 140 over last year, of which 
662 were either withdrawn or refused, leaving 8,458 appli- 
cants who were actually admitted to city and State institu- 
tions. Of these by far the greater number, namely, 2,544, 
were paupers, and were distributed among institutions as 
follows :

The last group has no legal settlement in Boston. 

The increase in the admission of paupers is partly due to 
the removal of phthisis cases from their homes by order of 
the Board of Health, and, partly, to the larger general use 
of the excellent hospital facilities both at Long Island and 
Tewksbury. During the year, 30 persons suffering from 
phthisis were thus removed, 24 of whom were sent to Long 
Island and 6 to the State Hospital at Tewksbury. An 
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increasing number of persons is being transferred from the 
city and other hospitals in Boston to the two almshouse 
hospitals. This was done in 102 cases, of whom 29 were 
sent to Long Island and 73 to Tewksbury. 

At the request of the Pauper Institutions Trustees the 
department continues to receive and investigate applications 
for discharges from Long Island Almshouse. Six hundred 
and one applications were thus investigated last year. 


COMMITMENT OF THE INSANE AND DIPSOMANIACS. 


Since April 17 the department has made all applications 
for the admission of insane persons and inebriates, and thus 
added another function to its lst. Formerly this particular 
duty was assigned to an employee of the Penal Institutions 
Department, although the required medical examinations 
were made by two physicians regularly employed by this 
department, with occasional outside assistance. 

In all, 962 persons were examined as to their sanity, with 
the result that 219 were committed to the Boston Insane 
Hospital and 816 to the various State insane hospitals, in- 
cluding the State Asylum for Insane Criminals and the 
Massachusetts Hospital for Epileptics; 200 persons, 165 
men and 85 women, were sent to the Observation Hospital 
at Deer Island. Of this number, 165 were delirium tremens 
cases and 35 so-called observation cases, and 18 of them 
were later committed as insane. The marked decrease in 
the number of persons committed to the Massachusetts Hos- 
pital for Dipsomaniacs — 179, as against 218 in the preced- 
ing year — is largely attributable to the fact that applications 
are now made through this department, which, with its larger 
facilities for investigation, is able to guard against the com- 
mitment of inebriates who have more or less extended penal 
records, or who, in other ways, are discovered to be inveterate 
drinkers, and are unlikely to reform. The matter of making 
applications for the commitment of the two classes in ques- 
tion has added not a little to the daily work, but the arrange- 
ment possesses some distinct advantages. Aside from its 
being under the law a proper function of the department, it 
insures a closer investigation of cases, simplifies the process 
of obtaining full records relative to the insane, and aids to a 
better selection of candidates for the Dipsomaniac Hospital. 


VAGRANTS. 


The policy inaugurated by the Pauper Institutions Trus- 
tees in 1899, of refusing to admit able-bodied vagrants to 
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the Long Island Almshouse, not only continues in force, but 
has had a very salutary effect in materially reducing the 
number of applicants of this class. In 1900 there were 58 
vagrants sentenced to the State Farm at Bridgewater who 
had made application at this office, as against 19 during last 
year. The fraternity of vagrants has evidently learned that, 
besides the uselessness of applying for admission to the alms- 
house on the part of those who have been brought to depend- 
ence through dissolute habits, they are in imminent danger of 
being dealt with as vagrants, which, under the law, means an 
indeterminate sentence to the State Farm. Exceptions are, 
of course, made in favor of those who are in immediate need 
of hospital treatment. In the case of applicants who are 
still on parole from the State Farm, the rule has been fol- 
lowed of notifying the Agent of the State Board of Charity 
rather than to take direct responsibility for their return to 
that institution. 


THE WEEKLY BULLETIN. 


The department has continued its publication of the 
Weekly Bulletin, now changed to a monthly, which affords a 
complete exhibit of the number of city cases supported in 
city and State institutions as well as of persons receiving 
aid from the municipality outside institutions. The extent 
of the city’s activities in caring for dependents, defectives 
and delinquents may be gathered from the following figures 
taken from the Bulletin of January 25, 1902: 

Supported by the city in State institutions were 1,073 
insane, 72 dipsomaniacs, 58 epileptics and 13 paupers, a total 
of 1,860. There were in city institutions 1,396 prisoners, 6 
observation cases, 8 children of imprisoned mothers, 887 
paupers, 501 insane, 609 hospital patients, 187 cases in 
charge of the Board of Health, and 315 children in addition 
to the 983 children cared for outside institutions. This 
brings the number of persons supported by the city up to 
6,152, and these truly impressive figures represent, with un- 
important fluctuations, the numerical strength of our army 
of public charges who are wholly supported by the munici- 
pality as it may be found every week of the year. Beyond 
this, the city renders aid to thousands through the 
Soldiers’ Relief Department, the Overseers of the Poor, the 
police, etc., so that the whole number of persons wholly or 
partly supported by the City of Boston averages 12,070 a 
week. Further details on this subject are given elsewhere 
in tabular form. 
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REGISTRATION. 


By the addition of a new finding catalogue designed to 
prevent duplication and facilitate cross-references, so that in- 
dividuals in the different groups of dependents and delin- 
quents may be easily identified, our system of registration 
has advanced another long step during the year. The ma- 
chinery by which the department collects and preserves data 
relative to the public charges of the city is now fairly com- 
plete, and the test of time has shown it to be eminently 
workable and satisfactory. The importance of having ready 
at hand detailed facts, especially regarding the thousands of 
men and women who again and again apply for admission or 
are committed to institutions, cannot be overestimated; for on 
their availability the proper disposition of applicants largely 
depends. Moreover, it is necessary that the department 
should be able, as it now is, to act as a distributing centre 
which at all times can be drawn upon by the affiliated de- 
partments and others for such information as they may re- 
quire. In this respect the department has more and more 
fulfilled its mission. 

But the whole system of registration has the larger pur- 
pose of affording material for studies that may enlighten and 
help us concerning the problems of dependency and delin- 
quency which play such a large part in the municipal 
economy. Perceiving such work to be in the line of its 
duties, the department last year published a report dealing 
with recidivistic misdemeanants, and now presents some 
fundamental facts regarding juvenile delinquents which have 
not hitherto been available. Further activities in this direc- 
tion—and in a progressive community they should be con- 
sidered indispensable—are largely conditioned by oppor- 
tunity. Work of this nature can only be developed slowly, 
and the growing demands upon the department leave but 
little time for other duties than those of a routine character, 
notwithstanding two additions to our clerical force within 
the year. 


RoutinE WoRK. 


Many duties devolve upon the department which cannot 
be given extended mention. Thus daily reports are made 
to the Insane Hospital Trustees of all cases admitted to insti- 
tutions under their charge and to State insane hospitals, 
daily reports are also made to the Pauper Institutions Trus- 
tees of all admissions to Long Island and Charlestown 
Almshouses, and passes are made out for visitors to these 
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institutions. A weekly report of applications withdrawn 
and refused are also furnished the same authorities. The 
Penal Institutions Department is regularly notified of all 
admissions of delirium tremens and observation cases to the 
hospital at Deer Island and of their legal status in regard to 
settlement. In return, numerous reports are received from 
city and State institutions for purpose of registration, for 
the use of the Bulletin, ete. 

The ambulance and transportation services are very essen- 
tial parts of the department machinery. During the year 
more than 100 persons sent to the almshouses were moved 
in the ambulance, and this vehicle has been at the service 
whenever required of other departments, such as the Sol- 
diers’ Relief, Board of Health, as well as all private hospitals. 


CHANGES IN THE DEPARTMENT. 


Mr. John E. Gilman, who has had charge of the settlement 
division since the establishment of the department, left it in 
April to become Soldiers’ Relief Commissioner, and Mr. 
Charles F. Gaynor was promoted to his place. 

The death of Dr. Waterman, for many years one of the 
examining physicians, has deprived the department of the 
services of a man peculiarly fitted for his duties. His fidel- 
ity, ability and unfailing kindness in dealing with the unfor- 
tunate and sick will long be remembered. Dr. Charles G. 
Dewey, of Dorchester, who has been appointed his successor, 
has had long experience in the treatment of mental diseases, 
including a service of more than eight years in the hospitals 
of the Commonwealth, and comes to the department excep- 
tionally well recommended. 

The increasing work of the department has necessitated 
the addition of two clerks, who, as usual, were secured from 
the eligibles on the civil service list. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


An unusually large number of very sick persons requiring 
the services of the department, and lately the prevalence of 
small-pox in the city, have helped to emphasize anew the 
inadequacy of the quarters occupied. ‘The rooms in the 
basement of the old Probate Building, used for the reception 
of applicants, and where they must wait until they can be 
disposed of, are not only unsanitary, but do not afford that 
privacy one would like to accord to the very sick and others 
who should be shielded from public gaze. Although lately 
some improvement has been made, the facilities for caring for 
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the sick are very poor. Moreover, the department is called 
upon to meet all sort of emergencies. It happened not long 
ago that a woman gave birth to a child in one of these base- 
ment rooms. A little later a man apparently at death’s door 
had to be kept in the waiting room set apart for women. 
During the prevalence of an infectious disease the lack of 
accommodations, especially the want of opportunity for iso- 
lating patients, has been very pronounced. 

The main office itself is little more than a public thorough- 
fare. ‘The passing to and fro every moment of persons who 
simply use the place as a short cut between Court square 
and ‘Tremont street is disturbing to work as well as to the 
sense of privacy which ought to be accorded those who are 
sick or in distress, and of such very many find their way to 
the department in the course of the year. 


FINANCIAL. 


The expenditures for the year have been $22,662.50, an 
increase of $173.63 over the year preceding. The items of 
expenditures are given elsewhere in full. The increase in 
expenditures of the department since its organization has 
hardly been proportional to the expansion of its work.

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JUVENILE LAW-BREAKERS IN BOSTON. 


During recent years, there have been many signs of an 
increasing interest in the problem of juvenile delinquency. 
This is largely traceable to the activity with which associa- 
tions and individuals have addressed themselves to the task 
of bettering the conditions of children, especially in the con- 
gested sections of our large cities. The multiplication of 
organizations, clubs, gymnasia, playgrounds, public baths 
and other social agencies of constructive or preventive 
character, has necessarily had the effect of drawing attention 
in an unwonted manner to the juvenile offender. It is being 
realized, as never before, that this problem calls for a larger 
and better effort if we are to cope with it in an effectual 
manner. The outcome has not merely been speculation and 
discussion, but a wider application of new methods in treat- 
ing the young law-breakers. One need only instance the 
recent establishment of juvenile courts in cities like Chicago, 
New York, St. Louis, Buffalo, Baltimore and others which 
have the double purpose of securing a uniform administration 
of justice, and separating the young from the maturer 
offenders. Coupled with it is the ever-increasing adoption of 
probation as a corrective principle as a substitute for the fine 
~ and imprisonment and institutional treatment. 

Notwithstanding all that is being accomplished in this 
respect or in the direction of improved institutional methods, 
and the well-directed energy of private agencies, hardly a 
locality, and certainly not a single State, has got beyond the 
experimental stage in dealing with the juvenile offender. 
There is not only a want of intelligent public interest in, but 
even very little accurate knowledge about, the question of 
juvenile delinquency in general in any given locality. Thus, 
the relative increase or decrease in the annual crop of youth- 
ful law-breakers is practically everywhere an unknown 
quantity. Our information is even more vague regarding 
the larger aspects of the matter, whence these offenders come 
and why they are such, the influence of police methods, the 
operation of corrective measures, the comparative result of 
divergent policies in regard to punishments, what proportion 
of those who are taken in hand by the State eventually drift 
into the more or less permanent criminal classes, ete. Until 
we have some means of gauging’ the success or non-success 
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of the official preventive and punitive methods employed, it 
is difficult to determine what is accomplished through private 
efforts in improving the environments of the least fortunately 
placed children, and counteracting their wayward or criminal 
tendencies. 

Intimate knowledge upon the whole subject or its parts 
may be lodged in the brains of individuals, but it has not 
become public property. While there is no lack of theory 
and experiment joined with much intelligent effort, there is 
no available measure of the magnitude of the problem and of 
achievement in dealing with it. 

The following pages merely aim to present certain ele- 
mentary facts fundamentally important to a general under- 
standing of the problem of juvenile delinquency in Boston 
and how it is dealt with, which have never before been 
collected. It is hoped that this general and very cursory 
survey may be followed later by a more searching inquiry, 
which, if carried over a period of years in sufficient detail, 
may reveal what progress is being made, and by what means, 
in meeting one of the most difficult social questions of our 
city. 

ARRESTS. 


The statutes of Massachusetts define as “juvenile offend- 
ers” all who have not attained their seventeenth birthday. 
In practice, the age line drawn by law between juvenile and 
adult offenders often results in somewhat artificial distine- 
tions. For this reason, and because of the treatment of the ~ 
offender, the modern tendency, as it is developed in this State, 
is to extend rather than to limit the age during which they 
may still be regarded as juveniles. ‘These statistics are made 
to cover all offenders under eighteen years of age. As will 
readily be seen the presentation of the matter is not thereby 
obscured for those who desire to know only the facts relative 
to juvenile offenders according to the age limit set by statute. 

Strictly speaking, many of the children who appear in the 
columns of Table 1 have not been subjected to the process 
of arrest. Beside exempting children under seven years of 
age from liability to criminal prosecution, the law provides 
that upon a complaint against a child under twelve years of 
age, except for a capital offence and that of being an habitual 
truant, a summons must first be issued instead of a warrant ; 
and, if the child fails to appear upon such summons, a war- 
rant for his arrest follows. If the offender is more than 
twelve years of age the court has the option to issue a sum- 
mons or a warrant. But the law expects a summons to be 
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issued unless there is reason to believe that the child would 
not respond to it. In just what proportion children under 
twelve years are thus spared formal arrest does not appear. 
The process of summoning cannot apply,,of course, when the 
child is caught by the police in the act of committing a breach 
of the law, which, needless to say, is a very common occur- 
rence. 

Far more material in its effect upon the child than the sub- 
stitution of the summons for a warrant for arrest is the pro- 
vision that a child under twelve, who is held for examination 
or trial, if unable to furnish bail, must not be locked up like 
an ordinary offender, but must be committed to the State 
Board of Charity for safe keeping.* 

As amatter of fact this is rarely done, for some one is 
usually ready to become surety for the child’s appearance. 
This is also true of children of twelve years or more, who, in 
default of bail, may be committed while awaiting trial or ex- 
amination. Usually the child is sent home with his parents 
on their recognizance. The difference between the treatment 
of children and adults when caught by the police in the act 
of committing an offence is that, while both are actually 
arrested, the child is permitted to go home, and a summons is 
issued for his appearance before the court, while the adult is 
locked up unless he can furnish bail. 

These explicit. behests of the law are generally observed in 
practice, although in the contact between the police and the 
youthful law-breakers, circumstances may arise in which 
action cannot always be governed by statutory provisions, but 
call for the exercise of discretion and common sense. Such, 
for instance, may be the case when a technical offence does 
not necessarily involve criminal intent, as in the violation of 
certain city ordinances, or when police interference is sought 
by the parents of a child without a formal complaint being 
made. 

Table 1 groups all children, both boys and girls, whether 
formally arrested or merely summoned, under one head, and 
exhibits, according to ages, the number thus deali with for 
a series of seven years, running from October 1 to October 1, 
the year 1889-90 being included for the sake of a more 
complete comparison as to fluctuations. The table, of course, 
embraces not only the cases eventually brought to trial, but 
also those “‘dismissed”’ by the police, of which more here- 
after. 


*A recent amendment of the law (approved in April of this year) makes it illegal 
to commit a child under twelve years of age to a police station, jail, etc., pending an 
examination. This would seem to prohibit any detention of achild under twelve in a 
police station.

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So far as the police returns may serve as a guide — and at 
present we have none safer —it is evident that during the 
years covered by the table the number of juvenile offenders 
taken in hand by the authorities has on the whole diminished 
in proportion to the population of the city. Thus in 1889-90 
this class of arrests numbered 5.54 per thousand inhabitants, 
as against 4.41 in 1899-1900, and 4.86 in 1900-1901. The 
apparent upward tendency last year finds to some extent its 
explanation in the campaign made against unlicensed newsboys 
and pedlers. Beyond such sporadic efforts there have been 
no changes in police methods, nor any other circumstances 
which tend to nullify the cheerful inferences to be made from 
this table. How far conditions in Boston reflect those of 
other cities in the Commonwealth is not known. The 
general accepted evidence points the other way, but it does 
not seem to be conclusive. 

It is outside the scope of this study to trace the causes 
that have contributed to keep down the level of arrests in 
spite of the increasing population and a large influx of the 
foreign elements, which are popularly supposed to augment 
the classes which furnish the young offenders. Until other 
proof is at hand, are we not justified in believing that the 
relative diminution of juvenile offenders is due in the first 
instance to the work of public and private agencies in pro- 
viding care, homes and education for neglected and dependent 
children; and, secondly, to the manifold associate and indi- 
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vidual efforts to improve the environment of children and to 
direct their youthful energy within law-abiding channels? 

No attempt has been made to localize the juvenile offend- 
ers, nor to show their relations to the different nationalities 
in our population, although sufficient has been learned to 
make the current belief about the vicious influence of recent 
immigration in this respect seem doubtful. 

Another table shows the number of children tried or 
examined by each separate court, and affords an inkling of 
the quota of offenders contributed by the various sections of 
the city. 

In the whole number of arrests only 116 girls are repre- 
sented, so that it is essentially a boy’s problem with which 
we are concerned. 

An arrangement of the percentages of arrests, according to 
ages, for the last year represented in the table, results in this 
very interesting showing: 
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While children of sixteen furnish the largest percentage, 
those of compulsory school age contributed nearly 42 per 
cent. of the arrests. On the other hand, the percentage of 
lads of seventeen is smaller than might have been expected ; 
indeed it exceeds only by a fraction that of boys of fourteen. 


OFFENCES FOR WHICH ARRESTED. 


The catalogue summing up the misdeeds charged against 
the youthful portion of our population is long and varied, 
containing 438 divisions (Table 2), although some of them 
are so closely akin that the distinction is almost purely 
technical. The diversity in kind is, however, great, ranging 
from the petty transgression of throwing snowballs in the 
- streets to such serious crimes as manslaughter, rape, ete. 
But a mere enumeration of the nature of the offences accord- 
ing to their legal nomenclature and the number of youth 
held for each does not permit any hard and fast inference 
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in regard to the proportion of children arrested, who by their 
acts betray distinct criminal tendencies. Many acts of boys, 
which are technically unlawful, result from thoughtlessness 
or an ebullition of youthful spirits, and the fact that the 
perpetrators are sometimes brought into conflict with the 
police does not necessarily point to their moral depravity. 
Violations of laws or city ordinances like trespass, stealing 
rides on freight cars, playing ball in the streets, lighting 
bonfires, rummaging for food in offal barrels, etc., are not in 
themselves particularly serious, nor need they be taken as 
a mark of an evil bent in the boy. It should be noted that 
about 25 per cent. of the offences charged in the table are 
of this nature. 

On the other hand, it may happen that the only formal 
charge brought against the really vicious boy may, for some 
reason, be of a rather trivial character. The particular 
violation alleged is frequently anything but a safe index of 
the degree of the boy’s badness. But if care should be 
taken not to exaggerate the matter, and see an incipent 
criminal in every boy who is led before the Court by an irate 
parent or a sorely pestered policeman, the facts in our table 
surely afford little ground for minimizing the gravity of the ° 
greater number of the offences enumerated. 

Larceny, as might have been expected, is the offence which 
brings more boys to grief than any other, being alleged in no 
less than 27.12 per cent. of the whole number of cases coming 
before the courts last year. It is noteworthy that so many 
boys of tender years are held for larceny. Surprisingly large 
is the number of lads of the ages 12, 18 and 14, who were 
arrested for this offence, and who far outnumber those of 17 
years of age. The term larceny is, of course, a very com- 
prehensive one, and may cover a mis-appropriation of property, 
which, according to the code of the average boy, is nota 
serious wrong, such, for instance, as that of stealing fruit, or 
it may stand for the deliberately planned theft of money from 
the person. That very many cases of larceny are not to be 
made light of is evident from the sentences imposed by the 
courts, as appears in the next table. 

Next in point of number are those arrested for violation of 
city ordinances. ‘These are usually some of the least impor- 
tant offences for which boys are held, such as throwing mis- 
siles, selling papers and merchandise without a license, loiter- 
ing on street corners, obstructing the sidewalk, etc., ete. ; 
and it is a violation rarely entailing a severer punishment 
than a fine. 

Breaking and entering, on the oth@r hand, which stands as

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number 8 in our table with regard to the number of arrests, is 
the gravest crime against property of those mentioned. There 
are, however, several legal sub-divisions of this crime which it 
is unnecessary to specify, even though they may indicate that 
one kind of breaking and entering is a more flagrant breach 
of the law than another. It is sufficient to know that, accord- 
ing to Massachusetts law, an offence under this head may be 
punishable only by imprisonment, except, of course, that the 
case may be taken on probation. Here, too, it is notable how 
many of the boys concerned were under 14, namely 41.69 
per cent., and those of 14 years outnumber the lads of 17 
years of age. 

The offence of being a stubborn child frequently means 
much more than the term implies. It will be observed that 
considerably more than one-half of those arrested on this 
charge were between 15 and 17 years of age. The ex- 
planation is that this charge is often preferred in the place of 
a more serious one on which the child in question might have 
been held. ‘This is done not so much for the sake of mitigat- 
ing punishment (for, as will be shown in a subsequent table, 
many stubborn children are sent away for institutional treat- 
ment), but in order to soften the public record against the 
child. Thus it happens that a child who has really been 
guilty of idle and disorderly conduct is sentenced by the 
court merely as a stubborn child. ‘This course is adopted 
more frequently in the case of girls than in the case of boys; 
and it is one the wisdom and humanity of which must be 
highly respected. 

It is a striking fact that while few offences appear in 
Table 2, for which only older boys have been arrested, a pro- 
portionately smaller number of boys of 17 than those of 
tenderer years have been held for the important offences 
enumerated. 

The soundness of the deduction made with regard to the 
relative diminution in the number of arrests of juveniles is 
substantiated by a comparison of the percentages of arrests 
for grave offences in 1889-90 and 1900-01. If there had 
been a notable growth in the number of arrests for larceny, 
breaking and entering, idle and disorderly conduct, ete., there 
would be small comfort in the fact the arrests for milder 
offences and decreased in proportion to the population. But 
this is not the case. The slightly larger percentages of 
arrests for breaking and entering and larceny last year, as 
compared with 1889-90, are quite offset by the arrests for 
embezzlements, robbery, forgery, etc., which have no place in 
the table of offences for 1900-01. So far as the gravest 
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class of crimes is concerned, the statistics do not reveal any 
perceptible change for better or worse during the past ten 
years. 

The offence of drunkenness forms an interesting exception. 
On this charge no less than 143 juveniles were arrested in 
1899-90, or 5.77 per cent., as against 52 in 1900-01, or 2.36 
per cent. of the whole number. 

It should be noted that Table 2 deals only with the 
arrests for offences which led to subsequent trial and ex- 
amination. ‘There are, however, very many children who 
have been arrested for various misdoings, but are later 
*‘ dismissed” by the police, presumably for want of sufficient 
evidence to warrant prosecution. Last year there were no 
less than 585 such cases entered upon the official records. 
About 82 per cent. of these were booked as “suspicious per- 
sons.” In the case of young children this may mean nothing 
more than that they were picked up wandering about the 
streets at an unseemly hour, while in the case of boys of 16 
and 17 there may have been too good reasons to believe that 
they had been guilty of, or were planning, criminal acts. Not 
a few, it would appear, had been guilty of improper conduct, 
and. were allowed to escape with something akin to threats of 
prosecution for future misbehavior.

OPFENCES FOR WHICH ARRESTED. 
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DISPOSITION OF JUVENILES IN THE LOWER COURTS. 


Before proceeding to analyze the tables under this head, 
it is necessary to speak briefly of the laws governing pro- 
cedure in juvenile cases and their disposition. 

Police, municipal and district courts and trial justices, and, 
outside Suffolk County, judges of the probate courts, have 
jurisdiction in the case of juvenile offenders, and are 
required to try them “separate and apart from other criminal 
cases.” In compliance with this requirement the ordinary 
session of the court is adjourned, and*a new session is 
opened, designated as the “session for juvenile offenders.” 
A separate docket and record are kept of cases tried in this 
session. 

If a father of a juvenile offender is living and resident 
where the child is complained of, he must be summoned to 
the trial. If he is not so living and resident, the mother 
must be summoned or the person with whom the child 
resides ; or, if there is no such person, the Court may appoint 
a suitable person to act in behalf of the offender at the 
trial. 

If the Court is of the opinion (before the trial) that the 
offender, if found guilty, should be sent to a public institu- 
tion, or committed to the care of the State Board of Charity, 
it must notify that Board, so that it may have an opportunity 
to investigate the case, and attend the trial and protect the 
interests of, or otherwise provide for, the child. As a rule, 
an agent of the Board appears in such cases, and, after 
investigation, advises in regard to the disposition to be made 
of it. 7 

The Court, upon the request of the State Board of Charity, 
may authorize that Board to take a convicted juvenile 
offender, and the Board may place him in charge of any 
person. The custody of such a child remains in the Board 
during its minority. If a boy, who has been so taken, 
becomes unmanageable, the Board may commit him to the 
Lyman School, if he is under 15 years of age. A girl so 
taken may be committed by the Board to the State Indus- 
trial School, if she is under 17 years old. In either case the 
commitment is during minority. The Board may discharge 
from its custody any child that has been committed to its 
care. 

The Court may place a juvenile offender on probation in 
care of its probation officer. In 1901, 947 cases of such 
offenders were disposed of in such a way in the minor 
courts of the Commonwealth. 


» 
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In the case of the non-payment of a fine, the child, if 12 
years of age, may be committed for a definite number of 
days, according to the amount of the fine, to a county prison, 
or to any institution established by law for the reformation 
of juvenile offenders. If under 12, it may be committed to 
the last-named institution. 

A device that has sometimes been used to avoid commit- 
ting for the non-payment of a fine is the continuance of the 
case with the informal intimation that at the end of the 
period of the continuance a certain fine would be imposed. 
The interval gave opportunity for preparation to pay the 
fine. Recently, in fact, the law has definitely provided for 
the ‘suspended fine.”’ 

A boy, if under 15, may be sent to the Lyman School 
during his minority ; if 12 or above he may be sentenced to 
the Massachusetts Reformatory or to the county prison. A 
girl, if under 17, may be sent to the State Industrial School 
during minority ; if 12 or above she may be sentenced to the 
Reformatory Prison for Women or to the county prison. 
For boys up to 15, the Lyman School, and for girls up to 
17, the State Industrial School, are the usual places of com- 
mitment. 

The law provides also that the juvenile offender of either 
sex may be committed to “any institution established by law 
for the reformation of juvenile offenders.’ Boston has such 
an institution, known as the House of Reformation for 
Juvenile Offenders. Boys only (not more than 16 years of 
of age) are received into it. Most of them are committed 
during their minority, and others for short terms for non- 
payment of fines. The Plummer Farm School at Salem is 
the only other institution of this kind. It receives only boys 
from the City of Salem. There is no similar institution for 
girls. 

In Boston there are eight Municipal Courts, each of which 
has jurisdiction in the case of juvenile offenders in its own 
district. The State Board of Charity has agents who attend 
trials of juvenile offenders in these courts. Each court has 
a probation officer. In the Central Court there are several 
probation officers, including two for women and girls. In 
these courts, excepting the Central Municipal Court as here- 
after explained, the probation officers take charge of juvenile 
as well as adults. Sometimes, especially in the Central 
Municipal Court, an agent of the State Board of Charity acts 
as surety. In such cases, however, in the Central Court, an 
agent of the societies mentioned below performs the work of 
supervision, as well as in cases in which they are sureties. 
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In the Central Municipal Court, the system of dealing 
with these cases differs somewhat from that obtaining in the 
courts of the outlying districts. The Boston Children’s Aid 
Society and the Society of St. Vincent de Paul are each 
represented in the court by an agent who attends each session 
to look after cases which, in the opinion of the Court, can be 
dealt with without fine or commitment. The Society of St. 
Vincent de Paul gives its attention to Catholic children, and 
the Children’s Aid Society to all others. The societies are. 
not recognized as such by the Court, for in Massachusetts no 
offenders are ever committed to the custody of any private 
organizations. The agent acts in his personal capacity, but 
the fact that he represents a society is known to the judge, 
and is a factor in the decision to place the case in his hands. 
When, in the opinion of the Court, friendly supervision and 
oversight are likely to be of value, the case is continued, 
usually for eight weeks, and the agent of one of the societies 
in question becomes surety for the child’s appearance on the 
day fixed for the further consideration of the case. If the 
agent of the Children’s Aid Society accepts the responsibility, 
the child comes under the care and supervision of that 
organization. Usually the duty performed is that of super- 
vision in the child’s own home; in some cases it i$ piaced 
out in a family, the society being responsible for its support, 
if necessary. If the agent of the Society of St. Vincent de 
Paul takes charge of the case, the child is placed under the 
supervision of one of its representatives in its own home. 

If, at any time, it is found that good results cannot be 
secured by this method of treatment, the agent, as surety, 
may surrender the child to the Court. 

When the day arrives for the appearance of the child in 
court, on the continuance, it comes with the agent, who re- 
ports regarding the result of the supervision. When the 
child is found to be doing well the case may be dismissed, 
or, if itis thought the further supervision will be beneficial or 
is necessary, another continuance is orderd. In a few cases, 
when the child is at a distance and doing well, and it is 
thought to be better that he should not be brought into court 
agaih, the report of the agent is accepted, and the case is dis- 
posed of without the child’s appearance. The result of these 
methods is, as a rule, that the friendly visitation and the 
restraint involved in the process accomplish the desired 
purpose, and, in fact, almost all such cases are disposed of 
without sentence. ‘The societies do not stop their work with 
the boys when the cases have been formally dismissed by the 
court, but continue friendly relations with them for years.

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In the courts, in the outlying districts of the city, the 
agents of these societies are ready to respond to a call when- 
ever they are wanted, and a considerable number of children 
are taken by them in the course of the year, but most of the 
cases outside the Central Court are disposed of in other ways, 
with the aid of the agent of the State Board and of the pro- 
bation officer of the Court. 

Tables 4 and 5 supplement each other, one showing the 
general disposition according to age, and the other the dis- 
position according to offence. 

Judged merely by the numbers that have incurred it, the 
imposition of a fine seems to be a favorite mode of punishment 
in juvenile cases; it obtained in no less than 36.48 per cent. 
of the whole number. But its extensive use has a justifica- 
tion often lacking in the cases of adults. In the first place, 
the payment of the fine naturally falls upon the parents or 
guardians of the child, and may teach them to keep the 
offender better in hand for the future. Secondly, there are 
certain juvenile offences for which a fine seems a fitting kind 
of punishment so long as one must be meted out, notably 
violations of city ordinances and of the railroad law, assault, 
trespass, etc. Offences under these heads account for more 
than one-half of the 799 fine cases. One would hardly 
advocate burdening probation officers with the care of boys 
for ordinary violations of city ordinances. Moreover, the 
fine as applied in the Central Court (though strangely 
enough not in any of the others) is not infrequently a purely 
nominal affair, practically equivalent to a discharge. 

The efficacy of the fine as a corrective measure is, how- 
ever, open to much doubt when the offence shows criminal 
intent or disposition. And it is particularly questionable 
when the non-payment of fine results in imprisonment, 
whether it be at the House of Correction or the House of 
Reformation. This would have happened in 49 cases last 
year, except for the fact that 19 of them appealed, and for 
the most part successfully, as will be shown in a subsequent 
table. 

The percentage of cases placed on file or taken on proba- 
tion are just about equal, the former being 15 per cent. and 
the latter 15.68 per cent. of the whole number. How the 
courts compare in the use of these two methods of disposing 
of cases will be referred to later. In passing, it may be said 
that it is a mistake to regard the placing on file as in any 
way equivalent to probation. While it is true that both 
permit a case to be reopened, the element of custodial super- 
vision, which is the essence of probation, is wholly lacking 
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when a case is placed on file. The latter method, however, 
may be entirely suitable in the kind of cases in which, as re- 
marked, the fine also has its justification. But it is difficult 
to understand what corrective principle is made active by 
placing cases on file for such offences as larceny and break- 
ing and entering. 

About 10 per cent. were sentenced to correctional institu- 
tions, not counting the Parental School as such, namely, to 
the Massachusetts Reformatory 438, to the Lyman School 58, 
to the Industrial School for Girls 28, to the Reformatory 
Prison for Women 38, to the State Farm 2, to the County 
Jail 2, to the House of Correction 24, and to the House of 
Reformation for Boys 74. In addition, some were eventually 
sent to prison, bemg unable to pay the fine imposed. It 
deserves special mention that 14 of those sentenced to the 
jail or the House of Correction were under 17 years of age. 
A majority of those sentenced to the Massachusetts Reforma- 
tory were found guilty of larceny or breaking and entering, 
but eight were committed as stubborn children, which was 
also true of more than one-half of the girls who were sent to 
the Industrial School for Girls. As has been explained, the 
term ‘stubborn child” often stands for more than it ordi-. 
narily would imply; and this accounts, perhaps, for the other- 
wise inexplicable fact that persons under 18 are sometimes 
sent to the House of Correction and the Reformatory Prison 
for Women for being stubborn children. 

With regard to the boys sent to the Parental School for 
truancy, it is not infrequently true that graver charges might 
have been preferred, but that on account of the tender years 
of the offender or for other mitigating circumstances that of 
truancy is substituted, provided, of course, that it exists. 


DIVERGING POLICIES IN THE LOWER COURTS. 


A comparison of the methods preferred in one court over 
another, based upon the general disposition of the cases, 
would obviously be unfair. ‘That one court pronounces a 
larger proportion of the children tried not guilty than another, 
or dismisses more, may be entirely due to the nature of the 
evidence presented. But in the matter of imposing fines, 
placing cases on file, the use of probation, and tosome extent 
in the sentences to prison, divergent policies are revealed 
which cannot be greatly affected by the circumstances that 
offences of the same kind are not distributed in equal propor- 
tion among the different courts. 
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In the Central Court it appears to be an exception that a 
case is placed on file, while in the other courts, with the 
exception of Dorchester, it is done in from 16 to 87 per cent. 
of all cases, the East Boston Court leading off with the 
largest percentage. On the other hand, the last-mentioned 
court is apparently very chary of placing children on proba- 
tion. In fact, it may be said that the more cases a court 
places on file, the less use does it seem to have for probation 
in the treatment of juvenile offenders. The Roxbury Court 
may perhaps form an exception; it is distinguished for 
showing the largest percentage of probation cases, yet places 
very many on file. 

The differences in the percentages of children sentenced 
to penal institutions are not caused solely by the fact that 
one court may happen to deal with a larger proportion of 
offenders who are found guilty of serious crimes. Much less 
is it accidental. The differences denote a severer or more 
lenient policy in the several courts. The Charlestown Court 
sends relatively four times as many juvenile offenders to 
prison as the East Boston Court and is closely followed by 
that of South Boston. The next lowest percentage of prison 
cases is exhibited by the Roxbury Court, as one might expect, 
since it makes such large use of probation and the placing- 
on-file method. 

The variance observed in the use of the fine as a punish- 
ment is notnearly so marked. ‘To be sure, the Central Court 
stands at the head with a percentage of fine cases consider- 
ably in excess of that of any other court, but if we subtract 
the number of those who have paid but a nominal fine, one 
cent or one dollar, it is brought pretty nearly to the level of 
the rest, and even below that of the Brighton Court. As to 
the amount of the fines generally, there is, however, some 
divergence, the average being much larger in some courts — 
in Roxbury, for instance — than in others. 


DISPOSITION OF CASES IN THE SUPERIOR COURT. 


The number of juvenile cases not finally disposed of in the 
lower courts, although not large, well deserves attention. 
They are, first, cases which by reason of the gravity of the 
offence do not come within the jurisdiction of the lower 
courts, and secondly, cases in which an appeal has been made 
from the decision of the lower courts. 

Of the former kind, the cases “ bound over,” there were 
last year 89, nearly all of them being for breaking and enter- 
ing. In 11 instances no bill was found; and of the 24 who 
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were eventually found guilty, no less than 16 were taken on 
probation, or about 66 per cent. ‘These figures are in them- 
selves sufficient to hint at a very marked divergence in the 
outcome of juvenile cases in the Superior Court as compared 
with that of the lower courts, a divergence which receives 
new emphasis when we examine the adjudication of appealed 
cases.

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The last table shows the nature of the offences, the sen- 
tences imposed in the lower courts and the result of the 
appeal. More than one-half of the 63 cases appealed 
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involved larceny and breaking and entering. ‘The remainder 
were not exactly of a trivial nature, judged by the sentences 
pronounced in the municipal courts, for 58 per cent. of the 
appealed cases were sentenced to penal or correctional insti- 
tutions (exclusive of the Parental School), and the rest were 
fined, the fine, of course, being more than nominal. 

Presumably all the cases were duly investigated by proba- 
tion officers of the respective courts, who found that they could 
not recommend the clemency of probation. In the Superior 
Court, however, 52 per cent. of these boys were taken on 
probation, or almost the same number who had originally 
been sentenced to institutions. In every instance the boys 
who had been sentenced to the Lyman School, the House of 
Reformation, the House of Correction and the Massachusetts 
Reformatory — in all about 48 per cent. of the whole number 
who had appealed — escaped with probation or had _ their 
cases placed on file. The seven candidates for the Massa- 
chusetts Reformatory were reduced to four. Of the 38 per 
cent., who in the first instance had been fined, two withdrew 
the appeal, 6 per cent. had the sentence of the lower court 
confirmed, leaving 28 per cent. of fine cases in which the 
appeal resulted in a less onerous punishment, if any at all. 
Only as regards the two lads sent to the Parental School by 
the lower courts was the appeal resultless. 

At least one point is made absolutely clear by this analy- 
sis, namely, that the incentive to appeal juvenile cases must 
be very strong to those who understand how great is the 
chance that the judgment of the lower court may be 
reversed. It should be noted that the overwhelming major- 
ity of the juvenile offenders who appealed last year were 
under 16 years of age. It is probable, therefore, that very 
few of them had already expiated their offence by reason of 
being held in custody until called by the Superior Court 
because they could not furnish security. Occasionally this 
happens, and is, of course, a mitigating circumstance. But 
allowing for this and for the obvious fact that a percentage 
of appealed cases are nol pros’d, there remains a wide diver- 
gence in the disposition of juvenile cases between the lower 
and the Superior Court which deserves to be pointed out, 
although it is beyond the scope of this inquiry to seek to 
account for it.

Expenses of office for year, seventy-two dol- 
lars and fifty-one cents (#72.51.) Net income, $1,341.24. 
The net income has been divided by incumbents.

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ANNUAL REPORT

LAMP DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1901-1902. 


Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, - 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Srr,-— In accordance with section 24, chapter 3, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898, I have the honor to submit for 
your consideration the annual report of the Lamp Depart- 
ment for the year 1901. 

Mr. William D. Lang, who was appointed superintendent 
of the department for the term ending May 1, 1902, died 
on Saturday, July 27, 1901. Mr. William Jackson, City 
Engineer, was appointed acting superintendent and assumed 
charge of the department from that date until the appoint- 
ment and confirmation of your present superintendent. 

The expenses of the department during the year 1901 
are shown in a tabulated statement at the end of the report, 
tables showing the average annual cost of burning the 
number of incandescent, arc, Welsbach gas, Welsbach 
naphtha, common naphtha, and Kitson lamps in the different 
sections of the city that were in use on January 10, 1902, 
at the present contract rates; other tables showing the in- 
crease or decrease of the various kinds of lamps in the several 
sections, copies of the contracts with the different companies 
for furnishing the electric, gas and naphtha lamps, and other | 
information relating to the general work performed. 
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The amount appropriated for this department for the 
financial year ending on January 31, 1902, was $770,000, 
and there was expended $770,424.68, showing a deficit of 
$424.68. 

The comparative cost of maintenance between the electric, 
gas and naphtha lamps is shown as follows:

An increase of $42,311.09 for electric-lamps, $9,611.44 
for gas-lamps, and a decrease of $1,885.91 for naphtha- 
lamps. ‘ 

There has been installed during the year 593 new lamps of 
all kinds, and 31 lamps have been replaced on such streets, 
parks and places where called for on orders from the City 
Council and on petitions from citizens. 

The locations of 138 gas and naphtha lamp-posts and 120 
are lamp-posts have been changed, where upon investigation 
it was deemed necessary for the better illumination of the 
streets upon which they were situated. 

Lamp-posts of all kinds to the number of 876 have been 
straightened or reset to line and grade, and 891 lamp-posts 
and brackets have been removed from the streets. 

Repairs on service pipes that have through various causes 
been damaged. have been attended to, and other work in con- 
nection with this branch of the service has been executed. 

Numerous unused lamp brackets and lamp bracket risers 
have been removed from buildings in the older portions of 
the city. 

The matter of lighting the public alleys and other passage- 
ways of a similar nature has been taken up during the year, 
and some lamps have been located. As a matter of protec- 
tion, and also from a sanitary standpoint, such places should 
be well lighted. 

By the extension of the gas mains in many of the narrow 
- and side streets in South Boston, the department has been 
in a position to rearrange the location and substitute Wels- 
bach gas-lamps in place of many of the common naphtha 
lamps and thus greatly improve the lighting of those streets. 
The extension of the gas mains in Brighton, East Boston 
and Dorchester has also resulted in the substitution of Wels- 
bach gas-lamps for the common naphtha-lamps. 

Working along the lines, as recommended in the last annual 
report, for the changing of the common naphtha-lamps to 
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Welsbach naphtha-lamps, 227 of such lamps have so been 
changed on much travelled highways in the outlying districts _ 
and they have given good satisfaction. 

Additional Kitson Jamps to the number of 29 have been 
installed. These lamps are paid for at the rate of $85 per 
annum, the company furnishing and setting the posts and 
lanterns at such points as may be ordered. 

About a thousand signs and numbers have been placed in 
the street lanterns at the corners of new streets or where the 
old ones have become broken. 

During the year the work of lighting Commonwealth 
avenue has been completed; the rearrangement of the arc- 
lighting system in Brighton and the substitution of the new 
wooden poles with goosenecks and enclosed arc-lamps for 
the iron poles and hoods and the open arc-lamps in this 
district. 

New arc lamps have been located and the old ones relo- 
cated along the line of the Boston Elevated Railway in 
Keany square, Commercial street, and Atlantic avenue. The 
method of lighting Copley square has been rearranged, many 
complaints having been received on account of the insuffi- 
cient lighting of the same. Additional arc lamps have been 
located in Edward Everett square and Peabody square, Dor- 
chester. The are lighting system has been extended and 
substituted on Hancock street and Harvard street, Dorches- 
ter, Day street, Roxbury, South street, Jamaica Plain, and 
Bennington street, East Boston. The temporary Broadway 
foot-bridge and the new Malden bridge have been lighted, 
and other are lamps have been installed in the different sec- 
tions of the city. 

The various playgrounds have been lighted during the 
skating season on such nights as they were needed. 

The rate per lamp per night for the arc lamps in the dis- 
trict lighted by the Brookline Gas Light Company has been 
reduced from thirty-five cents to thirty-four and one-half 
cents, and then to thirty-four cents, in accordance with the 
provisions of the contract. 

The rate for lamps furnished by the Boston Electric Light 
Company has also been reduced from thirty-four and one-half 
cents to thirty-four cents, and the price for lamps connected 
with the underground wires belonging to the city was re- 
duced to thirty-three cents. The rate for lamps in the dis- 
trict lighted by the Charlestown Gas and Electric Company 
remains at thirty-five cents per lamp. 

On the twenty-sixth of November, 1901, the contract exist- 
ing between the city and the Boston Electric Light Com- 
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pany was assigned and transferred by that company to the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company, the assignment of 
the same having been assented to by the Acting Superinten- , 
dent of Lamps and approved by the Mayor.

There are 121 gas-lamps in use for the purpose of indicat- 
ing the location of fire-alarm signal boxes. This department 
assumes the cost of lighting and care of these lamps and 
furnishes the gas for the same. All repairs on these lamps 
are made by the Fire Department. 


Hours or BURNING. 


The public lamps are burned every night throughout the 
year — a total of three thousand eight hundred and twenty- 
eight hours for each lamp.

GAS LIGHTING CONTRACT. 


The Rising Sun Street Lighting Company, a corporation duly 
established under the laws of the State of Maine, having a usual 
place of business in the City of Boston, in the County of Suffolk, 
and Commonwealth of Massachusetts, hereinafter called the con- 
tractor, of the first part, and the City of Boston, a municipal. cor- 
poration in said Commonwealth, hereinafter called the city, of the 
second part, agree as follows: | 

ARTICLE I. Said contractor shall have the charge of all gas- 
lanterns hereafter used for lighting the streets and places of said 
city, except such lanterns as said contractor shall be notified from 
time to time by the Superintendent of Lamps of said city to discon- 
tinue; shall within four months after June 1, 1899, place on every 
post designated, within one month after the date hereof, by said 
Superintendent, a boulevard lantern of said contractor like the lan- 
tern deposited as a sample in the office of said Superintendent and 
marked ‘*‘ Welsbach Boulevard No. 1,’’ and shall within five days 
after being notified by said Superintendent so to do, place on every 
additional post specified by the said Superintendent, and furnished 
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with a supply pipe frem the gas main to the top of the post, a simi- 
lar lantern; shall, when required by said Superintendent, furnish in 
place of any lantern, whether owned by the city or said contractor, 
other than a boulevard lantern, a lantern of the pattern now kept in 
said office as specified by said Superintendent, or any other lantern, 
if the contractor and the Superintendent shall so agree; shall place 
and maintain on every gas-lantern when in use, whether owned by 
the city or said contractor, a Welsbach burner and mantle, and fur- 
nish gas and keep it burning in every such lantern during the hours 
shown on time cards to be furnished by said Superintendent, so as 
to give a sixty (60) candle light; shall keep all lanterns when in use 
in good repair and condition and well painted, and properly replace 
all broken or displaced glass and signs on said lanterns before the 
next time of lighting, the signs to be furnished by the city, but 
placed and kept securely fastened by the contractor; shall clean all 
lanterns when in use as often as once a week, and oftener if required, 
to keep the light from being obstructed; and shall when it removes 
a lantern without substituting another therefor, properly plug the 
pipe so that the gas will not escape therefrom. 

The Superintendent of Lamps and the contractor may agree at 
any time to install in lieu of gas-lamps as many Welsbach naphtha 
lights of sixty (60) candle power each with boulevard lanterns of ap- 
proved pattern as may be necessary to fully carry out this contract, 
same to be kept and maintained as herein provided under and subject 
as to cost and other requirements to all the other provisions and 
obligations of this contract applicable thereto. 

ARTICLE II. Said contractor shall report in writing at the office 
of said Superintendent on Thursday of each week, and on the 
ninth of each month, the number of said lanterns lighted on each 
night subsequent to the last report, giving in each report the name 
of each person engaged in lighting the lanterns and the number 
lighted by each person. 

ARTICLE III. Said contractor shall have the use of all property 
now belonging to the city, and used by the Superintendent of Lamps 
in carrying on the duties of his department, as the contractor con- 
siders necessary to carry out this agreement ; shall keep the same in 
goed condition and repair, and replace any thereof that shall be 
destroyed or injured, and shall return the same to said city in like 
good order and condition when the lanterns to be placed within four 
months from the time this contract goes into effect are so placed. 

ARTICLE IV. Said city shall lay and maintain all gas pipes to 
the burners in the care and charge of said contractor and keep the 
same in good condition and repair ; as full payment for everything 
furnished or done by, or resulting to, the contractor in carrying out 
this contract, shall for each year of three thousand eight hundred 
twenty-eight (8,828) hours pay for each and every lantern taken 
care of and lighted by said contractor as aforesaid, at the rate of 
thirty (80) dollars per year, in proportional monthly payments on 
the first day of each and every month ; provded, however, that if any 
lantern has not been kept and lighted in accordance with this con- 
tract during all the hours required by said time card a proportional 
deduction, as determined by said Superintendent, shall be made; 
and provided, further, that if at any time by reason of a reduction by 
any gas company in the price of gas, the contractor shall procure its 
gas supply at a lower average price per lamp for the whole number 
of lamps lighted than the average price paid for gas by the contractor 
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when the system provided for herein is fully installed, the said rate 
paid by the city shall be reduced by the amount of the reduction in 
the price of gas so secured. (It is understood and agreed that any 
reduction made prior to the complete installation of the Welsbach 
system shall be calculated in the deduction from the rate to be made 
as before provided with like force and effect as if made thereafter, 
but the contractor shall receive the full rate until such installation is 
complete.) The contractor shall render to the city statements every 
three months, showing such reductions, if any, and the amounts of 
same accrued during the prior three months shall be deducted from 
the next payments due the contractor. The said rate paid by the 
city shall then be adjusted in accordance with such reductions. 

ARTICLE V. This contract shall take effect June 1, 1899 (which 
date may be changed by mutual consent), and shall continue in 
force, subject to the necessary appropriation being made for gas 
lighting, for the term of seven years from June 1, 1899; but any 
change of date shall not relieve the contractor from its obligation to 
have the Welsbach system as provided herein fully installed and in 
operation within four months from June 1, 1899, and shall continue 
thereafter until a new agreement is made by the parties, or until the 
expiration of three months after notice in writing which may be 
given prior to said date by either party of its election to terminate 
the contract at the end of the period of seven years as herein pro- 
vided, and on such termination the said contractor may remove its 
lanterns and all other property by it furnished under this agreement, 
providing the same is not purchased by the said city. If at the 
expiration of said term the Mayor of said city desires that the city 
shall purchase the lanterns, burners, and mantles of said contractor 
and notifies the contractor to that effect, the contractor shall convey 
the same to the city upon terms to be agreed upon by the parties at 
that time, and, if they cannot agree, the same shall be fixed by three 
persons, one to be selected by the Mayor of said city, one by the 
contractor, and the third by the two so selected, and the decision of 
a majority thereof shall be binding upon the parties; and provided, 
further, that the contract shall continue for a second period of seven 
years if the Mayor of said city shall within three months from the 
expiration of the first period of seven years so notify in writing the 
contractor. 

In witness whereof, the said Rising Sun Street Lighting Com- 
pany, by its proper officer, and the said city by its Superintendent 
of Lamps, duly authorized and approved by the Mayor, have here- 
unto set their hands and seals on this thirty-first day of May, A.D.

The rate of compensation is $22.81 per lamp per annum 
for the ordinary naphtha burner, and when an incandescent 
mantle burner is used the sum of three-quarters of one cent 
additional per lamp per night is paid. 

The rate for the Welsbach naphtha-lamps is $380 per lamp 
per annum.

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NaPHTHA CONTRACT. 
The following is a copy of the new contract : 


The Rising Sun Street Lighting Company, a corporation organ- 
ized under the laws of the State of Maine, having its usual place of 
business in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and the City of 
Boston, a municipal corporation of said Commonwealth, by the 
Superintendent of Lamps of said city, agree as follows: 

ARTICLE I. Said Company shall have the lighting of all naphtha 
street lanterns that may: be used by said city for lighting its streets 
and places during the continuance of this contract; shall, within 
ten days of the day on which it shall be notified by said Superintend- 
ent that any additional naphtha street lantern mounted on a post or 
bracket is required to be used, furnish and apply to such lantern one 
of said Company’s naphtha burners, with pipe, stop-cock, water-trap 
and a reservoir capable of holding sufficient naphtha to operate the 
burner for fourteen hours, and with incandescent mantle, if required 
by said Superintendent; shall keep all said lanterns, except such as 
are unfit to be used and such as the Superintendent shall notify the 
Company that he has discontinued the use of, and the lighting appa- 
ratus thereof clean and in good condition and repair, and shall 
renew such mantles as often as may be necessary to maintain a 
proper light therefrom; shall be responsible for all damages occa- 
sioned to any such lantern or burner by any act or neglect of said 
Company, its agents or employees; shall notify said Superintendent 
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as soon as any post or bracket has been damaged, or any lantern has 
become unfit to be used, and the Superintendent shall, if he desires 
the use thereof continued, forthwith repair the same, or furnish 
a new one in its place; glass broken shall be renewed by said 
Company. 

ARTICLE II. Said Company shall furnish for all lanterns that are 
to be used naphtha of the best quality, seventy-four to seventy-six 
degrees (74-76) gravity; shall light and extinguish said lanterns 
according to a time card to be furnished by said Superintendent; 
shall so furnish and keep the burner of every lantern to be used as 
aforesaid that it wil! give at all times a light equal to that given by 
an ordinary gas-burner burning four feet of fourteen-candle gas per 
hour, and a light equal at least “to twice such an amount in case an 
incandescent mantle is used. 

ARTICLE III. Said Company shall do all said matters and things 
relating to said lanterns, burners and mantles, and the lighting, care 
and repair thereof to the satisfaction of said Superintendent, and 
shall report in writing at the office of said Superintendent, on 
Thursday of each week, the number of said lanterns lighted on each 
night of the preceding seven (7) days, and on the fifteenth day of 
each month the number of said lanterns lighted on each night 
subsequent to the last report; and shall, in each of said reports, 
give the name of each person engaged in lighting the lanterns and 
the number lighted by each person, and shall specify the lanterns 
furnished with said mantles, and give dates of renewal of same. 

ARTICLE IV. Said City, as full compensation for the performance 
by said Company of its agreements aforesaid, shall pay to said Com- 
pany the sum of twenty-two dollars and eighty-one cents ($22.81) 
per year of three thousand eight hundred and twenty-eight (3,828) 

hours for each and every naphtha lantern so taken care of and 
lighted by said Company, when lighted by a burner known as the 
ordinary naphtha burner, such as the City is now using, and the 
sum of three- -quarters of one cent ($ of 1 cent) additional per night 
when lighted by a naphtha incandescent mantle -light ; said pay- 
ments to be made in proportional monthly instalments on the first 
day of each month; provided, however, that if any lantern has not 
been kept lighted as aforesaid to the satisfaction of said Superintend- 
ent during all the hours required by said time card, a proportional 
deduction may be made therefor in said monthly payments. 

ARTICLE V. The contract now existing between said Company 
and said City, dated March 18, 1896, is hereby annulled and this 
contract shall take the place thereof, and shall, subject to the neces- 
sary appropriation being made annually therefor, continue in force 
for the term of five years from the date hereof, and thereafter until 
terminated on three months’ notice in writing by either party which 
notice may be given at any time after four years and nine months 
from the date hereof; and upon any such termination said Com- 
pany may remove its lighting apparatus from said lanterns.

Company. ‘The new lamps used are the enclosed series arc- 
lamp of 500 watts, and are placed on hard-pine poles, with 
ornamental iron tops and porcelain-lined reflectors, devised 
to meet the requirements of the law. (Chapter 228, Acts 
1895. 

The enclosed arc-lamps are now installed in all sections of 

the city lighted by the three companies. 
_ The companies set all the arc-lamp poles, as located and 
ordered by the Superintendent of Lamps, and are required to:

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ELECTRIC CONTRACTS. 


The following is a copy of the contract made with the 
Boston Electric Light Company on February 20, 1894, with 
the new extension of said contract dated August 29, 1898: 


THis AGREEMENT, made and entered into this twentieth day of 
February, A.D., 1894, by and between THE BOSTON ELECTRIC 
LIGHT CoMPANY of Boston, a corporation duly established under the 
laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, hereinafter called ‘“ the 
Company,”’ of the first part, and the City of Boston, a municipal 
corporation in the County of Suffolk, Massachusetts, and hereinafter 
called ‘‘ the City,’’ of the second part : 

WITNESSETH : 

First. The Company agrees to furnish for a period of five years 
from and after this date such number of electric arc-lights, as may be 
legally located in the streets, ways, squares and public places of the 
City, except in those portions of the City formerly Brighton, 
Charlestown, or part of Brookline. 

Said arc-lights to be furnished as follows: For thirteen hundred 
and fifty lights, and any additional lights to the number of fifteen 
hundred, at the rate of thirty-eight and one-half cents each per 
night ; for fifteen hundred and any additional lights up to seventeen 
hundred and fifty, at the rate of thirty-seven and one-half cents each 
per night ; for seventeen hundred and fifty and any additional lights 
up to two thousand, at the rate of thirty-six cents each per night ; 
and for two thousand or over, the rate of thirty-five cents per 
light per night ; provided, however, that if two thousand lights are 
erected by December thirty-first of the present year, the price paid 
shall be thirty-five cents per light per night for the entire number 
from February first, eighteen hundred and ninty-four, and if a less 
number is in use on that date (December 31, 1894), then the price 
paid for the entire number from February 1, 1894, shall be reduced 
so that the cost to the City of such lights shall be at the prices fixed 
for the number next below the number in use December 31, 1894; 
the adjustment to be made in the bills payable December 1, 1894 ; 
and January 1,1895. Inascertaining the number of lights in use 
on said December 31, 1894, the lights furnished by the Company for 
the parks and public buildings shall be counted. Said arc-lights are 
to be kept lighted continuously between dusk and dawn, during such 
hours as the Superintendent of Lamps may direct, the total number 
of hours per year not to exceed thirty-eight hundred and fifty. 

Whenever lamps are connected to underground wires belonging to 
the City, or any department thereof, the price will be one cent per 
lamp less per night than otherwise. ’ 

The electric current to be furnished for the arc-lights is never to 
be less than nine and six-tenths amperes, at the pressure at each 
lamp not less than forty-eight volts, being an electrical energy of 
four hundred and sixty-one watts. If less amperes are used then 
the volts shall be enough greater to require four hundred and sixty- 
one electrical watts per lamp, and giving a nominal candle-power of 
two thousand. 

Carbons used must be one-half or seven-sixteenths inch in diame- 
ter, of the best quality and style adapted for street lighting, and 
must burn uniformly, and give a clear and steady light. The globes 
are to be of clear glass, unless otherwise ordered by the Superin-

tendent of Lamps, free from lettering, and all of best quality and 
proper shape to avoid casting rings and streaks of light and shadow. 

All globes are to be thoroughly brushed inside and outside at least 
three times a week, and washed as frequently as may be considered 
necessary by the Superintendent of Lamps ; and any globes that may 
become broken are to be immediately replaced by sound ones. 

The present overhead system of construction is to be used, the 
Company only to connect City posts with such adjacent underground 
wires as may be hereafter located in the Company’s conduits for 
commercial lights ; in which case the City is to prepare the posts so 
as to allow of the passing of the cable up through them. 

Second. The Company further agrees to indemnify and save the 
City harmless from and against any and all claims and demands for 
damages, costs and expenses for or on account of injuries to persons 
or property arising from imperfect construction and maintenance, or 
from any use of its wires and apparatus, and from any and all 
claims for damage by reason of any infringement of patent rights in 
the use of lamps, lights, wires, poles, machinery, and appliances 
connected therewith. 

Third. And further, the said Company agrees that should any of 
the lamps fail to burn uniformly and give a clear and steady light, to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Lamps, the Company will, 
at its own expense, replace them with others satisfactory to said 
Superintendent. 

Fourth. The Company agrees at its own expense to maintain an 
efficient system of patrol for inspecting the lamps during the hours 
which they are in use, so that any lamp which fails to burn properly 
shall be promptly reported and put in order, or immediately replaced. 

For this inspection a sufficient number of men shall be employed 
to enable each lamp to be examined at least three times during each 
night. 

Fifth. The City agrees that if said Company shall well and faith- 
fully perform the promises and conditions of this contract in all its 
parts, first satisfying the said City that no proceedings either in law 
or equity have been begun against said City on account of any in- 
fringement of patent rights, or the wrongful use or injury by said 
electric lamps, lights, wires, poles, machinery and appliances, or any 
of them, then the City will pay the Company monthly during the 
period of this contract such sum as the total number of lights burn- 
ing at the price named may amount to. In case any such suit or 
suits against said City shall have been begun, or notice of a claim for- 
damages shall have been given, the City shall pay any amount due 
under this contract, notwithstanding such suit or notice, if the Com- 
pany shall furnish the City with a bond of indemnity with satisfac- 
tory sureties. Said sum shall be in full payment and discharge for 
any and all expenses attending the care, maintenance and use of such 
lights and apparatus, and it is hereby understood and agreed that if 
through accident, or other cause, the said lamps, or any of them, 
shall fail to be lighted, and kept so lighted, as stated above, any night 
or nights during the peried of this contract, then for each lamp that 
shall fail to be lighted there sball be deducted from the sum to be 
paid by said City an amount for each light not so lighted equal to the 
rate to be paid for lighting the same under this contract as provided. 
In case the actual current supplied to any of the lamps shall be less 
than called for herein, payment shall only be made for the actual 
current as ascertained. The amount to be based pro rata on the 
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amount which would be paid were the current equal to that required 
hereby, unless said deficiencies should amount to over twenty per 
cent. of the current called for, in which case no payment shall be 
made, the lights being considered useless. 

And further, this is not to be construed to imply a right to con- 
tinue to furnish lights under this contract at reduced currents. 

For the purpose of making tests of currents and of examining the 
lamps, wires, poles, apparatus and appliances with the view of learn- 
ing whether the Company is complying with the terms of this agree- 
ment, it is further understood and agreed that at all proper times the 
City, by such person or persons as the Superintendent of Lamps may 
authorize, shall have access to all said lamps, wires, poles, apparatus 
and appliances in the city, and also to the plants of the Company, 
and shall have the further privilege at any time, and at all times, of 
attaching in any of the circuits, at such point or points as they may 
select, one or more ammeters or other measuring instruments, and 
to maintain the same during its pleasure, and have the further right. 
to remove at any time one or more lamps for the purpose of testing 
the candle power of such said lamp or lamps. 

This contract shall continue in force for five years from the date 
hereof, subject to appropriations ; and shall continue thereafter until 
anew agreement is made by the parties, or until the expiration of 
six months after notice, in writing, by either party of its election to 
terminate the contract. 

In consideration of this contract and of the above promises of said 
City, the Company agrees to furnish electric arc-lights for the light- 
ing of the public buildings, parks and public grounds, when so re- 
quested to do by the departments having charge of said parks, 
buildings and public grounds, at the same rates, and on the same 
conditions, provided for in this contract; this clause also to apply to 
the lights mentioned in contract for the Fens, dated October 7, 1893. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, said Company, by its proper officers, and 
said City, by its Superintendent of Lamps, duly authorized, have 
hereunto set their hands and seals. 


AGREEMENT FOR THE EXTENSION OF THE EXISTING 
CONTRACT BETWEEN THE BOSTON ELECTRIC 
LIGHT COMPANY AND THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


It is hereby agreed, in consideration of the mutual covenants 
herein contained, that the contract now existing between the Boston 
Electric Light Company and the City of Boston, dated February 20, 
1894, shall be, and hereby is, extended, subject to appropriations 
from year to year, for the term of ten years from and after February 
20, 1899, and thereafter until a new agreement is made, or until the 
expiration of six months after notice, in writing, by either party, of 
its election to terminate the contract, which notice may be given at 
any time after nine (9) years and six (6 ?. months from February 20, 
1899, upon the following terms and conditions, namely: 

First. Said Company shall, immediately upon the execution of 
this instrument, apply to the Board of Aldermen of the City of 
Boston and the Board of Park Commissioners of said City for the 
grant to said Company of the necessary locations, and, upon receiy- 
ing such grant, shall forthwith set and connect in the streets and 
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parks of the City, without any charge or expense to the City, two 
thousand three hundred and sixty-five (2,365) wooden lamp-poles 
belonging to the Company, with ornamental iron tops and porcelain- 
lined reflectors substantially of the same size, style, and kind as 
those now erected and in use on Arlington street, and to be shown 
on plans and specifications to be signed by the parties hereto and 
then attached to this instrument. Said new poles shall be set sub- 
stantially in the same locations in the public streets and parks as 
those now occupied by the iron lamp-posts belonging to the City, 
which latter posts shall, when the new posts are ready for setting, 
be removed by the Company, which shall keep an account of the 
expense of the removing and handling of said posts, and shall, if 
practicable, sell the same, at the best price obtainable, accounting to 
the City for any surplus realized over and above such expense; but 
said locations may be varied so far as may be necessary to secure a 
better and more uniform distribution of the light in any given 
locality. All locations in the public streets shall be approved by the 
Superintendent of Lamps before application for such locations is 
made to the Board of Aldermen; and all locations in the public parks 
shall be approved by the Board of Park Commissioners; but the 
Company shall, from time to time, apply to the Beard of Aldermen - 
for such locations (less than all) in the public streets as shall then 
have been approved by said Superintendent. 

The Company further agrees to set and connect, without charge 
or expense to the City, similar wooden lamp-poles with ornamental 
iron tops and porcelain-lined reflectors for all City arc-lamps in 
addition to the present number of two thousand three hundred and 
sixty-five (2,365) which may be ordered by the City during the term 
of this agreement, and to place the same in such locations in the 
streets, ways, squares and public places in any part of the City as 
may be required by the Superintendent of Lamps, and authorized by 
the Board of Aldermen, and in such locations in the public parks as 
may be agreed upon between the Company and said Board of Park 
Commissioners, and in such other places as may be required by the 
‘Mayor of said city. 

But it is expressly understood and agreed that the foregoing pro- 
visions of this agreement as to the substitution of new wooden 
poles for the present iron lamp-posts shall not be operative unless 
and until the necessary locations shall be granted by the Board of 
Aldermen and the Board of Park Commissioners as aforesaid; and, 
further, that the operation of the remaining provisions of this in- 
strument shall not in any way be affected by the foregoing provisions 
as to the poles, but said remaining provisions shall become operative 
upon the signing hereof, whether said new locations are granted by 
the Board of Aldermen and the Board of Park Commissioners and 
said poles are substituted for the present poles or not. 

All the poles, lines and lamps of the Company used for the City’s 
business shall be kept and maintained by the Company in good order 
and condition. 

Second. The Company shall replace all of its present open arc 
nominal 2,000-candle power City lamps with its new enclosed arc- 
lamps as fast as practicable after the starting up of the Company’s 
new station in South Boston, as many new lamps as possible to be 
put into use before the ground freezes in 1898, and all of said lamps 
to be put into use before July 1,1899. Said new enclosed arc-lamps 
shall be of substantially the same kind and style as those now in use 
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on Arlington street, and:shall be of a manufacture substantially like 
that described in United States Letters Patent No. 603630, dated 
‘May 10, 1898, and shall require an electrical energy of not less than 
five hundred (500) watts on the average, and not less than four hun- 
dred and eighty (480) watts in any case. The price to be charged 
by said Company and paid by said City for said new enclosed arc- 
lamps shall be as follows :

In estimating the number of lights for the purpose of fixing the 
price, as aforesaid, all arc-lights furnished by the Company for the 
City shall be ceunted. 

For all lamps connected to underground wires belonging to the 
City in the public parks, Common and Public Garden, the price shall 
be one cent per lamp per night less than the prices hereinbefore 
provided. 

Third. At any time within ninety days prior to the expiration of 
the periods of two years and six months and seven years and six 
months, respectively, after February 20, 1899, if the Mayor of said 
City shall so elect and notify said Company, in writing, and in any 
event at the expiration of the period of five years after February 20, 
1899, an arbitration shall be had as follows: Said Mayor and said 
Company shall each appoint one arbitrator within thirty days after 
the notice aforesaid and within thirty days after the expiration of 
said period of five years, and the two arbitrators so chosen shall 
appoint a third disinterested arbitrator. If either party fails to 
appoint an arbitrator within said thirty days, the other party may 
appoint both arbitrators, and these shall appoint a third disinterested 
arbitrator. Said arbitrator shall thereupon hear and consider the 
evidence and arguments of the parties and shall determine the fol- 
lowing matters: 


(1.) The proportion of the actual output of electricity or electrical 
energy generated at the station or stations of the Company for 
the public lights provided for in this contract, as compared 
with the Company’s entire output, both to be measured in 
kilowatt hours, it being agreed by the Company that it will 
measure and record its electrical output on behalf of the said 
public lights, and also, but separately, its electrical output on 
behalf of its other business, and that such measurements and 
records shall be subject to the inspection, at all reasonable 
times, of the City Engineer of said City. Such inspection, 
however, shall be regarded as confidential, and the results 
thereof shall not be exhibited or made known to anybody 
except the Mayor of said City. 
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(2.) The total investment of the company, computed by taking the 
total cost of the land, buildings, plant, poles, lines, conduits, 
cables, meters, machinery, apparatus and other appliances 
owned and used by the Company for the manufacture and dis- 
tribution of electricity. 

(3.) The investment of the Company on account of its public busi- 
ness computed by taking the proportion of the Company’s total 
investment, determined as provided in the second clause of this 
article, that the Company’s electrical output on behalf of the 
public lights bear to its total output, measured as provided in 
the first clause of this article. The foregoing method of com- 
puting the investment of the Company on account of its public’ 
business is adopted by the parties as the fairest and most equi- 
table method now known to them; but it is agreed that if, at the 
time of any arbitration, the three arbitrators shall unanimously 
be of the opinion that some other method of computing the 
investments of the Company on account of its public business 
would be more fair and equitable, such other method may be 
used by them. 

(4.) The total operating expenses of the Company, meaning the 
annual outlay for fuel, water. supplies, wages, salaries, insurance, 
accidents, rent, taxes, and all other expenditures incurred in the 
manufacture and distribution of electricity and the general con- 
duct of the Company’s business except expenditures on account 
of depreciation in excess of ordinary repairs. 

(5.) The operating expenses of the Company on account of the 
public lights, computed by taking the proportion of the total 
operating expenses of the Company, determined as provided in 
the fourth clause of this article, that the Company’s electrical 
output on behalf of the public lights bear to its total output 
measured as provided in the first clause of this article. 

(6.) The undivided or surplus earnings of the Company, being its 
gross annual income derived from the sale of electricity, less 
operating expenses, determined as provided in the fourth clause 
of this article, and the amounts paid out for interest and divi- 
dends ; and the percentage which the Company’s annual surplus 
thus determined bears to the total investment of the Company, 
determined as provided in the second clause of this article, 
exclusive of the land. 

(7.) An allowance for depreciation in excess of ordinary repairs of 
the Company’s investment in plant and property used in its pub- 
lic business, computed by taking the same percentage of the 
value of the Company’s investment on account of its public busi- 
ness, determined as provided in the third clause of this article, 
but excluding the land, as the total amount of the undivided 
earnings of the Company, found as provided in the sixth clause 
of this article, is of the Company’s total investment, determined 
as provided in the second clause of this article, but exclusive of 
land; but such allowance shall not exceed 7 per cent. of the 
Company’s said investment on account of its public business, 
exclusive of the land. 

(8.) An allowance for interest or profits, computed at 6 per cent. per 
annum on the Company’s investment on account of its public 
business, determined as provided in the third clause of this 
article; but in case the cost of any part of the Company’s invest- 
ment shall have been met by the issue of bonds bearing interest 
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at a lower rate than 6 per cent. per annum, and any of such 
bonds are still outstanding, the amount thereof shall be appor- 
tioned between the Company’s total investment and its invest- 
ment on account of its public business, in the proportion to 
electrical output measured as provided in the first clause of this 
article; and the allowance provided for in this clause shall be 
computed on so much of the Company’s investment on account 
of its public business as is represented by said bonds at the rate 
actually paid thereon, and on the remainder of its said invest- 
ment at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum. 


If the cost of manufacturing and distributing the public lights fur- 
nished by the Company, and the allowances for depreciation and 
profit determined as provided in the fifth, seventh and eighth 
clauses of this article, amount in the aggregate to a sum less than 
the price then being paid by the city, the price of said lights shall be 
reduced for the remainder of the term of this contract, or until 
again reduced by arbitration as herein provided, to a sum equal to 
the said cost of manufacturing and distributing said lights, plus said 
allowances for depreciation and profit as aforesaid. 

The decision of a majority of said arbitrators in any of the afore- 
going matters shall be binding on both parties to this agreement. 

Fourth. If, in case of arbitration as aforesaid, the City shall 
claim and shall give the Company not less than sixty days’ notice of 
such claim, that a discovery, invention, or method of producing, dis- 
tributing or converting electricity for arc-lights has been made and 
put into successful commercial use, by the adoption and use of which 
the cost of producing, distributing or converting electricity for street 
lights, including interest and depreciation, could be substantially 
reduced below the cost, including interest and depreciation, at the time 
of such arbitration said City shall, unless said Company shall agree to 
adopt the discovery, invention or method in question as soon as 
practicable, have a right to submit its said claim to said arbitrators, 
who shall, after hearing and considering the evidence and argu- 
ments of the parties thereon, make a finding upon the claim afore- 
said. And if such arbitrators shall sustain such claim, they may 
make a reduction in the price to be charged and paid for lights here- 
under by such an amount as they shall deem to be fair and reason- 
able in view of the fact so found. 

And if the Company shall adopt or agree to adopt as soon as 
practicable the discovery, invention, or method named in said notice 
given by the City to the Company, the arbitrators shall take said fact 
into consideration in determining the total operating expenses of 
the Company and the operating expenses of the Company on account 
of the public lights, as provided in clauses (4) and (5) of Article 
Third of this indenture, and shall be governed in fixing said items 
of operating expenses by the expense involved in or the saving to 
come from the future use of the new discovery, invention, or method 
in question, and not by the expense incident to the past use of the 
invention or method supplanted 

Fifth. The provisions of the contract of February 20, 1894, 
requiring that all globes are to be thoroughly brushed inside and 
outside at least three times a week, and that the lamps are to be 
examined at least three times during each night, are hereby annulled. 
Said globes shall be brushed and kept clean to the satisfaction of 
the Superintendent of Lamps. 
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Sizth. All the terms, conditions and provisions of the contract of 
February 20, 1894, not affected by this extension and modification 
thereof, shall remain in full force and effect till the termination of 
the contract as hereby extended.

ELECTRIC CONTRACT WITH CHARLESTOWN GAS AND 
ELECTRIC COMPANY. 


The City of Boston, a municipal corporation in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, and the Charlestown Gas and 
Electric Company, a corporation duly established under the 
laws of said Commonwealth, agree as follows: 


ARTICLE I. The Company shall provide the electric arc-lights 
now in use in the Charlestown District of said City, as and where 
now located, and similar arc-lights in such other places in the high- 
ways, squares, parks, public grounds, public buildings and other 
places in said district as may, from time to time, be ordered by the 
board or officer having authority to place or locate lamps in such 

laces. 
ARTICLE II. Said Company, before February 1, 1905, if the 
board or officer having authority in the premises shall grant the com- 
pany locations therefor, shall provide and set up new enclosed elec- 
tric arc-lamps in place of the other lamps above described ; all such 
lamps so substituted to be substantially like those now in use on 
Arlington street, in said City, of a manufacture substantially like 
that described in the United States Letters-Patent No. 603630, dated 
May 10, 1898, of the best quality and style for street lighting, with 
clear glass globes, free from lettering, unless otherwise ordered 
by said board or officer, and of the best quality and shape, to avoid 
casting rings and streaks of light and shade. The Company shall 
continue to have the right to use, free of charge, the iron hoods or 
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reflectors now belonging to the City, and the City shall supply to 
said Company, free of charge, such additional similar hoods as may 
be necessary for use in connection with all lamps, whether of the 
present or enclosed arc pattern, hereafter installed in addition to 
those now in use; and said Company, before said February 1, 1905, 
if the board or officer having authority shall grant the Company 
locations therefor, shall set and connect in the streets of said Charles- 
town District of said City, without charge or expense to the City, 
wooden lamp-posts belonging to the Company, in place of and sub- 
stitution for an equal number of iron lamp-posts belonging to the 
City, said wooden posts to be substantially of the same size, style 
and kind as those now erected and in use on Arlington street, in 
said City. When the wooden posts are ready for setting, the iron 
posts shall be removed by the Company, which shall keep an account 
of the expense of the removing and handling of said posts, and shall, 
if practicable, sell the same, at the best price obtainable, accounting 
to the City for any surplus realized over and above such expense; 
but if there shall be no such surplus, the Company may retain all 
sums realized from the sale of said iron posts, as the consideration 
for the erection of said wooden posts without other expense to the 
City. The locations of the new wooden posts shall be substantially 
the same as those of the old iron posts, unless varied by said board 
or officer to secure a better and more uniform distribution of the 
light in any given locality; it being expressly understood and agreed 
that the foregoing provisions of this agreement as to the substitution 
of new wooden poles for the present iron lamp-posts shall not be 
operative unless and until the necessary locations shall be granted 
by the board or officer having authority in the premises as aforesaid; 
and further, that the operation of the remaining provisions of this 
instrument shall not in any way be affected by the foregoing provi- 
sions as to the poles, but said remaining provisions shall become 
operative upon the signing hereof, whether said new locations are 
granted or not. 

ARTICLE III. Said Company shall keep all electric arc-lamps now 
or hereafter set up in said district for the City, and the posts, car- 
bons, hoods and globes therefor, clean and in good condition, satis- 
factory to the Superintendent of Lamps of said City ; and shall keep 
said lamps properly lighted, so as to give a clear and steady light, 
during such hours between dusk and dawn, not exceeding thirty- 
eight hundred and fifty (8,850) hours in any one year, as the board 
or officer ordering them shall require ; each old lamp to be lighted by 
a current of electricity, furnishing usually in the lamp an electrical 
energy of not less than four hundred and sixty-one (461) watts, and 
each new electric arc-lamp substituted as aforesaid to be lighted by 
a current of electricity, furnishing usually in the lamp an electrical 
energy of not less than five hundred (500) watts, and never less than 
four hundred and eighty (480) watts ; said Company shall employ a 
suflicient number of capable inspectors to inspect the lamps during 
the hours of burning, and promptly report at the office of said Com- 
pany every lamp not so kept, and said Company shall immediately, 
to the satisfaction of said Superintendent, cause every such lamp so 
reported and every such lamp found to be put in good condition or 
replaced by a new electric arc-lamp. 

ARTICLE IV. Said Company shall assume the defence of, and 
hold the City, its agents and employees, harmless from any and all 
suits arising in doing anything above required of the Company or 
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its employees, from the use of any invention, patent or patent right, 
or material, labor or implement, or arising from any act, omission 
or neglect of the Company, its agents or employees. 

ARTICLE V. Said City, by such persons as said Superintendent 
may authorize, shall have access to said lamps, posts and reflectors, 
and the machines, wires and other apparatus and appliances used in 
making or distributing electricity to said lamps ; may at any time 
attach and maintain at any point or points in the circuits of such 
electricity one or more ammeters ; and may at any time remove any 
lamp and test the same. 

ARTICLE VI. The City, as full payment for everything furnished 
or done by or resulting to the Company in carrying out this contract, 
shall, after the first day of each and every month during the con- 
tinuance thereof, pay on bills presented prior to the fifteenth day of 
the preceding month, approved by the board or officer ordering the 
same, for each electric arc-lamp kept in good condition and well 
lighted as aforesaid prior to said day and not paid for, if furnished 
with electricity by underground wires paid for by the City, the sum 
of thirty-four (34) cents ; otherwise, the sum of thirty-five (35) 
cents for each night that the lamp is so kept ; but if any such lamp 
shall fail to be so kept during any part of said hours, the City may 
deduct for that night from said sum a proportional part thereof, as 
determined by said Superintendent, and if during any night the de- 
ficiency of the electrical energy in any lamp shall be twenty (20) 
per cent. or more, of the required energy, as so determined, the 
City shall make no payment for that night for that lamp; and if 
such deficiency occurs for more than five (5) nights in succession, 
or if in the opinion of said Superintendent it occurs oftener than 
the public interest should bear, said Superintendent, with the 
approval of the Mayor, may make such reduction in the sum to be 
paid per lamp for each night as he shall determine, or may cancel 
this contract. 

ARTICLE VII. The existing contract under which said Company 
is now supplying electric arc-lamps to said City, dated December 29, 
1894, is hereby cancelled, and this contract shall commence with 
the date hereof, and continue in force, subject to an appropriation 
therefor for each year and subject to cancellation as hereinbefore 
provided, until February 1, 1905, and thereafter until six (6) months 
after either party shall in writing notify the other party that the 
contract is to be terminated, which notice may be given at any time 
after four (4) years and six (6) months from December 2, 1899.

The following is a copy of the contract with the Brookline 
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Gas Light Company for furnishing arc-lamps in the Brighton 
District : 

THE City oF Boston, a municipal corporation in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and the BROOKLINE GAS 
LigHtT COMPANY, a corporation established under the laws 
of said Commonwealth, agree as follows : 


ARTICLE I. The Company shall maintain the existing electric 
arc-lamps in the district which includes the territory which was 
formerly Brighton and the territory bounded by Muddy river, Charles 
river and the Town of Brookline as and where now located, and 
may until October 1, 1901, continue to use free of charge the iron 
hoods or reflectors of said City on said lamps, but on or before that 
date shall substitute new enclosed electric arc-lamps for said existing 
lamps ; and the Company shall from and after the date hereof fur- 
nish and set up new enclosed electric arc-lamps in such other 
places in the highways, squares, parks, public grounds, public build- ' 
ings and other places in said district as may from time to time be 
ordered by the board or officer having authority to place or locate 
lamps in such places; and said Company forthwith, after being 
requested thereto by the Superintendent, when duly authorized, 
shall furnish lamps on Commonwealth avenue, between Brighton 
avenue and Chestnut Hill avenue in such places, and with such hard 
pine poles, as he shall specify, and shall on or before the expiration 
of five years from the date hereof replace the poles with the wooden 
lamp-posts hereinafter described, and furnish electricity for lighting 
said lamps by an underground conduit. 

ARTICLE II. The Company shall furnish and set up all new 
electric arc-lamps to be furnished as aforesaid, of the enclosed pat- 
tern (substantially like those now in use on Arlington street in said 
City) with clear glass globes free from lettering unless otherwise 
ordered by such board or officer, of a quality and shape to avoid 
casting rings and streaks of light and shade, and of a style approved 
by the Superintendent of Lamps of said City. 

ARTICLE III. The Company shall furnish for all such enclosed 
arc-lamps, wooden lamp-posts belonging to the Company, substan- 
tially of the same size, style, and kind as those now in use for said 
lamps on said Arlington street, and shall remove and sell all posts 
for which the wooden posts may be substituted, shall keep an 
account of the expense of such removals and sales, and account 
with, and pay over to, the City the surplus, if any, out of said sales 
over and above said expense, and shall have no claim upon the City 
for any part of said expense except as provided in this Article. 
The Company shall inform said Superintendent when about to sub- 
stitute any post and shall place the post in the same location as the 
post for which the wooden post is substituted, unless the Superin- 
tendent shall vary the location to secure a better and more uniform 
distribution of light. 

ARTICLE IV. The Company shall keep all electric arc-lamps now 
or hereafter set up in said district for the City, and the posts, 
carbons, hoods, or globes therefor, clean and in good condition, 
satisfactory to the Superintendent of Lamps of said City; and shall 
keep said lamps properly lighted so as to give a clear and steady 
light during such hours between dusk and dawn, not exceeding 
thirty-eight hundred and fifty (3,850) hours in any one year, as the 
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board or officer ordering them shall require; each old lamp to be 
lighted by a current of electricity, furnishing usually in the lamp an 
electrical energy of not less than four hundred and sixty-one (461) 
watts, and each new electric arc-lamp furnished as aforesaid to be 
lighted by a current of electricity furnishing usually in the lamp as 
electrical energy of not less than five hundred (500) watts, and 
never less than four hundred and eighty (480) watts; said Company 
shall employ a sufficient number of capable inspectors to inspect the 
lamps during the hours of burning, and promptly report at the effice 
of said Company every lamp not so kept, and said Company shall 
immediately, to the satisfaction of said Superintendent, cause every 
such lamp so reported and every such lamp found to be defective to 
be put in good condition or replaced by a new electric arc-lamp. 

ARTICLE YV. The Company further agrees to indemnify and save 
the City harmless from and against any and all claims and demands 
for damages, costs and expenses for or on account of injuries to 
persons or property arising from imperfect contruction and main- 
tenance, or from any use of its wires and apparatus, and also to 
assume the defence of and to hold the City, its agents and 
employees, harmless from any and all claims for damage by reason 
of any infringement of patent rights in the use of lamps, lights, 
wires, poles, machinery and appliances connected therewith. 

ARTICLE VI. The City, by such persons as said Superintendent 
may authorize, shall have access to said lamps, posts and reflectors, 
and the machines, wires and other apparatus and appliances used in 
making or distributing electricity to said lamps; may at any time 
attach and maintain at any point or points in the circuits of such 
electricity one or more ammeters; and May at any time remove any 
lamp and test the same. 

ARTICLE VII. The City as full payment for everything fur- 
nished or done by or resulting to the Company in carrying out this 
contract, shall, after the first day of each and every month during 
the continuance thereof, pay, on bills presented prior to the fifteenth 
day of the preceding month, approved by the board or officer order- 
ing the same, the sums hereinafter stated for each electric arc-lamp 
kept in good condition and well lighted as aforesaid prior to said day 
and not paid for, viz.: 


For each lamp of a number not less than 249 35¢, 
For each lamp of a number not less than 250 nor more than 299 344c. 
For each lamp of a number not less than 300 nor more than 349 = 34c. 
For each lamp of a number not less than 350 nor more than 399  33¢4c. 
For each lamp of a number not less than 400 nor more than 449 = 38c. 
For each lamp of a number not less than 450 nor more than 496 32+c. 
For each lamp of a number not less than 500 nor more than 599 ~—32¢. 
For each lamp of a number not less than 600 nor more than 699 3l4e. 
For each lamp of a number not less than 700 nor more than 799 = 31c. 
For each lamp of a number not less than 800 nor more than 899 304¢c. 
For each lamp of a number not less than 900 nor more than 999 = 30c. 


provided, however, that if any such lamp shall be furnished with 
electricity by an underground wire belonging to the City, the price 
for each lamp per night shall be one cent less than the above prices, 
and if any such lamp shall fail to be kept as aforesaid during any 
part of the hours required therefor, the City may deduct for that 
night from the price therefor otherwise due a proportional part 
thereof as determined by said Superintendent, and, if during any 
night the deficiency of the electrical energy in any lamp shall be 
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twenty (20) per cent. or more of the required energy, as so deter- 
mined, the City shall make no payment for that night for that lamp; 
and if such deficiency occurs for more than five (5) nights in succes- 
sion, on the same light, said Superintendent with the approval of 
the mayor, may make such reduction in the sum to ne paid per lamp 
or lamps for each night as he shall determine. 

ARTICLE VIII. This contract shall commence with the date 
hereof, and continue in force, subject to an appropriation therefor 
for each year, until February 20, 1909, and thereafter until six (6) 
months after either party shall, in writing, notify the other party that 
the contract is to be terminated, which notice may be given at any 
time after four (4) years and six (6) months from the date hereof.

ANNUAL REPORT 


LAW DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1901-1902. 


Boston, February 1, 1902. 
Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— The undersigned officers in charge of the Law 
Department herewith respectfully submit their report of the 
doings of the department for the year ending January 31, 
1902. 

The past year has been notable in the annals of the Law 
Department on account of the fact that for the first for a 
great many years more cases have been settled or disposed of 
than have been brought against the city. It will be seen by 
our report that during the year 1,018 cases were brought. 
One thousand and forty-four were disposed of, this being at 
the rate of about three a day, including Sundays and 
holidays. 

The work of the Corporation Counsel in guiding the affairs 
of the city by written and oral opinions, in representing it 
in hundreds of matters before the Legislature, and in taking 
charge of the preparation and making of the city’s contracts, 
has been varied and extensive, covering almost all affairs of 
the city, both as a business corporation and as a political 
body. 

Among the more important transactions of the Law De- 
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partment during the year has been the collection from the 
State of the money due from it to the city on account of 
the water works taken by the Metropolitan Water District. 
Although the settlement was made in 1900 by the Attorney 
General and the City Solicitor, with the approval, on one 
side, of the Governor and Metropolitan Water Board, and, 
on the other, of the Mayor and the Committee on Claims, 
the money was not paid until 1901. 

Among other important matters there is worthy of special 
notice the arguing before the Supreme Court in a large num- 
ber of petitions for certiorari, the legality and constitution- 
ality of the betterment assessments on account of the South 
Terminal Station, and the unanimous opinion of the Supreme 
Court sustaining the legality of the assessments; also the 
trial of two of the Brighton avenue betterment assessment 
cases, and the settlement of the petitions for reduction of 
betterments on said avenue in accordance with the findings 
of the jury in the test cases.

This table shows a reduction in the number of cases pend- 
ing at the end of this year from the number pending at the 
end of the preceding year. The large number of assessment 
and betterment cases brought during the year was principally 
due to the assessments for the construction of Commonwealth 
and Huntington avenues and the South Terminal improve- 
ment, including over fifty petitions for certiorari to test the 
validity of the assessments. The Supreme Judicial Court 
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has sustained the legality of the South Terminal improve- 
ment assessment, and it is probable that the most of these 
cases will be disposed of during the coming year.
